His Highneſle the Duke of Bavaria , had taken ore re- 
grett at this Norimberg ; and, for its entertaining the King of 
Sweden , had his Generall Tily offered to beleaguer it, And 
had this Duke beene ſtrong enough, he would, perchance, haue 
beene content, with an indifterent occaſion to have quarrePd 
it: for beſides the addition of ſo ſtrong a Pafſe, andable Iurif- 


dion, unto his already devoured Upper Palatinate : it had His reaſons 
been an Inlett, withall , to his progreſſe into the Marquiſates tor it,

City to the flames, andthe riches of it, for a prey anto his 
ſouldiers, This danger was the Towne now in:themore nced, 
therefore, for the King to keepe his word with ir. 

And yet was ita mix? altzon, too : there were other con- 
curring cauſes, for the Kings fitting downe about Norimberg, 
beſides the bare keeping of his iſe with it. Theſe were 
ſome of the preuailing reaſons,that drew the King thither. 

Firſt, ſhould he have left it unto the fury of the enemy, 
the whole world might iaſtly have condemn'd him, as a man 
more | of his ſafety, then of his honour. Then, the 
Imperiall Cities (whoſe Champion he had heretofore pro- 

ed himſelfe) perceiuing him ſo carcfull ro make his owne 

e, wouldalfo have plaid the beſt of theirs: and Norins- 
,among the reſt, —_— have falne off from him, 
faved its owne take with the Emperour. 

Secondly, This Towne of Norimberg,wasa Paſſe of migh- 
ty importance : not onely, by the advantage of its ſituation , 
Which was its neighbourhood vnto many ſmaller Os.

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lities (all in Leagne with it ) buta very conſiderable Statelike- 
wiſe of its ſelfe it is,for the largenes of its owne Imifdicion. 
The foile, indeed, is but w and ſandy: burthe Lordſhip 
of it,is (mach what )fixteen Engliſh miles ſquare, with about 
20. good Townes and Flecks, and fixe or ſcuen skore villages 
in it. Noremberg therefore, was worth the looking after. 

Thirdly, the City it ſelfe hadnow given him an aflurance, 
how excellent well it was provided, for the ſuſtaining of 
his Army: which,notwithſtanding that it miintained 30000 
or 40000-people, for ſixteene weekes together, yet at the 
Kings riſing , was notbread much dearer , then ordinarily tis 
in London. 

And theſe three, ther with the honour of keeping 
his word, were the chiefe of the reaſons for the Kings en« 
camping about Noremberg. Had he more entended the ad- 
vancement of his other viRories, then the ſafety of this 
Towne ; he might then have marched up into the Biſhop of 
Bambergs Countrey , and have expeRted Walenſtein in theſe 
quarters : and ſoby laying the ſeate of the warres , in that 
Biſhopricke, have abundantly beene revenged of that Prince, 
for the breach of his former promiſes. Againe , the Kings 
Army was now but ſmall : for though it had the reputation 
of 20000 men, by the Enſigne ; yer ſurely (fo weake were 
the Companies,that the forces of the Towne excepted) they 
could not muſter above 1 5 500-reall marching men,to be rec- 
koned, by the Poll.. Had, therefore , the chicfe of his care 
beene, to have firlt re-enforced his Legions; and then to have 
returned upen the enemy : he ſhould (in all probability) have 
retired beyond Norswberg , towards the banks of the river 
Maine in Franconia. Thereabouts , was the whole Country 
at his devotion; and hither,might the ſeverall Armics which 
he had now ſent for, with lefle danger, and more ſpeed, have 
marcht up to him. But either of theſe, had he now done ; 
then, Joubrlefſe, would Walenſtein ſo ſtrongly have entrenche 


himſelfe before Norimberg in the meane time, that there 
would have becne no remooving of him,

Weymar', was beyond the river Weſer about Branſwick/and. Armicstoeome 
The Landtgrave of Hefſes, about Paderborn, and the Dake» to bim 


dome of Weſtphalia. The Rex-Chancellor Oxenſteirn, about 
Aentz; and Duke Bernard with the Generall Z anier, in B- 
varia. All theſe Armies , he had athis firſt encamping, com- 
manded with all ſpeed to come and ioyne with him : which 
whileſt they are about to do; we ſhall entertaine our Readers 
with the chicfeſt of thoſe military diſcourſes, deſcriprions , 
and rencounters : which paſkd betwixt the two Armicsa- 
bout Norimberg. 

Begin we with the Kings Leaguer, and the deſcription of 
it, as alſo of the ſtrength he had to lay in it, He had,ar his firſt 
fitting downe, ſixe Brigades of foote forces : three where- 
of were commanded by Grave Neeles ; and the other three , 
by Sir John Hepbarn, which came to betwixt ſeven and 8000 
and no' more, About that ſtrength, were his Horſe: not full 
$000 compleat, and yet faſt upon it. The Right wing of 
theſe horſe, was commanded by Liefrenant Generall Srrief; 
and the Left wing, by Leiftenant Generall Goldſtein. His Ar 
rillery , conſiſted of 20, Peeces of battery, and 30; Fielding 
Peeces, of 3. and 6. pound ball, The King, ſo ſoone ascver 
he had taken the reſolution of retyring to Norimberg: had 
ſent before hand to the Towne, to have his Leaguer provi- 
ded for him about the City, Himfelfe with his Army, ſtaid 
two dayes in the Mountaines, whileſt his Quarters might be 
ſomething towards a readinefſle: ſo thar at his firſt comming , 
he found the Trenches halfe wrought by the Burgers. Th 29 
were found too little , when the King came to lodge his Ar- 
my in them: for which cauſe,his Maielty in perſonroderound 
about the Towne to lay out the ground for enlarging of the 
Quarters : which contained 3 5000 Rods of ground, within 
the vttermoſt /ne of Circumuallation. And tor my unders 
ſtanding of this ſtrength and Leaguer; are the thagks due un- 
to the Noble and valiant Sir /o/n

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The faſhion of the City of Norimberg, enclines, moſtly, 
to acircle, and yer ſomething to an ovall figure, The ſinall 
river Pegmirz, cunnes in atthe Eaſt , and outat the Weſt of 
it, Ithath many faire Suburbs ; and in them, was the Kings 
Leaguer : it embracing both Towne and Suburbs, round a- 
bout, within the compaſſe of its proteQion. Ibegin to de- 
ſcribe the Fortifications upon the Eaſt ſide, by the river, and 
the Suburbe of Weerr. Hence,all about the hill of the ewes , 
unto St. Tohns , was it taken vp with divers Baſtions , and 
Retrenchments : all theſe, being guarded by their Flanckers , 
and other ordinary Defences. On the other ſide of the water, 
was the Pent encompaſſed about with another Fort or B aſts. 
en: which being well Flanckered with a Curraine : wasalſo 
joyned untoa Fort new builded in the'Suburbe called Gaſtes. 
heff : and that well defended likewiſe with divers Halfe. 
HMoenes and Horn-works. The Suburbe called Steinbwhe! to- 
wards Scheimaw , was ſtrongly entrenched likewiſe : guar. 
ded befides with two other Fores,joyning one upon another. 
Towards the wood of Retenbach , was there a Fort-rojall & 
reed : and another towards Gleiſhammer , upon the way 
thatleadeth towards Altorff. Divers Batteryes were erefted 
here and there, betweene which were plentifully furniſhed 
with the Kings owne Ordnance, and others out of the 
Towne CMagazine, The Works were ſtrongeſt, upon the 
South fide , for that the King ſuſpeted the enemy likelyeſt 
to encampe there : and upon the Eaſt ſide, towards the Vp- 
per Palatinate , for feare the Imperialiſts ſhould have had 
the courageto have falnc on upon the neereſt ſide to them , 
at their firſt comming. The CAoate or Graff round about all, 
was, generally twelue foot wide,and eight deepe : and about 
the Head-works , eighteene foot wide, and twelue deepe. 
The King of Behemia's Quarter in the Leaguer , was at 
Weierchaws, (a houſe of one Weier, a Burger) on the South 
ſide of the City, and in the way towards Newmarcht. Eight 
thouſand ſouldiers , laboured daily upon the Fortifications ; 
nor yet were the Works fully perfected, at Walenſteins firſt 
camming: 
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comming : ſo that the King looked preſently ro have beene 
fouled. But our Generaliſſimo , in the point of fighting, 
deceived the expeRations both of his friends, and of his 
enemies. 

And this is ſomething towards the deſcription of the 
Kings Leaguer. And here was his Maieſty now reſolved to 
abide that ſhocke and tempeſt of warre, which from the 
whole power of the = by honſe of «Auſtria , he had 
laſt Spring expe&ted ſhou at Merz have falne him. 
At Metz, , therefore, did he laſt yeere make thoſe ſolarge 
Fortifications and Bridges , which Page 51 of our Second 
Part you fhall finde defcribed. There had hee taken in the

The Army was mach about the fame 
number that we have before {et you downe, Page 233. of our 
Second Part. Forin the end of this [uy , they encampt 
in; Walewftcinhimſelfe ſent a Liff of his whole Forces, unto 
his Imperiall Majeſty at Fiewna, Init, were 191. Cormetsof 
Horſe befides Crabats and Dragooners : with 149. Foot 
Companies, The Horſe, at 125. toa Cornet (which is the 
uſuall proportion ) amount toabout 20000 : And ſo many 
Dutch Horſe he had indeed. His Foot,at 300. compleat,to a 


company for halfe of them (for ſo Falftews Lift, was) and The Forces of 
the reſt, as ſtrong as the Captaines could make them, amount #«/cnitein and

nant-Generall , and he gave out the orders, In the Duke of 
Bavariaes Campe , had Altringer the ſame office : who yet 
was to be dire&ed and controlled by #alenfein; the Duke of 
Bavaria himſelfe (many times) knowing nothing , till the 
command was to be executed. Major-General of the Horſe 
unto Walenftein,was Colonell Holck,a Subie to the King of 
D enmarck. His Generall- Major of the Foot, was the Colonel 
Sparre, a little blacke Gentleman, and a Pomerlander, The 
valiant Baron of Cronenberg (asT take it) was Generall- Ma- 
jor of the Horſe unto Bavaria, but who was of his Foote, I 
know not-: Cratz was notnow in the Leaguer ; for he was 
yet buſic againſt Banier , in Bavaria: and. hee afterwards 
offered to hinder him., when hee came towards Norimberg. 
Burt this I have but by heare-ſay. Other great Commanders, 
which at the firſt comming , had: ſeverall Quarters, in 'the 
Leagner; were Count Maximilian I altein, and Count Ber- 
Walenftein, Kinſmen, I ſuppoſe, unto the Generalſſimo, 
The Baron of Tchowberg, and Colonel Piccolomini, an Italin 
Gentleman: with 1/o/ami, Mittcha and Gratz, Colonels Ge- 
nerall of the Crabats and Hungarians,in their Quarter. Walen- 
ſtein at his firſt comming , fate downe a night or two about 
Schwabach, untill his Quarters could be ney ready for him : 
which done, then went he and fate downe in his Leaguer. 
The whole Imperiall-Leaguer, was at firſt divided into 
_— ſeverall Quarters: if the F;gare cut in Copper be true, 
which I have ſeene printed , with a High Dwech deſcripti- 
on, to it. But theſe 7, lefſer Quarters were rather ſcored 
out, then really fortified : for that they ſerved but till the 
great Quarter could be finiſhed. The diſtance of his Quar- 
ters from the Kings , was about 4. miles Eng/45. Their 
firſt and Head-Quarter, ( which was farrethe largeſt ) was 
by Merz , upon the Nerth-Weſt of the river 
Pegnitz, , betwixt the High-wayes unto Wwre:burg and 
Bamberg, This was almoſt like an Oval: and the river Red- 
mit 
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nitz, , ranne cloſe =. upon the Northerne border. The ſe- 
cond Quarter , was by Sc , betweene the way tov 
— (which bryan Loews ) and the x 
Pegmtsz : cloſe upon the Weſterne banke of it. Here Pic- 
colomini commanded. The third Quarter, was by Mneggen- 
hboff, at a good diſtance from the Southerne banke of the ri- 
ver,and from Piccolomimies Quarter: with 2. Royall Forts be- 
eweene,and their Batteries. Here was Count Aſaximiian Wa- 
lenfteinlodged. The fourth was on the South ſide of the Kings 
Leaguer,by Heffen:and therelay Baron Cronenberg, The fi 
was on the ſame fide towards the right hand, by Saint Leo- 
nards:which was called Baron Altringers.Betwixt theſe two 
went the High-way to Keychel/dorff The ſixth, was by P wit- 
mull, on the Eaſt ſide of Norimberg and beyond the river, on 
the Northerne banke, a great diſtance from A/tringers, with 
a very great Fort, betweene the way to Schwabach and the 
Pegmitz., And here, Count Bernard Walenſtem commanded. 
The ſcuenth, was by Prentzengart; betwixt the high-waies 
that leade to Amberg, and to Calmbach: on the North-Eaſt 
of Norimberg : This was the Hungarian and the Crabats 
Quarter: whoſe chiefes were 1ſolani, Mitticha and Gratzy, 
The 8. and laſt er, was by Rehenberg ; betweene the 
wayes to Culmbach and Bamberg , upon the North of the 
City;and neere unto the Head-Quarter. This was the Count 
of Schowbergs. Betwixt cach of theſe, were there Workes 
and Forts, one or two; according to the diſtance, 

This mighty Leaguer, was vaite, rather thanaccurate; 3#«- 
lenſtein, (arely, was defective in this point of military excel- 
lency: he is none cfthe belt Spademan ; nor had heany good 

iniersabout him, Scuen of theſe 8. Quarrers , were'but 

fight ones; alittle carth caſt vp, and barricadoed with Wa- 
ons, trees and other encumbermenrs. Nor were they cloſe 
behind : asif out of a military brayery, they would have the 
King know , they truſted more to their ſtrengths, than to 
their trenches, Nor did theſe 7. Quarters laſt long: bur onely 
till the Head-Quarter could be a and fortified: and that 
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after the ſending out of Hokk and other forces to take vp the 
chicfe Poſts of the Conntry: all the reſt were drawne out into 
the great that we now deſcribe. The Avenes or 
Paſſages of this great Leaguer, in and out, thorow the Re- 
trenchments, had Barricadees rightbefore them, made with 
Truncks and mighty boughes of Trees, among: with broken 
Wagons, Tarne-pikes, Gabions, or Cannon-baskets, pieces 
of ald Caske fill'd up with carth and ſtones, and many fuch 
otherrude devices, toblocke up the way withall: —_ 
againſt Horſe, and ſudden Camadoes. 1 he place for ſome of 
his Quarters, was a naturall Fortification, hilly, wooddy, and 
buſhic: andeſpecially by the hill and old Caltle of A/rendorp; 
made fameus on Saint B artholmewes day following,by a moſt 
notable confli& for it. And this hindred,among the reſt, that 
the YVitermeſ# line of Circunmruallation, or the trae Compaſle of 
the Campe, could not exattly belaid ont: or at leaft, I know 
it not: All the bridges over the 2, little rivers, had hee canfed 
to.be broken downe 3 at K , namely , Reychel/dorff, 
Stain, W ajherbeff, and Furt, that fo, no might, onthe 
ſudden-come at him. Divers villages were within theſe 
Laarers, the Duke of Bavaria being lodg'd in one of them: 
yea and #alerſterm himſcife, though he had his day Pavilion 
in the open field, for the moſt part, and when it was faire 
weather;yet was his lodging{(whe he pleaſed) withina hone, 
And this was fitteſt both for his difeafes and humours: he is 
fhrewdly troubled with the Goute, ſo that hee goes foftly , 
and is led-ſomerimes. Same othercrazyneſles, is he likewiſe 
woubled with, for whichthe cold carth is not ſo kindly. He 
loues to keepe a State, fit for the dignity of his place : and 
that affects priuacy andr 

The Soveraignty (I muſt not exprefle it ina lower ftile ) 
over the 1rhrzn, wes ablolately, at the Duke of Frid/ands 
diſpoſure : for ſo much he tooke upon hun, as Imporrall Ge 
wevaldfſime. He was Fellow nn Armes, and no General, over 
the Duke-of Zawaria: for that his Army, was independant ; 
and bc,asaPrince of the Empire by bunſelfe, had Rs 
” is. 
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his ownecharges. Yer did Walenſteis command all; and that 
witha Switch (as it were:) his Orders being giuen out with 
an /mperioss Eloquence, which is Breefeneſſe. His pleaſure (fo 
much is due toa Generall ) muſt not onely be uncontrollable, 
but undiſputable: and he is a moſt ſadden and ſeuere [nfficver, 
(when he pleaſes) for his wiktary diſcipline, Hang the beaſt, 
(thats his word) that obeyes not with a ſeruile celerity, Hee 
is a bountifull-handed man , where he finds deſerning : and 
theſe two things, Rewards and Pumſbments (and of 
both) are the Secrets of his Diſcipline ; theſe are the chi 
lawes that kept his Campe in exceeding gocd order , all the 
tune of this Leaguer; and himlelfe well beloged of his ſoul- 
diers. There was nogreat good heartineſle of afteion(ſome 
will fay ) betwixt the 2. Dukes: and if Bavaria, at any time, 
interpoſed his counſell; #/alenſtein would take no more of it, 
then ſhould ſerue his turne:good aduice,perchance,beingnow 
andthan diſcountenanced, for the Giver. 

The Cape being fortified, the Generalſſime gave this 
generall orderunto his ſouldiers, that they ſhonld make more 
uſe of their trenches, than of their weapons : That they 
ſhould not, but with ſpeciall leane, goe out upon commanded 
Partees, and that very ſtrongly : Thatthey ſhould not, bur 
npon command, ſtraggle abroad after forage or adventures : 
bur continue to make good the Poſts, they were comman- 
ded to, tillthey were relieved. That they ſhould, for the 
moſt part, containe themſelues upon the defenſive within 
their Quarters : and when they were in commanded Partees 
ſent abroad, they ſhould then hinder the Swedes from get» 
ting forrage. He had taken a very excellent order, for the 
vicualling of his Army ; for ſure, the Duke of Frid/ands 


Maſter piece, is to be a good Proviſioner: and he hath a ſin- and proviſions 
gular good Catering witof his owne. Above all, had he ta- for his Army, 


ken good care for his Provant-bread , which is halfe the ſtan» 

ding diet of a ſouldier:and they wilt doe well enough, where 

bread is good, and plentifull. That which moſt incommoda- 

ted him, was, ———_ _h had none, for the {er- 
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vice of his Leaguer, The river Rednirz, though it ranne from 
his Campe, into the Biſhopricke of Bamberg (a friends coun« 
trey) yet it being both narrow, and ſhallow, and-againſtthe 
ſtreame toozit was no way capable of any great carriages. His 
truſt for the bringing of his viQtualls, therefore, muſt bee by 
Convoyes over land: which were farre more caſuall,and more 
chargeable. He had |aid all the country for proviſions. Die 
vers troopes of his Cavallery , were ſentunto'all thenext 
greater townes and Paſſages , then at his devotion : which 
were there to hold their Quarters, As to Cronach, namely , 
and Forcheim, in the Biſhopricke of Bamberg: Willrburg Ca- 
ſtle, and Weifſenbwrg, an Imperiall towne by it, in the Biſhop- 
pricke of eAichftee, Some of his Forces had beene leftbe- 
yond Norimberg in the Upper Palatinare, to ſecure that, and 
Bohemia: and others were already advanced beyond it, to the 
townes upon the river Aiſch, in Franconia. The Crabats roa- 
ved upand downe, from Forcheim, almoſt, unto Wwrrsburg : 
yea he hadmade fare worke of it, euenas farre as. the towne 
of Regenſpurg in Bavaria: and. had blockt up all the chiefe 
Poſts a mag theſe townes and Norimberg. From 
all theſe (and from Regenſpurg eſpecially, whether it was ſent 
him along the Danby, from Yienna) was his Campe (erved 
with-proviſions; and the Kings Leaguer thereby cut-off, from 
allneceſſarics : Every day were ſtrong commanded Horſe- 
Partees ſent abroad, to lye upon ſeverall Poſts and Paſſages of 
advantage; to intercept the Kings Foragers. This was com- 
monly the Crabats buſinefle: who lay up and downe, 4. 6. 8, 
or 10. miles frem the Kings. Leaguer.. With theſe, had the 
Swedzfh Partees their moſt encounters; but for brevities fake, I 
muſt notinfiſt upon every skirmiſh. 
All this was done by #alenftein, with Indgement,and like 
a Generall --and this was all the force hee uſed to conſtreine 
the King, todifladge from before Nerimberg , and toaban- 
don it up'to his mercy. -Other force; he attempted none. He 
faw the Kings Works and Retrenchments, to bee made fo 
ſtrong, that. it would proone a deſperate piece of ſeruice, os 
Wn 
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whoſoever ſhould undertake to affault them. And Falenſtein 
boldly gaue it out , That it ſorted not with the Service of Hu 
Imperiall Maiefty to have the new Army hazarded, upon a B at- 
tell or Imvaſion : That there had beene too much attempred that 
way, before; and that he would ſhow the King of Sweden ano- 
ther kinde of Warre-faring. And thus much indeed ; was by 
ſome priſoners of great note, confefſed unto the King, after. 
wards: namely, that the Imperiall Genera/fſimo had this plot 
upon him, To draw the Warre out into alength ; and to a- 
waitethe favour of opportunity:hopingat laſt,to ferve him- 
ſelfe ſo well , upon the Kings nzceſlities ; that, either, they 
ſhould fo conſtraine him, or his friends ſo perſwade with 
him; that heHhould, if not offer, yet-not deny; to hearken un- 
toa good Treaty. This if it tooke well, then ſhould the ad- 
vantage, in the concluſion of the Peace, make him afaire (a- 
ver for his patience, preſerve Him a gallant Army , tobe o- 
therwhere employed for His Imperiall Majeſty : and gaine, 
finally, a moſt ample reputation unto the namie of Walenſtein: 
as one that had onely knowne , how to handle the King of 
Sweden 

This was Walenſteins Reſt up, and he was reſolved to at 
no part but of Fabizs : he had the King ina Coope, or in a 
ngledndy, and there (for a while) he meantto keepe him, 
and Norimberg. Something indeed, his Army did, at their 


very firſt comming into-thoſe Quarters : but they were not ,,,;,,n.;n. 68

any attempts upon the Kings Trenches, but ſome out-rydings attempes, 


and Cavatcadoes only, upon the Tewes of Fart, and Burgers 
of Farenbach, whom his men plundered, Some other forag- 
ing voyages they alſo made upon the Boores barnes and how- 
ſes, in the ſmaller townes of the neighbear Marquiſate of 
Onſpach; (commonly called The Lower Margwyſate ) and in- 
to the Turiſdiaion of the Norimbergers. The poore towne 


filling into the Lordly diſpleaſure of the Generalsſ/tmo, (for 
that it had Caine 50 of his men, inthe taking of it) was by 
him deſtinated unto an uniuerſall deſtruKion. The execution

of Swabach (8 or 9 Enghſ» miles from — ) NOW ity abroad. 
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was ſtayed, by theDuke of Beaverie's intercefſion : (which 
Was . asthe firſt motion he had made tc him) and the 
puni t commured to a ranſome : as a ſurety for which 
moneyes, the chiefe Magiſtrate was carryed away priſoner. 
Divers able troopes, were by our General:ſſimo ( at his ve- 
ry firſt ſetting downe)diſpatched further into the Marquiſate 
of _—_— and the Dukedome of Franconia. Neere Onfpach, 
wasthe Towne and Caftle of Liechtenaw within the Inriſ- 
dition of the Norimbergers, preſſed, but not taken yet, by 
the rene Three of _ —_— attempted m 
Aen tupon the Imperiall Citie of Win/9amupon the 
; mon: 57 , 3O Pi ere to the Weſt of Norimberg : 
Some ira/ftei- and 24 to the Northweſt of Onſpach, But thrs defigne cf 
xerggepulicd at theirs being diſcovered and defeated by the Swedi/> garriſon, 
149m andthe Burgers; the Imperialiſts gate a ſhrewd bruſh here, 
left many of their fellowes behind them, and carryed off the 
beſt part of 1000 more, wounded with them into Swabach. 
They rambled up and downe as farre as Vfenhains alfo, cight 
miles more to the Weſtward. Ks zingen,andSwinfort both, 
| werein ſome dread of them : but that the river ſayn was 
a good Barricadoe betwixtthem and the preſent danger. All 
that countrey likewiſe , which you ſee bounded with that 
mighty compalle of the river Mayne , to the Northward ; 
even from Zamberg,unto this Kitzingen : was daily ouer-run 
and brought under contribution, by their Horſe-Partees. On 
the Northerne ſide of the 21aynealſo , thoſe Crabats that 
had their Quarters in and about Bamberg ; did at pleaſure 
roave up and downe the countrey, evenunto the very walles 
of Wnrtsbarg. Duc South of Nerimberg, mercover,even as 
farreas the Biſhepricke of «Aichſter , for above 30 Engb/h 
miles togethery* was all at their devotion : and did daily fury 
niſh the Imperiall L with' proviſions. The Crabats 
(who are the ranke-ryders, and common harryers of the Itn- 
periall Army) had by this time plundered Hippo/ftew, a pret- 
tic Towne betwixt Norimberg and eAichſtet. Having lod- 
gedtherea-while , they ſer it on fireat parting : EY 
enoug 
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enough langhing at the poore mens miſeries, 7 hat they newer 
a/ed to pay their Hoſfts,om other money, The Townesof Corel 
berg and Reftall on the Weſt of Norimberg, were alſo fo ſer- 
ws : none faring ſo well, as thoſe that worſt afed them ; and 
that had the courage to let fliye their Ordnance among them, 
And thus farre was our Genera/;/ſtmo, abſolute Maſter of the 
Field : excepting thoſe good Townes onely, which had Swe. 
«/> garriſons in them, All this was done by the middle of 1#. 
ty, 1633. and now turne we backe againe vnto Norimberg. 

We told you before , of the good order taken by Wa/x- 
Rein, for the victualing of his Army : which for all his care, 
muſt bee contented with the entertainment of the W arres, 
and with many an /ra/ian dianer. The Generalsſſimo's ordie 
nary dyet, was fixe diſhes a mcale, and two botrles of wine 
eo it, as long as it laſted. The Kings table, perchance, was no- 
thing betrer ſerv'd ; as relying wholly vpon the Magazine of 

Normberg. Hence (as I fmde it from ſeverall hands afſured, ) 
was his Campe farniſhed with 8000 pound of bread ($0000 
ſome name ) daily. The Norimbergers wanted Mills, rather 
than corne : whichthe enemy had burnt downe. Both par- 
ties were faine to Steward their proviſtons,as thrifrily as {al 
rould : Walenftein, that he might hane enough to ftarve the 
King withall : andthe King, to be able ro hold out , till his 
Sureties , thoſe ether Armies which he had now ſent for, 
ſhould be comne vp to baile him. That which moſt necefſi- 
tated both the Armies, was wantof ſtraw and Horſe-meate: 
for which, whiles both ſides ſent abroad a foraging, there tell 
out many a ſhrewd bickering betweene them : one fide 
carrying away oftentimes, whatthe others had before mow- 
ed. Walenftem kept his Army all this while, under very good 
diſcipline ; nor durſt hee leave them any more at large, unto 
the libertie of that former licentiouſneſfe , which in other 
Warres they had beene ler looſe unto. He very well knew, 
how neere he now was, unto a King of Sweden : who (till, 
as any of the Imperialiſts durſt venture abraada Boot-haling; 

had ever ſome. Partee or other , upon the _— 
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And in the ſame manner were the Swedes alſo ſerved : both 

ſides taking their turnes , according to advantage. The firſt 

Warre that Walenfteim now made with the King , was a 

contention of courteſie : - for the man ( certainly) isa gallant 

ſpirited perſonage, and full of noblenefſe. Hee firſt of all, 

(and without ranſome,) ſent him home his well eſteemed 

Colonell Dabatel: whom, ( as in the latter end of our Second 

Part we told you ) he had lately taken priſoner about New- 

wvaenficin  marckt, With him,ſenthethe King this complement : That 
courts the be had no other ambition , then once to ſee his Majeſty, in good 
King of Swe. rermes with the Emperonr his Maſter ; and himſeclfe to have the 
den. honoxr, tobe the Inſtrument of it, About a three weekes af- 
ter, the ſame courteſie did he againe unto Ritmarſter Rey(chel; 
whom as he was ſeeking his s aches abroad, the Crabars 
had taken priſoner. His ranſome did Walenſtein firſt pay unto 
the takers; and then entertaining him in faire manner at his 
owne Table: franke and free ſent him home , after dinner, 
with this meſſage,onely, unto the King his Maſter. 7hat he 
efteemed his Majeſty for the beſt Captaine of the World : and 
that he would abundantly reft himſelfe contented, if he cold not 
by force vanqniſh him ; yet that he might be the meanes to bring 
him to a good Treaty with the Emperenr. This being told the 
> King as he after ſate at table , He: fmiling ſaid , That hee was 
The Kings yeady to doe Walſtein reaſon at all times; and for that he ſhow'd 
_—_— himſelfe ſo honeft a man , He had no canſe to wiſh his Perſon any 
i: the thing that hee above all deſired , being , that they rws 

might have a craſh together, upon a faire campagma, 

' The Imperiall General;ſſime purpoſing to contratt himſelfe 
valenſteix into his great Leaguer ; ſends out, firſt of all, ſome of his 
ſends ſuccour Forces inte other Countryes. Some Bavarians ( and I have 
into Bavaria 3 heard that there were 12000 of them, though I beleeve not 

ſo many ) were ſent backe into their owne Dukedome. 
and Holch, intro Aboutthe 20'hof Isly, was Holck,Generall- Major of the 
Miſnia. Horſe, ſent with 60600 Horſe , and 4000 Muskettiers , to- 
wardsthe Duke of Saxonyes countrey. Wis ſending out of 
theſe Forces,was; firſt,to give the reſt more roome at home, 
who 
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who elſe ſhould have layne more pent and peſtered in their 
Gy Secondly, to eaſe himſelfe of the charges of pay 
and victuals : they abroad, being tolive(as they could) upon 
the Countrey.His ſending out of the Bavarians, was to hin- 
der Baxzers joyning with the King : Crarz,with them, firſt 
wayslaying him about Fesſſenbwrg,and then afterwards with 
the helpe of Leopold: forces, recovering Landſperg, Schouga, 
Fuefſen and Mimchen in Bavaria. As for Holck 'E alſo was 
ſent to hinder the joyning of Duke Filiam of Saxon-Wey- 
mar, with the King : _ if he ſhould come too late for that 

rpoſe, then was he to fall into the Duke of Saxons Voit- 
lend and Miſnia : where, after Duke Williams comming a- 
way, he ſhould finde the lefle refiſtance. 


Said it is,that the Duke of Bavaria ſhould now be earneſt Bavaria moues

with the Generalifſimo , to give on upon the King in his tren- 
ches, and to venture the beating of him out , before his re- 
liefes ſhould be comne up to him. To this motion, the ſame

About the end of Is , did the Duke of Bavaria ſend an 
Expreſſe unto the Count of Pappenheim; to invite him, ra- 
ther to come with his forces from the Weſer , and to make a

togoeto ſerve the Arch-D acheſſe. Theſe letters being writ- 
ten in Cyphers, the Packet was intercepted about Alremburg 
in MG/nis, upon the ſcucnth of e4»guft : the Poſtilion was 
carried priſoner into Salfriet , 2nd the letters ſent unto the 
King of Sweden. This had the Court of Vienna, likewilc, 
defired from the Count of Pappenheim : who being abſolute 
of himſelfe in Braunſwickl/and was loath to come too neere a 
Generaliſſimo : and was now going to relieve Maſtrichr,up- 

on rich promiſes. 
The King, towards the 30 of 1#y, hearing of a Convoye 
of Walenſteins , that was to come out of the hether parts of

About the 27. of s/y, a Partec of Swedz/> Horſe, tooke 
one Captaine Darm priſoner, amongſt other Free-booters. 
He being examinedby the King upon his oath, confeſſed that 
Walenſteins preat Magazine of vials was at Freyenitat - 
which was the place appointed for whatſocuer came from

Cornetsof Horſe, ſome Cempanyesof Dragooners ; and 
two Wagons laden with Petards, Storming or Skaling lad- 
ders, &c. Withtheſe, comes he unto K arnbergh firſt ; two 
Dutch miles from Freyenitat. His ſeaſon and march, hee ſo 
proportiened; as that hee might bee before the towne hee 
went unto , afore day-light, upon the Munday morning /wly 
30. He did fo': and found moſt of the ſouldiers and townef- 
men, very ſecurely fl:eping : for who would have ſuſpeted, 
that the King of Swedens ſmaller Army ; being beſieged as it 
were, by two greater ; durlt have preſumed to ſend twenty 
miles, 
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miles cf, to ſurprize Freyenflat ? : 
Dabatel, athis firſt comming before the Towne ; ſurpri- 

(es ſome drowſie Sentinels : and hangs two Petards uponthe 

Sally-port. Theſe not blowing upon the gate, as he expeRed; who raking 

he fearing the noyſe of their going off, would ſend inthe the Towne, 

Alarme into the Towne; claps his skaling ladders to the naked | 

and un-man'd walles, which hee monnts and enters. Other 

Petards being by this time put to work, had forced open the 

gate,and made an eafie paſſage that way, for the reſidue of the 

Swediſh. They thus gotten in, cut in pieces thoſe few ſoul- 

diers, which they found cither {lceping or unprovided, upon 

the next Courts of Guard : and whoſoever elſe, offered to 

make reſiſtance, Hauing thus maſtered all __—_— , they 

make towardsthe Towne-Hall, which was the Magazine or 

Store-houſe they came thither for.

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Some of the Imperiall ſouldiers ( it ſcemes ) ſo ſoone as 
the Swedes were gotten intothe towne ; went Poſt with the 
newes of it unto Watenftein. W hich he hearing of ; imme- 
diately the ſame day diſpatches the Sergeant-Major Generall 
of his Foot;towards Freyenfar: cither to fave the reſidue; or 
to cut off Dxbate# in his comming home againe. It was Co- 
lonell Sparre that was now ſent : the ſame man whom the 
King had taken priſoner in April laſt, at Franckford upon the 
Oder : and who had begne exchanged for Major-General 
K niphawſen, whom Tilly had taken priſoner ar New Branden- 
burg. Sparre was {ent out with 8 Cornets of Horſe, of Co- 
lored#es and Gonzagaes Regiments,as I find: ſpecified. Twens 
ty troopes of 23 had he alſo with him : and 500 cem- 
manded Muskettires. And he ( as | have heard it told ) was 
now going out towards Amberg , to finde out a convenient 
Poſt or Quarter, where to lodge 8 or 10000 men; tocurbe 
in the Swed/s foragers into that Countrey, Hee hada pur- 
poſe, in his returne, to have ſpoyled eA4/torff; where the No- 
rimbergers have an Vauiverſitie. 

With theſe Forces, Sparre the ſame Munday, advances to- 
wards Freyenſtat. Some of his people (as I gu. ſſe) palledthe 
river Schwartzach , about Schwartzpruck_towne, over the 
bridge there : and ſome others of them-( which I ſuppoſe 
to be drawne out of other Quarters ) paſſedthe faid river 
beyond or about Bargtar ; ſomething more Eaſterly than 
their fellowes. 

The King of Sweden to prevent ſucha matter, and the ber. 
ter to ſecure the retreat unto Dabatell; goes himſelte out 
the ſame day, (befare Dwbatell was comne home) with a ſe- 
Ie&ed Partee of ſome 2000 commanded men, towards the 
faid Freyeuſtat. The King paſſed. the river Schwartzach, at 
Wendleſtainbridge, (as I take it: ) betwixt which trowne and 
Burgtan, was the future meeting and conf.ict. He being pa(- 
{ed this bridge, ſends ( as the manner 1s ) a Sergeant-Major 
with ſome Skowtes and Vant-curryers before him, todif- 
cover Whether the coaſt were cleere ; or whereabouts the 
Partees 
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Partees of the enemies, now where. The Swedzſs Major fal- 
ling fowle of ſome of Sparys troopes, was charged and row- But yer tho

by them,and himſelfe taken priſoner, He being bronghe 5" ——— 


; unto Sperre, W heres the King, fates he? At hand, anſweres that followed 
| the Major. W hat forces brings he with him?certaine troopes himzthough, 
of Horſe, quoth the other. Hath he no Muskettiers , faies P<tchance,they 
Sparre ?* No, anſweres the Swede. Then certainely it is the 5 =_ 
King , faid Spare, and hee ſhall preſently fall into my j, the march 
fingers, with him. 
| The King having heard the peeces goe off, in the former 
confli : had doubled his march upon it; and was comne {© 
neere by this time , that he met his owne men flying, and the 
Walfteiners giving chaſe unto them, The Kiog riding up to 
his men, with his drawne ſword in his hand, returnes their 
loſt courages into them, and them into the Battell. Not ma- 
ny charges paſſed betwixt the King and the enemies Horſe ; 
but that the face of the skirmith began to bealtered : inſo- 
much that the Imperiall Horſe and Crabats , were (to bee 
briefe) quite rowred and defeated. The Horſe of Gonzagaes 
Regiment, play the pultrons and ranne away : whereupon 
Gonzaga himſelfe, (notwithſtanding hee be Colin unto the 
Empreſſe) was athis comming to the Campe, caſhiered by 
the Generahſſimo : for all that hee cleered himſelfte to have 
beene forſaken by his Regiment, and to have beene thelaſt 
man that ſtood to it. The 500, Muskettiers making their re- 
treate into a ſmall wood or groave, there at hand : held the 
King and his _ af = ſeaſon. Very goodule made 
they of the wood: which is farre more advantageous for 
(hot, than cither for Horſe or Pikemen. Burt the Kings Dra- 
gooners alighting with their Muskets , and his Horſemen 
round beſetting the ſaid wood : diſcouraged by and by , and 
overthrew the Walſteiners. Sparre him(elfe was taken priſo- 
ner : 600. of his men, were flaine upon the place: and di- 
vers more drowned and buriedalive,in the river and mooriſh 
places, thocow which they thought to have eſcaped, 

Sparre, had now quitted his Horſe, and hid himſelfe in a 
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bnſh in the Gaid thicket. Him , a Swedi common ſouldier 
thus light vpon. The Swede perceiuing a gallant empty horſe 
ſtanding tied up thereby , with a goodly embroydered ſaddle 
upon hisbacke : iudges him to m_ ſome brave Caya- 
lier of the enemies, and goes out to find him He was told 
by a Horſe-boy (a Walſteiner then taken and threatned ) that 
it was Sparres horſe: whom he preſently direRed the Swede 
unto. He hada rich and maTie gold chaine about his necke : 
of which the ſouldier firſt diſrobing him, reacht him a good 
rude bruſh over the ſouldiers with the ſtocke of his Musket, 
and fo brought him priſoner to the King. Hz CMonſrevy 
Sparre ((aiesthe King) I fee you lone me ſo well, that you 
Cannot finde in your heart to bee lng away from mee, Sparre 
being brought priſoner into Norimberg , was faine to take 
Sperma Cets, for the bruiſe that the rough ſouldier gaue him, 
With him , was his Lieftenant-Colonel Terrsky likewiſe ta« 
ken , together with 4. Captaines, diners Officers, and above 
100, common ſouldiers. Three Comets were then obtained, 
and 2. Enſignes: as for the reſt , the Ancients had lipt them 
off from their Flagge-ſtaves , and then runne away with 
them. The King rewarded each of thoſe ſouldiers that pre. 
ſented him the Colowrs , with 100. Dolfars. The loſſes on 
the Kings fide where not many : but among them, was Co- 
lonell Ries flaine , who belonged unto one of the. Dukes of 
Saxon-Weymar. Boye , a Swediſh Gentleman , loſt there his 
life, and Toncker Cratzenſtcin , that waited vpon the King 
in bis Chamber. This done, the King, the ſame night, retur- 
ned towards his Leaguer : cauſing a moſt ſolemne Thankes- 
giving to bee made unto the God of Batrells , for this double 
vitory. 

The Swedes after the taking of this Freyenſtar , flew out 
as farre as Haimbarg : ſome 9. or 10, Engliſh miles to the 
Eaſt of Burgtan, where the laſt encounter hapned. This 
towne, and the Caſtle to it, they now take in, by which 
helpe, was all the coaſt on that ſide indifferently well cleered: 
ſo that the Walſteiners being defeated of their intended Quar- 
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tering place in thoſe parts , the Swedes roave freely vp and 
downe,as farre as eAmberg. 

Generall-Major Sparre, being once againe the Kings priſo- 
ner, was ſtri&tly and upon oath examined, what he knew of q,ticn ang ” 
his Generalls purpoſes, He confeſſed, that they had no other confe(fion. 
plot upon the King, then by famine to compell him to a trea- 
ty. After this viRory, there (for a while) paſſed nothing of

The occaſion was this , A complaint of he carrion,and 

the Norimbergers unto his Majeſty , how that their landsand 5 oven 

territories, hadas ill beene plundered anddeſtroyed, by thoſe 

of the Kings owne Army, as by the enemies, Calling here- 

upon , the Officers, great and (mall, of his whole Army to- 

gether, hee with the vivacity and paſſion of an Orator, 


(wherein hee was excellent ) as well as with the authority 
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of a King, uttered a moſt pathetick Orationbeforethem , of 
which no more but this extra, hath comne within my In- 
telligence. | | 

Yee Princes, Earles, Lords, and Gentlemen : 

You, partly, are ſome of thoſe numbers, that have ſh-we 
ed them(clues unfaithfull and diſloyall to their owne coun- 
trey , and who doe helpe to ruine it, You , my Generals, 
Leiftenant-Generals, and all your my inferiour Officers ; I 
haue ever, (as to your honours I here confeſſe it) eſteemed 
you for brave Cavaliers : and I beare you witneſſe, thatupon 
all occafionof ſeraice offered , you have in batrell given mee 
ſo ſufficient a demonſtration of your valours , as that I have 
therewithall reſted ſatisfied. But, when having you all here 
before me, I am put in remembrance of your ravages, rob- 
beryes, and plunderings : and that you your ſelues are guilty 
of thele inſolencies, and companions beſides, with them that 
neither obſerve Diſcipline, nor doe juſtice upon malefaRtors 
in theſe kinds : my haire ſtandeth up on end, at the very hor- 
rour of it. Let your felues be Indges. Is it not adolefull and 
alamentable caſe , yea moſt odious in the ſight of Almighty 
God, that one Chriſtian, and of the ſame profeſſion in Re- 
ligion, ſhould pillage one another ? one friend, nay one bro- 
ther, ranſacke, ſpoyle,ruine and undoe one another ? The ve- 
ry diyells in hell , are moreloving and truſty one to another, 
then you Chriſtians are, amongſt thoſe of your owne Coun» 
trey. 
My heart almoſt fayleth mee ; yea and my very bowedls 
yearne within me,as oft as I heare it complained of, That the 
Swedsſ> ſouldiers are more infolent , than the enemies. Burt 
they are not the Swedes, they are the Germanes, that commit 
All theſc infolenczes. Had I knowne, that you Germanes had 
beenea people of this temper , of a humour, that had borne 
.no more naturall affe&ion to your owne native Countrey , 
and that you would have done no better ſervice for it, nor 
ſhewed more fidelity towards it ; I would never have 
faddled horſe for your fakes : much lefle have hazzarded 

mine 
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mine owne kingdome,my life and eſtate in [pos behalfes; nor 
with mine owne perſon , -have adyentured ſo many a braye 
and valiant Gentletnan, as I have done, for your well-fares. 
No, bur fince I now perceive, that your ſ:lves by theſe your 
carriages, ſeeme to affet and defire it; I would rather have 
ſuffered you to remaine in the caſe yee were in : even plunged 
in that more then moſt miſcrable condition,of an eternall ſer- 
vitude and ſlavery. , | 

Let your owne conlciences be my witneſſes, that I doenot 
uſually, deny any of you, a reaſonable motion : Tea my God 
knoweth beſides, That 1 neuer intended axy other thing, then(by 
bu bleſſed aſſiſtance ) toreſtore every man to his owne , and hi 
own to every man : and for the remainder , eſpecially what I 
ſhould obtaine either tm Franconia or Bavaria , to diſtribute aud 
part it among the Nobilitie and Gentry of your nation , and to 
leave no mant good ſervice unrewarded, Butthis moſt accurſed, 
diveliſh robbing and ſtealing of yours ; doth, I muſt needs 
confeſſe,much abate my good purpoſes, and keepe back theſe 
my Chriſtian intentions. Have you not ſo mach indgement 
left, asto:conſider what kinde of fame and praiſe that is like 
ro proove ; which poſteritie ſhall leave of you, inall future 
Hiſtories * Remember withall, I beſeech you, what a clogge 
you hereby tye upon your owne eonfciences : and what 
mdgements and puniſhments you draw downe upon your 
perſons; and poſterities, Countrey and Succeſſeurs, by theſe 
ats of oppreſſion and inhumanitie. Oh, that you cannot 
conſider with your ſelves , what a fearefullaccountyou are 
to yeeld up to God, atthat greatand moſt dreadfull Audite. 
And for mine owne part ; rather would I have ſtill r:mained 
in mine ownekingdome , then have comne hither to behold 
theſe inſolences. 

You will fay, perchance, That you want monyes. But 
when I have the meanes to fatisfie both you and the whole 
Army ; and you by pillaging, robbing, and ptundering, thall 
deprive mce of theſe meanes + where, Ibelcech you, is the 
fault, that you arenot ſatisfied Ae ſhare have I atany

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time received, out of all theſe your bootyes ? Tuſt nothing, 
I doe proteſt before God, and it 11 moſt true that I {ay , that I

'; Piouſly ſpoken, and like a King of Sweden; ev n like Gu- 
ftavin eAdolphus : who had the RK eligion of a Biſhop, and the 
Equity of a Lord Chiefe Tuftice in him. And this Oration was 
{aid to be dclivered with that fling and /ife , that it extracted 
teares of compunGtion from theſe Military hearers ; even 
from men of that profeſfion , who had rather bled then 
weepe ; and doe it oftner. But for that , though words may 
moove compaſſion, yet they alwayes worke not — 
is 
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this Speech was ſeconded with a Proc/amationand that made 
more ſevereby a Penalty : That his Majeſtic would from 
henceforth pardon no man, were he Earle,Generall,Colonell ; 
or of what degree and condition ſoever , that ſhould in this 
kinde be againe complained of, Adding witinll, Thar if to 
avoide punifhment , any of them all, orall together, ſhould 
conſpire upon a mutinie ; that hee with his Swedes and Fin- 
Landers would undertake fo to rattle them, that the very ſhi> 
vers of their ſtaves ſhould flie about the eares of them. 
This prohibition was no ſooner by ſound of trumpet Pro» 
claimed ; but to ſhow how ſevere he meant to be in his ex- 
ecutions ; he cauſes a Leiftenant to be hanged , for commir- 
ting ſome of theſe aforeſaid inſolencies, Whenalſo a Boore 
having complained of a ſouldiour for ſtealing his Cow from 
him, there was meanes madeto fave the delinquent ; My 
ſonne, ſayesthe King to him , it is better that I ſhouldnow 
puniſh thee ; then that the wrath of God, for thy miſdeeds, 
and his Indgements , ſhould fall downe upon mee , and ehee, 
and upon all of us here preſent. 

The ſame day of this Oration, was a Quarter-Maſter of 
Walenſteins taken priſoner : who had the L:ff, about him, of 
all the Imperiall Forces.

Germany. The particulars of all which;I for brevity and want 
of eye-witneſles, here omit. He being now returned to Aws- 
burg,hearing of this perfidiouſneſle of the Friedbergers; ſends 
the very next day, ( Friday 1«ly the ſixth ) to repriſe the 
Towne againe, The gates are blowne open ; and the Bavarie 
ns cut in pieces : jalt as they had done to ſeventie Swedyſs 
in the Towne, which were laid there, as the Safegwards of it.

A ſolemne day of prayer being had in the Sweaz/ Leaguer, 
for the happy ioyning, and good ſucceſſe of the Armies: the 
King quitting his Trenches about Norimberg , came the 21. Altogetherioy- 
of Auguſt , to meete the Chancellors Army ; they likewiſe R'"3 —_— 
advancing to meete him : 1oyned both Armies together, a» j;;1s-Reivs | 
bout 12. or oneaclocke the ſelfe fame Tueſday. All then Trenchcs. ' 
being drawne up into Battaghe, before the enemies Tren- 
ches; ſtood there all that day, to make a Brave upon 
him. . 
And thus have I concluded this long digreſſion, for bring- 
ing up of all the Kings forces to him: which if the Readers 
cenſure, for too long an interruption from the Kings Story , 
T muſt, in ſtead of anſwering, craue a faire pardon of them: 
And yet to ſay ſomething rowards a Reaſon. Beſides that it 
had beene pitty to have loſt all their Stories: I knew not on 
the ſudden, how to drop all theſe Armies, ont of the cloudes 
into the Kings Leaguer ; nor how, bluntly, and all at once, to 
ſhoote them inan wc as farre as Norimberg. And there- 
forc have I brought them, faire and ſoftly, upon their feere all 
the way, out of their ſeverall Stations. 

Now was the King reſolved, to bring the whole cauſe, to 
a day of hearing : and that as loud , as the Cannons could 
roare it. He was now full 46000. men in field; though not 
all then in Battaghia. The King of Bohemia, ( by this time 
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well recovered of his Leaguer-ſickneſſe ) was in the field 
with him : both the Kings being deſirous to tempt the ene- 
my out cf his Campe, into faire Supe fully purpoſed, 
if thatoffer were refuſed, to ſet upon him in his Trenches, 
And ſo might they, if they pleaſed : Waleyſtein would not 
budge a foote , out of his Quarters. On the Norimberg (ide 
of his Trenches, therefore, the King caſts up three great Bat- 
teries; and from thence plaid inceſſantly into Walenſteins , 
Quartets: he thundering as furiouſly upon them againe. The 
Swediſp Maskettiers going neerer the Trenches, were with 
ſmall ſhot anſwered from them againe : bur neither ſmall 
nor great ſhot, did much harme upon one another ; ſaving 
onely that Generall Bamer, going too neere to view a worke; 
received a Musket bullet in the left arme above the elbow , 
where it was left ſticking. 

The next day , the King cauſed ſome greater Peeces of 
Ordnance to be mounted upon his Batteries: ſome of which, 
ſhot 21, pound ball,and ſome 42, Falenſtein anſwering with 
ſome,that ſhot 48. Theſe roared upon one another for a great 
time together ; but the Kings plainely, did little ſpoyle upon 
the enemies. The Walſteiners wiſely withdrew themſelues , 
out the beare and raking of the Swedyſb Ordnance : which 
were (after the making of 700, ſhot ) perceived, to doe 
more execution on the earth and trees, then upon the ene- 
mics. Now was it with P—_—_ glaſſes to be diſcerned, 
from off the Kings Batteries, that there was ſcarce a W alſtei- 
zer to be ſeeneſtirring : Forthis reaſon : the King cauſeth his 
Ordnanceto be diſmounted : not willing to ſmoake away ſo 
much powder in ſquibs ; nor to doe no more then plowe u 
the ground, with the grazing of ſo many bullers, of that 
weightand height , meerely ſhot off at an empty randome. 
Yet one ſhot let me not omit, becanſe the King made it. The 
King (as tis written) ſpying inthe morning , with his Per- 
ſpective from one of his Batteries, a gallant Cavalier moun- 
ted and prancing before his Companies : that ſurely (faith 
the King) thould be cither #/a/exſtein or Alrringer; and have 
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at him, Cauſing therefore a peece to be traverſed and bent 
full upon him ; the King tooke his levell, and bade giwe fire 
to it. Vp into the aire flew the Cavalier, horſe and man: but 
it proved tobe but a Colonel, 

The King having diſmounted his owne Cannon,and given 
order to have the Norimbergers drawne out into the Tren- 
ches about the Towne ; he that day and the next, pafſes the 
moſt part of his Army over the river Rednirz , a little above 
Fart, before named. Hispurpoſe in it was, to poſſefſe him- 
ſelfe of a certaine hill thereby : by advantage whereof hee 
hoped afſuredly, either to batter out, or beate out, the enemy 
from his Quarters. This done, the 24. of our 4 uguſt (being 
S1int Bartholomewes day ) was reſolved upon for the generall 
onſet. The ſame 23, of Aug», fcll there out askirmiſh on 
the further ſide of the Reamerz, betwixt the Crabats and the 
Kings people : at which, whileſt, amongſt other Gentlemen 
Maſter william Harvey (before named) was dcfirous to be 
preſent; he was moſt unfortunately drowned , in paſſing o- 
verthe river, A Gentleman hee was , who might one day 
have merited a place in gur owne Chrometer; for few young 
Sparkes were there among the Nobility of any Nation, either 
finelicr made up , more gentilely bred , or more compleatly 
improved. Nor is this more then a moderate Landarive of 
him; for ſo fay they, that could iudge him. Very great, 
therefore, is the lofſe of ſuch a <onne, to his honourable Pa- 
rents : but greater will be the want of ſuch as he, to his Na- 
tive Countrey 

Walenſtcin perceiving the Kings intention, he the better to 
affure his Cannon and Ammunition, retired himſelfe in- 
to the Foreſt called eAltembery : which belongeth unto the 
Marqueſſe of O»fpach. Here could he make uſe, likewiſe, of 
a certaine old Fortreſſe , which had beenea Lodge, or ſome 
{uchlike thing) in the yoanger dayesof it, Here, likewiſe, 
did he very ſtrongly entrench himſelfe, and barricadoed up 
all the wayes, by cutting downe the trees round about him. 
The hill was high , and very ſteepe3 craggie mm” 
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buſhie ; ſo that it wasan impoſſible thing (almoſt ) to be ta- 
ken from an enemy, that had any courage to diſpute it. The 
Duke of Bavariaes Quarters (as it hapned )were at that tume 
neereſt to the King and the danger : andamong his men, the 
Cannon bullets moſtly lighted, 

B artholmew day being comne, the worke was begun with 
Prayers, for the happy ſucceſle of it. Sothe King of Sweden 
Alilluſed : nor thought he him(elfe cither arm'4 or vabiant , 
till he had prayed. That morning, about nine a clocke , was 
there a certaine Footman or Lackey of eAltringers, brought 
priſoner tothe King : who, (as by pregnant circumſtances 
was afterwards colle&ed,) had beene purpoſely expoſed by 
the enemy, to be taken priſoner by us. This lye fellow very 
confidently informed the King : How that the moſt part of 
Walenſteins Horſe , had already forſaken their Quarters, and 
wereaboutto runne quite away from the Leaguer, The King, 
indeed, from this higher ground, faw the Army in motion : 
but it was not torunne away from their Colours , but with 
all ſpeed to poſſeſſe themſelues of the little mountaine and old 
Caſtle, andanother Fort upon it: which it had beene ealte 0+ 
therwiſe for the King to him taken , and from thence to 
have beaten Bavaria , firlt, and then Walenſtein, out of their 
Leaguers. 

The King by andby perceiving their intention, and againe 
obſerving the great advantage of the place: reſolved, ( which 
ſome thinke hee had not , untill this newes of Alrringers 
Footman | that notwithſtanding the enemy had prevented 
him in it; and hadnow made the a&ion more deſperate: yet 
that it muſt immediately bee ſet upon. Putting his Army , 
therefore, into Battaglia , (as well as the place would give 
leave ) the King himſelfe led on the Vant-guard of theleft 
Wing: Duke Wiliam of Saxen-Weymar had the honour of 
the Battell, to cloaſe up the Kings right hand : and Duke 
Bernard, with the Lamdtgrave of Heſſen, brought up the 
Reere. Some of theſe troopes , were ſent to fall on vu 
thatruinous old Caſtle of Altembery , on the hill aforelaid, 
. The

the enemies Cannon. This place alſo ſerved for a Retreat im- 
to their fellowes, ſhould they chance to be overlayed : the 
men, beſides, being there necre at hand, to be ſent for pon oc- 
cafion, The place, indeed, was naturally fit for ſuch a purpoſe: 
for it wasa hollow over-hanging in the hils ſide; where they 
lay in a Covert from any offence of the enemy. The order of 
the Aſſault was to this purpoſe : Every Colonel and Com- 
mander was aſſigned to his Poſt ; 500 men were ordercd te 
fallon : which were every two houres releeucd, with freſh 
Seconds. Theſe were commanded Muskettiers all ; drawne 
out of the ſeyerall Brigades : and the Colours ſaid with the 
reſt, bdow the mountaine. 

And now began the confli& , for the winning and defen- 
ding of that old Caſtle; which proved a medlye of to hours 
long,on both ſides. Many a brave Gentleman , here loſt his 
life;many a Cavalier was here wounded : and nota few taker 
priſoners. The Kingled 0n his men, with bis ſword drawne 
in his hand : and the Swede, as if to ſhow the enemy how 
little they dreadedany thing, that they could doe unto them ; 
and how much they deſpiſed : expoſed themſelves, 
all naked, unto the enemies ſhot ; having not ſo much as any 
one Trench or Earth caſt up, to ſhelter them. Inthis equi- 

, runne they cloſe unto the enemies Works and Batte- 
ries : ſtoutly and manfully, fallthey on upon them : and with 
the courage of undaunted ſpirits, doe they ruſh into the dan- 

er. But the Imperialiſts as full of refolation , made a moſt 

flour reſiſtance unto the Swedsſh. For having the advantage; 

both of the higher ground, of their owne Trenches and Bat. 

teries,already before hand there caſt up : and having the wals 

of the old Caſtleto retreat unto, and to ſhelter their freſh 
ſapplies in : they maintained ir with extremitie of confi- 
dence, —— gavethcm all 
the 
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that the providence of an enemy could haye 
t of. Thence direed they their peeces with 
more ayme and certaintie , thence fell rhe Partiſfans which 
they darted ; with more weight upon the Swedyh : and be- 
hind their owne P ar«pers they ſtood more then halfe cove- 
red, from thoſe on the lower ground: ſo that more of the 
Swedyb bullets, lighrupon the Imperialiſts Breſf-works then 
into their Breaſts. 

But notwithſtanding all theſe inconveniences, the Swedyb 
continueddeſperate, and the Imperialiſts as obſtinate. The 
Camonsand Muskets went off all day long , inceflantly : fo 
that nothing was to be ſeene upon the Mountaine, butflame 
and ſmoake : and for the roaring of the Ordnance, the skrikes 
andgroanings of wounded and dying man , could hardly be 
diſcerned. All this was with fo much terrour and 
fury, andon both ſides maintained with fo much obſtinacy: 
that (conſidering the diſadvantages on the Swedsſb fide) the 
Battels of Prague or Leipfich , were not to be compared to 
it. Regiment attacked Regiment, one Enſignecontinued fly- 
ing againſt another : untill the greater part of the Foot on 
doth lides, werethroughly engaged in the medlye. The Im- 
perialilts had 6000 men, then upor the Hill; for the guard 
of it,and of the old Caſtle : thoſe, ſtill ſupplyed from the 
Campe : andall, fo fenced with a Breff-worke,behind which 
they itood to ſhoote downe; that nothing bat their heads 
could be ſeene over it. Thus at the Sweedes ſeeing no 

ood to be done npon it; were enforced to quie the danger: 
moſt of them withdrawing them(ſclves, unto the foot of 
the Mountaine.. The Cannon continued their vollyes above, 
{till ; and Come Muskettiers were there left, to maintain the 
Skirmiſh. 

In this attempt upon the hill, whereas the King and Duke 
Bernard bad falne on upon feverall places of it : it chanced 
that Duke Bernards proved farthe more.convenient:and thar 
he had gotten the height of the enemies Campe,and could ſee 
cowneunto it, He ſending the King wordof it, His Majeſty 
diſpatched 
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difpatched backe Sir /«h» Hepburn to him, to take, and bring 
a view of it. Whileſt Duke Bernard and Sir [ohm Hepburn 
were at their view ; there was a Rirt-maſter ſhot dead, hard, 
by them : - which ſhewed, char the glace was net altoge- 
ther ſo ſafe, as was . Sir John Hepburn having care 
ryed the King word, that it was much the better place ; 
His Majcſtic himſelfe came to ſee it. Which done, you 
have reaſon ( fayes hee to Sir ohm ) for what you fay : bur 
yet if Igiveon here, I muſt doc it with my erofſecf! Foot, 
whereby TI ſhallleave my Horſe and my Cannon naked : and 
the enemy, withall, may then chooſe where he will fight 
with mee ; eitherin this or that place, or in both together, 
as he pleaſes. This paſſage, I learned from the right valiane 
Knight, here mentioned : and that the preſentnefſe of the 
Kings iudgement, was approoved in it. And this I adde 
of \my ſelte ; ſomerhing to contrell the ramour of it that 
rahihe over Germany , that if the King would but have de- 
ſcended from his obſtinacy , and thought it no diſhonour 
to give over at the Yorther Poſt, andto follow Duke Bey. 
»ards counſel ; that theaRion had beene then ended, and the 
enemy diflodged. 

Moſt of the Swedes being comne downe to the plaine ( as 
isaforefaid ) there began another encommter. The en-mies 
Curiaſfiers then iſſuing out upon the Swedsb Muskettiers, 
did fo much there overlay them ; that they forced them ro 
giveground from them. Colonell T orre»/ow', and Colonell 
Erich-Haud; being to maintaine this Poſt ; were both here 
taken ; andthelatter wounded, by rhe Curiaſſizrs; whileſt 


they bravely endeavoured to make their Muskertiers togive > ——_ Oda

The night beginning now to approach, mbſt of neceflicic 
put an end to that skirmiſh : and yet it appeared by the eager- 
neſle of the Swediſs,that they had nor yet enough of it, Still 
they continacd to ply their {mall and great ſhot, andeq offer 
to skale the mountaine , and rampiers of the enemies: ' The 
{ame reſoluteneſſe, wasalſo maintained- by the Imperialiſts : 
the defendants budging not a foot from their Stations, and 
nothing bchind hand with the Aſaylants. But that great Mo- 
derator and Sticler in all long encounters, ( the Night) was 
faine atlaſt to decide the controverfie. And ſobegan both 
lides, to fall off one from another, having loſt their4ights, ra- 
ther than their courages. And thus was there a trme drawne 
Battell made of it; for the darkneſlc being but a blind Yaypire, 
could not ſee to-which party , to x the Vitory. The 
Swedes, indecd, loſt their og ; and the. Imperialiſts kept 
their ground. The Swedy%, for all their magnanimous under- 
takings, could not drive the Imperialiſts to the retreat ; or 
beate up their _ : nor could they , mach leſſe,, com- 
pell the Kings forces _ ir over. The Horſe, (except, 
lome few troopes ) couldnot come to fight ; the woodand 
hill not ſuffering them-to encounter : which had they done, 
needs muſt the buſincſle have had a further & 
The whole night after , did thoſe Muskettiers that were 
[ft upon the hull, contumuc to give fire uponthoſe that defen- 
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ded the old Caſtle, It prooveda very wet night :' and 
King lay in his Coach, under heavens open Canopy,” There 
wasa fire made hard by him, upon the/werearth'; (which 
the raine ſuffered net well to borne) abont which the Kin 
ſervants and Officers, tooke up ſouldiers lodgings : Sir 7 
Hepbwrn being alfo laid amongſt them. The King by breake 
of day wakening, (and being very'cold and wer) calledunto 
his ſervants , to know if there were any of his Officers of 
the Field amongſt them.

Thoſe of the Sweaz/s ſide reported it from the priſoners, that 
there ſhould have beene flaine abcut 1000.  a/feiners : 
-which (upon ſuch diſadvantages in the fight ) I thinke not 
to belikely. The Corps of the dead Lord Fugger being ſent 
into the [mperiall Leaguer,the ſouldiers that carried him, had 
25 Dollars given them,

A little after this , did the King employ Lieftenant-Colo- 
nell Crarzexftern with ſome troopes of Cavallery, to lay oat 
for theſe mad Crabats. Cratzenftein had advice brought 
him,that they were now out towards Newmerchs. Thither- 
ward makes he. Being comne as farre as Pefiwg,within three 
Engliſh miles of Newmarcke , a knave-Boore of the Towne, 
(one of their Receivers) ſpurres C## , andrides and tels rhe 
Crabats of it : who having a gift(they need no Spell for the 
matter) when they are like tobe over-matchr, to make them- 
ſelves inviſible , plaid now leaſt in fight, and ranne away to- 
wards efliorff. After goes Crarzenſtein , but thence were 
they gonealſo. Having in this towne reſted his people, a- 
while, he advances towards Caftell, a towne uponan hill 
with a rich Monaſtery at it, upon the river La#terach, 12 or 
13 Enghſs miles Eaſt of Alrorff. Here lights he upon two

At Eybach,one Dmich League South of Norimberg, there fell 
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out another skirmiſh : where after the exchange of ſome 

bullets , and the death of 4o. men on both ſides, the Swe- 

dy were faineto giue it over : for that the Imperialiſts re- 

tyring themſelues by degrees, towards their owne Quar- 

_ (then cloſe at hand) did bur traine the Swediſb iyto the 
er. 

K diy or two after,the King himſclfe would needs abroad, 
to diſcover the poſture of the encmy : and it was much a- 
bout the place of the laſt encounter.

A little after this, a ſtrong Partee of Crabats, cut ſhort 
ſom* Swed:ſa Foragers; even as they had almoſt recovered 
to their L-aguer by Farr. 200. horſes and Wagons,they took 
from th:m,and made the Forag-rs.glad ro goe home, without 
that, which thzy had laboured -*h Thence gue the Crabats to 
Lavff 2.1-a2cs Eaſt of Norimberg: puttingthemſclues there 
into ambuſhro entrap ſome Swedyb Convoyes.It chanc'e,thar 
agood company of wagons and lod-n horſes,paſſed by ſhorr- 
ly after, from abour Retenberg.4.milesto the North of Laff. 
TheCrabats falling out upon the Buory,cut in pieces both the 
Wagon-driuers, and their _ : and vonchſafing to turne 
Carters them(clues , they drive the Wagons towards Exge/- 
thal. Tt hapned, that there were divers Biders or Saddle-hor- 
ſes, of ſome of rhe ings owne Gentlemen,that went her,by; 
now ſent for from grafſe, and comming towards the Leagner 
with this Convoye,for that the King was about remooying. 

The 
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Gentlemen, bearing, how: likely they were to ſerve an facee; 
petitianed the King for a ſpecial Partae ro make our after 
theſe Crabats.that had unhorſt them. The King himfelf would 
needs do his Gentlemen the ſervice, to goe out with the Par. 
tee: who rightly gueſſing at their hauat;advances towards the 
ſame Engelthat : whereabouts (aslucke was) hethen found 
them. Here kills he 100. upon the plaee;recoversall the Wa- 
gons, and his mens horſes : with ſome other pillage beſides, 
which the Crabats had there hoarded vp, into the bargaine. 

The Kivg having an item, alittle after this, of 20. Corners 
of Tmperiall horſe, that purpoſed to goe from Forcheim, to 
ſpoyle Grefenberg, a towne of the Norimbergers, ſome 18. 
miles North of the City : gocs with the King of Bohemia , 
to have acourſe at theſe Imperialiſts, Bur they having no+ 
tice of it, had nodeſire to ſtay and kifle the 2, Kings hands: 
but recommended their {afeties, to their ſpurres, andeſcaped 
by good Horſcman-ſhip. 

The King preſently upon this, hada deſigne , to have put 
Duke Berxard, with a good part of his, and Bavriers Army; 
into, and about the towne of Liefkenaw, (not farre from 
Onfpach) which belonged unto the Norimbergers, Walen. 
flewn, (as we told you in the beginning) had offered before 
at the raking of this towne; but had beene pur beſides it. It 
was kept by one Scheverlin , a Patricizs or City-Gentleman 
of Norimberg. His feare now fore-dooming,, that becauſe 
the King had not beene able to. diſlodge Falenſtein, that 
therefore hee was too weake for him : delivers over his 
truſt unto the enemies of his Country; when as no apparent, 
buta ſuſpeRed neceſſity,drew it from him. The loſle of this 
towne and Paſle, ſhrewdly defeated the Kings proiedts: helpe 


to make him, what Scheverlin.had ſuſpetted him; the unabler

His men, withall, grew thinner every day and thin- 
ner : for what with thoſe that had beene ſlaine with the 
ſword, ordcad of the fluxe and other diſeaſes ; and whar 
with thoſe that were wounded, taken priſoners,or had runtie 
away, he miſled full 1 0000. of his old Arttiy. His 
w very naſtic and noyſome , with the multitudes of dead 
es, which lay where they fell, vnburied, The reſt of his 
Army , wanted ayring and refreſhing : no etiemy being ſo 
terrible to brave ſpirits , or-ſo w t6 able bodies, as 
the long lying in one place, and the ordinary diſeaſts , of a 
Wintes-Leaguer.

- By this time had the Count de Monte Cncnli, with ſome 
of the Duke of Bavariaes people, ( whom he found in the 
countrey.)and ſome few Florentines, (lately ſent in from their 
Maſter the great Duke of Tw4kany, to the ayde of the Bava- 
rian) laid Giege to the towne of Ram upon the Lech iti Ba- 
varia,neere Donawert, Colonell Mirzvall, whom the King 
had left Governour there ; made not ſuch good refiſtance, as 
was requiſite, .The towne, though nat excellently , yet was 
it ſufficiently fortified, Vitals and Ammunition , he wan- 
ted not; of men, hehad-13 good Companies, Horſe and 
Foote :. which were hands cnough to: have made good the 
place, for a longer time, againſta farregreater oppolition, I 
read of no breach yet made; but one threatned, and prepared 
for, is not unlikely. Some write , that 4ſuzval was in the 
name of his Company,threatned by one of his Ancients, that 
if he would not yeeld the rowne,they would : but they that 
Monte-Cuculi fay fo , cannot proove that Afirzval either puniſht Ancient 
takes Rainin or ſouldicrs,for the mutinie, Others affirme, that he hadthe 
—_—_— conſent of a Counſell of Warre, of all the Otfcers of his 
garriſon for it : which had it beene true, then wouldnot the 
King have executed him for it. However, September 25. 
did Mitzval condude upon rendring , the next day march- 
ing out with Bag and e, and allgood conditions for a 
fouldier, thoughnot of one. The King tooke off his head 
for it : and ſo would he have done of all the $ Captaines of 
bis Regiment , but that her Majeſty the Queene of Sweden 
(who. 
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(who was comneall this expedition with her Lord) by the 
potency of a ſweet and gracious interceſſion, prevailed with 
the King for a pardon for th:m, 

The King now comnero D 
ſible , to reli-ve his towne andgarriſon in it, from Aonte- 
Cmncult : but was not able ro Wh it on the ſudden, for that 
the Towne was on the contrary ſide of the Lech ro him. And 
it much concem'd him: for thatby the taking of this towne, 
the Partces of Horſe that ſhould be lodged in it, would migh- 
tily diſturbe the trading and other intercourſe, betwixt Aus- 
burg and Norimberg. Preparing, therefore, to recover it; hee 
advances towards Oberexdorff upon the Lech (hard by K ain ) 
where there is a houſe or Caſtle of the Faggers: neere 
which, there was a bridge over the Lech,as Page 139. of our 
Second Part, we have told you. 

This Caſtle, was guarded with 150 men : and for the 
breaking of the bridge on that fide next unto the King, were 
there ſome 250. Crabats now comne, Thele the King com- 
ming upon after they had burnt the bridge, but before they 
could get to Rain againe (where they ſhould have beene ta- 


ert,made all the haſt poſ- 


ken over) he cuts the throats of all tiie 250 Crabars , toge- The King over< 
ther with the other 150. that were the guards of the Caſtle, chrowes 40. 
and tooke ſeven Enſignes from them. Hereupon fell he to £r46475, &c. 


repairing the bridge. About the 37. of Seprember, was this 
done,and the Bridge-worke begun upon : which (ſtrange it 
is) that Mome-Cncultdidlittle or nothing in the hinderance 
of. He was skared, perchance, by that wonderfull paſſage 0- 
ver the ſame Lech, which, the April before, the King had 


nowalſo taken off, by the diſtruſt tro his owne ſtrength; and 
made, I beleeve, the more haſt to looke to [ngo/ſtar and Re 
gensburg, and to ſtay thereabouts for the Duke of B avariaes 
comming, which was within 8. or 10. dayesafter. 

The King being, the fecond time, paſſed over the Lech: in 
a milty morning (one of the firſt dayes of OfFober ) comes

made:and how dearely it had coſt Tily to oppoſe it. He was the Lech. 
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the towne, is low and plaine : on one fide, fenced with the 
river and moraſly hollow ground,not fit tobe entrenched on. 
The other part, had the King, at his laſt parting from Bava- 
ria, given order unto Afitzvall, to new fortifie. This is the 
Eaſt (1de of the towne; and upon that, was the King faine to 
make his Approaches. Foure hundred men, had Mornre. Cx- 
cul left within it : who, either for that Afrrzvall had made 
the place heartleſſe and unlucky; or for that the fameand for- 
tune of the King , were (o irreſiſtible in Bavaria , as that it 
were but folly to ſtand out againſt him : they within two 
dayes, ſo ſoone as ever they had felr but a few peeces of Bat- 
tery : ſendout to demand compoſition, But the King being 
angred for his Mirzwalls late diſgrace , would affoord no o- 
ther termes unto the garriſon , bar for the Horſemen to goe 
out without either Horſe or harneſſe,and the Foot, like foot- 
men; without other Armes,then their ſwords onely. 

And thus was the towne as eaſily recovered, as it had 
beene loſt : ſaving that the defendants , this laſt time, had 
the honour to be overcome by the King of Sweden, Oftober 
the fift, the King cauſed AMirzvall, by a Conncell of Barre to 
be condemned ; and the fame day, in ſight of the whole 
Army to be executed: eſtabliſhing another Governour with- 
inthe towne ; who needed no other ſchooling to looke bet- 
ter to his Leſſon, then to fee his Predecefſour ryde the ſeaf- 
fold before him. This was done at Nenbwurg , ſome ten or 
eleuen miles Eaſtward upon the Danuby : whither the King 
had by this fifth of Ofober, retired with his Army. Thus 
farre was the King comne, to have purſued Monte-Cmculi ; 
and (as *twas beleeved ) to have beſieged Ingolfat. But 
CMomte-Cncnli finding himſelfe too weake , was with his 
flying Army of 500 Horſe,and 4000 Foot, retired along the 
Danuby unto Regenſparg. Some troopes of horſe, had the 
King ſent off after Aonte-Cuculi; and the Countrey was 
full of noyſe, of the intended fiege of rgo/fat, Divers 
peeces of Ordnance , were for that purpoſe already ſent for 
out of Azsburg and Donawert , the Kings Commiſſaries and 


Quarter- 
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Quarter-maſters,were already gone before that way-ward,to | 


take up vicuals and lodgings for the Army. Boats and other 
materials, were providing at Newbarg to be ſent dawne the 
Danuby towards Ingolſtat , to make Bridges. . Proviſions 
werealſo commanded to be ready at Vim, for the victualling 
of the Leaguer: and young Tily with his garriſon of Inge/far, 
(ſorely of late, waſted with the peſtilence ) every day expe 
Red another plague of warres, to be comming towards him. 
Nor were theſe preparations, onely whiſper'd of : but Art, 
perchance , made the rumour ring ſo much the louder , thar 
Walenſflein might likewiſe heare of it, But he either did nor, 
or would not liſten to it: nor could any noiſe from Bavaria, 
frighten him out of Saxory. 

Abour theſe preparations, here at Newbwrg, was the King, 
till the eighth of Ofeber : and was the next day provided 
for, to have beene perſonally entertained in the City of Aus- 
burg. But this happineſſe of his Preſence, the Authwrgers 
were defeated of: the King, the ſame day, being gone with 
all ſpeed backe to Nordlingen, \ 

The cauſe of this ſo ſudden departure of his Maieſty ; 
was an expreſſe Packet that night received from his Chan- 


cellor : that Walenſtein having quit Franconia, was now fal- is diverted by

out of Norinberg ; following as faſt as they could, aftor, **2*4 Army:

Here his 
Queene then was ; who thence went towards Wrrtrbury : 
whence aftera few daies, She came unto Erfwrr;being gotten 
thither, before the Kings comming.

Fer this purpoſe, had the King 
left him an Army of ſome 9000. or x0000 men : or at leaſt, 
ſo many they were voyced for. | 
' This young Duke, ſome dayes afterthe Kings going ; re- 
mooves from Winſhaim firſt of all , unto Kirzing upon the 
HMayn : where he ſtaid 6. or 7.dayes. That is, towards the 
very end of September, Thence advances he to Wurtsburg; 
where the Army ſtaid 5.or 8. dayes, being enquartered in the 
Suburbs. Thence/goes he to a Dorp within halfe an houres 
going of Schweinfart : where hee was 3. or 4. dayes more. 
About g. or 10. a docke thelaſt of theſe nights, the Army 
had ſudden order to remoove to Schweinfart , and quartered 
thereunder the very walles of the rowne.

The So/dat Suedots res 
pou , that Duke Bernard before this time ſhould have de- 
cated 40.troopes of Crabats, under the command of 1{olani 
their Colonell Generall , and chiefeſt Commander of their 
Nation. But of this airy. defeate ; thoſe Gentlemen of our 
Nation, all this time with Duke Bernard knew nothing : 
nor doe I beleeve Duke Bernard to have then- beene {irong 
enough in Horſe, to have beaten 1Jolams, with 40. of his 
Comets: which conld not bee lefle they 3000, But to re» 
rune.

ſcambling kind of warre of it m the Lower Saxony: whom 
yet the Court of Uienna had deſired , to toyne with his Ge- 
neraliſſimo, 
And this was the conſtitution of the Swedyſp Armies, 
when the King and the Duke of Frialand , roſe from about 
men, had eithernoaRionat all, or 
the lower Saxony ) the better of it, The 
wer (now) that had given them theſe advantages ; 
would every day alſo have increaſed them : and the Imperiall 
Armics were brought to that paſſe, that they were every day 
in danger to be beaten : afrer which it was likely to be a long 
day , erethey- would be re-enforced. This was one of the 
reaſons, by which the Duke of Frid/and uſed to excuſe him» 
ſelfe, from fighting it out with the King of Sweden : for 
(faith he) if my Army be overthrowne , the Emperor my 
Maſter can'hardly (ar leaſt not this yeere)bring another Army 
into the Field : whereas the Swedy/s will quickely recreut 
their loſſes, by the emptying of their garriſons, Tuſt the an- 
{wer of a Twrk;/5 Captive, unto the Chriſtians. The lofle of 
an Armie tothe Grand Signior , my Maſter, is but like the 
ſhaving of his beard, the buſh will grow againe : but tis 
lopping off alimme , to the Chriſtians ; neyer to be 
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putation unto his cauſe ; Thatheh 


this ſervice ,- was the Generaliſſimo (as he deſerved) much 
courted and thanked from Viewna * his diſcreet condudt in it, 
extraordinarily applauded by his Maſter : ycaand his authori- 
ty (upon demand)by anew Imperiall Commiſſion, ſtrangely 
now augmented. The Kings neceſſities having brought him 
ro it, That he muſt needs rite firſt, or lye ſtilland doe nothing; 
Walenſtein contented himſelfe with this honour, That he had 
put him to theſe neceſſities. 

The King being firſt marcht off, and Walenfteinby his e(- 
pialls aſſured, that it was no plot in the King ; no tricke to 
wheele about, and to affaile him ia another quarter , but that 
he was alreadiz ſet downe at Nexſtar, for the refreſbingof his 
Armie: he, having no more to doe here, reſolues allo to be 
riſing. This motion was much put forward by theſe and the 
like reaſons, | 

Firſt, Should he lye long, other places muſt ſuffer : ſo that 
there was a preſent and a preſſing neceſſitie for him to relieve 
other places, with ſome of his forces. The Generall-Adjutant 
—— is therefore ſent with 2.Regiments into Auſtria; 
to repreſſe the Commotion of the Boorcs, there. Gallas is 
with 4. Regiments, diſpatched thorow the /pper Palatinate 
into Uzitland , to enable Holck to doe the more milchiefe 
there, and in Af:/xia: ſoto enforce the Duke of Saxony, to rc- 
call his Armie out of Sile/1a. 

Secondly,he perceived his mightie vaſte Armic, to waſte 
away apace. Some thouſands had beene {laine;many dead,and 
runne away ; divers {poyl'd , and made unſerviccable. The 
bloody Fluxe reigned mightily in his Leaguer : and the ſoul- 
diers great complaint was , of an extraordinary want, both 
of Phyſicke and of Surgerie. 

Thirdly, His Horſes (the pride and ſtrength of his Armie, 
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his power, hee ſeem'd, at firſt hearing, to have gained this re- What walen-

had atleaſt 14-or 15 000, ſtarved,g& yet I ſpeak much within 
K 3 coms 
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compaſſe , of what I have heard. Their Carrion was very 
noyſome unto the Quarters : and yet had his men taken bet- 
ter order, thin the Kings people had, to carry away and bury 
them. 
Fourthly, the Kings labour, he knew, to be one of theſe 
rwo:either to cut off his vituals and proviſions from him;or 
elſe to fall into ſome friends country.1If the King,now,ſhould 
doe the firſt, then could not he lye long:and if the ſecond,then 
would the King have gotten the ſtart of him: either of theſe, 
had much crofled him: the greatneſle of his ſpirit being, tobe 
of the ative, fore-hand : ro make the King of Swedes follow 
him ; andnot he to follow the King of Sweden, 

Fiftly, The Towne of — , though it had beene 
part of his errand for comming thither ; yet beſides that hee 
ſhould belikely to looſe his labour, in attacking a place ſo well 
prouided for reſiſtance : hee did not thinke it Souldier-like 
done of him,to ſit taking of one rowne , whileſt his enemy 
ſhould be conquering of whole Countreys. For Norimberg, 
therefore, he tooke order to have it ſtill blockt vp ; by Gallas 
taking of Lavff, and taking other townes and paſſes about it: 
and for the reſt,he would try Maſteries with the King of Swee 
den, who ſhould dinert one another. 

Sixthly and laſtly, he might doubt, That when the King of 
Sweden ould haue well ayred, refreſhed and recreated his 
Army ; and hauc prouided himſelfe = new Horſes : that hee 
were then likcly enough to returne a-freſh vpon his Leaguer; 
and then either ho him to fight,or ſtarue by it. 

Which of the two Armies, could then haue found the 
(harper ſwords , or the fuller Bandeliers ; muſt now have 
beene left vntothe tryall : but the Fa/ſtemers , by having the 
ſtronger place of encamping,and the fuller ſnap-ſacks,preven- 
ted their being put unto that tryall. 

Wedneſday, September 1 2th,was the day appointed for dif- 
camping. Repairing the Bridge, therefore, over the river 
Kedsitz, a little North of Fart : hee there wafts over his 
whole Army : not halfe ſo great now, as when hee firſt came 
to 
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Norimberg. Some writing tels mee, that Walewſteines re 
moovall was by night-: but in that ( me thinks ) his haughty 
ſpirit is much injured : he that upon a march, forbids ny, 96 
the Ports ſhut where he Quarters : would neuer , I ſuppoſe, 
Neale away by a darke lanterne. And that it was not in the 
darke, was viſible enough at preſent: tor the Souldiers not - 
onely ſet fire upon their Huts and Quarters, at their rifing,but 
upon the Countrey too. A hundred Dorps and houſes, were 
now dreſt vp in flame,in the Marquiſate of O»ppach, and the 
Turiſdiion of the Norimbergers : as if to facrifice to Mars 
or Bellena, with this Hecatomb. Foule warres or no warres, 
isa Maxime among ſome Souldiers , otherwiſe not cruelly 
minded : but Walenftein is not ſo well made up in this , for 
that his haughtineſſe wants an alloy or temperature of precie, 
in it, The Cyabars, ſure, had done nothing extraordinarily 
worthy of a triumph : and yet could they not finde in their 
hearts to leaue the Countrey, without kindling of 100 Bon- 
fires in it. Nor is this the firſt time,that Walenſtein hath done 
ſo: but as if he this way affe&ed, to bee called the 7 hwnder- 
bott of Warre ; he norgoes nor comes, ſcarcely , but in flames 
and flaſhing, and in thus mitated lightning. 

All the time that the Imperial Army was marching by, 
the Swed/p Forces in and before Norimberg , ſtood caute- 
louſly upon their guards : and the Army being a little paſt 
them , ſome troopes of Horſe ( as uſually in ſuch caſes they 
will doe ) fell out of the towne and Trenches,and exchan- 
ged a few bullets with their Reere, though little or nothing 
to the purpoſe. I omit the Norimberger: rifling of the for. 
faken.Leaguer : where for want of Horſes, the Imperial:{ts 
had leftan incredible world of Milirary luggage belitnd them, 

is as it ſhewed how excellently well provided, # alenftem 

me to the Field : ſo it was a kind of Inftice, to 

leave the Norimbergers ſomething of good value behind 
him : to pay themſclues withall, for the courtelic and coſt, 
they ſhould beſtow upon the many maimed aud ficke ſouldi- 
ers , which were there founda {tarving anda ſtinking, This

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is the gniſe and fortune of the warres: nor can theſe who 
have beene bred full tenderly have their mothers with them 
in the Leaguer,to looke torhem. By theſe wasthe want dif- 
covered, which ſince the Kings going, was increaſing every 
day more then other : and the reaſons given (which we hauc 
before pointedat) for Walenſteins diſcamping. = ; 

A littlebeyond the City; is the Imperiall Armie devided. 
Zinzindorff (as wetold you) is ſent to Auſtria : and Gene» 
rall-Major Gallas with part of the Armie, goes Eaſtward 
towards Laff, two leagues from Norimberg ; which having 
taken, with ſome other townes, to keepe the Norimbergers 
blockt up.: he marches by the corner of Bohemia, into Miſe 
ia, The two Dukes of Fridland and Bavaria; turning fa- 
ces about to the /eft ; come the firſt night unto Bruck, ren 
Empliſs miles to the North of Norimberg , and fixe from 
Furt, Theriver of Rednitz , he ſtill kept upon his left hand: 
which was a ſure barricado on that ſide _ the King of 

this good con- 
ſideration : that having ſent away his two great Officers , 
Holck before, and Gallas now : yet it was - to the place 
where he meant to follow them ; or could, if hee were put 
to it, preſently recall them, His meaning was, toundoe the 
Duke of Saxony : and thither had he ſent theſe two. Him- 
ſelfe advance now towards Dwringen : and thither was it 
agreed that Pappenbeims , from the Weſer , ſhould come and 
joyne with him. This was Waleuſtews happineſſe, that the

The numbers of his Armie, were not above twelye thou- 
{and(beſides nine or ten thouſand of the Duke of Bavariaes )

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the Quarters : for certainly, both Walenfteix and the Kinp, 
loſt more for either of their parts, at this lingring Leagner ; 
then the King and Til both, at the great Battell of Lepfich. 
Walenſtein at his firſt riſing , had given order-for the ſending 
before of ſome of hisgreater nce, unto Forcheims : for 
guarding whereof, hee ſuppoſed a ſmall Convoy would be

ſufficient. Some Swediſh Horſe-Partees (as it chanced) were and order of 
at that time gone abroad into the Biſhopricke of Bamberg : marching. 


who being by the Boores diſcovered unto Walenftein; canſed 
him to countermand his owne order, and tohave his Ord. 
nance, from thence-forth , ro march with the gprofle of his 
Army. Where the breadth of the way would ſuffer him, 
there he advanced in Batfagha : the Dragooners with their 
Muskets,Shovels,and Mattecks, (with which they till ride) 
were ever {ent before,to make good the Paſſes: andthe Cra. 
bats, (being his nimbleſt Horſe ) were ſtillleft behind andlaft 
in theQuarters,to bring up the Reere of the Army. Andinthe 
ſouldierly warineſſe of this equipage , he marches unto For. 
cheim : for inthe neereneſle of an ative enemy, it much con- 
cerned him to be thus wary. 

The Army being come to Forcheims; was there in a friends 
Countrey, and in gpod Quarter : and there I finde Walenftein 
to have ftayed about ten dayes ora Fortnight. Here had hee 
notice firſt given him, of the King of Swedens going with 
halfe his Army towards Bavaris : and of Duke Bernard: 
ſtaying with the other halfe, about the Main-fireame, Ac- 
cording to this intelligence, he now difpoſes of his Forces. 
The Duke of Bavaria , being moſt ſtartled at it; deſires to 
take leave of the Genera/iſſimo,” with his part of the Army ; 
requeſting that Alrringer with his Regiment and Coloredoes, 
might gocalong with him, for the direRion of the Afihria. 
The Duke of Frid/and grants it; and himſelfe waiting (as he 
call'd it ) the Duke of Bavaria, as farreas Bambery 


after a few dayes he takes leave of him, with much ſeemi —— 


courteſie and folemnitie. Courtiers enough, they wereboth to goe home- 


yet 


of them ; and both ef them _ high-ſpirited Princes, va'ds- 
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yetſo artfully commanding of their owne carriages ; that 
though cach of them were conſcious, how much cauſe they 
had given one another to difſemble : yet with ſtudied words 
and faces, did they full maſterly controll all that ſtomacke and 
diſreſpe&gby which they had thorowly, heretofore,enchafed 
one another. The Duke of Fridland ſecmed tohave forgot. 
ren,that ever Bavaria had procured him to becaſhiered from 
his Generall{hip, in- the Diete of Ratubone : and Bavaria 
gave the General;ſſims never a note in the Margent,how often 
( lince the Leagner ) hee had beene faine to waite, to get to 
{peake with him, They are fellowes in armes , from hence 

orward : they proteſted to ſerve one another, in all good 
offices; and to fecond one another, upon all occaſions. One 
thing was noted betweene them , in this vying of Comple- 
ments : That Walenſtews was not ſo ſupple and ative in his 
cringes, as old Bavaria, But this, ( what ever his great Spi- 
rit meant by it ) he excuſed by his Gowte, andother his un- 
weildineſſes. Leaving therefore, Bavariato his march,home- 
wards : we will wholly apply our ſelves to our Title, which 
is Walenſteins Proceedings. 

Early, September 24. went the two Dukes with the grea- 
teſt part of their Army, and 48. Peeces, from Forcheins to- 
wards Bamberg : which is 16. miles to the North of For. 
cheim ; where the Mayne drinks up the Rednitz, September 
27. Heis ſtillinand about Bamberg, and thoſe Quarters : ſo 
that his lingring thereabouts gave a ſhrewd ſuſpition , of a 
meaning he might have to the Imperiall City of Schwemnfure, 
Which 1s ſeated upon the Northern banke of the Mayne,ſome 
25. Enghſa miles to the Weſt of Bamberg. Of this Schwein- 
fart, was the Swediſe Colonell Carl. Hart, Governour : who 
ſending to Claws Haftfer , Governour of Konigſhoven ; 24. 
Exgliſh miles to the North,and towards Dwringen - did from 
him, about the 24. of September , receive ſome forces, fora 
ftrengthning. Much about the fame time, had Colonefl Dx- 
batel ( who ſtill hath the command of a Regiment of 
Dragooners ) alſo marcht in thither , with 13, of his Com- 


panics.

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panies. Duke Bernard, likewiſe, being by the King entruſted upon Duke 
w_ ne Schweinfart ; did EDS r fx. rn thi- Eererds ma- 
therward. ng mac way, 

All this appearance of reſiſtance, cauſed the Imperiall Ge- 
neraliſſimo ( tis beleeved) to alter his determination for 
Schweinfurt : and now wholly to convert his Armes, again(t "Ee VRP" 
the Princes and Countries, of the two Eleforall Families of ju: 
Saxony and Brandenburg. 

Of this latter Family , was the neighbour Marqueſle of 
Bayreit ; unckle to young Onſpach : whoſe Countrey for 
diſtintion from his Nephewes, is called the Upper MMargni- 
fate, This Prince, is alſo Marqueſſe of Cx/mbach : and both 
theſetownes with their Inriſdi&ions , Walenſtein now = 
poſes to have a-bout with. From about Bamberg, therefore, 
in the end of the moneth;ſends he ſome forcesunto Bayrezt, falling upon 
43. Engliſh miles Eaſtward, The towne, they tooke with- — , 
out much oppoſition : the Burgers, for their peaces ſake, ,;cv mon * 
conſenting te give him 1 0000,dollars downeupon the naile, yrice Payreic : 
and hoſtages for as many more. Krewtzerz. , a pretty towne 
of the Marqueſſes, ſome 6. Eng/s/s miles to the South of Bay- 
reit ( for what offence, 1 =_ not) is given for pillage unto 
the ſouldiers : who have leave given them, to make up what 
pay the Generaliſſimo was behind hand with them upon an 
enemies Countrey. 

Thence , goes the Army towards Culmbach towne ; the and ſulmbach. 
ordinary ie of the Marqueſſe ; 12. Eng/s miles to the 
North-Weſt : neere which,the two originall ſtreames of the 
river Mayne ( the Red and the Whrte ) doe in one bed make 
an alliance betwixt their Iſſues. This towne being farre ſtron- 
ger then 8«yreit , had put it ſelfe into a poſture of reſiſtance. 

W hen as September 21. it had by #alexſteins letters beenc 
ſummoned in the Empercurs name, to be yeelded to him. In 
this if they obeyed not, he threatned fireand ſword; to kill 
and burne all. The City ſaſpeRting his friendſhip to bee as = 
pernicious to them,as his enmity;ſends him the deniall. Here» 5cing pur from

ſometimes alſo are bold to come neere the towne,and to give 
it ſummons : but theſe being anſwered by the Cannon, they 
finding themſelves likely to get nothing here, but leaden 
and iron dollars ; hote ſent them out of the mint : content 
themſelves to have burnt the Mills about the towne, and to 
have plundered the villages, and. then to draw off- their 
Army. 
And now have at the Houſe of Sarony : whoſelands lye 
all the way from-hetce, ro the very £15. From Calmbach, 
therefore, poe they unto Cobarg : 22. Engliſs miles to the 
North-Weſt of Cnlmbach : and to farre duc North of Bam- 
berg. The towne and faire Caſtle here, belongeth unto the 
Duke of Saxon-Coburg , unckle unto the Dukes of Saxon- 
Weymar : andthat was one of Walexſteins quarrels to it, A 
ſecond was, for that the Dake of Soxo-Coburg , with the 
Marqueſſe of Culmbach, had the 5. of May before ; con- 
Joyned their forces with the Swedzfs Colonell Claus Haſtfer: 
to make an Aenſlaught upon the towne of Cronach , _ 
ingunto the Biſhop of Bamberg. This enterpriſe, thoug 
through the cowardiſe of the Boores employed upon it ; ir 
had muſcarried ; yet had itgivena juſt occaſion to an enemy, 
tobe revenged of the affront-offerers. Walenſtein, A_—_ 
preſ hor © groſſe before the Towne ; found not the ſame 
oppoſition here, which thoſe of Ca/mbach had before made 
him.. The Towne beeing thereupon: entred: thorowly e» 
nough paid downe, for the ranſome of irs own? cowardile : 
and affoorded pay enough unto the ſouldiers ; conſidzri 
their {mall paines in taking of it. Here , were many a ik 
Packeand Bale of merchandiſe , made prize of : which ha- 
ving beene ſent rowards Leypfi-h Mare, by the Merchants of 
Aniburg, Noremberg , and other places ; were jaſt comne in- 
to this towne, to be ſentonwaids , anight or 2, before that 
Walenſteis came afore it. Th: Dukes Palace within the 
towne, fell alſoto the ſouldiers ranfacking: which che Duke, 
(in the feare of an old man)having. with too much haite for- 
ſaken 
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faken : had therealſoleft his houſhold-ſtuffe, with a great 
part of his treaſure, And this was done,inthe very beginning 
of our Oftober,

The towne being thus maſtered,the Caſtle is next ſummos» and laying 


ned: into which, alittle before Walenſftems comming; Dube- 
tell having gotten from out of Schwerinfwrt : he now had the 
comtttd of it.

Walenſtein (with much adoe) having ſhot abreach (two 
ſome ſay ) in the lower part of the Caſtle wall; he aboat the 
3. of October, prepares all things to give a generall aflault 
upon it, Five liundred ſouldiers, thereupon, being comman- 
ded into the dry Graff or Moate of the Caſtle, clap to their 
ſcaling ladders,to ſtorme ir. A great Ravel there was, which 
defended the Sally-port of the Caſtle : and that, whileſt they 
attacked, their fellowes, from the townes ſide, with continu- 
ed vollyes of ſmall and great ſhot , entertained the beſicged. 
Dwubatell perceiving the intented' Scaladoe , 1fhucs with his 
Dragooners immediately out of the Caſtle, going downe the 
hill rowards the skalers, Having with good diligence alſo , 

h downe ſome new peeces of Ordnance unto a ſide- 
Worke which flanckered the Kavelm: he ſo skowers both it 
and the Moarte at the ſame time : thata many of the aſſailants,

gone forward with his projet : then had Hilperhasſen , 

Scbleuſing, Aiſchfelt, Ilmenaw, and Arnftat , beene taken by 

him, Then had all the Pafſes thorow the Dwringer-Waldt , 

beene blockt up by his people , which the King of Sweden 
muſt by maine force haye againe opened , before ever hee 
could 
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could have comne up to FP alenſteis. Then,in the meanetime, 
would he and Pappenheims, have recovered Erfwee : with the 
townes about it: made himſelfe maſter, of the whole L axd- 

aviate of Duringen ; have over-runne the lands of the D#- 
call, (and ſometimes Eleforat) Family of Saxon W:ymar, 
Then had he, thorow that rich Country, beaten ont his way 


into the Eleftor of Saxonyes Miſvia: have wintercd and isalenfteias 
enriched his Army in thoſe Countries: and beene ready with 8r<at proiect 
the firſt of the next Spring , to have fallen into Laſatie and ****<d. 


Silefa. Then would he have made himſelfe maſter , of the 
river Elb : and fo have cut off the King of Swedens retreate, 
home againe. Then would Walenſteinhave cleered his ( titu« 
lary ) Dukedome of Mecklenburg : and hewenout himſelfe 
a free paſſage , to hisold Quarters in Brandenburg and Po- 
merania , and againe poſſeſſed himſelfe, of the banks of the 
Baltick Ocean. And thus handſomely had our Generali//imo 
contrived it : the effefing of which proiet was worth the 

ning all the /ower Saxom , by the calling away of P ap- 
penheim out of it : and in the higheſt degree concerned the 
King of Sweden, to make ſuch haſt out of Bavaria, to pre- 
vent it. 

All the former part of this projet , was now defeated 
by Duke Bernerd: the taking , namely , of the Landrgra- 
viate of Duringen , with the Dukedome of Weymar : as 
likewiſe the conioyning of Pappenheim , with his Ge- 
neralſſimo : which hee durſt nor after attempt to doe, till 
hee kniew that #alenftein was falne by another way, into 
Mime. 

And thus was the Imperiall Generall enforced, not to raiſe 
his fiege onely from before the Caſtle of Cobwrg: but to quit 
likewiſe his intended march thorow the rich, and (of late) 
un-plundered Countrey of Tharwygia. Turning faces about 
therfore,to the right;(his ſouldiers _—_—_ downe Helberck, 
Newſtat,and other Dorps about Coburg ) he marchesdirely 


by the towne of Cronach , into Voithand; which his owne ze Gals inco 
Holck, and Gallas with their Armies, had of late ſo foully poitland, 


harryed, 
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harried. It was a deepe prepenſed reſolution in the Genera. 
liſſims, to pay the Eleor of Saxony, to the purpoſe: he was 
once in a quandary, when as he had newly taken Pragse;whe. 
ther he ſhould firſt fall into Sexo», or come againſt the King 
- of Sweden. And had not the King beene ſo neere him, at that 
very time, in ſuch danger to have overthrowne the Duke of 
Bavaria, firſt; and then, in his abſence, to have falne into Bo. 
hemia: he would, (no doubt) have firſt gone againſt the Ele. 
Qor of Sazomy-. | 
And now, at him he goes. The EleAor of Saxonyer ſub- 
ics, (che poore Boores of Poitland) perceiving this ſecond 
tempeſt now comming upon them; reſolve with themſelaes, 
that the beſt whood to beare off ſuch foule weather, would be 
an head-piece. In great and confuſed numbers, therfore,gathe- 
ring themſclues together to be revenged: they with the beſt 
weapons, that a ruſticall fury,could put into their hands; firſt 
turne feare into deſpaire, and that into deſperatenefſe:: which 
inſtead of skill, order, and true valour, they made to ſerue 
their turnes againſt the invaders, Beſetting the woods,there. 
fore, and the bye-wayes ; which the ſeeking for their loſt 
Cowes, now and then, had heretofore made them perteR at: 
they with as good a will as ever Boores gate Children, knockt 
downe ſuch rambling and plundering boote-halers,of the Im- 
periall Army, as they could ſingly light upon, and maſter. 
This is he that rid away with my horſe, cryes one, downe 
with him : that fellow ſtole my 2. kyne, faies a ſecond, cut 
the throat of him: and he, carried away all my wines'ducks 
tother day , cryes a third Boore, knocke him downe too. 
All the hag they would give the ſouldiers, was to quar- 
ter thoſe whom they had killed, andto mangle thoſe bodies, 
whom they had mawled: as f every blow they gave ady- 
ing ſouldier, had killed them another enemy ; becauſe it (in 
= ſatisfiedrheir revenge, by the ating of another cruelty. 
And here (ſaics ſome Relation) was the young Walenſtein 
killed : of whom webefore ſpake, in theaRion of Cobure. 
But the Wa/ſteiners were even with the poore Boores for it,

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if burnings,and rapes, and ravages, could cry quittance : for, 


ſure , the warres ſeemednot here to be made by enennier, ts oo 


by ſaries. 

N The place of this Country of Yoitland, is betwixt Darin- 
gen , Franconia , CMiſniaand Bohemia : and the reaſon that 
Walenſftein did now enter into it, was partly, tobeare all the 
countrey along before him ; and partly, to lay the ſeate of the 
warres in an enemies Countrey. And who can deny this, to 
havebcene ſouldierly done of him ? But that hee had firſt 
commanded in Helichand Gallas into it ; and did now follow 
himſelfe with fireand ſword, init: was not ſomnchupon 
the barbariſme,or tyrannicall delight in blocdand cruelty; bur 
out of the terror of a military policy : that with the feare 


and horror to ſee his ſubjeRts ſo nſed, he might conſtraine end his reaſone 


the Duke of Saxony unto a ſudden and diſadvantageous com. 
poſition; with whom the courtſhips of repeated Amba 

from the Emperour,had not heretofore prevailed. And who 
need ſuſpeR the conſtancy of the Duke of Saxoxy,that choſe 
rather to endure all this, then to breake his League with the 
Proteſtant Princes, and the King of Sweden ? 

Our Generolsſmmoes firſt Rendezvous in this Voirland, was 
at P/au» upon the river Efer : downe whoſe ſtreame, at the 
diſtance of 60. Engh/b miles to the Northward , Leipfich 
ſtandeth. To this Plarn did the _—_— Vantguard arrive, 
upon Wedneſday the tenth of Oftober : the reſt of the Ar. 
my going towards Weida, on the ſame ſide of the E/fer, 12, 
mules neerer unto Leipſich. To this Weida, ( after the Avant- 

dat Plawnhad the ſecond time plandered the poore 
ple thereabouts,as farre as Zwicks )did the/whole Army draw 


ether,where he alſo formed anew Leaguer : that ſo thoſe Hee formes a 
ſeoerall Partees and diviſions, which were ſent dates Randing cawp, 


ſpoile the countrey,and to bring in contributions, might have 
a ſtanding Campe to retreate unto. 

Leaving, after this, the Duke of Frid/end ſtill encamped 
about eids, let us ſurveigh the other deſtroyed parts of the 
Duke of Sexomes Dominions : => ſee what worke Holck.

Muskettiers,into Axia : the 
reaſons whereof, we have there likewiſe given you, He ad- 
vancing to the edge of -Usit land, within ſome few leagues of 
o_ and Boherma ; (caſes the ſmaller handſome townes firſt 
of all: as Dobraberg, Hirsþerg, Lichtenberg, Sparnberg, and 
Hoff : all in this hilly and wooddy frontiers. Next makes he 
towards thoſe upon the E!fter; which riſes hereabouts, a 
little to the Southward. O//mrz. a faire towne, alittle more 
Eaſterly ; is forced : and burnt downe to aſhes for reſiſting. 
Planya good towne , about a league more Northerly —_ 
ſame wn 7 1c - IIABIE ſome Horſe 
troopes : vers 0 vil e longed to it pur 
on fre , becauſeit ſurrendred —_ the firſt ſummons, The 
reſt,l omit : not ſo much for brevities ſake , as for horror : 
not liſting to relate the Barbariſmes commirted by his Cr4- 
bats : as if they had falne in, not to make warrer, but deſolati- 
aus ; ©r,as if they had beleeved , that a conntrey was never 
thorowly conquered, till it were utterly deſtroyed. 

Helck, being farre , as yet , from the Ele&ors Court at 
Dreſden, and for that reaſon , finding the leſſe oppoſition to 
controll him : advances boldly,and attacks Zwicka,the ſtron- 
gelt piece in all that countrey, ſtanding about 14. or 1 6. miles 
to the North-Eaſt of P/amnaforefaid, About eAugeft 1 3h. 
he firſt preſents himſelfe before the towne : and it 
tobe rendred. The ſummons being denyed, the =_ is ſar= 
rounded by his Army. It being ſcituated in a hilly wooddy 
countrey , Holck founda naturall Battery, or rifing hill hard 
by the Caſtle, npon which he cauſed 8, peeces of Cannon to 
be mounted, W ith theſc,playes he as. = 


the Caſtle as hard upon him againe, His carriage had becne 
ſo goodtowards other places, ſince he came into the land, 
that the men of Zwicks, as they deſpaired of his mercy ; ſo 
were they by that deſpaire armed with a reſolution, to ſur- 
mount his cruelty. 

The place was defend:d by Colonell Ka/kftein , who bad 
beene ſent in hither with 6. troopes of Horſe, and fome 
Foote-Companies : ſo ſoone as ever Holck was heard of in 
Unitland, Holck ſeeing it likely ro prove a long fiege , ſends 
in his Trumpet to offer them a faire parlee, This being by 
K alckftein refuſed : he fearing to lye here (o long, till the E- 
le&or ſhould have raiſed the countrey upon him: ſends in his 
_ the ſecond time, with enlarged conditions. Theſe 
(I reade ) they were.

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the Colonell Vizdwnb fent downe with his Regiment,unto 
Dreſden, This was aboutthe 20th, of our Auguſt, 

Zwicha now at Holcks devotion, he next aſſaults «Aw (or 

4) where the Eleftor had a houſe of pleaſure. Here 
the ſouldiers found very rich Ha»gings, and other furnitures 
of Court; which were never meant for the entertainment, of 
ſuch courſe people. Schopa.a towne upon a river of that name, 
which runnes into the Mmlda , is next falneupon: 6 leagues 
to the Eaſt of Zwicks. Some I being here made , 
did ſomething coloar over that ſteine of blood, liberally here 
ſhed by the Conquerors. 

Chenmitz. , ſome 7. miles to the North of Schopa, held 
them more tacke : the hilly and the weoddy ſcituation, ma- 
king the place ſomething the ſtronger ; and the Townſmen 
the more confident : Deſperate,I ſhould have ſaid: ſeeing to 
that degree had Holcks uſage driven all thoſe townes , that 
had bur any hopes of refiſtance. Some tolerable conditions , 
Helck,, offered unto them : which they durſt not fo well 
truſt unto, as unto their owne ſtrengths and reſolutions. 
They are befieged : and Holcks men tooke the paines (which 
here onely, and at Zwicks they had beene put unto) to make 
uſe of the Spade, and to bring forward their _ 
Some country Boores being gotten in hither, for their ſafe- 
ti:s,(enow to make up 10.Companies)armed with defire of 
revenge, (eſpecially for their Barnes, which the Imperialiſts 
had ſet fire upon ) now fallye out upon the Approachers. 
Shovells they had with-them , which weapon, none could 
uſe better: and with theſe, they laboured to fling the carth a- 
gaine into the /nes and rowling Trenches, which the Imperiall 
Pyoners werenow a r7#»»ing. But this being but the Boores 
Schollers-prize, and they having to doe with Maſters of De- 
fence, were quickly beaten in againe,under the favour of their 
owne Ordnance.The Townſmen kept their owne, for all this: 
and would not (like Zwick )hearken unto termes of Treaty: 
ſo that the Imperialiſts were faine tolevie their owne ſiege, 
and lcave them to their liberty, : 

can 
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I can report nothing worthy of a Hiſtory,in theſe aRions. 
Phinely , there was not extraordinary much good- ſervice 
done , worthy of a ſouldier : unleſſe this be of honourable 
report to him ; that he made very fuule warres of it. For 
next , burnes he Curbiez,, Pefteritz, and Wil/dorp : this laſt, 
being within 4. Exg4/> miles of Dreſden. Early in the mor- 
ning Anguſt 28. did the Crabats make a Cavalcads to af- 
front CONES __ the —_— wy then reſident. The 
City taking the A at it , let flye ſome peeces of Ord- 
nance amongſt them , whereupon they n——_ At broad 
day light the Ports being opened, ſome troopes of [agers 
and Stalbargs, were ſent out after them. Horſemen 
of Colonell Stienav , having withina league of Dreſden ta- 
ken ſome of the Crabats : they confeſſed the intention they 
had for firing of the Suburbs. The night after, ſome of 
them burnt Oderen, upon the river Flee, 8. miles South-Weſt 
of Frieberg. Others at the ſame time did as much at Doble, 
16. miles Weſt of Dreſdes. By this it appeares that their 
forces were divided, for the dving of the more miſchiefe : 
yea their priſoners avowed freely , that they had order from 
their Generall to ſet fire upon Dreſden , and the whole 
Countrey. 
By this beginning of September is Colonell Yiezaumb ar- 
rived at Dreſden from out of Sil/efia: to whom divers hun- 
dreds of the Countrey Gentlemen , and ſome thouſands ef By the Szxon 
the EleFors Tenants , and the undene Boores reſorted :. to forces, 
makeupan Army. Theſe being ſo ſoone as might be ſent 
out to repreſſe theſe Bowtefew's : Holck, was thereupon cn- 
forced to retire his people towards Zwicks againe; there to 
expe a re-enforcement by the comming downe of Gat 
to him. Inthis expedition , did the Saxoxs light upon one 
of Holcks Quarter-maſters ; with whom they found ſome 
writings , which-made the Imperialiſts to be more hated in , 
thoſe parts :- and more and moreaverted the Elefor, from CEOOIID! 
lining to any Treaty. Theſe Papers diſcovered no good in- rownrds the 
tentions in the Imperialiſts towards him :. whatſoever Froaciers, 
M 3 name 
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natne of peace were pretended. He had alſo a /ift of Holcks 
and Gallaſſes whole forces, about him : which I wiſh the 
Saxons had ſent hither. | 

Uitzdumb and his men, having for the time, indifferently 
well cleered the Countrey of theſe Scarre-fire Crabats and 
Imperialiſts (now retired towards Lentmaritzand Bohemia ) 
the Eleftor , for cafing of his purſe licenced divers of theſe 
new forces, Divers Swedes alſo , that came our of the gar- 
rilons of Pomeren, Brandenburg, and Mecklenburg, were re- 
fuſed entertainment: the EleRor ſuppoſing the Foxe had been 
dead,becauſe helay ſtill, aad (tirr'd not. Bur Holck did but ſtay 
for Gallas his comming in the end of September: whom (in 
this quietneſſe)goe we alittle backe,to fetch from Norimberg 
into Miſnia. 

This Gallas was by his Generaliſſimo ſent into the Paper 


Gallas his Story Palatinate , September 1; : the deligne being , firſt to 


a ſervice to the Duke of Bavaria, by recovering the townes 
in that Country for him. Secondly, to keepe Norimberg (till 
blockt up , by taking of the necreſt of their rownes : Third. 
ly , whenall was done, to conjoyne with Holck in Mifnie, 
Gallas firſt of all, ſers him downe before Leuff : a towne of 
the Norimbergers upon the Pegmirz, $8. miles Eaſt of them, 
Here had he not many above 2000. men, and ſome 4. peeces 
of Cannon, Hetookethe towne September 14%. in the night; 
after a dayes oppoſition, or elſe had the King of Sweden the 
next day relieved it. Here notwithſtanding that he tooke it 
by agrecment, yet cauſed he the Lieftenant that was Gover- 
nor , to be hanged. Hence goes Gallas ſtill Eaſtward unto 
Herfprack,4. miles forther:and tooke that alſo. Some of his, 
are about this time ſent 9.0r 10. Englys miles more Norther- 


ly : where they take Felder , oe on From.

Herfpruch, his —_— due Eaſt, unto Swlzbach, 15. 
miles further. The chiefe of the Citizens here, did he ſend 
priſoners into Amberg, 5. miles to the South Eaſt, for that 
they had not paid in thoſe 20000. dollars, which at a/fteins 
comming that way, had becne impoſed upen them. 
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The towne of Grefenbery, 11,miles North of Lavf. j4.ino raten 
making im ſome oppoſition 3 was taken, plandered , and divers tc wnes, 

burnt to aſhes. Having ſerved other townes fo : his whole in the wpper 

Army croſſes over to the North-Eaſt , and comes to Weiden P4iiwate- 

upon the river Na, 19. or 12, miles from Sw/ezbach: going 

the ſame way out of the Upper Palatinate , that Hock had 

done before him : ſaving onely that he goes neerer to Bohe- 

mia, His march now lyes up the Nab to Dir ſchenreyt ;- and 

ſo towards Wonſledel , Ruckenitz, and Egra, Vpon Friday 

Sepremb. 11, he burmes downe Wonſledel: and the Sunday af- 

ter, he did as much for Rackenirz : both being the EleRtor of 

Saxonyes townes, in the edge of Yoit/awd. The good towne 

of Egra, on the edge of Bohemia, baving by the Saxons 

beene recovered, ſince Walenſteins fitting downe at Norim- He falls into 

berg : was alſo deſtinated to the ſame deltmuRion. But this, 99x:

ding in proviſions, for the defence of the towne ; and by 

ky Gallas with lome moneyes , inthe name of a con» 

tribution, for the diverting of his fury.

tate them ; otherwiſe, there was nothing but fire and ſword, 
to be expeted from him.

Hereupon September 2.6%, He goes from Plawn , towards

About noone, the Impe- 
riall forces, with ſound of IDrumme, and all tric, entred 
the Citic,preſently poſſeſſing themſclucs of the Perriner Col.

Halck,, and many other all Officers; ride alſo into the 
ſame Colledge : taking a diligent view all about it; how they 
might moſt conveniently plant ſome peeces of Ordnance in 
it, to play thence upon the Caſtle. Herenpon were 4. halfe 
mto the Citic; and 3. Batteries were with

theſe Batteries, they mounted one peece of

onthe Caſtle. Divers Enfignes of Foote , kept their guards 
upon the Market place, inthe meanc time ; amongſt whom, 
was therea goodly troope of Curiaſſizr:(Horſemen in com- 
pleate harneſſe) conſiſting of ſome 180, 

The Commander of the Caſtle the ſame man ( as I heare) 
thatbefore delivered it up tothe Generall Til , the day be- 
fore the laſt Batrell of Leipfich, and called Johawnes Vopeline, 
hung out the defenſive Banner from the top of the Caſtle ; 
and (as if he ſcorned to be twice taxed , with the ſhame of 
giving over one Caſtle ) he plaid very hard with his great 
Ordnance upon the Imperialiſts even from their firſt entring 
into the Colledge ; untill broad day light upon Tueſday mor. 
ning. That day, being the 239. the Imperialiſts having diCl- 
charged their Ordnance but 1 7. times inall; thebloody Flag 
wastaken downe from the Caſtle; and a white Flag of truce 
put up in the roome of it : to ſignifie their deſire of a com- 
poſition. Shooting is then given over: and hoſtages and 
Deputies are ſeat one to another , to conclude upon the con 

ditions. That evening were they accorded; and to this

Thar 
night, was the neighbour village of Eiteruch, by the Impe- 
rialiſts burnt downe to the ground : divers houſes alſo with- 
in Leipfich; (thoſe eſpecially next unto the Caſtle and river, ) 
were plundered. The next morning, were ſuch like inſolen- 
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cies by ſound of Drumme, and upon paine of death, forbid- 
den : ſo that the ſouldiers the next night committed no more 
ſuch pillages. | 

The 24*>.day, nothing of moment paſſed more within the 
Citie: excepting onely that the Magiſtrates and Bargers were 
called together to pay downe 5 0009. Rixe-dollars, for a pre» 
ſent contribution, and were charged to diſcover what goods 
they had of the Azsbnrgers or Norimbergers. The 3. or 4. 
next dayes, were all the buildings and watch- houſes about 
the Caſtle, puld downe or Nighted. 

In the meane time that the moſt of the Army, are at the 
ſiege of Leipfich : ſome other Partees are ſent out from the 
Imperiall Leaguer at eA/tembarg, to reduce or plunder the 
countrey. Some advance out , as farre as T orga upon the 
Elb, to intercept that Paſſe, if they had beene ſtrong e- 
nough. But into that , had the Eleor of Saxony , put 6, 
Companies of Colonell Loeſers Foot,11 troopes of Colonell 
T anbens Horſe , being alſo ernquartered in the neighbour 
villages. 

Oftober 19%, other Imperiall Partecs made themſelves 
Maſters of Weifſenfels upon the river Sa/a , due Weſt of 
Leipfich : and of RE alittle more to the Northward 
downe the ſame river, and upon the other fide of it, This is 
an Appropriate Bifhopricke, held by the EleRor of Saxony: 
and hereis a bridge over the Sala, Now alſo did Holck make 
his demands for Tiles arrier of money , dne from Naun- 
burg; and ſent 36. Muskettiers into the Towne to be the 
ſafe-guards of it, From AMersbnrg , goe they with a ſtrong 
Partee, unto Haf: {lili more Notherly downe the Sa/a, To 
this good towne, the Imperialiſts made this propoſition ; 
That it ſhould furniſh them with bread for 2000. men, bur 
for 2. dayesonely : and for ſolong a time, admit their Gene. 
raliſſimo with his Retinue into their City, and accommodate 
him. The Burgers obtaining reſpite tili 6. a clocke the next 
morning ; returned this anſwer : That whereas they had rc- 
ceived Letters from Holck. , that ſome of their Magi- 
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ſtrates ſhould appeare before his Generaliſ/ſimo at the Lea» 
guer of «Altemburg : they could not, till they knew his 
_ , furniſh the demaundants with the bread deſired of 
them. 

Some few daies after, isthe Colonell Hatzfeld, (brother 
to the expulſed Biſhop of Wwrtsbarg ) ſent with 6, troopes 
of Horſe unto this Hall; to propoſe theſe, (not propoſitions, 
now, but) commands, unto the Burgers. 

Firſt, That they ſhould be well adviſed of the oath, which 
they had ſometimes taken unto the Empzror. 

Secondly, That preſently they ſhould ſend the bread be- 
fore demanded. 

Thirdly , That they ſhould take in, and for 2. daies main- 
taine, the Generalſſimo; with thoſe that he ſhould bring with

Fourthly , That they ſhould preciſely ſend him word, 
how o_=_ the garriſon in their Caſtle was , and how well 
ovided.

For this purpoſe , did the Imperiall Armie about the 26. or 

27, of Otober, remove it ſelfe unto E/enbrrs, a towne 

upon the river Mlda, halfe way betwixt Leipfich and T or- 

gas. To this place, came _— an Expreſle from the Count 
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of Pappenheim, of his being hard at hand with his forces * 
whereupon the Imperiall Army returned backe agiine to the 
Weltward, ( beſides and beyond Leipfich: ) and went and 
by the c6ming joyned with the Pappenheimers about Mersburg. Pappen- 
ot Þ appeabeim: heim being comne,perſwaded his Generalſſims by and by ; to 
paſſe over the Sala into Duringen , with the maine of his 
Army ; and to goeand take in Erfwrt , Weymar , and all the 
chicfe Paſſes and Poſts, of that countrey. Hee wrought ſo 
upon him, chiefly with the faiſcableneſſe of the Aion; thar 
there was no likelihood of oppoſition in thoſe parts : Dake 
Andhis deligne William of Saxon-Weymar having but 4. or 5000. men for 
_ __ the guard of all theſe townes ; and himſelfe lying now 
A ſicke at Erfwrt. A ſhrewd counſel! ! ſeeing by the taking 
of this countrey, ( and of the Paſſes thorow the D aringer- 
Walt , after this ) the backe doore had both beene barr'd 
and bolted; by which the King of Swedex ſhould have 
broken in to diſturbe them. This was . once Walen- 
ſteins owne plot ; to have comne , namely , this way into

 Whileſt he therefore prepares to put this defigne in exe- 
cution , he hath word brought him , not onely of the King 
by jrhe com» of Swedens being comne to Erfwure , but of the advancing of 
ning of SWe* the Van of his Army, towards the Sa/a, This was Duke 
_ Bernard, indeed, who was comnea day or 32. before, to pur- 
fuc the Reere of Pappenheimn : as inth2 endof the Kings Sto- 
ry wee have told you. Hereupon, is the caſealtered : fo that 
Tueſday the 30th. of Otober, went there out a Proclama- 
wralenfteincal- tion from the Generaliſ/imo , That all Imperiall Officers and 
haghis Arwy ſouldiers , ſhould upon paine of death, repaireunto their 
rogethers Regiments and Colours in the Army : all Officers, the ſame 
evening, being by an Exprefſe commanded out of Leipfich. 
W edneſday Ofober 3 1. did the whole Imperiall Army ad- 
vance from Mersburg unto Ranſtadr , and Lutzen, betwixt 

HMeribwurg and Leipich : whereabouts they quartered, 
November the firſt;being Thurſday, were there 3. Cornets 
of Horſeſent backe into Lespſich,, to be enquartered n_ 
tne 
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the City : more Horſemen with their Baggage, the next 
day comming in after them. The So/d.zt Suedow affirmes , 
that Walenſtein and Pappenherm both, came into Lerp/ich to 
teakeaview of it, and to have it fortified for the phce of 
their Retreat : but the /owrnall or Diarye of theſe Aftions, 
printed in the ſelfe ſame Leipfich, Novemb. 1 3, mentions no 
fach matter. The fame firſt of November, went there two 
Poſts thorow Leipfich, unto Ga#as ; to cauſe him to haſten 
backe with his Forces : which I heare to bee about nine or 
ec thouſand : though fifreene thouſand fay ſome Relations, 
And now were the Leipfichers enforced to pay in their fifty 
thouſand Dollars : which Otober 24. they had agreed upon. 

Vpon this firſt of November, likewiſe; did the Imperiall 
Army remoove towards Weifſenfels upon the river Sala; 
cight Engliſh miles Welt of Lutz», Heſcnt alſo the Colonel 
Swou , with his Regiment of Foot ; and the Colonell Bre- 
daro (ſo my Spaniſh Relation writes both their names) to take 
in Naumburg, The Horſemen leading the way , found the 
King of Swedens Vantgard there before them : fo that Bre- 
darys Horſe having ſome flight skirmith in the Suburbs , 
with-the Swedi/b ; returned againe to Werſſenfe/s. Theſe 
were thoſe, which we called the 690. Imperiall Horſe; who 
(as in the end of the Kings Story we told you, ) were com- 
ming to take in Nanmbarg, 

And now for that wee can by no better meanes come by 
the motions on the Imperiall fide, then by the diſcovery 
made by one of their owne : I will here, therefore, make 
uſe of my Spaniſh Relation written by a W a/fteiner, and twice 
printed in L#bone.

In the meane time, was his Excellency reſulved, to put his 
owne Army into Winter Quarters, about the river of Sala; 

All 
theſe diviſions was he minded , fo proportionably ro have 
parted into Bodies of Horſe and Foot ; thar each of them 
might be able to make refiſtance, till th: next Quarters could 
well come in to their ſuccours ; ſhould the King, perchance, 
attempt upon any one of them. 

For the putting this defign2 in execution ; his Excellency 
remooued his Army from about w:ſſenfels : ſending the 
Count of Pappenheim with two Regiments of Foote, and 
ſome of Horſe, from Her:bwrg, or to goeand take in Hat 
Caſtle : which was very ſtrong , and oo by 200.

His Excellency, after his diſpatch tatending to march to- 
wads Weſler, came to lodge with the reſt of his forces abour 
Lutzen. But apprehending no improbable ſuſpition, that the

King would neuer ſuffer him , to tak in that place ; annder the * 


noſe, as it were of his whole Army : and that by mrning 
backe and paſſing over the river Sa/a,he might eafily fuccour 
the Caſtle of Hal : hee refolved upon another purpoſe. Sen- 
ding Colonell C-rreras to take up Altembarg : his Excellen- 
cy himſelfe was reſolved with the reſt of his Army , to have 
gone (Northward) and lodge at Merbwrg. By this diſpoſing 
of himſelfe, ſhould he ( at Merrburg ) beencere to backs Pape 
penheim : and by (ending the other Colonels ro Lara and Ale 
temburg , ſhould there have beene a ſpace left in the middle, 
for the King to have ma: che away , even from Nazmburg, 
unto Dreſden. By this cautelous torccaſt, inight his Excellen- 
cy have after followed the King with his mawn+ ſtrengeh, and 
either utterly have overthrowne him , or ar leait cur of his 
paſſage : and have ſhut him and all Ins forces, utterly

For He having 
underſtood of the ſending away of Pappenheim , and the 0+ 
ther 2.Regiments:reſolved preſently to come and ſet upon us, 
Infomach, that the Count Ridolfo Coloredo , being marched 
with the Crabars towards Weiſſenfels , to fetch -ﬀ a Cap- 
taine, who was left in the Caltle with 100, ſouldiers: hee

5*.of Novemb. on his march , in fight of the City , towards Lotzen, Yet 
Coleredo came fo fit, and in ſo good a time ; that Fc had lea- 

ur theKing ſyre enough ( notwithſtanding the King had already ſent 

ham Yo ſome Muskertiers, to take in the Caſtle) to bring off the men 
with him. This having performed, Co/oredo (till valiantly 
$kirmiſhing,with his few Foote and Crabats; made his re- 
treat unto Ripach, in ſighr of the Kings Army. 

At this very time , had his Excellency,thorow the reitera» 
ted meſſages of Colored, given the Alarm unto his Army, 
bythe accuſtomed ſigne of ſhooting off 3. peeces of Ord. 
nance : notwithſtanding all which,it was even now night, ere 
the Regiments could have recovered to their place of Ren» 
dezyous, about Lxtzer. The King by this time, was comne

This meſſage overtooke him, inſt at that inſtant 
when he had entred Ha#, and had -lapt 4 Fetardto the Caſtle 
pate: in which there was a Swedy/b Commander, with a gar- 
riſon of 200, ſouldiers, And thus farre are the very words 
of my Spaniſh Relation : wherein , though the defeate given

tainely, there be many orh-r particnlars on the Imperial ſide; 
which buc from one of their owne, we conld not have comne 
a”, And fo farre, in my Readers names, I thanke my Spar 
Relatey : whom I have done no wrong unto, in Tranſlati 
And now have we brought Falenflew to the ſtake : for the 
morrow morning begins the Battell. This I adde,that Gale, 
though he were ſent for, yet could he not come time enough 
to the encounter, What may ſceme defeRtive here,of Yale 
fteins Proceedings juſt before the Bastel: ſhall be ſapplyed by 
and by, in the deſcription of the Barred.

Vpon this Intelligence , His Maieſty the ſame day cals 


nding the great queſtion unto them two ; Whither, 
wrap 59%. Jrerk. 4 wen Duke of Frid/andalone were 
to be ſet upon? Duke Bernard (I am enformed) was for 
the valiant Affirmative : That the advantage was good; and 
that ſeeing they knew not how long they ſhould enioy the 
opportunity of this Diviſion; alenſtein was preſently tobe 
attacked. But Major Kmiphaxſen, was for the ſober Negative: 
and that the enemy was not to be foughten withall. His rea» 
ſons were two. 

Firſt, noman is to fight, but when hee is apparently 
ſtronger then his enemy : which the King at this tinie was 
not. 

Secondly , No man is to attacke a ſtronger enemy , un- 
leſſe compeld by a preſſing and unavoydeable neceſſity. That 
is, either to force his paſlage when he is hembd in: or when 
hunger and want of viRualls conſtraine him to it. Neither 
of which being the Kings caſe, there was no reaſon for pre- 
ſent fighting. 

Good reaſons: which ſo farre preuailed with the King, 
that giving over all thoughts of preſent fighting, he was re- 
ſolved to haveleft a garriſon in Nawmbarg ; and to have 
marcht with his whole Army to conjoyne with the Dukes 
of Saxonyand of Lunenbarg. , 

And theſe reaſons are different (I muſt confefſe ) from 
thoſe Aouriſhes of * Le Soldat Swedovs ; which take up five 
whole Pages in him. I dare pawne my morall and hiftoricall 
Faith upon it, that his muſter of reaſons there, are but his 
owne mſtakings or Inventions , and never by the King nor 
Walcenſtein, ſo much as dream'd of.

He ſuppoſing , 
withall, that Pappenheims being now abſent, and Walenſtein, 
men not together , he ſhould not be diſturbed in his march : 
about 4. before day-lighr (the Drammes having beaten ever 
fince one a Clocke, )on the Munday morning,advances towards 
Pegan. The King having notice , of Walenfteins forſaki 
Weiſſesfels: ſends by the way,to take in that Caſtle. The hun- 
dred men that Walenſftein had left in it , did Coloredo come ſo 
timely to fetch off; that he had done it, a very little, before 
the Swedes comming 

In the middle of his march, about ten a clocke, the ſame 
forenoone, came there ſome Gentlemen ryding , and ſome 
Boores running to the King ; with advice that the Imperia- 
liſts were lying ſtill in ſeverall Dorps and Villages hard by , 
abont Zzrzen : without any intelligence at all, of the Kings 
being in motion. This the King being enformed of: con- 
yokes preſently his high Officers to a Councell of Warre, to 
adviſe what were belt to be determined. His Majcfty, even 
then , (and then firſt) put on the reſolution for fighting : 
openly ſpeaking it out , That he now verily ſuppoſed, that Ged 


had ginen his enemies into hi hand. Hd ! brave occaſion, fayes 


the Duke of Saxo»-L awenbarg. Now God bleſſe us (fay 
divers great Officers) tis a happy opportunity. And truely 
ſo it was: for divers priſoners (even then brought in, by the 
Kings Partces, and by cheBoores) being by the King exami- 
ned whither they had any Alarm in their Quarters, of his 
marching : freely confeſſed that they had none, And fo much 
was evident enough, for that they were now ſurpriſcd in 
their Quarters. Thus thought all the Officers: all being re- 
ſolved to fall on preſently, And, indeed, there was great rea- 
ſon forit : forcould the Kings Army have falnc in amongſt 
thoſe villages ; he had given a Camiſado to ſeverall of their 
Quarters at once ; have cut them off fingly : for that they 

could 
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could never have comne together , to-unite their Forc&, or 
have ſucconred one another. This was evident. 
And thns neere were 100000 good mens hopes and wiſhes, 

of having arrived to the very higheſt of their expeQations:

But it is no 
ſach raritic , for that moſt ( or all ) of the Crabats En- 
ſignes, have the diſþlajed Eagle for their bearing. This was 
preſented to the King fora faire Omen , as if He 
now conquered, both Foreaneand the Zag/e. But the King 
(tis reported) tooke no great content at it: being ſorry ( I 
bdeeve) for that the night had prevented him, for taking 
"xndhere h epeinal wich the du 

re the Ki ing ſurprized with the darkeneſſe ; 
was forced to fit "op 
hunſelfe lying in his Coach, as ether Officers did that had 
them. Here lay he all night in Fatteg/ia: every Regimene 
lying downe, in the ſame order that they had marched, with 
cir Armesby them. The Pilkemen, they ftucke up their 
Pikes an-endby them : and every Rez, (that is every fixc)of 
Muskettiers bringing their Muskets to their Rorremaffer : hee 
ſer them right up with their mouthes upward, and bound 
them er with a: peece of Match :- where they ſtood 
ready at hand, far all occaſions. 

The Imperiall Army was in a terrible Hub«b, art the Kings 
comming over the Paſſe : for now was the Alarm ſent m 
hot, toall the ſeverall Dorps and Quarters , even from Lae- 
ze» unto Hall and Leipſich. Oeder upon paine of deach was 
oiven, for every man with all ſpeed poſſible; to repaire to-

began all the Regiments to draw together ; ſome ch, 
were al{night upon their marches: and ſome Horſe that were

open fields , with his Army : - 
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enemies canld be made ſtrong for him. 

As every Regiment came in, ſo were they putinto order : 
which continaed allnight ; as the two Engiyh Gentle- 
men(then priſoners there)obſerved, Abour tenat nighe, did 
Walen cis begin tothinke of the places moſt ad 
for the planting of his Ordnance : ſome of which , havi 
mounted the W/wd-ruf-hills ; he then began to caſt npa 
trench of carth about them, All night and next morning, his 

ooners and Pioners , wrought with their Spades about 
the High-way ; and to make the Ditches, or Draine by it, 
ſerve for a Breſt-worke, to lodgs their Masketriers in. 
And this was their worke. too, all the next miſty morning ; 
which fatall weather gave them alſo the more reſpite, to re- 
cover their feares and wearineſles ; and to fortific themſelves 
againſt their unconquered enemy. And thus was the night 
( the laſt night to ſome thouſands) 

The King now over the Paſſe , had put himſelfe into a ne- 
ceſſitie of tghting : and being thus the ſoener hee 
fought,the better: for thar his enemy ſhould be the leſſe pro- 
kr wcigmoringr eee King ung 

weddingmorn! ept lefle:then the King that nig 
did. Tacſday,(that fatall fixth of November)at laft began ro 
draw neere: andalas |! it came all to carly. A _ miſt, 
as if foredooming how blacke a day it would be; did his 
good will to have kept itnight ſtill: and the Sunne, as if his 
greateye had before-hand over-read the faralitic of the fol- 
lowing day , ſeemed very loath to have begun it. So ſweet 
gps. 5b res robs ſecret) and ſo ſenſible a compaſſi- 
on, betwixt Gods more noble in{truments, there is z that the 
day bad rather have beeneno day , then become Guftavwe his 
left 


: and th: Swwe had rather have conceal'd his owne 
glory, then his fellow 'Gnftavis beames , ſhould bee extin- 
guifhed. Bur the martiall King , even forcing himſelfe to a- 
waken Time, and haſten on morralitie, would necds make 
theſe clocks and larums of the warres, his fatall Drammes, 
tobeate rwo houres before wt eArme aArme,Repaire 
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to your Colours heepe your Orders, ftand to your Armes: theſe 
wefe the moming ſummons, to awaken the hearrie fouldi- 
ers; from a cold, a hard, and an earthly lodging. The Army 
wascaſie to be put in order, for that the moſt part of it, had 
laine, and ſlept in Battaghia. One while, was the King pur- 
ſed fo have advanc't,and falne on preſently : but the warre 
eing Gods cauſe ; | he would, like David and Himſelfe, firſt 
aske counſell of the God of Bateells : and at leaſt recommend 
Hu owne caſe unto» Him, The Drummes having beaten the 
firſt March, Hee cauſed prayers.to be read to himſelte , by 
his owne Chaplaine Doftor Fabritins : and where there'were 
Miniſters at hand ; the ſame was done thorow every Regis» 
mentof the Army. 

The morning prooved ſo miſty, that it was not poſſible to 
ſee which way to march : nor where to finde an enemy to 
{trike at. And this(unluckily )ſtaid the Kings thoughts, from 
advancing preſently. This was a fogge of advantage, unto 
Walenſtem :- who purpoſing but ro ſtand his ground; (which 
by workingall night about the ditch and high-way, his Pio» 
ners had made more troubleſome to be aſſaulted?) was now 
reſolved; that if he muſt fight he would there abide the firſt 
{hocke : -and no way to ſecke the Battell, or to moove to» 
wards his Adverſary. 

About 8. aclocke, the miſt brake up : and ( batfor one 
miſchance init ) promiſed as faire a day , as ever was 6th, of 
November. As it began to deere, the King tooke occaſion 
to enc e up his ſouldicrs : andgoing to his owne Sub- 
jets far be to this purpoſe beſpake them. My deare bre- 
thren ;. carry your ſelves bravely this day : ' fight valiantly, a 

ods name, for your Religion, and for your King, This if 
youdoe, Gods bleſſing, and the peoples praiſes , fhall be 
—_ guerdon : andyou for ever ſhall even be laden , with an 
ourable and a glorious memoriall : nor will I forget to re- 
ward younobly. If you play the Pultrons, I here call God to 
witneſle, that not a bone of you ſhall ever.ceturne againe into 
Swedey, gh 
To 
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To the Germane Troopes, this was the Oration. 6 youm : 
Brethren, Officers and fellow-ſouldiers of the omatn _ =— _ 
on ! I here moſt earneſtly intreate and beſeech you, to make : 
full tryall of your valours this one day, againſt your enemies. 

Fight mantully againſt them this day, both with mee, and for 
me. Be not faint-hearted in the Batrell, nor for any thing dil- 
couraged. Ser mebefore your eyes, and let me be ycur great 
example : even me, who dreadleſſely for your cauſe, am here 
ready to adventure both life and blood , to the uttermoſt of 
any danger. This if you doe, there is no doubt but that God 
himſelfe, will from Heauen reward you witha moſt glorious 
vitory : of which both your ſclues ahd long poſtericy, ſhall 

plentifully enisy the benefits. This if you doe not, farewell 
for ever to your Religſon: and your liberties mult for ever 

remaine enſhyed. a 

Theſe Orations of the Kings, being from.both nations , 
with a horride claſhing of their Armour, and with cheere- 
full vowes and acclamations anſwered; the King as cheereful- 
ly then replied. Andnow, my hearts,let us on bravely againſt 
our enemies : and God proſper our endeavours. Sprightfully 
withall caſting up his eyes to Heaven, hee with a loud voyce 
thither ſent up this forcible cjaculation, 7e/s , Jeſv , Jeſis , The Kings 
vouchſafe thou this day,to be my ſtrong helper; and give me Prayers. 
courage this day to fight for thy glory., and the honour of 
thy great Names fake. This Praier(according to other Relari- 
ons) I find that he ſometimes thus varied (for he led on,pray- 
ing:) 0 my Lord leſu , Sonne of God ! bleſſe theſe our Armes , 
and this dayes Battell , for thine owne glory , and holy names 

ſake. This ſaid, he drew out his ſword, which waving over 
his head; hee advanced forward, the formoſt of all his 
Army. 

His royall perſon was that day waited upon, by Dake His attendance. 
Franc Albert of Saxon-Lawenburg ; and by ſome of his 
Maieſties owne neereſt ſervants. The Lord Crai/bamallo , 

Great Maſter or Marſhall of hu Mmieſties Homhold; . bad 
the leading of a body of Reformadees: which were eſpecially 
Q 3 manded 
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commanded, to waiteupon the Kings owne perſon, And a- 
mongſ theſe , were our £ngh/s and Scorriſh Gentlemen and 
Officers, whom (as I have before told you) the King had at 
Schleafing heretofore Reformed. Of this body, (which con. 
fiſted of ſeverall nations) were there ſtill 3. or 4. cloſe abour 
the King , ready to be ſent with orders, up and downe the 
Army: who' were till ſupplied by Cr«i/bam. The King was 
thar day artired , (as uſally he was accuſtomed ) inaplaine 
Buff-coate , and un-armed. Some report , that a tendernefſe 
he had in his ſhoulder, where a Muskcer bullet had along time 
tncke : would not ſuffer him to endure armour. And there- 
fore when hee was this morning defired to put on his 
Corſlet , he ſaid The Lord God was his Armonr ; and refu- 
ſedir. ; 

The Kings Fatch-word , was the ſame which had beene of 
{o good an Ower,before at Leipfich, GOTT MIT VNS: 
God with Vs. The Generall Y alenſteixs being now the ſame , 
which Tilyes then was; JESVS M ART A. This was 
the Kings order of Embattailing, His whole Army, (which 


now, after he had left ſomear Nawmbarg, and at Weiſſenfels , 


was betweene 17 and 1 8000.men)he devided into 2. Fronts; 
(for ſo I take leave to call them,) and each of theſe, into the 
Wings and Battel, with their Re/ernes. Each of the Wings , 
were compoſed of fixe ſeverall Regiments or Squadrons of 
Horſe,lined with five ſeverdll Bodies of Commanded Mucker. 
tiers: every one of which Bodies, had 2. ſmall Drakes or Fiel. 
ding Peeces, which advanced playing ſtill before them. The 
Batrellin cach Frent, conſiſted of foure Brigades of Foot: a 
Reſerme of Foot , being betwixt the rwo middle Brigades of 
the firſt Front,and a Reſerve of Horſe hindmoſt of all herwixt 
the two middle Brigades of the Reere or Second Fronr.Before 
each Brigade, march fixe Peeces of greater Ordnance : and 
thus much the firſt ſight of the Figare ſhowes you. 
| bar ht Wing, markt with the Letter 7, wasled by the 
King hi : whoſe place is to be ſeene juſt over the ſaid 
letrer , and timber 6. neere to the firſt Brigade, The five 
Bodzes 
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The Battell of Latzen. 
Bodies of Commanded Muckettiers , all marked with the 
number 7. were commanded by the Ceunt of Zherftern, 
The Horſe Squadrons of the loft Wing, were committed wnto 
the glory of the Day, Duke Bernard of Saxon-Wemar-: 
whoſe place is at the"letter K, over the number 12. by 
the fourth Brigade of Foot-men. The five Bodies of Foote 
in this left Ying , marked with 13: were the Gon <f 
the Colonell Gersdorff: The Bartel made up of the foure 
Brigades of Foot , was commended to the Swedsſs Count of 
Neeles, Colonel of the Kings Life-guards, The foure Foot 
Brigades of the Seoand Front or Reere, were Commanded 
by Dodo Kniphanſen , Sergeant-CMajor General of the 
whole Army : to whoſe faire ConduR, the ViRory is alſo 
much beholden. The Horſe of the Right Wing were entru- 
ſted to Colonel Claws Conrade Zorn, of Bulach : by which 
name of Bulach hee is commonly knowne. The Horſe of 
the Left Wing , were committed to Prince Erneſt of Anhalt. 
The Reſerve of Foote marked with 37, was commanded by 
Colonel Iohn Hinderſox , a Scotts/h Gentleman : and the Re- 
ſerve of Horſe, marked with 38, by Colonel Oemwe, of the 
Palatmate. | 


The Imperiall Army, had his Excellency the Genera/iſ/oms, wralenfieins 
thus ordered He firſt drew itall up into one mighty Frons : 9der- 


which he then devided into three Bodies. His Right ing of 
Horſe, marked with the letter A, (whoſe end was neere the 
Towne of LZxtzen, ) wag committed to-the Count Ridolf 
Coloredo,that day Sergeant-IMajor Generaliof the Army, This 
ing, had alſo its commanded /Mukettiers : beſides ſome 0- 
thers that were lodged in the gardens, by the rowne afore- 
faid. This #5ig having alſo the advantage of the #indwils 
and their bl, by the towne-fide : made uſe of thole naturall 
Batteries, for the planting of 9. peeces of Ordnance : the 
Mills nd Millers bene, ſerving them allo for a good ſhelter. 
The B attell o Middle-i ard , markt with the letter &, was 
commanded by the Duke of Fridlend himlelfe, whole place 
was faidtobe nthe head of that great Regiment of Picco/o- 
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mins es Horſe, which is in the very middle of the Foot-Regj 
ments, marked with 49. The Left Wing , ojpolite ro: 
Right Wing, and markt with the letter C: was led by Colong 
Hendrick Holch ; newly made Lieftenant-Felr Marſhall uns 
to Pappenheims: who but commanded, till Felt- Marſoall Pay. 
penheims ſhould be comne into the Field. 

All this Imperial Order of embatteling, I have preſented | 
in one mighty Front : ſo, namely, as it appeared to the Kings | 
people, and to him that tooke the Figare of ir : ſince, ( very 
largely) cut and imprinted in Copper , by John Laacob Gabler | 
of Leipfch: who alſo by the Kings owne direRions, and the 
deſcription of Oluff Hans his Majeſties Engineer , laſt yeere 
ſet forth the Figwres of the Batte# of Leipfich. Ard the 
manner of the ſame Figares of the Battel of Leipſich, wee 
have in this alſo followed. We know , that betwixt every . 

Brigade of Foote, there ſhould be ſo much roome left, as 
that another Brigade might advance up betweene:the diſtance - 
betwetne them , being the breadth of one bf them. Bur oar 
Carter (plainely ) to make his Figures fairer, hath Qraight- 
ned the diſtances. And this (I hope) is mended, by telling of, 
The 2. Reſerves alſo, were to be drawne up betweene the 2, 
Brigades that ſtand next before them : but theſe wee have 
[eff behind, a Olnff Hans in the Battell of Leipfich alſo did : 
which, I ſuppoſe, was there done ; for diſtintions ſake to 
the vulgar beholder , every fouldier knowing the true place 
of them. The explication of the ſeverall letters and numbers, 
ſhall follow by it ſelfe , immediately after rhe Figure of the 
Battedll, 

Having thus deſcribed the Oraer : the Fie/d of the Battell 
would next be conſidered of, The King had a North-Eaſter- 
ly march of it, from Nawnbwrg towards Latzen : fo that 
the rifing Sunne was ſomerhing within a while, favourable. 
The wind, alſo, (that little that was) blew fairely for him : 
fo that the King very ioyfully ſpake it, I thanke God I have 
beth wind and Sunne to favour me. 

The Countrey was a goodly valt levell and Campegnia, as 
Come 
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Corne-lands could be ; even, asfarre almoſtas the eyecould The field de. 
roave over. And yet was the place of Batrell ſubie& to as ſcribed. 
many accidents (and Walenſtein was Maſter of them all) as x 
plaine countrey almoſt might be, The King, right in his way 
of advancing , hada wet ditch ( madeby hand ) called the 
Floſſgraben, cut traverſe to him : ſo that hee was faine to 
edge abour to the Right, with his whole Army ; to paſſe by ; 
it: andthen to edgeas3 much'to the left againe, to put him- 
ſelfe right before theenemy. The Imperiall Army was em- 
batreled all along beyonda broad high-way , Which led from 
Latzenunto Leipfich. On this (ide of it,- was there a kinde 
of broad draine or ditch : which ſerved for bounding and (a- 
ving the ploughed lands; and to keepe withall, the High-way 
the dryer, This had Walenſteins Pioners beſtowed ſome colt Advantageous 
upon : ſo that putting ſome commanded Muskettiers downe for ralenfiein, 
into it, it ſerved them as well asa Trench or Breſt-worke. 
This was ſo troubleſome for the Kings Horſemen, that many 
of them were overturnedandleft behind, in the getting over 
to charge Walenſtein : for indeed there were divers gaps tho« 
row it, which the Horſe iuſtling for , overturned one ano« 
ther, The ground alſo,behind the ditch,had two little riſings: 
and thoſe did Falerftein make choile of, for the planting of 
thoſe Peeces, marked with the letter F, in the Figure, That 
Part of the High- way alfo towards Lm=tzen hadan old Trench 
or dry ditch, drawne to it : which being nothing of it {; clfe, 
but a Bowndary for lands,that alſo did Walenſtein put Musket- 
tiers into ; which ſerved them like the High-way ditch, for 
a Parapet or Breſt-worke, This is markt with the * letter H, ; allobelgicms 
A pretty diſtance beyond the High-way , neere unto the Figweot the 
Towne of Lutzen, ( markt with D,) were there 3. or 4, Battell, hach 
Wind-mills : amongſt which, the letter E ſtandeth, Behind A 
theſe, had Walenſtems lodged ſome Muskettiers : and the ns 
HMil-hills ſerved as naturall Batteries for him to plant nine High- way 
peeces of Ordnance upon. Betweene the 4i/ts and the rowne, wrong. 
were there divers gardens with mudd-walles round abour 
them:and in theſe alſo, (in one _ 300.being after found 
: dead) 
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dead) had he cauſed Muskettiersto be placed, Zerpich Highs 
way, as it went ſloaping along : ſo had he cauſed his men to 
bend and hang towards it, 

And now to the Aion. The Sunne having by 9. a clocke 
clecrely diſpeld the Fogge;it prov'd as promiſing a morning, 
as ever was 6,of November:and that commendation ſhould 
our eAlmanacks have hereafter given it, but for one miſ- 
chance in it, Andnow the King ſhot his loſing or warnmg- 
peece ; and ſoadvanced, 

Being paſſed the Flofſ-graben : Helefr alſo the Dorp of 
( barſitz. behind him : betwixt which and his Army, he left 
his Coach and Ammunition-wagons : of which there were 
not above 100. at moſt: the King having left the reſt at 
N aumburg , being now comne hither , withnopurpoſe of 
fighting. The King advanced , till hee came with the end of 
his K-ght-Wing,within Musket ſhot of alittle wood : having 
all the way a full view of the Imperiall army, 

That Walenſtein much over-powred the King in numbers; 
may appeare by the mighty long Front that he pat out ; Full 
2. Engliſh miles, from one Wwgs endto another, This is 
alſo to be conſidered : that Yalenfteins (and all the old) Piſ 
expline ; is tomarch 10. deepe in File : whereas the King, 
wasno more but 6.deepe : of Foore([ mcane:) and of Horſe, 
but 3- or 4. deepe z according as the Bregades were either 
ſtronger or weaker. Beſides this, that W alenſterns Files were 
all the way almoſt as deepe againe ; his Ranks alſo were in 
Front {o much longer : that the King was faine to ſend for 
Bulach, and all the Sqgwadron of Horſe, from the Right i 
of the Reere or ſecond Front te imp out his Feathers at the 
end of his Right Wing : for feare that W alewffein ſhould ſar- 

round him. Theſe Squadrons when Generall-Major XK »ip- 
hauſer miſſed out of their places ; hee ſent a Gentleman to 
his Majelty : to know whither hee had otherwiſe employed 
them ? The King was at the ſame time, likewiſc;ſending the 
Duke of Saxon-Lawenburg unto Kniphauſen ; to tell him, 
that he would out uſe them in that firſt charge ; and then re- 
turne 
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mrme chem backe againe to their Order. The Duke meeting 
with the Gentleman , andrelling him thus much : both then 
retorned to their places, | 

The King wondred not a little at it, when he faw how 
faire a Clew Walenſtein ſpread : affirming to thoſe about him; 
That if he had any Seconds behind his firſt Prome ; he could 
not indgehim to be lefſe then 30000, True it is indeed, thar 
Walenſlein bad given out Proviant Commuſſions for 40000. and 
ſometimes for 50000 people : but yet had hee not ſo many 
fighting men : for that there wereatleaſt r 0000 women, ſer- 
vants, children, and ſuch Hang-byes, belonging to the Army; 
which are to be diſcounted. Beſides this,ir is ro be confidered, 
that Walenſtein had but one Froxe, and the King two, ſo that 
we may well allow W aleyſtein to be 20000. in * Furſt From: 
at the very firſt ordering of the Barref. After which,accoun- 
ung thoſe that were (till comming in , even till 10. a clocke; 
and Pappenheims Horſe and Dragooners,which came in about 
one or two a clock:and his Foot,thought ro make the ſecond 
fierce charge in thenight : and then (doubtleſſe ) theſe could 
not be fewer then 10.0r 13000. which would have made up 
inall, full 30000. fighting men, had they beene altogether. 

The Armies being comne within Cannon ſhot ; the great 
Ordnance, began to play one upon another, terribly, The 
Aire roar'd,, and the earth trembled : and thoſe manly hearts 
that feared not dying , were yet very loath to haveno more 
play for their lives,then to be beaten to pieces, with the buller 
of a Cannon. And here had Walenſtein. ſurcly, a great advan- 


tage over the Kings Army : for his Ordnance being all ready The Bartel be- 


gun with great 


planted unon ſteaddy ard fixt Batteries : the Canoniers tra- 
verſed their Peeces, aad delivered their bullets withmore 
aime, then the Kings men could poſſibly : who gave fire in 
motion ſtill, and advancing. His Majeſties Cannon , ever 
as a peece was diſcharged ; was there ft to be brought after: 
the Army ſtill :Jvan: irg,and marching away from ir. Plaine- 
ly, the Kingliked not this ſport : for that the Imperiall Cane 
non did his men far more ſpoile ard execution ; then he poſ- 
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fibly could againe returne them. Seeing therefore no good to 
be Toe this way , hee cauſes his Army to advance upon the 
very mouthe of the Cannon, and to charge towards the 
High-way , and to beate out thoſe Muskettiers , that were 
wad in 1t. 

The Imperiall Army ſtood their ground, all this time, ex- 
pe&ing that the ficrcenefſe of their enemies charge , would 
indiff.rently well be abated, by that time they had beaten our 
thoſe Musketciers : and had put themſelves out of order and 
breath , with-ſcambling over the ditches. And indeed the 
place being almoſt- mans height, a many of the Kings Horſe- 
men, were there left tumbling up and downe : but of the reſt 
that gat over, this was the order of their Charge. The com. 
manded Mukettiers, and the Foote of the Sweaes Brigade 
having cleered the H:gh-way : the whole Front advanced to 
charge together. 

This whileſt they were doing , the little Drakes or Fields 
Peeces , (2,0f which marcht before every Body of Musket- 
tiers, thatlined the Horſe of the ings ) were firſt fired: and 
the Muskettiers at the ſame time giving thoir firſt Salve: the 
Horſe then charged home upon the Imperiall Horſe ; by the 
Drakes and Muskettiers, ſomething before diſordered. This 
order was held in the firſt charge , by the whole Frone of the 
Army: but I muſt now leave . Battell and Left wing enga- 
ged, to ſpeake of the Right Wing firſt, where the King in per- 
ſon commanded. 

The King at his firſt advancing, having obſerved wheres- 
bouts in the Imperiall Left Ying, (now oppoſite to him ) the 
Crabats were marſhalled ; and where the Cxriaſſiers, (who 
were compleatly armed in blacke harneſſe Cap 4 pied) he cals 
the Fixmiſh Colonel Stoth.mſhe to him, (as tislik:ly he did 0+ 
ther Colonels, as he rode along : ) and pointing tothe ene- 
iny. eA: for theſe fellowes _—_— the Crabats) [ care not 
for them , ſaies the King : but charge me thoſe blacke fellowes 
ſonndly : for they are the men that will undoe #s, Thus much 
did Stolhanſze himſelte oftentimes, (andat'table) ans unto

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divers Gentlemen of our Nation : Some of which tell the 
Kings words from Stolbanſzes mouth, this way. Charge mee 
thoſe blacks fellowes ſoundly : for tis prophecyed that they ſhall

The King fought at the head of the Smelanders Squadron. The couragi-

charged, laying on, and flaſhing with his ſword: and the 
enemy giving fire in his face, and layingat him againe, freely. 
Some have complained , that onely with th: Smolanders 
Squadron , which you ſhall find at th2 number 6. and the 
Oftro Gothes, at the number $. or at moſt the Yplandersat the 
number 4. did now onely advance and charge the enemy, 
Perchance theſe 3. now gat the ſtart,and ommadics for- 
ward,8c. then the 3.Squadrons of the /ngermanlanders, the 
Weſt-Goths and the Finlanders: whom you ſee in their orders 
and numbers, 3. 2. 1- towards the end of the ing, Theſe 
3- Squadrons, indeed, fell not on at the ſame place with the 
King, but advanced direAly upon the faces of thoſe 3. Impe» 
riall Regiments of Crisſſers , which you ſee right before 
them, at the numbers 5 6, 5 7. 58. Nor were they blamed at- 
ter the Batrell, for any ſlacknefle or not charging : for that 
the King (as we told you) had ordered Srolhanſhe to charge 
theſe Curiaſſiers ſoundly. And as for Bu/achand thoſe Squa- 
drons of his, now placed to the right hand of Srothanſhe and 
his Fixs, beyond number 1, they were in the very beginning 
of the encounter ſo diverted, that they could not charge rigitc 
forward as the King expe&ted. And for that, this is the true 
reaſon. That Regunent of Crabats in the very end of the Im-

tothem. He giving a home charge upon them ; beat them 
off from the Wagons, for the preſent: but the Swedi/s Colo. 
nell facing it about, to returne to his owne place againe, was 
by the Crabars charged upon the creopes , and put to ſome 
diſorder. And this diſarray is cafie enough to be beleeved: 


for that the manner of the Crabars fighting , being but fora - 


ſpi:t , and in no good order : whoſoever will anſwer their 
charge , muſt neceſſarily doe it in diſorder too : or elſe they 
cannot follew the Crabats; to doe any good upon them, 
And inſt now, fell the miſt againe : which did this good in 
that part of the Barre, that this diſorder among the Swe« 
dif» Horſe , was not diſcerned ; and ſo no advantage taken 
of it. 

In this Ivrerim, yeaiuſt at this inſtant; was the King ſlaine: 
You ſec ſoloathT have been to come to it;that I have wheeld 
about in my Relation, after the Crabats : rathen then too 
ſuddenly ro irike the Readers hearts dead, with the ſame bul- 
lets and wounds, that the King now died withall, But I muſt 
come to it. 

The King (as was faid) out of the greatneſſe and heate of 
his courage ; having made a home charge upon thoſe iron- 
men, the C#raſſters , according as himſelfe had ſpoken to 
Stolhanſh ; he was th:re overlaid with numbers : for his men 
being in danger to be hembd in, both by them and Piccolomi- 
ns, whoſe Regiment now alſo charged : were faine to giue 
ground, and to retire towards their owne Bodies againe, 
There did the King receive a {{-t in the /eft Arme : which 
he not fe: ling enough at firſt , thought it had beene nothing; 
and would needs have 1-d on ſtill, Bur perceivingby and by 


TheKing be* his royall blood to g1:{h out abundantly , and that part of the

bone was withal! broken : hee thus calls ro Duke Francs 

Albert of Sax Lawen-burg : Confin (faies the King) I am 

ſorely wonnded , helpe me to make my retreate. This whileſt 

the Duke, and thoſe that were with the King and him, were 

abour to doe, and were already turned , (the Squadrons _ 
r 
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the King charg'd withall , being now alſo put unto the re- 
treate) there came up to them an Officer or Cavalier of the 
Cariaſſiers, who too well knew the King and obſerved him, 
when his face had beene towards him, This Cariaſier, com- 
ming behind the King , as he was now retreating ; Thu wthe in his retreate 
right Bird, ((aies he) with his piltoll at the ſame time,ſhoot- ſhot thorow 
ing him thorow the Bodie. But the Curiaſſier (though this *** B297- 
were no ſufficievt fatisfaion for ſucha Kings life) did not 
carry it away fo : for that Zucha® who was Stall-maſter , 
( HMaſter of the Horſe) unto the Duke of Laven- 
burg ; ſhot him dead preſently ; that no man might e- He flaine,thar 
yer live to glory , how hee had ſhine the King of ſhot the King, 
Sweden, 

The King was held up in his ſaddle a very little while: but 
the Cariaſſiers charged fo fier« aly A upon the Swediſh, that 
they were not able to bring off the dying King, who fell pre- . 
fently. And plyed he was with gn in that od : __ 
his Horſe being alſo ſhot in the ſhoulder about the necke ; 
who ranne homewards to #he Swedyb Bodyes , withour his 
royall Maſter: even very lately, the ſoule of all thoſe Sweds 
Boajes. 
yr inſt now, fell the miſt : the Sunne, who before ſhi- 
ned ſo brightly, (even almoſt from the height of his Merids- 
a , it being now paſt a 11. a clocke) on the ſudden muffling 
up bis face in a mourning Cloud : as if not able to looke up- 
on, the falling King of Swedez. The Duke of Sazon-L awen- 
burg halenchs Kiog fall, and his men beaten backe, gave all 
for loſt preſently:ſhifting himſelfe withall out of the Battell, ..__ , 
unto Weiſſenfel:, This made him to be (o ill ſpoken of, tho- j,,, gets hum 
row th: whole Army, andto beecenſured for worle then our of the 
cowardiſe : the ſouldiers not ſparing to charge treacheric batrell. 


pon him, But this ſcandall, thoſe that better knew him have 


thus excuſed. Thetroth is, that he had beene at Views till the 
end of lanuary before : had ſince that time ſerved the Impe- 
rialiits; and was but a fortnight or three weekes fince,comne 
inothe Kings Army. So that hee fearing all loſt, gatt him 

out- 
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out of the Battell unto Yeiſſenfels; that he might have this to 
anſwer to the Imperialiſts, ſhould they become viRorious; 
that he was not at all iv the Battell. But hearing, that night, 
how the Sweasſb had the victory , he was by 4. a clockenext 
morning inthe field , as forward as the formoſt. However, 
he was the man that firſt gave abroad the rumour, that the 
King was kild : and by him was it ſooner knowne in eſſex. 
felr, then in the Kings owne Army. This Duke findingno 
employment , after the Battell, nor great good will among 
the Army towards him : went after 2. or 3. dayes, to his 
Couſin the Eleftor of Saxony , who ſent him tothe Army in 
Sileſia , and there he is now Felt-, Marſhall, unto Lieftenant. 
Generall Arnheim, 

All this while, are the Imperialiſts maſters of the Kings 
body , and of the ground they had beaten the Sweas/s from: 
They had the King, I ſay, in their poſſeſſion ; and there they 

The King firiprſtript him firſt of all : every man being greedy to get ſome 
part of his ſpoyles, that they might hereafter glory to have 
taken it , from the King of Swedey. Some got his Spurres: 
one of which, had the buckle broken off it: a common ſouls 
dier got his Sword, another his Ring,which was preſented to 
Helck: his Buff-coate, his Hat, and other parts of his cloaths, 
all werenow pillaged from him, 

And this greedineſle of the ſouldiers, ( every manto get 

Why tiot carri= ſomething ) was one of the cauſes that his body was not car- 

ed off, by the ried off, and kept for ranſome. Another reaſon for which 

—a—— might be, that every man beleeved him not tobe the King of 
Sweden: fornotwithſtanding that himſelfe told them he was 
the King ; yet divers (for all that) ſuſpeed him rather to 
be ſome great man, that ſaid ſo to fave his owne life: as deſi- 
rous rather to be taken priſoner. 

Severall reports there went abroad the Army , of the cir- 
curnſtances of his manner of dying. Some relate it thus, that 
one Trwchſes who waited upon the King in his Chamber, be. 
ing himſelfe falne downe wounded befides the King (and af- 
ter brought off alive ) was demanded by an Officer of the 

enemies, 
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enemies, Who the King was ? and hat asking the ſame que- 
ſtion of the King, he ſhould anſwer, That he was the King of 
Sweden; whereupon he thruſt him thorow the body with a 
broad ſword,and then ranneaway : for that the Swedes now 
charged. Not much varying from this, is the Letter of Nice- 
rus Keſel, Preacher unto Duke Bernard : who names one 
Loebelfinger ( a young Gentleman ) in ſtead of Trackses, This Locbe!fn- 
Adding that tome Horſemen of the enemies a-lighting to Rb - _ ©© 
ſtrip the dead bodies,askt the King who he was:who anfwe- belfrger * ——- 
red, I am the King of Sweden ; who doe ſeale the R elsgion and rimberg: who 
Libertie of the Germane Nation, with my blood, After which was now ſer. 
ſubjoyning, Alas my poore Queene ! and commending his ſoule \*" _ 
to God; they.then kill'd this dying Conquerour. For one of row or _>— 
the Imperialiſts at this time ſhot him thorow the head, into ſham : and lo 
the right temple, the buller pa'ling againe out at theleft : an- very likely ro 
other, thruſt his ſword into his body and right fide: and he, ** _ the 
orathird ; gave himachop withall in the legge ; and fo left —__ — 
him naked, with five wounds upon him-: the Swedes by that The dying 
time comming on to charge againe. T his was reported by King wounded 
the young Gentleman ({aith the Preacher) who having there and mangle 
received three wounds , was laid among the dead as one of 
them z bur being afterwards brought off alive , heethenre- 
ported thus of it. But were it Trackses, or were it Loebel- 
finger ; hee is faid to have dyed of his wounds, ſo ſoone as 
ever he was fetcht off: ſo that he had no time nor ſtrength, 
to tell more of it, That there is a diff. rence in the names, is 
an eaſie miſtake : eſpecially ſo ſudd-nly after that huddle, 
Truckses might report it from Loebelfinger ; or Lochelfinger Different re- 
from Trackses : However, I have divers W riting that runne P9#ts, reconci- 
upon the ſame thing ; and therefore, ſurely, there was at thar '** 
tine ſuch a beliefe amongſt a many in the Army. This pro- 
bability is very much ſtrengthened , by the Imperiall ſouldi- 
ers owne report of it, made at Prague to thoſe Gentlemen 
of our nation, then priſo1crs there, How, namely, that the 
King being fi-ſt wound-da:d in his retreat purſaed by them, 
would as they cff1.d to ſhoot and ſtrike at him, call out and 
lay, That heo was the King of Sweden, M, Spaniſh Kelation 
S addes 
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addes this to it, In the beginnivg of the encounter, one /»rh. 
centieh Bucela , Comrade to Colonel Piccolomint,, knew the 
King, as he lay wounded anddying upon the ground : where. 


of giving Picco/omininotice , he with 10. more went to ſee 


the Body, which was yet quivering : and whileſt they were * 


about to bring it away ; 2 troope of the enemies charging, 
forced them to retire aud leave it. The noiſe of his death, 
was preſently diſperſed abcoad : but yet beleefe was not ful. 
ly given to it, for that ſome priſoners affirmed that hee way 
but hurt,and carried off in a cloſe Coach, following his white 
Enſigne. Thus farre my Spaniard. All this might be true. The 
Swedyb priſoners that reported him to be but wounded ; were 
thoſe that were taken, ſo ſoone asever he offered to retreat : 
and before he was ſhot the ſecond time. Burt that they faid 
he was carryed off in his Coach, &c, was their Tudgement :

W hat, now, if putting all theſe together, we ſhould ſup- 
poſe Piccolomint him(elfe and his Company, to be the men, 
that thus queſtioned and wounded, the dying King of Swe 
den ? Was it for meerely charging with his Regiment, when 
the King of Sweden was firit ſhot, that Walenſtein after» 
waidsb. ſtowed as mach Lands in Bohenna upon him , as he 
was offered 400000 Dollars for, which amounts to 100000! 
pound Ster/img? But this I make but a ſuſpition , no accuſati- 
on : nor have I heard it from Pragwe, that Piccolominy ſhould 
thus uſe him. 

Paſt conjure it is, that he who could.not be conquered, 
was there flaine , and for the principall manner , in this very 
faſhion ; in the poſhbilitie and circumſtances whereof, I fot 
mine oivne part doe reſt fattsfied, His death was knowne 
but to ſome few, of the great ones, { no not to thoſe of his 
owne Army or Wing,) for 14 houres after: all beleeving, 
what was citherby Are or Error , given out; how that hee 
was but carryed oft wounded. Hence it is, that che Letters 
written the very ſame night , ſpeake ſo doubtfully of his 

death 
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deaah ; or ſo hopefully of bis life : and thet thoſe few 
words, which He is reported to have ſpoken , when hee lay 
on the grounda dying ; were after miſtaken tobeurtered ar 
Weiſſenfels , in that 6 houres, or 36 houres, which hee was 
Gid to have lived. The Royal! (orpr ; was after a quarter of 
an houre, recovered by Colonell Srethanfre : and in an Am- 


munition wagon ( out of which the powder was purpoſely The Body re- 
ſhifted) was 1t privately carryed out of the Field unto We/< covered. 


fenfels : for that his Coach was runne away among others, in 
the fright which the Cyabars lately put the wagons to. And 
this long inſertion concerning the manner of the Kings death,

latter end of the Combate. But for that I have ſtill obſer- 
ved, how curiouſly inquiſitive men have beene , after the 
manner of the Kings death : I ſuppoſed that an indeayour 
to give content, in that kinde, would be no unſcaſonable di- 
ſtra&ion ; ( though the very heate and fierceſt of the en- 
counter inother parts , be a while deferred ) to thoſe that ſo 
a longed forit : yea more, than for any otherpart of 
e Story, 

Returne we now into the Batre# , and to the Right Wing 
againe, The miſt that we before told you of ; was not (by 
their owne ſide ) judged to be ayy way prejudiciall, but ad- 
vantageous rather unto the Sweds+ : ſeeing that the Imperia- 
liſts who had now the berter of it, were by the falling of 
this Mift ſo arreſted, as that they purſued not the Retrcat, 
which they had put th? Swedi/b unto. The rumour likewiſe 
of the Kings death, made th:m ſo to clutter about the Boay ; 
that that alſo ſtayed chem, 

All this while were the foure Foot Brigades of the Swe- 


de Bartell, pe meflat it : and they ( even by my Spaniards The Second 
confeſſion ) gat ground a-pace of thoſe Imperialiſts whom charge. 


they hadattacked. And now alſo did Sre/hanſve ( who cer- 
tajaly had an rem given him of the Kings death, or great 


danger, by Crailſbeam , Saxon. Lawenburg , or ſome other) 
S 2 charge 
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charge ſo fiercely toward that very place, that he beate off 
the Imperialiſts, recovered the Kings Body: which he brought 
off naked ; after it had beene a full quarter of an houre in the 
enemies poſſeſſion. And now was Precolominies Regiment 
ſoundly peppered': the Swed;b' both Foote and Horſe after 
an houres fight,beating all the Imperialiſts along before them; 
till they had driven them to the very gallowes, which you 
ſee behindthem. And now did the Swedsſ+ get poſſeſſion of + 
theſe 7. peeces of Ordnance which you ſee together at the 

letter F, u2der the namber 50, which was Puccolominies 

Horſe Regiment, Theſe Ordnance were the eaſter to be ta. 

ken, for that they played not, Walenſteins Powder-Wagons 

were by miſchance blowne up fo that his Cannon were 

ſcarce heard of, all the day after; 

And thus ended the ſecond Charge: for by this time was the 
miſt becomne ſo extraordinary , and by the ſmoake ſo thicks 
ned: as the Swedes could not ſee how to purſite their advans 
tage. And here was the miſt,becomneas beneficial to rhe Imp. 
as it had bin favourable before,unto the Swed;. In this time 
fell there ſo terrible an affrightment in the Imperiall Army ; 
that 10co. or 1500, Patch Horſe, ranne all away together, 
One of them was by a Gentleman of our nation ( then priſo- 
nerin their Reere) over-heard to ſay : Oh, T know the King 
of Sweden well encugh,! have ſerved him; he's beſt at the lat» 
ter end of a day. But the chiefeſt fright was among the La- 
dies, the Captaines wives, and other woinen , then behind 
the Army. Many Genttewomen gat out of their Coaches, 
cut aſand-r the harneſſ», and mounted {tradiings upon the 
bare horſe backs , and away they ſpudded among the ſoul 
diers, Now went the Wagon horſes and the O:dnance-hor- 
fee to it; all were ridden away with. Divers women and 
children, were there trodden to death : nor would the Horlſe- 
men turne head; notwithſtandtg they heard the charge: pre- 
fently againe rene-ved,and thoſe ab-ut che 4f4{fr, all rms rime 
at it : till they were gorten over a Paſſ*,4 or 5. Engh/b miles 
from the place of Barrell, The fright ſo purſued them,though 
nobody cl{e did: that comming to this Paſſe, the — 
row: 
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drew out their ſwords, and flaſht and beate off the ſouldiers, 

to give them way to get over it, There were at leaſt 4. of 

5000. people of them, and they quartered themſclues con- 

fuſedly up and downe in the villages whichthe Boores had 
forſaken :- nor durſt they ever returne into the Barttell. A- 

mongſt theſe was my Author carricd away : from whom I 

learned it.

Bat the a/ſtciners, whom Pappenherms comming had ſet 
on; fellto it cloſeiy : Piceolomins advanced , and Terfica , 
S 2 with 
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with their Cavallery, and the Foote-Regiments' ſeconded 
them with extremity of Reſolution, And now began the ſo. 
reſt, the longeſt, and the obſtinateſt conflit, that had beene, 
fince the King was killed. The charge was ſuſtained by the 
Sweaiſs , with much gallantry : and never was Batrell better 
foughten : nor ſeldome have Battaltons ever ſtood, amongſt 
whom ſo much ſpoyle hath beene commitred, Full 2. houres, 
were they in hote Battell. On the Imperall fide was Piccs. 


Aterrible onſet Jggppgyi, twice or thrice, ſhot, Sergeant Major Brawer, (laine ; 


and ſo wasa young Count of Walenftem ; and if theold one 
were there, I wonder how he ſcap't p:1ting. The Abbot of 
Fulda, was at this charge alfo ſlaine : and thinke, then, how 
many Officers and common ſouldiers, was it likely that theſe 
great Commanders did take along, to waite upon them into 
thenext world. 

On the Swedes ſide, the chiefe of the ſpoyle light ppon the 
2. middlemoſt Brigades of Foote, belonging unto Grave 
Neeler and Colonel Winckle : which you ſee at thenumbers 
9. and 10. The Imperialiſts charged with ſo much fury, and 
with Fartalions of 2.0r 3000, ina Regiment: that they by 
fine force drove the Swed/z to the retr-ate,in the plaine field, 
and (asthe moſt ſay) even then recovered their p peeces of 
Ordnance. Grave Neeles, Colonell of the Life-guards (which 
1s the yellow Regiment ) was there ſhot a lictle above the 
knee : of which big carried off ſpoyled , he atter dyed. 
Out of this Brs4gade, did the Imperialiſts carry away 7. Co- 
loures: and to tell therroth, the Kings owne company which 
ſerved here among the Guards , loſt their owne Enfigne 
or Standard Royall too. He that had carryed the Colours, was 
aftcr ſeene with his ſword in his hand : but his clowre was 
miſling. 

Colonell 1arkles Blew Regiment, likewiſe, found as 
hard treatment. Himſelfe (brave man) was ſhot ia the arme 
a little above the elbow , ad im the hand, and carricd out of 
the Batteil, His Licfterant Caſþ@ Wolff, was Nlaine upon the 
place, azd moſt of his Colours taken. Theſe 2. Brig _ 
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of the flower of the Army : old fouldiers of 7. or 8. yeeres 
ſervice, (the moſt of them) and whom the King had there 
placed, for that he moſtrelied on them, Theſe old Blades , 
ſtood to their Armes , ſtoutly ; and the adverſe writers con- 
feſſe, That their dead bodies now covered the fame ground, 
which living they had defend:d. Theſe were old beaten ſoul- 
diers, indeed, bur it was ſo long fince they had beene laſt bea- 
ten, that they had by this time forgotten huw to runne away. 
This is the reaſon that they w«re fo ſhattered : that when to- 
wards night , they were to have falne on againe ; both theſe 
Brigades put together , could not make on? Squadron ſtrong: 
which is but the third part of one of them. By this you (ce, 
that 5. of 6, were there killed or wounded, 

The Swedes Brigade , marked with the number 8 fared 
ſomething better, becauſe neere unto the Horſe : and yer 
there came not above 4oo. cf, alive or unwound:d. Duke 
Bernards Brigade , marked with 11 was ſomething more 
out of Gun-ſhot: for that next the Horſe of the Zeſt Wing. 
Yet here was Colonel Wildeſtein (hot in the breaſt, of which 
he after died: Duke Bernards Lieftenant-Colonel Winckter, 
being (laine upon the place. Inthis ſore bickering, the ſpoyle 
on the !mper1all (ide, fell moſtly upon old Br«ners and your 
Walenſtems Regiments, both which were here killed, wit 
full halfe, if not 2. thirds of the ſouldiers, Theſe Regiments 
performed their durics fo valiantly , and Falenftein himſelte 
tooke ſach ſpeciall notice of them; that he along time after 
(if not ſtill)maintained them in his owne houſe at Pragze for 
it. Hinder/ons Reſerve of Foote, in the mcane time, which 
you ſee ar number 37. had alſo their ſhare in the knocking ; 
one of the Otfices-and uſes of the Reſerve being, ſtill ro ſup- 
ply and ſecond where moſt needis, with freſh men to derne 
up the holes , and ſtop up the gaps of the ſlaughtered. And 
whereas thoſe 4. Brigades of the Van had (o reritbly beene 
ſhattered : Gen-ral!- Major Kmphaxſen , had out of his care 
ſene up theſe 2. Brigades of the Count of Thaty, and the 
Coloncell XMitzlaff , which you ſce at numbers 28, and 29. 
ro 
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to relieve them. After a while , hee ſent themup thoſe 4, 
Squadrons of Horſe, which you ſee at thenumbers 3 3, 4, 
35, 36. who ſo well (altogcther) reſtored the encounter; 
The Imperi-- - thatthe Imerialiſts began to give ground: which the Swedes 
liſts bcaren off; ſo farre purſued, till they had recovered the 7. peeces againe, 
and andthoſe 4. others which you ſee at the letters F F, tothe 
xr peeces takers Jofr hand of them. 

Looke wenow afide , to ſee what was done in the Reere 
and Left Wing, by Kniphanſen and Duke Bernard Generall 
Major Kniphayſen having ſent 2. Brigades of his 4. and 4. 
What Kniphau- Squadrons of Horſe, to the relicfe of the Vanrgard : ſent 
ſea did, alſo his other 2, Horſe Squadrons , at the numbers 3, 33, 
commanded by the Prince of Ahalt , and the Lieftenant of 
Baron Heffkirch , unto Duke Bernard. As forthe other 2. 
Brigades of Foote, (his o'vme and Boſens) which you ſeear 
27. and 28. together with Oems his Reſerve of Hourle, tobe 
found at number 38. theſe did Kniphanſen (till keepe by him, 

in the Reeve of the Battell. 
Duke Bernard had as hard a Chapter of it, as any man, 
and . againſt the Imperialitts Right Wing . at the Wind-CAills, and 
what Duke ( ſurely ) had the moſt renowned Don ®©nxore beene there, 
Bernard. there had beene exerciſe enough for his valour, at theſe winds 
Mills, Soberly , this was the hardeſt Poſt, for advantage of 
ſituation,ll the field over: and Count Celoredo, as well main- 
rained it againſt him, Never man did more gallantly behane 
himſelfe, then Duke Bernard did that day : fureitis, ( and 
himſelfe avoucht it) that firſt andlaſt,in this and other places, 
hee charged 12. ſeverall times , one after another: any of 
which was a more deſperate piece of ſervice, then all Hercs- 
tes 12. labours ; bate me but his going to H*!l to fetch out 
Cerberus. And Coloredo gave Duke Bernard leaue to charge,

His great The brave young Duke, preſſing on in the beginning of 
valour. the fight, had ſet the rowne of Lutzen on fire : his reaſon 


being 


ma. at on Plainely he foand the 
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being, tHat ſeeing if he would ger the Wind- Mills, hee muſt 
with theend of hi- Wing , even touch (as it were) the very 
walles of the towne. Should Coloreds, then, have firſt filled 
thoſe walles with Muskettiers; they muſtneeds have fo fore. 
ly gall«d his Horſemen , that there had becne no comming 
neere : nor could Horſe and Piſtols, have done any ſervice a- 
gainſt walles and Muskettiers. In one of theſe Charges, did 
Coleredo (© thander upon Dake Bernard ,' that the valiant 
Prince thought it not un-ſouldier-like done, to ſhelter him- 
ſafe behind the e Afillars Honſe, which you ſee at the let= 
ter N, 

All this time ( as wee told you ) did Major X ziphas/ex 
keep his two Brigades and Oems his Reſerve, together un-en- 
gaged : doingno more with them, then faire and ſoftly ad- 
yancethem towards the enemy ; at ſuch time as he ſaw the 
Brigades of the Van, to get any ground of them. The 
diſtance of his Reeve from the Front, was about 600. paces : 
and at that ſcantling hee ſtill kept himſelfe , behind the o- 
ther. This was 0 {onal occaſion of the winning of the Bat« 
tell : ſeeing that ſo often as any of the Van were diſorde. 
red and put to the retreat ; they with him, ſtill, found a 
whole great Body together ,, unbroken : by the ſight of 
which . = reſumed new courage, and were ſet in order 

ine, 

Shad very glad was Duke Bernard when in the next brea- 
king up of the Miſt,he came and found XK wiphan/er in ſo good 
order : whom ( as he openly profefſed ) hee feared al_cy 
found all to pieces. For now , betwixt 3. and 4. a clocke, 
(which was alittle before Sun-ſer) did the Miſt breake up ; 
and there was a faire halfe-houre after it. At which time 
Duke Bernerd going abroad , to over-view the poſture and 
countenance of 'the Army : ( which ſince his hearing of the 
- death , —_— og nap had —— him to 

iſcoverany thing of : came now y the Bartel 
unto the Right wing ; ſpeaking to the Officers and ſouldiers, 


whole 
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whole Army ( except Kniphanſenr part ) in no very good 
arder : which he and K»ipha/en ( who tooke much goed 
paines likewiſe abont it ) did their beſt to reduce them to, 
When the Ford was given for anew Charge : alas (am. 
rade ( (aid the poore ſouldiers one toanother ) muſt we fall 
on againe ! Come ſayes the tother ( embracing him,) Cow 
rage; if wee muſt , lets doe it bravely , and make aday of it, 
As Duke Berna/d was leading on : the Imperiall Generalst. 
ma (ent histwo Colonels Terfica and Piccolomins, todiſcoyer 
in that cleere weather, what the Swedes were a doing : who 
brought his Excellency word againe, that they were rallied 
togerher about the Wood, and in very good order advancing 
towards him. 

This ( no doubt) made the Imperialiſts hearts quake ; to 
thinke upon the terrorof a fourth Charge, And now could 
the Swedes diſcover the Imperiall Horſe, retreating in indiffe 
rent good order towards the Wind- fills : whereupon t 
bringing forward 10.. pieces of Cannon , and turning thoſe 
11; likewiſe upon them , which were before taken : they 
gave the Imperiall Horſe ſuch a rowſing Selvee of great 
Ordnance , andeharged fo npon it, that they put them into 
diſorder. And here ( as my Spaniſs Relarer (tic ) did the Ge» 
werali//imo light upon a ſlight fallipp : by a favourable Musker 
bullet, namely , which made no wound ; bur left a blue re- 
membrance onely upon him. That hee was indeede ſhot 
thorow the Coate, was at Prapne reported : though ſome 
would even there fay privately , that hee was ® no. ſuch 


Andnow were the Imperialiſts beaten round abonr, even 
to the yery YVirdeAels : the Swedei being Maſters of the 
ground, that they ſhoutdred the others out of. Bur anſt vorw 
alittlebefore Sans fer, fall che fatallmaiſt apaine :- which © 
haſined oo the night, that the Swedes could not well ſee, 
which way to purſue their enemics. Duke Bernerd in his 
comming backe was thas heard tofay , CAfer oft Gaul ! but 
fat ths wif, wee had even ww gotten the vidlery. Howe 

went: 
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went he backe againe over all the Batta/ionr;to his owne Poſt 
a —_—_— which, he now perceived the Imperialifts to 
be making. | 

And now by Sunne-ſctting , was all the Field cleere of che 
Imperialiſts,cxcepting onely about the #/5nd-//;lr:and there, 
plainely, were both Coferedoes and Dake Bernards raen, falne 
off one from another; like 2.Dwefers leaning on rheir ſwords, 
totakebreath againe. Certainely,they had ſo bangd one ano- 
ther, that neither of both were in order: but either party ſhot 
atadventure right forward , and let the bullet find his owne 
way,as It could, thorow that night of ſmoake and miſtineſſe. 
Thoſe Muskettiers which (wetold you) were lodged in the 
mudd-wal'd gardens, were ſeene to give fire, give fire,conti- 
nually : but no men to be diſcerned. And the Swedes at adven- 
ture ſhot at them againe :andas atnight they got ground, they 
formed into the gardensas if they had beene ſo many Caſtles. 
Herethe next day , were a many found dead: 300. in one of 
the, 


And iuſt in the edge of the evening , when the Sweds 
well hoped all had becne finiſhed : had Dake Bornerd freſh 
word brought him, that Pappentheims Foote were even now 
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urived, from Hal; and were beginninga freſh Charge , 2» The 5*.charge, 


bout the #ind-CMilk, Thus ranne the Word over the Army , 
Pappenheims Foot are comne , P ws Foot are comne, 
This the Swedyfs beleeved: t Captame Feilding aſſures 
me, that the Imperialiſts at Pragac , would neveracknow- 
ledge it , that the Pappewhesrwers came at all into the 
Battell, 

Now was all the ſervice, (after halfe an houres ſilence on 
both fides, ) turned unto the Wind-e Falls. The Tmperialifts 
c like the throwtes of a dying body, hard.at 
the laſt caſt, for life:and made, for the rime, as fierce a 
of it, as any had the day before paſſed. To withſtand this, 
now docs K niphauſen bring on his 2, freſh Brogedes : with 
Whom are the other 8. of T burns and H1rzdaffrconjoyncd, 
that hc had before ſent to the reliefoof the Famgerd : _

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indeed, had not ſo cruelly beene ſhattered. Now alſo Duk® 
Cernard rallying all the Horſe together, advanced to the 
Charge. The Imperialiſts had, anew, put downe ſome more 
Muskettiers into the cyofſe aztch or Boundary of Lands , rnar- 
ked with H * which not a little troubled the Swedyb, Once 
or twice,did they offer to force that Trench , and to Storme 
over it:but it was ſo troubleſome and dangerous in the darke, 
that they did but over-tumble one another , and were faine to 
keepe on the other ſide of it, to bring on ſome Muskettiers, 
and from thence to give their vollyes, Thebeſt of it was, 
that it was not above 100. paces diſtant from the High-way; 
cloſe behind which, the Imperialiſts were —_ That 
which-moſt galled the Imperialiſts , was the Swedy/> Ord- 
nance : whichon the Rsght hand Flancke of them,and on the 
neerer ſide of the High-way ; were now turn'd upon them. 
This moſt cruell and hot fight, continued till about 5 or 64 
clocke in the evening : much about which time, the /a/ftei» 
The Iwperia- org or Pappenbeimers,or both together ; fell off in the darke, 
liſts givelt 9” and gave it quite over. 
_ And thus ended this long, cruell , bloody , and bravely 
fought Battefl : which in continuall exerciſe, in one placeor 
and ſorhe Bar- other, ( or atleaſt with ſmall intermiſſions ) had laſted from 
tell ended. 9. inthe morning untill this time. Eight ornine long houres, 
was every man in. danger of a ſudden death : when at other 
times,he would have thought himſelfe ill handled; by ſo long 
a Fit of an Agne, I have caſt the whole Battell, into 5. grea- 
ter and more remarkeable Charges + not becauſe there were 
no more, but for that theſe were moſt eminent, And yet; 
perchance, were not theſe ſo diſtint <A of this Tr j 6 
that they might be faid tohave begun juſt now (becauſe 
whole Batrell was but one continuall Charge, ſome where of 
other) but for that the greater He ares and Executions ; were 
much about theſe times,andin thoſe manners, that I have ſpe 
cified. Theſe Charges moſtly concerne the Bartel and Right 
wy for of the Left, I havenot ſuch particular Intelligence- 
IF the-valour of particular and deſerving Gentlemen, cannot 
here 
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here be deſcribed : it is for that the malignity of that envious 
Miſt, would not ſuffer it tobe diſcerned. Afluredly , there 
hath beene no ſach cruell Fight, that hath yeeld:d ſo few ob- 
ſervations. The Imperialiſts being marcht off; the Sweds/b 
(gladder of viRtory, then of enemies) had neither eyes nor 
wilk good enough, to purſue the Keereate upon them : eſpe» 
cially over ſuch troubleſome paſſages,as the Ditch, the High- 
way, and its Ditch: the Wind-Mills, and their Ordnance: and 
the __ __ Ing in m—_—_— had the Im- 
perialiſts, afrer ſuch an afternoones drinking ; ay h: od 
ſtomacks to ſuch a = , as were eg, coſt them tach 2 
Reckoning. Beating their Drammes, therefore, after a while; 
they ſent away their Baggage and Ammunition, and made 
their retrcate towards Leipſich, 

| The Swedz/h at firſt hearing of the Imperiall Drummes , 
knew not what to make of ic : but doubted that their enc- 
mies meant to retire into the next Dorps; and what they 
would doe to morrow, they knew not. Now were Duke 
Bernard, Kniphauſen and ſome others, in conſultation what 
todoe? Whither to lyeall night in the Field, ro expeR ano- 
ther Charge in the morning , or to carry off their ſicke and 
wounded men, and to retire the Army towards Wesſſenfels. 
Colonel Hinder/ox had order in the mcane time, to burne the 
carriages of thoſe 1 1 . peeces of Ordnance, which weretaken 
from the Imperialiſts : becauſe in the night time, the Swedes 
deſpaired of drawing th-m with them, 

But # alenfteins ſelfe had already yeelded up the Field (and 
the UiFory conſequently ) unto the Swedss : and by this acci- 
d-nt, put an end to their donbrfull conſultation, The Genera- 
bfme,(already upon his retreate to Leipfich, )had given order 
for all the Regiments to follow after him, Hereupon, a Rui- 


ter or Horſeman of the Baron of * Hofſkirchs Regiment, was * Brother to 


ſent to find his Colonell , and to give him orderto goe after *© 
the Generabſſimo, This Horſeman (it ſo chanced) had in the 
darke (tumbled upon the Swedy/s Colonell Oems Reſerve of 
Horſe : which having not becne brought to fight all the day, 

FA was 
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wis now ordered to make the R etreare , and to keepe the 
watch for the whole Army. 2ui va la, who goes there ? 
whom feeke you ? faies Oems Semtinell : Hoſfkirehs Regi. 
ment, faies the Ruiter : Here ris,ſaies the crafry Sentinel; ang 
with thatbrings him to his Colonel. To him he told, that his 
General:ſſimo was gone to Leipſich,and had commandedall to 
tollow him. This being diſcovered to Duke Bernard and 
K niphasſen , they concluded the Yitfory to be their owne 
refolved to keepe the Field ; and ſent ro countermand Cofo. 
nell Hinderſon: who had already burnt one or two of the Ene. 
mics Carriages, 

The Uittory was then publiſhed thorow out the Army ; 
and Word given, to ſtay all _ upon the Field of Battel, 
All this night was there a pittifull crying heard, of the dy. 
ing and wounded on both ſides : none being able to find, 
know , or relieve his friend or Camrade in the darkeneſle, 
Twas a froſty cold night : in which many a braue man dyed 
of the anguiſh of his wounds miſerably , who might other. 
wiſe have beene cured: they being frozen todeath , by the 
morrow morning. The a»g»i/ſ and dolor of a wonnd, is the 
complaint that Natrzre makes, for a remeaie: but here alas !the 
confuſed romplaining of the wounded , hindred many a man 
from his friends hearing of him , who mightelſc have given 
him remedie. 

The next morning did the Swed;/z finde the reſt of the 
enemies Cammon,upon their Batteries by the Windmills zwhich 
together with thofe already taken , made up ſome 20.0r 21, 
Peeces : whereof y. were Demi-camon , and therefſt Field. 
preces. By which fewnefle you may colte& , that even Wa- 
leuſtem was halfe ſurprized : whe (doubrteſſe) otherwile, 
would more ſufficiently have beene provided. No Wagons, 
either of Baggage or Ammunition, were Jeft behind : ſeei 
Walenftein md time enough all night, to carry off them with 
him. Nor were there any priſoners of either fide taken, (cis 
ther for numbers, or perfons of quality ) worth ſpeaking 
of. The numbers of the ſlaine upon the place of Buctell , 13 
beft 
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beſt colleAtd by the burials,” The Smedy for their parts , af- 
firme to have buried next day, betwixt 3. and 3000. men: of 
which the common ſouldiers were buryed in the bed of ha- 
now, the Fiela they dyed in, being put together by heapes 
into the ditches by the High-wayes-fide , and earth caſt over 
them The Officers, were buried in ZLatzen Church-yard with 
ſome more military folemnity, The Impexall carkafſes were 
buried by the Boores of Saxony : which kept tale of 3530. 
bodies by them enterred : beſides which, there were ſome to 
be ſeene unburied a moneth after. 

But beſides theſe of the Imperialiſts Naine upon the place, 
the Boores had knockt downe,God knpwes how many hun- 
dred ſouldicrs, (2, or 3900, ſay ſome ) as they fled away 
ſtragling about the Countrey. And the ſouldicrs were even 
with the Boores for it : for that in their flight rowards Bo- 
hemia; ſome would goc out purpoſely upon Partees , to kill 
Boores : one Capraine being heard to profeſſe , That he had 
that day kill'd fifty. And thus, both of Boores aud fouldt- 
ers, there might perchance be 2. or 3000. ſlaine after the 
Battell, The Wonnded , were as many more as the flaine: but 
how many of them dyed after of their hurts , comes not 
within our mumbers. The- High Doech Relation annexed to 
the Figure of the Battell (which Galobelgicis hath tranſia- 
ted into his Books ) mentions g000, but Fame ( I beleeve) 
kills more then the Sword, ever. Halfe of the Swedy/+ lzugh- 
ter, light upon the Lifegwards and- Finckfer Regiments i: of 
_ more were carried off ſpoyled, then were ſlaine upon 

©. a 7 

-_ Fo it is,that when. 2. daies after, the Swedes overviewed 
their Army ; they wantcd about 4000, 0f their former num- 
bers; but into thoſe are the wonnded to-be xeckonedy which 
were not then able ro muſter. T he reaſon naw ; why the 
flaughter was no greater, in ſuch along and hard fought Bat- 
tell; was, for that there was no chaſeafter the Yikory: for 
there vfes to be the ternbleſt of the execution, _— 

OF g'cat Commanders {laine on both ſoles; haſo-corhy 
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doe I find mention of. On the Kings (ide. Firſt, the Kings 
Maieſty himſelfe : whoſe dzath is never enough to be þ. 
mented : and to whom the more ingenuous Imperialiſts at 
Pragne were heard to give this honourable Teſtimony, That 
he was the braveſt Enemy, and the beſt Captaine, that ever wa 


Men of quality ® Chriſtendome. Next to the King, was Grave Neeles, Ni. 
laine on both chokes Count of #eſenbarg , Sergeant-Major-Generall Iſter, 


and Colonell Gerſdorff: with divers Lieftenant-Colonells , 
Majors, Rit-maſters and Captaines , whom I have not heard 
named, On the Imperiall id: flaine , The Abbot of Fall 
by his place a Prince of the Empire. 2. the Count of Pappes. 
heim , 3, Count Berthold Walenſtein , 4. Sergeant-Major- 
Generall Brexner, 5. Lo, Weſtrampb, Lan, Comarga, Witzleh, 
and Foves: all (as I hzare) Colonels, Together with Bords, 
Taxheim, Lampert, and Cammerhoſf. Lieftenant-Colonels : 
beſides Sergeant-Majors, Captaines of Horſe and Foote, and 
other Officers. Whereas therefore you have heard of Merode 
and Gaftas, tobe wounded todeath; Ile affure you they were 
not in the Battell, nor was He/ck wounded to death, nora 
all : nor P appenheims cut off by the middle, nor Iſolani {laine; 
which man is ſtill Colonell Generall of the Crabats;of which 
nation himſelfe is, Our 2. Countrimen, were his priſoners, 
and they ſaw him at Pragse : and deſcribe him to be, an old 
beardleſſe man, full of the palfie ; a Gentleman of much v+ 
lour, courtefie, and extraordinary hardineſſe of body. As this 
is true, ſo beleeve the reſt of that Writer, that told you of the 
death of tboſegreat Imperialiſts. Nr 
The Imperfall Ordnance , whoſe carriages had beene bur. 
ncd,' wereat the Swedes going towards Weiſſenſels Novem, 
7*.ſlipt under the Caſtle walls of Zatzen : into which they 
put 2-garriſon-of 200. Muskertiers, Fer the drawing away 
of the teſt, every Regiment was charged to take care of one: 
and to lend horſes for the doing of it. That night went the 
Kings body to — : where they found themſeluesto 
have gotten but a Il and a wofull viQory : loſing that 
incomparable Conqueror , who'was alone worth —_ 
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The Royill Body,was carriedto Nanmburg to be embalmed: The Kings Bo- 
after which when the Armies went againe into the field, the ma. CM 
dead King was carryedalong in his Chariot , marching be. ***<? 
twixt the Horſe and the Foot, inthe middle of the Army. 

This ſo long continued, untill upon the comming of the 
Chancellor Oxenſtiern, the Corps was ſent with a mourning 
Convoye towards Spandow, in his Brother of Brandenburgs is convoyed 
countrey. And thns dyed this great Delwverer : which is a into Spandaw. 
higher and a more holy Title, then that of Ceſar, or of Con- 
queror. Thus dycd he witha viRtory:which,had he expeRed 
but 3.dayes longer, he had obtained without a Batrell. So con» 
fident was the enemy, that the King never durſt have attemp. 
tedthem : that the Generaliſſimo bad even already given our 
Orders; for the dilperſing ot his Army to their winter Quar. 
ters. This is ſure : for beſides that it is intimated in my Spa- 
nb Relation : the Imperialiſts themſelves freely at Prague 
confeſſed it. Then had the King falne in among them, _ 
thought to have done,the 5h, of November. But He is dead: 
and Jar as heartily bemoaned of the Germanes, (to ſay of no 
more) as of his owne Subje&s : who yet profefle their lofſe 
to be unſpeakeable. And in both their Chronicles, ſhall his fa- 
ered memory be made imwmortall : and his Name ſhall ever live 
in their monthes, glorified. ; : 
Speake we now alittle, of the diſtemper in the 1mperiall 

Army. When W alenſtein firſt beate his Drummes, to retreat 
to Leipfich : he had purpoſcd to have made no more then a 
faire retreat indeed of it, But no ſooner did his men heare 

that ſignal! : bur they fell to running preſently , without ex- 

peting further order for their Rexdez-vores, This fright was The flight, and 

ſo great, that the moſt of them never came in order agai — 

till they recovered into Bohemia : yea even there, full three - c 

weekes after the Battell : were there divers multitudes of perialiſt 

ſouldiers, and ſome almoſt whole Enſignes ſcene ; then firſt 

enquiring after their fled Colonels : who had not yet ſcene 

their own Regiments, And this was not ouely ſo, with a great 


many ſtaplers ; but even amongſt thoſe that were ncereſt 
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about the rs : there was nota Regiment ( ſcarce. 
ly, if at all) chat marcht or Quartered in any order ; but ſtrag. 
lingly npanddowne in Dorps , as every man ſhifted, Once 
did our Countrimen ( that were carried away among them) 
ſee 25. Colonrs of them together : but this was in Bohe- 
mia; and the greateſt ſhow that they had till rhat time ſeene 
of them. 

Divers Officers confeffed , that they had loſt $o0co. men : 
which others made more nice of, andprofeſſed to have loſt 
but 4000. And as freely wirhall did they conf-fle, that had 
the Swedes but ſentoff 1000, freſh Horſe after them, they 
might have cur all the whole Army to peeces. When in 
their Flight, (Retreate isnow too faire a word for them ) 
they came at night to any Quarter ; their cuſtome was to ſtay 
ſill there, till Come Swedi/b Horſe were heard of, or diſcove. 
redro purſue them : of which though there appearcd but 
a troope of 4o. they had order to haſten away after the 
General:ſſimo. This was the Crabats worke commonly 
who becing of the niambleſt Horſe ; were till left laſt in 
the Quarters , and to bring word of the comming of- the 
Enemy: 7 

And yet durſt theſe, afterwards at Prague, contend for it; 
That they hadas good of the Day, as the Swedyſs : for which 
their Arguments were, that they kill'd che King; much about 
as mary men ; and brought away almo't 60 Enfignes. Had 
they onely mentioned the King, their argument had becne 
better, then their other reaſons can make 1t. Tis true indeed 
that when our 2 Countrimentold Dake Bernard afterwards, 
that they boaſted to have taken ſo many Enfignes : nay (faies 
he) thats too lowd:but they have indeed taken 45. and we 
have 17 or 18. of their Colours, But,now, the lofle of their 
Cannon, their leaving the ficld unto their enzmies : and their 
right do's ne running away , when none purſued after them : 
the Court of Vienna it felfe can never ſpeake with honour 
of it, And therefoce, ch:re was out a faint 7 hanksgiving made 
for it : a few pecces ſhot off, but not a Bonfire that | heare 
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of: and that expre!l:on rather for the death of the Kirg » 
and to make the p-ople ; then for the Yifory. The Viftory » 
(abſclurely, ) muſt all forraine and Newtrall Hiff rs 107 , give 
unto che Swe : which was ſucha one,as would have made 
Auſtria quak't, had the King ſurviu'd ir. 

The Generaliſſimo having taken Sanuary in Lezpſich, there 
came the next day, ſome 1000. or 1500, Footemen to him : 
whereof ſome had Colours , and other ſome had loſt them. 


Theſe were the remainders of 40, Enfignes. A little afcer, The way of 1r'c- 


came the Lieftenant-Fel:-Marſhall Holch, with the Sergeant- 
Major- Generall , Count Ridolfs Coloredo , the Marqueſle of 
Grande , and ſome others of great qualiry. And now alſo 
came their Baggage- Wagons : waited upon with a Horſe- 
Convoye. In the night abour 6. a clocke,were all theſe com- 
manded ro Born, 14, miles onwards of the way, towards Bo- 
bemia : the Generail himſelfe within three houres and a halfe 
(the ame night) following them. Holck ſaid till in Leip- 
fch: who going away next day, delivered up the Keyes un« 
to the Magiſtrates againe ; with ſuch a like Complement. 
That he was now as good as his word, as it became every 
honeſt man to be, He hoped therefore, they would ſpeake 
nothing but honour of him : and ſhow themſclues merct- 
full (as became good Chriſtian) unto ſuch ficke and woun- 
ded, as he lefr m their towne behind him. That day, ſome 
16. or 17. troopes of Horſe paſſed by, in ſight of the City, 
with abydance of the Boores Cattle, going towards their 
General:ſſimo. 

His Excellency , wentnot into Boar», but Quartered that 
night hard by ir. Thence wear he to Altemburg:thenceto Ca- 
mitt: thenco to Frawen/#-m: then-e thorow the Paſſe of the 
Behemer- aldt unto Dimwitzs, 11 Bobennia + 30, miles ſhore 
of Prapwe Citv, A:dnow were the ſhattered :roopes, dif- 
perſed ito their winter Quarters : Walcyſtein hi:n{tIfe with 
the remnants of the 2. Favuurite-Regiments , of young W/4- 
lenflein , and old Brewnry , goig direRtly towards Pragne 


City. Theſe 2. Regiments, for their good ſervice at the 
V3 Battel.. 
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Battell, and their diligent attendance upon him in the flight : 
heordered to waite upon him: in- his owne Palacez and by 
Squad: ons to keepe guard about him, They were as His 
meniall ſervants ; they had their allowance for a ſtanding 
table in his Court ; his owne people ſerved them-: and hee 
bielte ſometimes would ſee they had their allowance. 
Thele were relieved, ( that is changed ) every 8-dayes : and 
then had every man 6. ur 8, Bohemian dollars given him 
( each worth three ſhillings Exg/if ) and rheir Waves or 
Wenches halfe as much.

In the mcane time the Front of the enemics Army, got

After Pappenheim 
was wounded; the Cavalry which he had led, never fo much

fide. For all this, on the right fide was the fight maintained, 
with equall and all poſſible ubſtinacy : at which time , a 
newes being ſpread of the Kings death , it ſeemed that the 
Enemies Army began to give backe by little and little, under 
the favour of a very thicke mi(t which was riſen : inſomuch 
that at firſt, it was not poſſible to find where it ſtood.

you the booke you find them in. By this you fee,what 

the Imperiall Army was in. Let all that fide hereafter, for. 
beare to ſay, that theirs had the victory at Lutzen; ſeeing that 
fo ſuddenly after it, and within 25, Engh/smilesof Bohemis; 
three Imperiall Regiments did yeeld up ſuch a towne , upon

Chemmiz being taken, the Swed/b Army is devided : Gt 
phanſen , being with ſome forces ſent to 
Leipfich, to haſten on the taking of the Caſtle : whileſt Duke 
Bernard (ent out Partees every way , to skowre the coaſt of 
the Imperialiſts. Kniphanſen being comne to Leipſich , and 
ſome greater peeces of Battery brought thither from Dreſ- 
den , the fiege is gone on more ſadly withall.

Kwiphavſen Both theſe Armies, (as alfo all thoſe other of the ſeverdl 
made _ p Swedsſþ Commanders about Germany) were to take their or- 
er = G = ders and direQtions, from the Lord Chancellor : who was to 
Lower-Saxony. Command all in chiefe;by vertue of rhe Commſſion which the 
King had given him : of being Perpetnuall Ambaſſador to the 
Armies This isthat ancientand honorable Title among the Re 
manes,called Legatus ad exercitm: For the pleaſure therefore, 
and better underſtanding of the Readers; give me leave to rub 

up my ol notes, and to deduce this Office from Antiquity. 
The Romane Senate, {till uſed to ſend ſome of the prime 
Nobility, and skilled in the warres,unto the Generall: whoſe 
counſels and dire&ions he was to Fave regard unto, inall but 
in the manner of fighting the Army. Twas the honourableſt 
military employment of all, and the moſt reverend, The Am- 
baſſader to the eArmies , hath in him both the power of a 
Generall, and the ſacredneſle of a Prieft : fayes Dieny/ſre lib. 
x1, ſpcaking of Lucins Siccuw, Hence the: Greekes _ 
em 
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them Fpotww'c & Anbar 4 Elders and Counſellors. When 
there was a Romene Dittator (an abſolute ſoveraigne and 
Military Emperour, or more) then hee appointed his owne 
Ambaſſador. Then alſo he commanded hum : and ſo did the 
Conſul too, when he was abroad as General of the Army. Do. 
lobella me ſibi Legavit ; fates Cicero, Conſull, Generall Dolo. 
bells, hath appointed me his Ambaſſador. Their place was a- 
bove the Tribmnes, They werechoſen out of the Sexators:and 
when there wasno Di#ator upon the Army; then had they a 
ſolemne eleRion by the whole Senate, Legats ex Senatorum 
ordine: and, ex Senatoria authoritate legarentnr, faies Cicero, 
Choſen out of the Senate, and by it. Legati , pablice 1:4; 
gnornm opera confolioque uterentar, peri Magiſtratus, They 
were choſen publikely : and the Magittrates ſent abroad into 
the Provinces, were to uſe their counſelland aſſiſtance, Cicero 
in Vatin ; calls them Nancios pacis & bells: Curatores, Ty 
terpretes : bellics conſily Anttores, AMimftro: mmnery Proviy. 
als, Heralds and Denouncers of peace and warre: Curators 
and Interpreters, Authors of military direftions; Adminiſtra- 
tors of the affaires inthe Provinces. 

In this they differed from the Imperator or Great Gene- 
rall. eAlie ſunt Legats partes, alne Imperator#, Alter, ommia 
agere ad preſeriptum, alter hibere ad ſummam rerum eonſulere 

et, ſayes Ceſar :, The Generall js to execute according to 
the words of his Commiſſion: but the Ambaſſador, may cx- 
traordinarily give his advice , upon the highelt point of the 
buſineſſe. In the Generalls abſence from the Army, the Am- 
baſſador kept the ſtate : he had his Liftors and his Secmres; his 
Sergeants with the Axe and Rods to goe before him. YVerres 
in Achaiam, ſumptu publico & legations nomie ; cum inperio 
& ſecuribus miſſes eft : ſaies Cicero. Verres was ſent into 
Achaia upon the charges of the Common-wealth , and the 
title of an Ambaſſador: with command and ſlate. 

There were 3. degrees of theſe Ambaſſadors, among the 
Romaner: Conſulares, and Pretory. The firſt ſort, was for the 
whole Army : the other were but Dares, Colonels to their 
Z Brigades, 
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Brigades, Regiments, or Diviſions. Anguſina Ceſar, didall a» 
broad in the Provinces, by the firſt : whom Tacitas cals Cons 
falares. And of this dignity ( as neere as ancient orders may 
be comparedro new imuations )is the Lord Axel Oxenſliern, 
Baron of Kimath, Lord of Fiholmen and Tydoen, Prefident of 
Lapland and of the Nerth Marches, Knight, &c. Comncellor 
and Chancefor of the Kingdome of Sweden; and Ambaſſador 
Generall and Perpetual, wnto the eArmues in Germany. 

And here muſt I conclude my Story (my unpoliſht and un» 
worthy Story) of the moſt incamparable valiant and good: 
Prince;that ever(yet)honored any age or Story.The Proteſtant 
and well aft:ed party (me thinks) may well bee compared 
unto the 3. Bookes of the Prophet Jeremy. Experience, isa 
kind of Prophet. People, therefore, certaine in experience 
of what he had done ; were ſo ſtrong -in hopes, of what he 
world dee: that they even ſeem'd to propheſte.

tered by many Engraftings and Removings. Ancient, 
deſcending,and continued Merite and Nobility,derived 
from the loynes of many Anceſtors : nothing lefle 
could have begotten ſuch a King of Sweden, Sweden 
elorics in his Birth, thats Her honour : but his Pe- 
digree and Alliances, arc from Germany. The more 
kindly and naturall, therefore, was his ambition to de- 
lver it :. and the lefſe exception lay there, . to his be. 
ing a Stranger. To be a figne, of whence he was de- 
ſcended ; were his 2. names given him. Guſtav as , 
hath bcene the ancient Chri/t;az name of divers of 
the Kings of Sweden : though none of them till his 
carrying it, purtthe world into the conceit , that it 
was the Anagramme of Auguſtus. Adolphus hath 
beene the bearing of the Houles of Holſters and. of 
Mecklenburg; from both which , he lineally was ex- 
tracted. So was He borne, and thus Chriſtzed. 

His youth was bred up, with royall exerciſes: 
ſuch as might ſeaſon him with Yertue and Religion , 
and prepare him for grand buſinefes. His. body, 
though brought up, Princely; yet not Cocknied up, 
tenderly : nor with too tnuch ſoft, and warme, and 
gaye, and ſweetczeffteminared. The Poets faine, that 
Mars was borne in this Country : who had never 
prov'd the God of Warre , had not his body beene 
enured to the Froſt, and Ice, and Rocks, and hard- 


| ſhip of this Northerne Clmate. His ſpirit, was by the

eutorage of the beſt learning and examples, .{o eleva- 
red; as to eſteeme no good deſtgne too high for him : 
fortified with a courage, that knew not how to 
ſtoope bencath a King ; and (like his ſword, after.

Travaile retin'd and 
furniſhe him: yea he privately travailed Germany,un- 
der the concealed name of Mr,*G 4 R $,cven after he 
was King of Sweden.

Two of his young ſchollers prizes,twere pirty to 
paſſe over. In his warre with the Muskowite , hee 


would needs lay fiege to Notteburg Caſtle : which * 


among other lands , the Muskovite had granted his 
Father, for his ſervice; The place of this, is upon an 
land; inthe middle of the mouth , of the moſt ra- 
ging ſwift river of Nerva , and ar leaſt Culveri 

ot, from either ſhoare of it. His Colonells , not 
willing their young King ſhould receive a checke in 
his riſing fortunes , by attacking an impoſhbility: 
diſlwade the Action: himſelfe onely remaining con- 
ſtant to purſue it, See how God Almighty made 
our young 7oſua , to be honoured among his people, 
The HMuskovites proved to have ſuch thruſhes , and 
warts, and bliſters, growing in the inſides of their 
throates and mouthes; that they could neither teede 
nor ſwallow : ſo that having abundance of Ammu- 
nition, and a whole yeeres victualis by them ; yet 
came they out and yeelded up the Caſtle ro him. An 
mpregnable piece ! which could neither be bartered, 
ſtarved, nor have a bridge laid over to it. Thar yeere, 
rooke he another Caſtle, almoſt as ſtrong: whereup- 
on the Auskovite was glad to make King Tames his 
good friend ; to procure his peace with the young 
Sweden, 

Some while after this, had hee a difference with 
the Dantzickers : who man'd out 20, or 30. good 


Ships of Warre; with the firſt opening of the Spring, 
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to have burnt up his Nauy inthe Harbour, Twas 
about the end of winter then, when his long and nar- 
row Swedzſh Sea, was a yeard or two deepe frozen. - 
This Ice, our young King caufing his Boores (for 10 
or 12. Engli)h miles rogether)to cut open;zcame with 
his Ficer in the night , upon the Dantzrchers ; and 
burat, ſunke,ſpoyled, or rooke the molt of them. 
In his Warres with his Vnckle S1giſmmnd King of 
Poland, hee conquered fo many rownes from him , 
both in Pruſs/a and Livonia: that the Pole was en- 
forced to requeſt the mediation of King Charles and $i; rhmas Roe 
the French King , to make up a peace for 6. yecres was our Kings 
betwixt them : which hee afterwards deſired to bee *>>aHacor. 
perpetuated. This was concluded September 2g. 
1629: King Sigiſmund acknowledging Guſtavus A- 
dolphus to be King of Sweden , and in his Treaty, fo 
ſtyling him.

the dread of his Armes and Name, were as full of , 
terror to the enemy-Country, as Annibal ſometimes orc, 
unto the Romanes: nor ever returned he out of them, 
but with the o{veand the Palme branches; the Em- 
blemes of Peace and Yittory. 
Bur theſe Northern Trophyes upon his next neigh- 
bours, though they had much of glory, yer have they 
much of Credit and poſſibility, alſo in chem : bur 
Chronicle and Beliefe muſt ſtraine bard , to make his 
Germane Conquelts any thing probable, with poſte. 
rity: and were they not written in the times of the 
doing , and acknowledged by his enemies: ſcarcely 
would the Zegend be more CApocryphall, For what 
credulity, 
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credulity, (not faciletobe abuſed) could perſwade it 
ſelfe, that 2. third parts of Germany, could (and by 
him that entred bur with 11000. men, andthat twg 
moneths after his landing in Pomerania, had not 
10000, dollars to pay his Army) in 2. yeeres and 4, 
moneths ſpace,be wreſted from ſo puiſſant an Empe. 
rour 2 A mighty Empire and a potent ; formidable 
for its greatnefle ; confident upon the power of its 
Colleagues and Vpholders; vaſt in its extent; terrible 
for its Armes and Captaines; renowned for its Con- 
queſts; beyond expectation, ſucceſlefull in all irs en- 
terpriſes:and that knew no bounds, but the Alpes and 
the Ocean. And yet this Empire, which either with 
irs Armies,or garriſons: if not by a cheaper way, the 
meere reputation of what it had,or might doe; held 
ſo many Princes at a Baye: was it ſelte conſtrained to | 
take on the yoake, which Swedens Gantlett put upon 
it. In leſſe then 2. yeeres and a halte, he did all this: 
what might he more have atchieved, had he gone on 
another yeer and 2. monerths: and fil'd up the time of 
that malicious and falſe prediction, which the /eſuits 
had caſt abroad of him ? They comforted their cre- 
dulous Nevices,with his being Antichri/t;and that he 

ſhould raigne 3. yeeres and a halte, and no longer. 
The beleefe of his conquering ſo much , will be 
the more facilitated: if we could but conceive (once) 
his familiar way of doing it: he made bur a Comedy 
of the warres: which others are ſo.ſolemne upon; 
and make fo full of Tragedy. I will give but two 
examples. Comming before El6ing with an Army, 
ſcarce ſo ſtrong as their garriſon; he afrer Summons 
| and 
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and Hoſtages, wormes out by taire words, the But- 
gomaſter and {ome great ones, to his.Tent unto a 
Parlee. Himſelfe,in the meane time, with ſome few 
of his Gentlemen, goes to the Ports and deſires to 
come in asatraueller, to pleaſe his fight onely, with 
the rarities oftheir City. Such pleaſancy of words 
and conceitheuſed , that the Citizens were as deſi- 
rous to ſee the King of Sweden, as he torake their Ci- 
ty.Beingin,he walkes gazing up and downe,thepeo- 
ple flocking ſtill after him. Now intruth good peo- 
ple (faies he ) if I had thought you had d to ſee 
the King of Sweden , I would have put on my beſt 


- Cloathes to day. What need you feare mee £ _ 
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Swedes and Fins ſhall be your drudges,cleave w 
ferch water,and doe youany ſervilitie: and with that 
he calles a ſtubbed F/»»to him, and commands him 
to remoove ſome lumber, or piece of rubbiſh. This 
ſaid, he goes into a Stationers ſhop, and therecalles 
for Buchanans Poems : juſt as in ſuch a caſe Jdlexan- 
der ſometimes did,for Homers 1liades. And thus the 
Burgomaſter knowing , that the: King was in the 
towne, and He being (ure,thatthe Burgomaſter was 
in His Tent : the compoſition became the eafier. Ar 
that very ſtrong towne of Konigſhhaven'in Franco- 
»ia, after this , ſhowed hee another example of this 
facerious facilitie. Having ſummoned the towne, 
hee rides up along towards the Ports : where when 
hee ſaw the guards blowing their matches, and ma- 
king ready to ſhoote him : Sacrament ( (ayes he) if 
you make bur one ſhor , the King ſhall know of it, 
and he hath vowed that not a man of you ſhall have 
aa Quarter. 


Quarter. But if you will treate fairely , you ſhall 
have your owne conditions. This was his order 
(moſtly) in taking of a towne : he would not ſtand 
entrenching and building Redoubts , at a miles di- 
ſtance : bur clap downe with his Army preſently, a- 
bout Cannon ſhot from it. There would he begin 
his Approaches,getto their wals,Batter and Storme, 
preſeatly :-and if hee ſaw the place were not by a 
running pull ro be taken: hee would not loſe above 
4. or. 6. dayes before it ; but riſe and to another. 
Andrhus did he at Ingolſtat. 

Tis ahard taske ro give you the juſt portraiture 
of -this Prince: he was ſo perpetually in aCtion,that 
he ſeldome gave himſelfe rime to fit, to haveir tas 
ken. Bur theſe (in generall) are the rough drawings 
of his. perſonall excellencies. He bare a Port and 
Preſence, full of a gracious Majcſtie; full feſhr,and 
fac't: arich and a gallanc ſtature, rwo yeards and 
above +a hawkes eye; the worldthought an Eagles; 
His more then flaxen-coloared haire, inclined to the 
colour of Apelices : a ſigne hee had much of the 
Sunne in him. His tone of ſpeech, was of a manly 
and a maſterly pronunciation : and hts anſwers were 
quicke, full, ſmart; but not gybing : cleane limb'd 
he was, ſtrong, active, and hardy : made upas fitly 
fora King, as for a Generall. Burt for the gueſt that 
raign'd in this Palace, and actuated it ; his »mde,and 
his ſþir#t-thars robe beſt gueſſed at by hisConquelſts, 
An undauntedcourage, aſtrong judgement, anad- 
mirable quickneſſe of conceit , a naturall vigilancy 
and indefatigableneſle , a marucilous forecaſt, =_ 
the 
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the beſt advantage to apprehend aftid difpoſe of his 
occaſions : theſe were his perſanalt forces, thaticon- 
quered ſo muchof Germany, Looke elfe into his Lea- 
guer. See there his chcamping. , his forrifying , his 
new wayes of fighting,and embatteling , his orders, 
his proviſions, his diceRions, and the foule and'[pi- 
ric of all-rheſe, his owne diligences: and'then tell me, 
how he were eafie to be reliſted, An excellent dex- 
terity, beſtdes, was he endowed withall, toextricate 
and untangle the Gordian knottineſle of a buſinefle, 
the maſter-ſpirit he had , over all that came before 
him , a gift, withall to take the advantage of mens 
humours ; and a native attraction in him, to winne 
hearts, as well as Provinces. ' A great Student hee 
was, upon any buſinefſe of importance: and whetr his 
Chancellor was with him,a diligent diſputer and Can- 
vaſſer of the Anſiver, which he was ro giveto Am- 
batladors. 
He would have the proiefting of the defigne, ſtill 
to paſle from his owne invention, ſeldome calling a 
formall Cowncell of 'Warre , - and yer nor defpiſing to 
aske upon the Bye, the adviſes of his Commanders. 
He contented not himſelfe to be the Generall of an 
Army,but he would be a Captain, yea a Sergeant of a 
band; an Enginier, a Common ſouldter, a Canonier: 
all, or any thing. The ſurpriſe and ſuddennefle of a 
danger, ſcldome aſtonied-his tadgement” : 'butthe 
more deſperate the peril were,the nimbler,common- 
ly, was he in his deliveries; ſtill ſhewing moſt vigor, 
wherethere was moſt need of it. There was not an 
enterpriſe ro be gone upon , not beneath rhe —_— 
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of 2 Colonell ; bur let the danger be what ir would, 
he would leade on the Partee. And'twas an aſto- 
niſhment tobehold,that he was not onely not worne 
out with the affiduity of his labours and his hard- 
- hips; bur thar he battned and.grew fat upon ation; 
comming freſh. off from-one, and ſtil] preſt and rea. 
dy foranother enterprize. Hee grew fat, I ſay, not 
"with.cating and drinking ; no Prince was more tem- 
perate then he, thoſe wayes. His feeding was upon 
frong and ſouldicsly diſhes :\ nor ſuch dehicacics,-as 
weredainty of raſte, and cafie of digeſtion; bur ſuch 
luſty ,, bearing meates , as would encreaſe ſtrength, 
and.make reſiſtance in the ſtomacke. _ Drinking, hee 
was.not taxt for:and notwithſtanding it be the Nor- 
therne way of {inning; yet came not he to out-drinke 
the Germanes: they were not that way to be conque- 
red, Briefly, that Northerne corner of the world, 
hath not brought forth a Prince of his temper, and 
temperance; or a man ſo generally well puttogether, 
in allimaginable abilities and pertections ; to make a 
Generall of. And ſo much, have the contriving and 
condudt of his defignes, manifeſted; which he had 
cven almoft given their period unto. 

[ have left out the beſt part yer, and that was his 
Religion ; his devotion in his Relzgzon, (publike and 
private) and his frequent Prayers and Thankeſginings, 
(eſpecially upon. all eminenter occaſions) were the 
things that rendred him admirable. He would pray 
a ſhip-board, and a ſhoare, in the Field, and in the 
midit of a Battell : as if Prayer alone, were the {u- 
reſt piece of all his whole Armour. And-in his open 
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Prayers,this one thing is of all the reſt, moſt conſide- 
rable; That as other times he had ſworne, publikely 
ſworne;that his purpoſes were not to Conquer, bur to 
Deliver: (0 inhis Prayers for divine affiſtance, would 
he boldly appeale to God the ſearcher of the hearts, 
that Hee knew his inteations to be no other. That a 
Prince, now, ſhould thus dare it in the face of Hea- 
ven; and call downe juſt vengeance from thence, if 
he meant not Gods glory inſtnceritic : they mult be 
his enemaes, that will not beleeve tt. 

The greateſt imperfection of his body, wasthat 
his eyes were dimme ſighted : that though he could 
forlee (no eye better) yer could he not diſcerne farre 
from, him. Thegreateſt infirmitie of his minde,was 
his Cholerickneſſe : a paſſion, indeed which he could 
not ſo well controll; and which would cafily, now 
and then, burſt forth, upon a ſlight , or :magined 
provocation. Bur this was aninbred humour, not a 
humorouſneſle in him; and the uſuall uncorrected 
vigorouſheſle of thoſe Spirits it is, that have a richer 
allowance of Spirit and Fire in them. This though 
it muſt be confeſſed, ro be a peccancy, and a diſtem- 
per; yet is irto be obſerved withall, that of the pre- 
dominances of the 4. Humours,this principally ren- 
ders a man fit for ation. And truly,itmight in him 
the better be excuſed , for that hee was ſtill enchafc 
with buſineſſes;and had ſo many diſpoſitions of men, 
and ſuccefles of affaires, to encounter withal|: eſpe- 
cially ſometimes, when hee found but awckward- 
nefle. This fault indeed, was he noted for : and tis 
tor him that writes his Apologie,not his Charadter; to 
aa 3 deny 
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deny or defend ir. And yer this helpethere was for 
it: that upon a very little conſideration, hee would 
rake himſelfe with the manner,and rake up, preſently: 
and with a gracious debonnaireneſſe and {weerneſſe, 
(which was naturall to him)give checke to the over- 
laſhing of ſome leffe adviſed and indigeſted ſpeeches, 
that had in choler ſlipt from him. Ready, beſides, 
of himſelfe, he was, to give ſatisfaRtion: not unto 
the Grandees and Chiefes onely of his Armies, whoſe 
meritsand ſeruices mighr take the more exceptions 
to ſuch vſage:burcuen ro the common ſouldiers alſo, 
who ought not to ſtand vpon ſuch puntilives witha 
King their Generall. This would he doe caflly ; ef. 
pecially-where he found himſelfe ved like a-King, 
and ſued vnto. {1 
Himſelfe would ſay , when he tooke notice now 


and then, of this touchineſſe of his owne nature, d, 


apt with a lirtle ſpark to take fire:That he muſt endure, 
ever - and anon , the diverſities of their humours ; the 
fleeme of ſome, and the drinke of others : and that in e- 
quity, therefore, they ought ſomething the better ta beare 
with his cholerickneſſe. And an indifferent remper in 
men , would have paſſed by this infirmirie in him; 
could they have but conſidered the multitudes and 
varictics of thoſe greater thoughts, which were ſtill 


agitared inthar ever working braine and ſpirit of his; 


wound up, and labouring upon the ſtretch, without , 


intermifhon. A man, me thinkes, ſhould doe with a 
bad humour in a Prince, as with a bad Angell : give 
him his full Graines,andAllowances;and then weigh 
him. But if you pleaſe to-put into the other ska G 
thoſe 
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thoſe extraordinary many vertues in him : his ſweet- 
neſſe of diſpoſition; his caſineſſe of acceſſe ; the fami- 
liarneſſe of his carriage ; his carethat every common 
ſouldier ſhould have his due ; and his moderation in 
the greatneſle of his ſuccefles; not thinking his ſhad- 
dow one ſpanne the more ſpreading : then ſurely,the 
beame would fo caſt it on the better fide ,- that his 
choler would feeme bur as the duſt of the balance, to 
them. 

Bur yet another fault was there in this moſt excel- 
lent Prince , which (now) hath ſpoyl'd all the reſt. 
That,namely, his courage ſuffered his Iudgement no 
better to diſtinguiſh , berwixr the duties of a com- 
mon Carabin, and a Gererall of an Army; but would 
adventurethe X»e, as farre as the Leadey of a Partee: 
and that, ' by conſequence, he tooke no better care 
for the ſaving and ſparing of the beſt blood of the 
Army ; bur was too too prodigall an unthrift of ir. 
The marvaile is nor, that he was fo hazardous of it, 
in a Cauſe fo glorious ; but that in all thoſe encoun. 
ters, he loſt no more of it : his owne life, perpctually, 
being as farre and forwardly engaged , and ſtill run- 
ning the ſame hazards ; with the meaneſt of his Ar- 
my. But yet for taking off this blame from him; 
this, in his diſcharge, isro be ſaid : Thar that natu- 
rall conſtiturion of his,not of fire onely, but of flame; 


 madeall the valour and couragiouſneſſe of his Ar- 


my, beholden unto his example : and that the well 
ſpeeding of his ſo many victories , was principally 
to beaſcribed to his preſence in the encounters :- the 
very ſight of ſuch a Leader,like ſome puifſant Aſpec? 

in 
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in the heavenly Conſtellations, infuſing a ſecret influ- 
ence and irradiation of courage into his owne; and 


_of fright and terrour, into his enemies, 


And by theſe excellencies, arrived hee to this 
height of glory : even of a military glory. And ſee 
what atrue-rai('d Fame can doe ! it hath ſomething 
init, not onely beyond the nature of an Eagle, but 
of a Starre, too; for the _ aire this Prince 
wrought himſelfe up into, the fuller, ſtill, and theli- 
ker Statna,his vertues have appeared ; and he bigned 
upon the eye ofenvie, in his Mountie. Bodies meere: 
ly madeup of craft or fortune, doe out of cunning- 


neſle affet toconceale their owne greatneſſes, Like 


Mercury among the Planets , who though of a fiery 
and a fluſhing luſter : yer ſo politicke a Courtier and 
cloſea waiter heis, ( and thar upon induſtry:) as by 
ever crowding neere the Sunne , hee hath gained to 
walke'ſo farre obſcured under his Maſters glories; 
that his devoureſt ſervants (the Aſfronomers) can ſel- 
dome or never procure the ſight of him. Whereas 
Bodyes made up of true worth and ſubſtance; are like 
the Swan it ſelfe, then arrived tothe brighteſt of his 
Beauties; when in the higheſt degree and Meridjan, 
of his Exaltation, 

And this is ſomething , towards the Charater of 
the King of Sweden, whileſt he was. And alasthat 
I muſt fay , Whileſt he was ! Now wouldI giveall 
my part in Grammer , to alterbut one Tenſe, and to 
ſay Hes, But becauſe He & no more amongſt us, 


this.Charatter and Story of his; may ſerve in ſtead of - 


his Pifure; to conſerve his memory. . I confefle 1 
an 
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am not Zimmer cunning enough., to giveevery part 
of him, his true ſteſling and proportion: nor have I 
the Art, either with ſweere-rouches or bold and ma- 
fterly ſkroaks, ſo to heighten up my Peece, or make it 
to ſtand off;as every way to belike him. In this onely 
doe I pleaſe my ſelfe, thatthoſe who have had the 
honour to be about his perſon; may here refigurea 
couch or two, that come ſomething neerethe _—_ 
him. This, alſo, I afſure my ſelfe of; 'that thoſe no. 
bler foes, who have ſometimes beene made feele his 
Armes: will be amongſt the liberalleſt co contribute 
towards his praiſes ; if it bee but onely to take off 
ſomething, from their owne lofles; to juſtifie their 
owne diſgraces, and'to ſhow that no man inferiour 
to this Charader , could have beene thus aQive and 
ſucceſſefullupon them. 1% | 
That which is admirable beyondall thereſt , is, 
That this Prince hath left the affaires behind him, in 
aneſtate ſeeming aduantagious to both parties, The 
one fide;thinke the ſcales rurn'd, by his killing. His, 
owne Allies, he left in poſſeſſion of more then two 
third parts of Germazy : of the better townes , arid 
thegreater rivers ; even from the Yi#ula in Musko- 
via, unto the Rhine and Danuby : the Oder, the Elb, 
the Danuby, the Lech, the Mayne, and the Rhine; all 
theſe are witnefles of his perſonall Trophees - and {o 
are the Weſer and the Moſel , of others of his Cap- 
taines. To continue thele Conqueſts, hee left ſeven 
faire Armies behind him,with their Generals. In the 
V pper Saxony,his owne,to Duke Bernard; in the Zow- 
& Sacony a 24, under Baron Kniphauſen : In Sileſia a 
b b third, 
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third,under Dubalt. ' In Bavaria a fourth , under the 


Palatine Birckenfelt. About Cullena fifth, yuder Bas- 
din - 10 Alſatia alixth , under Guſtavus Horn : and 
Schwabland a ſeuenth,under the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
and Sir Patrick -Ruthwes. I reckon not rhe Saxons : 
the Lunexbnrgers, the Bremers, nor the Heſſens ; be- 
cauſe under their. owne Princes: though all,whileſt 
he lived;by himas the Generall-Direttor of the Wars, 
ro be commanded. Addeto this , the ſtrength of his 
Confederacies :all Princes, ( excepting thoſe of the 
Hauſe of Auſtria;lome few Italians , and the;Catholite 
Leagwers) being his Allyes. _ 

hat now remaineth, but that the Proteſtant Prin- 


ces of the Empire, doe gocontill, to purſue the® 


aduantages, which he lefe ugto them, to baniſh gll 
perſonal jealoufics, and miſ-intelligences ; to ſodg 
up alt old ruptures and diuiftons ; to-lay aftde the 
ſtanding upon their puwo's,and the Heraldry of their 
genealogies; and toſuffer the Warresto be conditied, 
not by Pringes of the beſt Houſes, but the-grenelt 


abilitzesz to husbagdtheir time and opportunitieszto 


preſfe ation,and not to bee too tedious in their cgt- 
fulcariogs ; to take advantage of what is both paſſed 
and preſent g. to ſtudyhow to conſerve their owne 
eſtates, under that of the Empires to communicate 
their counſels, and unite their Forces , for the redy- 
cing of Freedomeand Religiow. This if chey be neg- 
ligent in; then, all the travels of the deceaſed King, 
together withall their owne paines and charges: yea 
all their Forces, Armies, and aduantages ; ſhall not 
long ſerve their turnes , but they muſt become the 
prey 
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prey of rfieir etietnies;an Amphithener of Fragedics, 
and an' exatnple'ro' poſterity of confiſeated eſtates, 
and of bodies incitiably diſeaſed. 

Andto ſay thetroth, theſe Princes hauceven un- 
till this preſent, gone ſo well on , rhat their vnity 
hath quite daſhe all che exultations of the contrary 
party : atid they have trumped vpon the beſt of rhe 
others hopes; and happily gone beyond the feares 
of their friends, that ſtill doubred them. They have 
giuen the world to fee,thatthe Schooling and leflo- 
ning of the King , hath madc* good: impreſſion in 
them: and thar the lofle of ſo great aparrone,though 
it extreamely pull'd downe the fide; yet hath it 
cauſed their morions to be concentrieall,to goeall one 
way ; and by union;to redouble rheir vigours. 

Arid yer all this notwithftatiding , and that the 
King of Sweden hath left theſe Princes of his parry, 
in ſo good eſtate, rhat they have the eſſe cauſe to la- 
mene the loſſe offhim : they being well'fer up' on 
their feet againe, and incaſe to mainraine their owne 
freedomes. Admit the tritth of all rhis : yet hath 
the aduerſe party, -which he gaue checke unto,reco- 
veted-rhe berter of rhe Mate, tince this King is taker. 
Great'ate their advantages,” by the death of this 


| Prince+the(e few pellets of lexd which kilfd him, 


being'worth more to thertt'; then a million of Du- 
cats poſſibly could have advantaged them.” And 
this loſe of him, who was che, Sole Daredtor of all 
gave not onely hopes , burprobabilitics, that now, 
when the bau{inefle was to tallto bee managed by a 
many ; the divetſitics of Cheefes ,- would bee {o apt 
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to foment icalouſics and miſ-intelligences : as that it 
would give more facility to the contrary party , to. 
conſerve what was not yet conquered, to ſatisfie, 
ſome privately diſcontented; ro unite their counſels; 

to recall exiled tranquility;and firmely,once againe, 
to re-eſtabliſh a good peace over all the Empire. 

If now, the Imperiall party pleaſe tro make pro- 
fit , by their former loſſes : then ſhall wee ſee them 
rurne a deafe eare to all bloody and violent counſels; 
avoide the enforcing both.of Princes and people, to 
turne deſperate, remove all ſuſpitions and bad cor- 
reſpondencies, regaine exaſperatcd ſpirits, by ſweet- 
neſſe , and ſceke how to raigne by loue, rather then 
by rerrour: no more attempting the breach of the 
peace and publike faith, under prerence of conſci- 
ence: it being to be dealt withall by:perfwaſion, and 
not by enforcing,as having to anſwer before another 
Tribunall, chen that of mans Iudgement. And here« 
unto, it appeareth, that rhis party ought ſo much the 
rathet,to.aſpire; becauſe they niay have.hopeeven 
(forthwith and hence forward) to.continue in their 
owne rights and advantages: the death of this King, 
having cured them of a badily feare they were d 
ly already. in; leaſt hee ſhould have taken a,higher 

ight, prerented.towards new Di/ademes : and fully 
haye verificd his, Anagramme, by changing the name 
Guſtav, into Auguſtus, |

tifie. That whereas it hath plcaſed Almighty God of his pro- 
vidence and good pleaſure, ſo heavily to viſit us in this King- 
dome, and in ſo great ameaſure toaffli& us, bv raking un» 
to him(elfe (by bodily deach) the renowned high and 
ty Princeand Lord, Gaſiavm 4do/phis King _ - 
othes 


Gothes aud V andales, Great Prince of Finland. Dukg of Eftlond 
and Carellen, Lord of s, OY &c. and totranflate his 
bleſſed Maieſtie (of ever happie and famous gen} Cm. of ' 
this vale of miſery , into his eternall happineſle and heauenly 
ioy : and to exchange his rerhporall Crowne into an ever- 
laſting Diademe of glory :. and ſoto have puta period , not 
onely to his Maieſties carefull and labourious lite and dayes, 
but alſo-to his ſufficiently noted and renowned Counſells, 
worthy a&es, couragious and vndaunted ſpirit ; almoſt in. 
credible, at leaſtwiſe wonderfull ViRories , againſt part of 
the mightieſt and moſt powerfull Princes and Potentates of 
Emnrepe, And which wee chiefely muſt condole : in him it 
hath pleaſed God to take fromus our head, our King , our 
father and Pater patrie : Vnder whoſe worthy, famous, and 
moſt excellent raigne , we above all other Nations, in theſe 
dolefull and calamitous times; have found our ſclues with 
out any oppoſition , in all ſecurity , ſafety and tranquillitie, 
Avd which aggravates our miſery , it hath not pleaſed God 
to ſuffer any Heyer-Male to proceed from the loynes of hi 
faid bleſſed Maieſty , to remaine upon , and to poſleſſe his 
Fathers ſcate, So that , not without reaſon , ours and the 
Kingdomes care and danger isthe greater , and we cannot but 
{o much the more rake to heart this ineſtimable lofle. Where 
fore, upon the Iniun&ion of the Peeres and Councell of the 
Realme, at their convening : we have thought good, wnani- 
mouſly avd obediently to come rogether,in the feare of God, 
and to rake into conſideration the preſent State of our Kings 
Maieſties Heyer , as alſo the State our deare Kingdome. And 
how the ſame may be happily up-held and maintained : and 
(next under the ayde and $a of God ) be defended againſt 
all danger and oppoſition. To this end, we are all of us toynt- 
ly and willingly afſembled here, and we hage pondered and 
conſulted together, of ſomething which might beſt con- 
duce to the good of the Realme, And at laſt,by the helpe of 
the e4/mighty , and in the name of the Bleſſed Trmity ; «we 
have cloſely united, and ſtrongly bound and tyed our _ 


and after this contunion, promiſe, and obligement, amtong 
our ſelucs, we bave confirmed and eſtabliſhed, That which is 
here anderwritten, and as followeth. | 


I. 
Imprimis. W hereas the death of our bleſſed and renows 
ned King, hath cauſeda Kingly raigne to ceaſe among us : and 
the Caule fo being , that there is no Heyer-HMale left behind 
his Maieſty : nor any Children of any Hereditary Prince ; 
which might by undoubred right, ſucceed according to the 
Lawes and conſtitution of the Realme. We have nor diCl. 
approoved of that, which was concluded at Workoping, Anno 
1604. concerning the Renewing of the Hereditary commnttion; 
and concerning the D anghters of onr Kings and Heyer-Prig- 
ces ; Which in that aſſembly was confirmed and enacted. As 
alſo that, which unanimouſly and ioyntly was concluded by 
us here preſent, at Srockholm, Anno 1627, on the 4, of De. 
cember , as followeth, That in caſe his bleſſed and famous 
Maieſty ſhould happen to deceaſe : We did conclude, that 
his daughter the Princeſſe,the High borne,Chriftina, ſhould be 
choſen for our ueene and Inberitrix of our Kingdome. And 
therefore at this time doe wee againe eſtabliſh unanimouſly, 
(and that in conſideration of the famous and magnanimous 
acts and deeds, of the two worthy Kings; King Guſtavus the 
rt, and eſpecially of King Guſtavas the laft, lately deceaſed: 
(whom iuſtly we may terme Guſtav the Great ) by which 
two, and more eſpecially by the /atter, we have received ad- 
mirable benefit and fame ; and conſequently, are bound to 
render all honour and reſpe&, to this well-borne Princeſſe 
according to our former promiſe and obligation : and doe 
now renew , What we heretofore have maturely confirmed. 
That is to {ay; Wee doe declare, pronounce, and con- 
firme , adviſedly , unanimouſly , freely , and without con- 
fraint; The high and mighty Princeſſe Chrifling , D angh- 
ter of bus renowned ieſtie Guſtavus eAdolphn 
the Second and Great King; ©neene of the Swedes , 
Gothes and UVandales ; la ytully choſen : as alſo Hereds- 
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Hereditary Prixceſſe, Great D utcheſſe of Finland, Diſtcheſſe of 
Eftland , and Carthen , onr moſt deare and graciens Queene, 
And by theſe preſents wee doe oblige our ſclues and our 
aſſociates, canta and Princes and Peeres of our King 
dome, inhabitants and ſubieAs of this Realme ; to affoord 
her gratious Maicſty, all true and due ſervice and obedience: 
and doe inangurate her faid Maieſty , and eſtabliſh her , in 
whatſoever in righteouſneſſe may be anſwerable before God 
and Man. Inſomuch , that her Maicſty ſhall have full pow. 
erand Authority , to command us inall particulars. And to 
this end, as true faithfull and loyall ſubieRs,we doe confirme 
and ratifie the Lawes of the Realme , for her Maieſty. And 
morcover , we doe here promiſe and oblige our ſclues to 
ſtand for her Maieſties ſafety,good,and welfare,as well of the 
Kingdome ; even upon the danger of our lives, and lofle of 
our goods. Provided, that her Maicſty, when ſhe ſhall come 
to yeeres, and full poſſeſſion of the Government and rule of 
the Kingdome ; ſhall make aſſurance to us, and the whole 
State, of whatſoever may concemne the maintaining of all our 
liberties, lawes, and priviledges, &c. as the like hath former» 
ly beene done by our late Kings, (in the beſt forme thar 

be) eſpecially by her Maieſties Father : his Maieſty of blef- 
ſed Memory, King G»ſtavxe the 24, and hath by the State of 
the Kingdome bcene approoved, 


2. 

Secondly, we conclude, that in caſe any one, (high or low, 
of whatſoever place, dignity or quality, whether of the 
State of Sweden, or other parts ſubie& to the Crowne of 
Sweden ) doe refuſe either with mcanes , preſence, obedi- 
ence, andall requiſite ſubieion, to ſubſcribe and ſubmit to 
this our reſolution and eſtabliſhment : and ſhall dare roop- 
poſe this Act of ours, or to bend his heart, eye, or hand, to 
any other whoſocuer it may be, Inhabitant within our Do- 
mmions or forrainer : We doc hold, cſteeme, and declare the 
ſame party to bee a diſtracted and ſeparated member from 
our Body : and an enemy, yea Tiaitor of the Kingdome: 
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and the Tame perſon who-ever it bee, being once convins 
ced of a crime of this nature, ſhall bee panifhed withour 
mercy. 


, 3. 
Thirdly, although it ſeeme not abſolutely neceſſary , now 
to relate the former Conſtitutions and Statwres, made and con- 
cluded upon againſt King Sigh/armdues of Polonia , and his 
Children : which were grounded upon good reaſons, and ne- 
ceſlary proofes , yet notwithſtanding, to remoove all ob- 
ſtades and obieRions from the ſimply honeſt meaning peo- 
ple, Wedoe confirmeand eſtabliſh, by theſe preſents: That 
this may be lawfully done, which we doe now, notwithſtan- 
ding whatſoever hath formerly beene concluded againſt King 
Sigi/mwnd, bis Children, and Deſcendants. And therefore doe 
declare them to have no right or intereſt ro the Crowne of 
Sweden , or to any part of the Dominions or Inviſtiftions , 
there under comprehended : but all their right, and preten- 
ces , to beloſt, void, forfeited, and in the lapſe, from this 
time forth for ever. And if it ſhould fo fall out (which God 
forbid,) that any Swedes, or who-ever they may bezunder the 
Crowne of Sweden , in high place anddignity : ſhould unad- 
viſedly goe abour (cither ſecretly or openly) to ſtand up in 
the behalfe of any of the Children © ——_ or his 
Deſcendants , to be received into the Kingdome of Swedes: 
or to yeeld them any footing within the /»ri/aiows, or 1 
on the Frontiers of the ſame Kingdome : We doe hold the 
fame perſon (who ſoever he be) for a pernicions and hay- 
nous Traitour , both to us and the whole State. And if any 
ſuch, ſhall dare to ſtand ont and perſevere in fo vile aninfo- 
lency , he ſhall be ſure to meete with the mercileſſe puniſh- 
ment, due to ſuch a Traitour. And moreover, whoſoever he 
be, that ſhall give care, and leave to any ſuch; and not in time 
make it manifeſt and knowne, with his intent that way, ſhall 
be ſubieR and lyable to the ſame puniſhment. In like ſort 
ſhall all thoſe be puniſhed, that ſhall dare ro harbour or 
lodge any ſuch perſons , without giving notice and intelli- 
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gence to-authority. Now whereas at Orebroo in the yeere 
1617. the 27. of February ; an expreſſe and abſolute order 


and decree was eſtabliſhed, againſt all ſuch, by the Peeres and 
whole State of the Realme : we will and,ordaine by theſe 
preſents,that the ſame decree henceforward remaine as invio- 
lable, as if the ſame were herein expreſſed: word by word. 
Wherefore, Itisnow by us concinded and decreed, that the 
une decree of Orebroo, ſhall be fully executed ; and-thatto 
the ſame end, all Lords, and Tudges, Officers, 8c. eachaccor- 
ding to his place and office, ſhall be bound to have an eſpeci. 
all care for the execution and performance of the ſame, as he 
will otherwiſe anſwer it, at his peril.

Fourthly , With unaminous conſent and deliberation, we 
zreconfirme, renew, concludean34 eſtabliſh what formerly 
at other times Aſſemblies and Dzets, hath concerning the Sm+ 
vice of God and his Churchbeenc. concluded and ſettled £"and 
doe generally , , all of uz, oblige our ſelues toremaine inthe 
ſame forme, diſcipline, and tr#rh of Religion; according to the 
revealed truth of Gods holy and heavenly Word, and the 
Articles of our Chriſtsan beleefe, contained 1n the 3. Creede * 
that is to lay, the Apeſtles Creede, the Nicene, and of Atha- 
»aſins - together with the true and invariablc and unalterable 
Conf:ſſion of Auffurg, Ina word , as it hath formerly becne 

{olidely.concluded, mn the Conncet of /pſal. 


Fifthly : Whereas our Qucene as yet is not come to 
her compleate yeeres, and full age; ſo that ſhe might be ſuf- 
ficient of: her owne ſelfe and ability , to defend: and. Go* 
vernethe Kingdome and the Realme : we could wiſh (and 
happy were we, if it had beene ſo) that there had beene « 
full deereeand order.made by his Maieſty of blefſed Memory, 
and the Princes and States.of the Realme; fo that in the ſame 
there had, beene comprehended , - whatſoever in this re- 
{pet we ought to have cleaved unto, Bur ſince it is -other- 
wiſe, and,muſt needs be ſo : and that we doe — 
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that his renowned Majeſty of bleſſed memory, did commit 
his intent and'reſolution concerning this matter, to the Coun- 
celland Lords of this State ; and had often commanded and 
deſired them, to conceiye a right order concerning the ſame: 
which they having performed, and therein declared their opi- 
nion , and ſhewed the fame to his Majeſty , with his full 
approbation : yet notwithſtanding , | by reaſon of his ſudden 
death, and other . occaſions thereupon enſuing , hath itnor 
had its full effet : although wee may. well wiſh it had. 
Therefore in this caſe, we have read and manifeſted the faid 
order (made by his Majeſty in his rime) to ſome of the chiefe 
amongſt us, and of our State : who, as they have formd 
the ſame moſt ſound and wholeſome; ſo could we wiſh that 
the ſame were publiſhed to the common view and eyes of all 
men : and might be confirmed and ratihed unanimouſly by 
us all, and ſo be publiſhed. Bnt-whereas we doealfo perceiue 
and underſtand, thar divers inſtructions and neceſkry appur- 
tenances belonging thereunto, by reaſon of the fhortneſſe of 


time, could not conveniently be inreadinefſe : we, norwith- 


ſanding, being defirons to further the welfare and State of 
the Realtne, in all good manner of proceeding; andlikewiſe, 
that his Maieſty, our moſt gracious and renowned King-(of 
bleſſed memory ) his will and care (for which we are for e- 
ver bound to extoll his Majeſties name and memory) may 
really be performed and executed: we doe eſpecially,all of us, 
in the name of the whole State and Realme, defre and ordaine 
that the fame decree and ordinance of his Majeſty; ſhall be pur 
in execution and performed, inthe beſt manner and forme that 
may be nofſibly, for the good and welfare of our Realme and 
Countries, by the 5. chiefe States and Othicers of the Realme: 
to wit. 1, The Lord high Steward, 3. Marſhall, 3. Admiral, 
4. Chancellor, 5.Treaſmrer. And in theabſence of the one or 
other,or.of any: the Eldeft of the Conncelt of State (hall ſup- 
ply the place. And theſe 5. ſhall be in lieu and place of Go- 
vernthent of her Maicſty, for the Kingdome of Sweden, un- 
till her Majeſty be growne (by Gods grace)to priced yeers. 
ec And

as the aid five States and Lords, have ever beene of Councell 
with his Majeſty of bleſſed memory : and have under 
and waded thorow , the moſt weightieſt affaires of the 
whole Kingdome : wee have thought good unanimouſly 
with one generall conſent , to ordaine and eftab/iſh, as well 
for our ef(ſecrates and Brethren , as for our (clues ; that 
from henceforward , the five aforeſaid Grand and Chiefe 
Officers of the State and Realme , and in cither the one or 
the other his abſence ,” the Eldeft of our Conneelt of Stock. 
holm , being of the /ame Colledge and Aſſembly ſupplying 
the place, for the welfare and managing of the State of our 
Kingdome , and the Twition of owr Qweene , ſhall goveme 
and beare rule , during the Mſmnority and Nonage of her Ma 
ieſty : onely in her name and ſtead , and withour any preiu- 
dice to the Realme or State , or violation or breach of the 
Lawes, Rites, and Priviledges of the fame: but rather power 
fully for her Maicſty maintaining the five brotherly O ffices and 
State-Rankes. To wit. Comrt-right Conncell: Councell of Was, 
Admiralty , Channeery, and Treaſmry or Exchequer : as the 
ſame have beene by former Kings inſtitured eſtabli- 
ſhed and upheld, eſpecially by our laft King of bleſſed me- 
mory Guſtavus the 24. Allo , all dexterity ſhall be uſed and 
employed by them , for the maintaining and upholding of 
the Swedyb Rights, Lawes, Inſtice, and Policy, as farre as their 
vttermoſt induſtry and power ſhall be able to extend : de- 
fending , proteQting , all manner of wayes, the Realme 
and Kingdome , and whatſoever depends upon it : In fuch 
wile, as they intheir Conſcience ſhall be willing to anſwer 
before God, the 2wcere, and the Srate , when they ſhall 
be thercunto called : And as theſe doe at this preſent obli 
themſelucs to thoſe that are, and hereafter ſhall be called, 
into Authority : and as they doe now oblige themſclues by 
oath. On the other fide , We the Peeres and Lords of the 
Realme, doe promiſe to yeeld unto theſe five ſelefted Chiefe 
Officers : and to the Eldeft of the Conncell that A; 
react 


And this bafitefle have we ſufficiently pondered. For where: © 
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.ſhall by all our powers labour to ſuppreſſe ſuch inſolencics, 
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ther of tir roomes ; not onely all worthy retpeR and ho- 
noar , but alſo all obedience and ſubmiſſive ſubieHion : in 
whatſoever they ſhall require and command us, tending to 
the glory of Almighty God, the good and welfare of the . 
Queene, and of the State and Common-wealth.. And incaſe 
any one ſhould goe about to oppoſe and to crofſe this manner 
of proceeding,or government, either in deed or word : We 


and topuniſh ſuch parties, and to conſtraine them to true 
obedience. 
6, 6, Article, 
Sixthly, Whereas our Kingdome and countrey is as yet 
in an open Warre and Heſtility , againſt the Roman Empe- 
rour , and the Popsſs League in Germany : We profeſſe our 
ſelues deſirous and reſolved to maintaine it (as the ſame hath 
not onely beene undertaken , furthered , and happily main« 
tained ; but ſealed alſo, with the very blood of our moſt re- 
nowned and bleſſed King ) even with our uttermoſt power 
and endeavours , untill it ſhall pleafe Almighty God ( in his 
due time ) to eſtavliſh and ſettle a happy and deſired peace 
for the good of his Charch. Whereas alſo it is molt ne- 
ceſſary , that wee Arme , ſtrengthen and provide our ſclves, 
apainſt other accrewing andnewly growing cnemiecs; and to 
have a ſpeciall care , to preventall dangers and oppoſitions 
which may enſue : we have therefore ordered and ordained, 
and doe now will and ordaine, That the fame Edi# and 
Proclamation , which the laſt Harveſt time was conduded 
and confirmed : ſhall with all ſpecd and expedition bee pub- 
liſhed throughout the whole Realme and Kingdome: dire&- 
ly according to the ſame forme , as we firſt ordered : with 
condition , that all m<.15 rights and privil-dges ſhall thereby 
be kept inviolable, And by theſe preſents we doe promile, 
and doe freely conſent and grant . with and upon mature de- 
liberation , that in caſe the neede and neceſſity of the King- 
dome ſhall ſo require ; whether ir be by reaſon of the en- 
mity that we arc already fallen into, or in reſpeR of ſome 
new

new enemies , which haply may make oppoſition and enmi- 
ry againſt our moſt. gracious young £xeene , and "the State 
of this Kingdome; in one manneror other ; then we with 
life and goods are ready and willing , to maintaine our right 
and liberties : and to ſtand with all our might and ability, in 
oppoſition againſt all ſuch,as ſhall dare to confront and with- 
ſtand our proceedings. 


7. 

Seventhly, We know well cnough, that no Kingdome 
can poſſibly ſubſiſt without meanes : neither can any Warre 
be rightly managed, without great charges. And therefore,we 
have likewiſe thought fit and good, that the Life and 
Toll or Cuſtome, ſhall be covtinued for the good and profit 
of the Kingdome , according to the order and manner as the 
fame is now raiſedand received. As alſo, that the Meſſenger. 
ſhips granted the laſt yeere , ſhall for this time goe forward 
and take place. 

Moreover, if ſo bethat the Warre in Germany ſhould 
yet longer continue ; or if it ſhould kappen, that our King- 
dome and Countrey ſhould faſtenupon ſome other Ware 
and trouble; W e doe likewiſe promiſe and oblige our ſelues; | 
That when thereupon. we ſhall be required , by the Peeres 
Stares and- Lords of the Realme : Wee will with all our 
meanes , power and abilities , ſtandand fight for our Re- 
ligion, Queene , Kingdomes, and Liberties, whenſoever 
neceſſity ſhall thereunto invite us; For wee have ever his 
therto eſteemed, the welfare of our Kingdome and State, 
to be our chiefeft happinefle : and therefore have cou- 
ragiouſly adventnred both our goods and lives upon 
it, To this wee oblige our ſclues, by theſe Pre- 
tents. 


That We in all theſe particulars above written, are re- 
ſolved : and have unanimouſly , generally and particularly ; 
in our owne, and in the behalfe of our brethren , preſent 
and abſent ; as well unborne , as borne ; freely and willing-

ly conſefited, agreed, approoved and concluded ; and there- 
in ſufficiently accorded : and doe promiſe, as faithfull celi- 
gious and true fincere meaning SubjeRts, to performe the 
{ame : Wee the Conncell, State, &c. of Swedes , haue

Nd that the Reader ( for a Farewell) 
may pecrceine the preſent conſtitut;. 
/\ onof the affaires m the Empire; and 
in what good correſpondency the 
Proteſtant Princes are at this pre- 
/} f(entone with another;and how well 
7 diſpoſed to the continuance of the 
S=7 warres, for ſo gooda Cauſe: I will 
conclude my Booke, with that new League, of theſe 4. Prin. 
cipalt Circles of the Empire, that isto Ty , The Franconian, 
Suevian,the Upper and Lower Circles of the Rhine;made inthe 
Diet of Hlbran in the Dukedome of Wirtemberg, 18, Eng- 
Ef miles from Heidleberg; in the moneths of Marchand e4- 
prilllaſt _ : that ſo my Story may end, as it begun ; witha 
Dier. There were perſonally preſent at this meeting ; the 
Duke of Wirremberg and the eAdminiſtrator, the Marqueſle 
of Baden,the Count of Haraw , with the moſt of the 17. 
Earles of Wetteraw. For the Prince Elector Palatine, and 
the Adminiſtrator Lodowick Philip, ( Brother to the King of 
Bohemia ) were there 4. Commiſſioners : whereof Colonell 
Peblitz being the chiete ; he fate above all the Princes, at the 
upper end of the Table ; all the Propoſitions were direQted to- 
wards him , and he had the opening of allletters, in place of 
the Eleftor Palatine, There were preſent beſides, the —_ 
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The Diet of Heilbrun. 
ſadors of other Princes,and the Deputies of the Imperiall Ci. 
tics in theſe 4. Circles, The Lord Chanceltor Oxenftiern, (by 
whoſe procurement this Diee had beene convoked) had his 
lodging in the towne,and came-not at all nto the 6, 
among the Princes : but ſenethemnr in this &i/cowr/e, and theſe 
Propoſitions following : which were the grounds and mare- 
rials, for the Diet to worke upon. His ſtile in the preſent 
Diet, was, Councellor, Chancellor and Extraordinary Amba/- 
ſador, for the moſt Illuſtrions and High-borne, the Hereditary 
Heyer and Princeſſe of the Crawne of Sweden, And with this 
Declaration, he began his Propoſitions. 

Tlluſtrious and Right Honourable Princesand States Evar- 
geliacall here aflembled. 


I will not too much treſpafſe upon your patience, with an Oxenflierns 
over-tedious recitall of the Cauſes , upen which the High ®ropolitions. 


and mighty Prince of ever glorious memorie, Guftavar e- 
delphus King of Sweden, cc. was —_— totake Armes ; 
and openly to make oppoſition agaiit the Rowan Emperonr 
Ferdiaand the Second of that name, and his confederates the 
Catholiks Leagners ; more and more, at that time, every day 
prevailing in their oppreſſionsof the Evangehacal Eletors, 
Princes and States ; and of their Honours , priviledges, and 
immunitics , all the Rowane Empere over, yea, and moſt in- 
inriouſly , beginaing to encroach upon rhe next neighbour 
Princes , aud their Provinces : foraſmnch as theſe things 
be notorious unto the world, and that the Iuſtice of the 
Kings Armes ,-be by no man doubted of, And yet fome 
briefe recapitulation , doe I thinke convenient to make of 
them, 

Moſt apparent it is , that his faid ſacred Majefty (now at 
reſt in the Lord ) was without any formall denunciation of 
vaarre,infeſted by the Emperour. His Ambafladors,comming 
with the offer and meanes of a peaceable compounding ct 
depending Controverſies, moſt diſgracefully entreated : yea, 
and (contrary toall lawes of nations and civility ) not with- 
out (cornefull affronts _—_ 7% home againe; _— 
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whole Treaty by that vſage , abruptly broken off with him, 
That his ſubies of Sweden , even contrary to long uſage, 
amity, and Covenants, heretofore, in general, contrated with 
the Romane Empire; and in particular , with certame nei 
bour Princes and Free-States, have beene diſturbed in their 
Commerces, Embargo's laid upon their Ships, and fetters up- 
on their ſaylers. 

That the Catholihe Leagwers, likewiſe, notwithſtanding 
that among other F/efors of the Empire they had beene re 
queſted, that they would be pleaſed ro forbeare the making 
themſelues parties in theſe differences , but rather to ſeeke 
how to find redrefl* for them : and notwithſtanding, that at 
the requeſt of the French King , confederated with his facred 
Maieſty , there had beene gan granted nnto the faid 
Leagmers, if ſo be they thought good to accepr of it : yet did 
they not onely refuſe that Nemtrality , but entred alſo intoa 
ſtriter confederation of warres againſt his ſaid Miieſty, and 
conjoyning their forces under their Generall Ti#y, withthoſe 
of his Imperiall Majeſty: they forbare not to doe their utter- 
moſt againſt the ſaid King, whom out of pure neceflity rhey 
by this meanes enforced, in hoſtile manner to oppoſe himſelte 
againſtall of them, 

And notwithſtanding that theſe and the like motives, 
(which for brevities ſake be here omitted ) doe ſufficiently 
juſtifie his ſaid Maieſtics Armes-taking, being he was enfor- 
cedto them : yet this is the thing above all the reſt to bee 
conlidered ; the deviſes, namely , and vaſt proje&s of the 
Howſe of eAuftria : not. onely famous in diſconrſe all the 
world over, but fo farre a tually advanced alrzady, and fo 
2Ccre tO execution , that the very Principall Ports of the 
Dukedomes of Mecklenburg and. of Pomerland, were 
rcally alrcady ſeaſedupon , and the Imperialiſts wholly , by 
this time , buſicd in rigging out ſuch a fleere, as might be 
able not onely to diiturbe th: Commerce betwixt the neigh- 
bour Kingdomes ; but alſo at pleaſure to divert it to 0- 


ther places. By this mcanes ſhould the Span _ 
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firſt put upon the ſhoulders of the Northerne people ; and 
from thence, (as the fitteft place for ſuch a purpoſe) might 
it bee flung upon the necks of all other Kingdomes and 
Common-wealths in Ewrepe, And juſt in the f(elfe ſame 
manner, and upon no other reaſon ; was that moſt anci- 
ent Family of Mecklenburg , withont hearing of their 
cauſe, or any lepall formalities of Proceeding : aftually 
and de fafto deſpoyled of their iuſt Principalities and Roy- 
alties. The Dnkedome of Pemerland , likewiſe , withour 
any colour of right at all,contrary to all equity and deſerving, 
was atrally ſeaſed npon : yea, contrary toall covenants and 
fincere promiſes of the Emperour , more then barbarouſly 
entreated, 

The moſt juſt King , therefore, ſceing by the excellent 
acuteneſle of that Iudgement which God from on high had 
endowed him withall , he was eaſily able to forſee, what 
all this was likely in the end to tend unto : reſolved to 
connive no longer , at {© prevailing and daily more ap- 
parent a miſchiefe : but "add it to belong to him , and 
to his neighbour King (againſt whom alſo, theſe and the 
like projets were a hammering) in time to prevent this 
encroaching danger, Vnto this was his Majeſty the more 
provoked , by the ſerious confideration of the Ronuane 
Empire , and the moſt lamentable condition which with- 
in theſe few yeeres laſt paſt , it had beene brought unto : 
wherein he obſerved , that thoſe Princes that were neereſt 
to him in the bond of Blood or Religion, were partly diſ- 
ſeiſed of their Countries and their dignities , and either 
thruſt into baniſhment abroad , or tyranniſed upon at home, 
ſometimes by their equalls ; and which worſe is , even by 
their inferiours otherwhile dominee1'd upon: and with 
Skornes and contumelies abuſed, His Majeſty perceived 
withall, how theſe Princes with their neighbonrs, were 
by a continuall feare kept under; their rights, withour 
al reſpeR, wrung from them : = fundamentall conſtitmtions 
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of the Empire , overturned , and that theother party might 
at ner what they luſted : were the Princes over- 
charged with the Imperiall Armies. And to calt the fairer 
gloſle of Tnſtice, upon all this; was that moſt extremely pre- 
judiciall unto the Evangetiacall Elefors , States, and Prin. 
ces, the late Imperiall Decree pretended , for the reſtitu- 
tion of the Church goods , (forſooth) and the execution 
of it, 

By theſe devices , wasthere nothing of the ancient Em» 
pire, Cuſtomes and Conſtitutions, left unviolated: the peace, 
both of Church and Common-wealth , was diſturbed ; the 
Senttions and Conſtitations of the Empire , prophaned; the 
orders for convoking and holding of Diets, abuſed, broken, 
and ſubverted; the Articles and pratice of Commerce with 
neighbour States, innovated and diſtracted: yeaall places tho- 
row the whole wide Empire, filled with complainings, teares 
and ſighings. All theſe mileries, did fo cordially aff:& that 
bleſſed King and moſt valiant Champion: (who being a Chri- 
ſtian, Evangeliacall meighbour Prince, hadalſo his ſharein 
theſe ſufferings , and was by the pride and inſolency of the 
adverſaries , withall enforced to take Armes) that he ſuppo- 
ſed it well became him , not to bee forgetfull of the Prin- 
ces of his owne blood and Religion : and that hee oughe , 
withall, to give way unto that. evident Divine calling , 
which preſſed him to endcavour the delivery of Gods 
people, 

And what event hath followed upon this his reſolution, 
from the firſt undertaking unto this very day : is ſufficiently 
every where made manifeſt, Namely, that his Maieſty clee- 
red, firſt of all, the Coaſts and Port townes of Pomerland 
and of CAMecklenburg , of the enemy : reſtored the Dukes 
of Mecklenburg againe mto their Countries, freed the Ele- 
Aorate of Brawdenbrrg , chaſed away the enemy , from the 
banks of the river E&; and how after the Vittory of Leipfch, 
he led on his owne Armics , againſt the Catholks Biſhepricks 
and Eleftorates ; and how thoſe Leaguers, whoſe m—— 
chiefly 
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chiefly was, which way, handſomelyeſt, to devide the lands 
of the Evangeliacall EleRorr, Princes and States, and to live 
npon their bloods: He made to play leaſt in fight,and to ſhift 
themſelves away ont of their owne houſes, which they, cre- 
whiles, ſappoſed had beene fo ſurely founded. 

By which viRtorious proceedings of his Maicſty , the 
whole courſe of the buſinefſe was ſo tuned about againe ; 
that the EleAtors , Princes , and States Evangehacall in the 
Empire: who maſt ſuffer,before, and ſay nothing, tooke cou- 
rage, now, to put their heads into the world againe ; and to 
looke after the recovery of their ancient liberties and Do- 
minions: yea, and to grow ſo bold upon ir, as to goc thorow 
with the Diet of Leipfich, and to reſolue npon ſach Con- 
cufions there , asapparently made ſhow of their purpoſe to 
conſerve and defend the declining liberties , both of their 
Country and their Confſciences : yea and boldly to make de- 
monſtration unto the Emperour , of their being ſenſible of 
the vninſtneſſe of his Proceedings, And notwithſtanding 
that before the Decrees of that Dier conld be brought to 
perfetion, they were by the over-powring immdation of 
the Imperiall and Leegwer Armies, waſhtaway intonothing, 
and their aſſumed weapons, beaten out of their hands apaine : 
yer did the ſelfe ſame Princes after the Leipſich Vifory , fo 
well recolle& their d:j-Red courages , un the greater part 
of them by ſingle and private c eracies, ſo mter-league 
themſelues with the Maj-ity and Crowne of Sweden, chat ci. 
ther by re-aſſuming the performance of the Decrew of that 
Diet, or by ſome other reall and aRtuall meat: they did 
wholly commit themſclues,unto his Maieltics Ole direRion 

And thus fremthat time untill this, with the fd King,have 
they taken up Armes, together,with and for.che Crowne of 
Hyeden, againſt the Emperor and the Leagner.W hich Armes, 
hitherto, (the Lord of Hofts them graciovly aſliſting) have 
they honourably maintained: and theugn with much perill, 
yetnot without much happinefle _ 
is 
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His Maieſty, of ever honoured memory,had of long time, 
verily, deſired nothing more; then how he might conſolidate 
the Evangeliacall Eleors, Princes, and States, by a common 
league, into oneand the ſame Body of Confederacy. Bur 
for that the power of the enemy , ſtill with ſuch fierceneſſe 
preſſed in upon him; he could never find: himſelfe at ſo much 
goed leiſure, as the bringing about of ſo difficult a bulineſſe 
would require of him. For which reaſon, He iudg'd it moſt 
conducing to the common intereſt, to enter into ſome par- 
ticular,and as it were preparatory Cenfederacics in the meane 
time: thatthe Cauſe, notwithſtanding , might cffeAually 
gocon, untill ſome fairer opportunitie of occalion might at 
length bee preſented unto his Maieſtie : as well to provide 
for his owne and their fafties; as alſo to make up one com- 
mon tyeand obligation betweene them. Vnrill the happi- 
neſſe of whichopportunity , he thought to uphold and con- 
tinue on the buſineſſe,by the love of their common ſaferies; 
and by the counſels and aſſiſtance of the Crowne of Sweden : 
which, for the time being, might countervaile a more formall 
Confederacic. 

But for as much, as by reaſon of the continuall Expeditions 
and Marchings from place to place , that he was ſtill putun- 
to, hecould never have ſo muchgood leafure, as to begin 
thoſe faire Courles, nor to ſettle a better order for the ob- 
ſerving of Military Diſcipline : it is thereby come to paſſe, 
that mt onely whole Provinces (as in ſuch deadly warres 
it ever falleth out, and eſpecially where the Field of Warre 
is ſo univerſall ) have beene waſted and much ſpoyled , but 
the licentiouneſle of the ſouldiery growne to that head , as 
that without a ſpeedy remedy , the whole a&ion muſt of 
neceſſity comae tonothing. Verily, bis Maieſty of everglo- 

rious memory, had thought of nothing more ſeriouſly : 
and out of the fatherlyneſſe of his care to the common 
Cauſe, had endoyoured nothing more diligently , then to 
have made his perosall reſidence amongſt the Princes, in 
theſe Upper Parts of th\Empire * and with his owne neigh- 
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bourhood , not onely the more to have affured the ProteQi- 
on of thoſe YVpper Circles, (according as he had already) 
but how alſo he might have beene perſonally preſent in a Diee 
of theſe foure Circles, for the'concluding of ſome ſerrled 
good orders, how the ſomething: decayed Military Diſei- 
pline, might have beene repaired. 

And notwithſtanding that my ſelfe for mine owne part, 
was ſo ſtonyed with the dolefull and meſt lamentable death 
of my faiddeare Lord and Maſter , as that I ſeemed to have 
cauſe enough to give over any more —_ theſe buſi- 
nefſes , and to leave the managing unto their handlings, 
whom ſo deeply it concemed : yet upon maturer confidera- 
tion , how eaſily in the middeſt of theſe fierceneſſes of the 
enemy, there might betide ſome notable confuſion, either a- 
mongſt the Armies, or the Princes: and that the whole Cauſe 
might of its owne weightineſſe, fall to ſo lew a Conditi- 
on as were not eaſlc afterwards to bee repaired : and that 
by this mecanes , all the Counſels , proceedings, delignes 
and viRtories of my faid facred Lord the King ; would 
come to no other end nor purpoſe , but to the giving occaſi- 
on to the finall and totall ruine of all his Confederates and 
Part=takers : I had rather lay aſide mine owne private re- 
ſpeas to my ſelfe , then fo abruptly to deſert the em- 
ployment. ' 

For this onely reaſon, therefore, have I fo earneſtly hi- This clauſe 
therto endeavoured, to nphold rhe bulinefſe , and couragi- —_ does 
ouſly (according to my power) foto diſpoſe of all oppor- —— 
tunities, as might ſaite tothe beſt advantage of the publike. ſcandall upon 
Yea, and not onely fo , but I have beene an earneſt ſtiter the dead King; 
withall unto the Crowne of Sweden ; that the State woutd 9 chat vader 
be pleaſed ſtill to continue on the warre , that that moſt a. wag = 
commendable and praiſe worthy intention of His Sacred ſought meerly 
MA1ESTI E : might obtaine the defired and intended his owne pri- 
iſſue, In this my ſuite I have ſo farre JENne , that voce incereſt :

I have already from thence received a full Commuſſion » Empire. This 


if ſo,why ſhould the Swediſh kingdome now continue on the warres?Sceing their King is 
dead, and their young Queene, not capable of being Emperour, 
cc to 
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to treateand conclude with the BleAors,States,and Princes of 
the Empire,upon that matter: and if I find the Confederates 
and Partakers ſo inclined , I have pewer from the Royall 
Heyer and: Crowne of Sweden, in their names to continue on 
the worke to aperfeion, 

For mine owne part, therefore, I'would ſee nothing with 

more gladneiſe, then a Generalt Diet of all the £Evangehiacall 
EleQors Princes and States, of the whole facred Romane Em. 
pire, together. Burt foraſmuch- as Summer is now neere at 
band, and that the enemy is notably by this time, upon the 
growing hand ; and eameſtin his preparations for fome new 
expedition : and for that theſe 4. Vpper Circles are not 
ondly round encompaſſed by the common enemies; but have 
themalready within their very bowels : therefore, there be- 
ing danger in delaics , and for that a General Diet could not 
be convoked Without much time ſpending , andits peculiar 
ſolemnitics, (by which meanes the whole bufinefſe would be 
in danger in the meane time to- be rather rained: then remed- 
ed; ſo long it would be beforea publike and ioynt determi» 
nation could be agreed upon: ) therefore have I thought it 
more neceflary , (which alſo was ſollicited- and defired by 
divers States both of this Ypper Part of the Empire, 
and the Vpper Saxony ) that upon the death- of my aid 
Soveraigne Lord the King, to deferre the procuring of a 
Generall Diet , and ſo to haſten on the Diee of Um, 
as out of hand to bring it to concluſion. This my pur- 
poſe ſo ſoone as it was made knowne unto. divers of 
the moſt Nluſtrious and right honourable Princes and 
States ; there was occaſion given and meanes projo- 
Red for another new meeting , for the cauſes before re» 
hearſcd. 

And here I render all due and humble thankes, bothto the 
Princes and States perſonally here aſſembled, and to the Am- 
baſſadors of the abſcnt, ſeverally and altogether : for that up- 
onthe cameſt invitation of my good intention, they diſdai- 
ned not to give this meeting. And now moſt carneſtly doe F 
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beſeech'you all, that vou would take to heart and with maty- 
rity conlider npon the common eſtate of the Cane Evanye. 
liacall : and with your pradenteſt and providenteſt conſulta- 
tions, and readieſt of your aſſiſtance, e and ſet forward 
the common bulineſſe of the e, the ſafety of your 
native Countrey, and your owne proper welfares. And moſt 
heartily doe I defire-of God , that you may have profitable 
deſignes , happy expeditions, and all proſperous and defi- 
red ſaccefſes. And for mine owne part, thus much I make 
free tender of, that I will at no time in any thing be wan- 
ting, in what I ſhall cither judge to bee beneficiall ro 
the Cauſe; or wherein I may any way bce ſervicea- 
ble. And this I promiſe both for my felfe, arid in the 
name of the Hereditary Princeſſe , and Crowne of Swe- 
den 


To theend, therefore, that the points neceſlary, may the 
better and more orderly be deliberated upon ; and the Con- 
cluſion the better ſpeeded : I have thought it neceſſary, that 
the chiefe heades atone —_ oy "—_— 
Comvocatory letters ibited ; 
bee diſtinguiſhed into Artecles : molt obſequiouſly , and 
in the humbleſt manner entreating of your Highneſſes, that 
you would bee pleaſed to make conſtruftion of them to 
the faireſt ſence; and ſo to accommodate and haſten forward 
your owne reſolutions, as may be moſt advantageous for the 
preſent ſtate of the buſinefle , and the imminentnefle of the 
danger.

Theſe Propoſitions were tendred to the Princes, &c, the 
very firſt day of the mcering : that is to ſay, after the Sermon,

den, Much encouragement had the Spami, to haſten this 
their undertaking ; for that they had intelligence ſent them 
home trom about Trrers , that there was ſome contraft and 
jcalonſies betwixt diverſe of thoſe chiefer Commander 
and Governours of townes in the Palatinate; whom the 
King had left there at his departure. 

The Count of Embader with the firſt armie, upon our 
Eaſter eve ,the laſt of March 1632. paſſed himſelfe in good 
order, by the bridge of Trey; citie, over the river of Ms- 


They being Je! : which they might freely enough doe, for that they ud 


paſt the Aſo/el. 
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the favour generally of the Ele tor of Triers ſubjeRts ; anda 
garriſon of their owne men in this citie. The Spanrard? be- 
ing now upon the Eaſterne fide of the faid river , they firſ 
ofal ( as both times heretofore they had done) go alongthe 
banck of it, wnro Traerbach ; two and twenty Engli/o miles, 
to the North-ealt from the bridge aforeſaid, inthe _

Uentz afterwards preſented unto the Queene of Swedes. 
This countrey of the Hwntrrack, is very apt indeed for ſuch 
like military repriſals ; it being a very hilly and woody 
place ; as ifnature had meant it for the dreſſing of ambuſca- 
does ; into which ſuch ſtrangers as are not well traded in 
the country , may eaſily enough fall.

His place in the Armie,is that 
of a Lesfrenant Colonel ; of whom hee hath precedence, but 
is behinde all Colonels, A General- Adjntant is the fame of- 
ficer , which in our Eng/s/s di/ciplme, wee call a Corporal of 
the field. The French call him = aide de Camp: an Aide or 
eAſſiſtant of the field. 

To returne to our Storie. The Spaxiards being thus put 
to the rout : and having in the rime paſlcd ſince the lalt fight 
had about 1 oo of their men flaine , and as many more taken 
priſoners ; that had beene ſent out upon eſpyals,and for pro-

horſ* and foot ( 30co, ſome name ) and 10 pieces of ordi- 
nance, to joyne with them. The Spams rhus re-enforced, 
and ſo necre now unto the Imperial citie of Formbs : verily 
beleeved it was , that they had a moneths minde towards it, 
Bur from theſe thoughts , was Do» Philipable to diſſwade 
them : who having beene {o neere a neighbour unto 3ormbs 

theſe many yeares ; could well enough now enforme them, 
how ſtrong a garriſon of Swediſh foot , with 8 Cornets of 
horſe, ( beſides the Traine-bands of the Burgers ) therenow 
was within the cirie.

Imperiall town this 1s ; yea the Chamber of the #mpire. 

The place of it, is upon the Weſterne bancke of the river 

Rhine , ſome 11 or 12 Eng/:/+ miles on this ſoutherne ſide 

of Manheim , in the Palatinate. It had heretofore accorded 
with the King of Sweden, and accepted of his garrifon : as 
Page 59 of our Second Part , we have told you. It was now 
kept with ſome 200 men, by Colonel Horneck : who had 
heretofore done the King very good ſervice. And now alſo, 
as if he had not yet forgone all his former courage and re- 
putation; he anſweres the firſt ſummons, as it he had meance 
to have beaten the Spaxi4rd: out of Chriſtendome : for he 
thunders and fallies upon them , bravely. But the Sparih 
bringing forward their Approaches or Rowling trenches, 
ſoberly ; and with many hands, having by the next morning 
almoſt perfeRed their lines,and gotten up r, or 2, Batteries: 
Hornek,, fearing another Blacks May day of it , ſhould his 
towne bee ſtormed : hee upon the very next ſummons, the 
ſecond day of planting of the fiege ; hangs out his white flag, 
to treat uponthe rengring. 


The chiefe of the Articles which he deſired for his gar- 
riſon, were theſe foure.

And thus was the faire and Imperiall citie of Sprers ren- 
dredup unto the Sp4»z/s ; about 10 aclock inthe forenoone 
April 21. This being fay-day , according to the par 
computation. 

Some fay,that Colonel Horneck had ( with that garriſon) 
undertaken the keeping of the citie ; and had refuſed other 
ſuccours : which if hee did , he was then the more to blame 
for it ; for that, had he held irout, hee had within a day or 
two bcene relieved. Duke Bernard Weymar , with the Pa- 
latine Birckenfe/ar , having once learned which way the 
Spaniards after the laſt fight April 1 3, had direQed their 
march , he upon the 16, advanced with $600 foot and $000 
horſe, out of Aerts, to have followed after them : andto 
have adventured to releive whatever place , they ſhould 
have attacked. He was already comne as farre as Wormbs, 


To this purpoſe : which was within little more then a dayes 


march , of the Spamiſs leaguer. Some ſay , that Horneck had 
notice of all this : and fo much was at his ſending for to 
CMentz,, laid unto his charge by the Chancellor Oxenſftiern ; 
who immediatcly fent up word to the King , of his manner 
of yeelding up the citic. Horneck, , indeed denied , any 
notice hee bad, of Duke Bernaras comming : notwithſtan- 
ding which, he was ſtill kept under arreſt, till his ſentence 

came 
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came out of Bavaria from the King , that hee ſhould [ofe 
both Horne and wecke too , for it. But execution was defer- 
red, and his excuſes, of the impoſſibility for him with 206 
men, to make good ſuch a compaſle of walls ; when, eſpeci- 
ally , ſo potent a fation domineered in the towne , were 
accepted ; which were, indeed, preſented to the King, in his 
yo wry by the Queenes Majeſtic, Duke Bernard, and ſome 
others. 

Duke Bernard hearing Spiers to be2 thus taker by the 
Count of Embaden y and that Don Gonzales. de (urdeva was 
alreadie upon his march in the further parts of Lauxembnrg, 
to paſſe the Moſel allo into the Palatinare, for the ſeconding 
of the Count of Embden : hee ſends part of the Armie to-

Cordova Wormbs wasat that time alſo takennew order for; ,,,,,, 


& that gallant Cavalier Chriſtopher Haubald ( who had late- 
ly taken Hana, as P. 22. of our Sec. Part we told you Jnow 
became their Governor, Hanaw citie ( you may pleaſe to 
underſtand ) kad beene reſtored to its Earle, the Lord of ity 
and Haxba/d with the Kings garriſon , drawneout of it. He 
being now Governor of Wormb: , had 24 foot-companies, 
and one troope of horſe, left in it for his garriton : the 0- 
ther 7 Corners of horſe which were in it , when the Spars- 
ds , tother day , marcht by it ; _ now drawne out , to 
augment the Armie, Hawbatd, firſt of all, lights and diſman- 
tles partof the Suburbs : the betrer-ro forrihe the cirie: at 
which worke, cauſing 1500 Labourers to be daily employ» 
cd ; hee hoped within 14 or 16 dayes to make it fo fenfible; 


as not to feare the firſt ſight or terror of an-enemie; entz nnd Mentz, 
had al{ this while beene-new ed, by the labours of *trengthened: 


30*0 Boores'and ſouldiers ; and ſome new workes made 
to it ; eſpecially by the G#ftavi-Srtade , or New towne, 
which the King of Sweeden had cauſcd to be added to it. 


In this towne, and alittle before this ; had the 3aibiff of 
. Bb 3 Mentz 
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Mentz, beene laid hold of and impriſoned by the Chancel. 
lor. His fault was , for.having continueda {ecret correſpon- 
dencie with his old-maſter the Archbiſhop : and for having 
made a late and ſecret voyage to him unto C*liex. The Chan- 
cellor, it ſeemes, ſince the Spaniards marching by,had beene 
abroad to laok to other places. At his comming home,abour 
this April 20 the French Ambaſſador (till reſident in Mens, 
made a great complaint of the Colenel the Governor,whom 
the Chancellor had left within the citie, The cauſe was , for 
that hee upon the bearing of the Eeclefraſticks faRion in 
Spires , in favour of the Span - had commanded thoſe at 
Aevntz. , to depart thecitie ; and had arreſted ſome of them, 
for not obeying. The wiſe Oxenſtiern willing to gratifie the 
Ambaſſador, releaſed the arreſt quietly,and reſtored the Ec- 
clefraſtecks to their Cloyſters. 

Towards the end of April , came the Quene of Swedes 
into Afentz : whom the Chancellor with fome gallanter 
troopes of horſe, went to meet withall. Diverſe Princes 

_ andGentlemen ( both of the Countrey and Armie )went al- 
The Queeneof {g tgreceive her Majcltic as farre as Coſtam; about a mile or 
_— cone? 2.from ents, and on the other fide of the Aaine towards 
© Franchfard. Here were 80 Companies of foot alfo pur into 
Battaglia : through whom, the Queene with a traine of 20, 
coaches paſſing over the new made bridge : tvoke up her 
lodging in the EleRorall Palace , where thee remained till 

Auguſt after , that ſhe went towards Wartzburg, 

The Queenes perſon thus brought into a place of ſaferie, 
and theſe 3 good townes , with others , taken order for ; 
part of the Armie is ſent with the youg Rhinegrave towards 

= ., the AMoſel: freſh newes being againe brought to Mere, 

ow no that Don Cordova was comne almoſt as neere as Triers, 

the Moſel , ro WIKh 22 troopes of horſe, and 6000 foot forces. This was 

oppoſe D's about the beginning of our May , the 8 of which moneth, 

Cordove, Dake 3 Weymar having at Menez diſcharged him-

Wee left the Count of Embdes within" Spwes, whoſe 
Armie ſince their taking of that towne, had attempted no- 
thing upon the reſt of the countrey : excepting onely that 
hee enquartered ſome troopes in Aenwiler , Cron-wifſenburg 
and Landaw. The occaſion for this was ( | ſuppoſe J imthe 
Marqueſſe of Fader ; as wee fhall tell you by and by. From 
the towneſmen of piers, ( notwithſtanding any former 
conditions made with Horneck ) did the Count demand 
100000 Dollars, which upon their complaint of povertie, The Count of 
were moderated to 800-0.

But the Count of Embden very ſuddenly after this, was 
fayne of himſelfe , to forſake the towne, without receivin 
any other commiſſion from Bruſſels, then that hee coul 
not from thence bee relieved. The Swedf troopes alreadie His nccefies. 
advanced towards the 4o/#4 , intercepted a Connryes |

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anda Packet of his to Don Cordova , and her Highneſſe the 
Archaxcheſſe ; That unleſſehee'might bee ſeconded from 
thence, byithin 1.4 Yayes ; he ſhould no wayes be able to keep 
his poſſeſſion in the countrey : but be conſtrained to venture 
his Armie into the mercy of the Swedes , at his countermar- 
ching. And fo it fell out indeed: For the Rhinegrave having 
with his Armie by this time taken poſſeſſion of the Hunts. 
yuck , Don Cordova that was now advanced as high as 
Tiers, judged it a better peece of Soldiery to retire againe 
with his Armie , the:) to aduenture it upon ſuch difficulties, 
Some of his horſe, and 2. Commiſſaries (as Ifind) amongſt 
them , being ſent over Triers bridge into the Hantsruck, 
to diſcover the poſture of the Rhwmnegrave , and to make 
Dor Cordova proviſions for the following Armie : were light upon by 
cannor get o- the Swediſp, and ſent priloners into ents. Thoſe that 
rerthe Moſt. eſcaped, carryed this word backe unto Don Cordova , that 
the Swedsf were too ſtrong for him in the Hantsrack , und 
that they had poſſeſt themſelves of all the advantageous 
Poaſts, in the woods and mountaines. This newes canſed 
Cordova toretyre, and toleave the Count of Embden batin 
a bad taking. 
The Count of Some other neceſſities , pincht at the ſame time upon the

The 

other (trengrh they went to take ſcifin of, was the caſtle of 
Hermanſtem ; where the 4ſo/ct falls into the Rhine : and 

this corner if the Zrexcb gat into, they would prove very 

troubleſome to. the Sper in their e backe againe, 

through the Hwntsruck, And (o, indeed, it after hapned. 
To theſe two, is athird neceſſity to be added The Prince of 
Orange was now preparing for the field ; ſo that there was

Aad theſe are ſome of the reaſons, that conſtrained the 
Count of Embden, fo ſuddenly to forfake theſe quarters. 
This is ſure, That about the ſame day moneth, that he rook 
Spiers citie upon , he againeforſooke it, Saturday April 23 he 
entred it, & upon W hitſun Munday May 21 he again leaves 
it. Dow Philip de F3{va, who had ſo long beene Generall in 
theſe * parts upon the Rhize ; now prepares likewiſe to re- 
turne home wich the Armie. This Generall , tooke order 
before his parting, for the re-enforcing of the garrifon of 
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Franckendale, with 3. freſh troopes of horſe, & 1 202. foot-. and the » Ete- 


men The Magazine healſo cauſed to be new Rtorecl;and the 
ſicke and unlerviceable people , to be brought out of it, For 
the defence of Sp:ers, did the Count of £mwbden appoint 
1000 horſe and fuot ; and ſo left the neighbour countrey,to 
the direQion of the Marqueſſe of Baden, as hee had dcefired, 
The Generall Oſſa perceiving the Spaniſs about to goe ; hee 
torſakes eA//ati4, jult about thistime , going with all ſpeed 
to the ſiege of Bibrach : of which ſee Page 190, of our Se-

The 2. $p«/5 Geyeralls parting from Spiers May 21, and 
Cc having 
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Eaving drawne outall their troopes of the neighbour quar- 
ters : and taking bat 5 fielding pecces along with them : 
they give ir out, before their going out of Spzers , that their 

irpoſe now was to march upwards into Al/atia , by the 
Rhmes ſide , and there to joyne with the Generall Offa, 
This was a deviſe to amuſe the Swedip withall : whome 
the Spaniards ( the Chiefe of their defire now being to make 
a quiet retraite ) were not willing to have any thing to doe 
withall.

'they make to get them further off : the Sweai/b feeling , by 
and by , that horſemen and muskettiers , were too hard far 
piſtolls and Car4bimers , onely. Theſe two trappes being 
foundly pelted by the Sp-w1/þ ; take the rout preſently upon

, , troopes of Hoynecks Regiment , being ſent by the Rhine- 
ha tne : grave, for the ſucconring of theſe ranne-awayes : received 
Kbinegraves, Into themſelves fo great an impreſſion of cowardile ; from 
the others feares ; that they alſo turne the bridle withthem, 
and gallop with all ſpeed towards A/rzerw.

ground of the Swed:& Infanterie, as that they could neyer 
get up, togive them a generall onſet. 

Thoſe Spares horſe that were left behinde , either to 
manne the Reere, or to guard the baggage ; would turne a- 
gaine , now and then perchance , and give the Swed/s their 
piſtolls, and ſo kill or ſpoile them a man cr two , that way ; 
but yer they never ſtood to it : their purpoſe being, to make 


good their retreat;& if they did skirmiſh,now and then, yet 


{till was ir but retyring. The S$weds being all hoſe, had 
this advantage upon the Spaniſs Foot : that they could ride 
out and in,and charge them upon which flanck they pleaſed; 
the Rhinegrave upon one hand, and the Fins under Sto/. 
hanſhe upon the other : and borh at pleaſure. And yet that 
which afflited the Span: worle Ten all this, was , that 
their enemies ſtill ſoliciting them with renewed Alarmes; 
they could never be ſuffered either to pitch, or fleepe ; nor 
totake any manner of reſt , night, or day, for 45 houres to- 
gether. Being thus enforced ro march forwards, {till,& for- 
wards ; if any encumbrance withall, chanced to fall among 
their wagons,or any carriage of their ordnance to be broken: 
either muſt thole neceſſary implements bee forſaken, or the 
mens lives moft deſperately be expoſed , that durſt ſtaybe- 
hinde eicher to mend or defend them. The whole Army 
would never make Halt or ſtay, for any private occaſion: 
and in this poſture did the Spaniards retreate, & the Swedifs 
horſe purſue ( the groſſe of foot following ot! as faſt , as 
might bee ) till they came to Zaxtereck a foreſaid ; full 16 
miles of ground from Gelheim, ( neere which the fight be- 
ganne ) and as heavy to march, as ſome otherthirtie. 

The Spaniards fecing now no remedie , but that the 
Sweas/p were likely to purſite them ever ; and perceiving 
withall ; diverſe of their owne wheeles and carriages to bee 
by this time much broken and ſhattered in the woods-and 
rugzed mountaines : they there reſolve to ridde them- 
ſelves of that lumber. Here ſer they fire unto a many of 
their wagons ; the carriages of their orduance , they burned; 

an 
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' & the peeces they drowned inthe river Zater.Their ſicke 


& wounded men, they put upon the horſes that had drawn 
them ; and ſo haſted to the Northward, towards the Moſe/. 
Being thus lightned ; now double they their march : and 
from thence tothe river Nah , ( which gave them entrance 
into the Duchie of Simmern , and the Hunterach : ) they 
had ſomething a more champion countrieto doe it in, Here 
the Swedi/s gave it over; ſtaying about Lantereck,awhile,to 
refreſh themſelves : from whence, the Armie turned aſide, 
partly towards Cremtznach,r 5 Englih miles to the right had 
and North of Lantereck , and partly back againe to Alrzeim. 
The way betwixt the firſt encounter and parting of the Ar- 
mies, lay ſtrewed with dead , maimed, fick , and wearyed 
bodies, ever and anon ; Spaniards, Italians , Wallons and 
Burgundians : of which ( if you will take the Swedsb and 
the Boores reckning ) there were full 2000. The drowned 
ordnance were found, and wcighed up againe. Some 409 
( others name 800 ) wagons , either burnt or left behinde :

Di- 
vers priſoners were taken ;and among them , about 60 Of- 
ficers : all which were carryed into Mentz. Of the Spaniſh 
Armie that thus marcht away , were there ſaid robee 8oco 
foot , and 3000 horſe, or neere upon it (not fo many | be- 
leeve ) all which, by the beginning of June, were gotten 
as farre as the Aoſe/, and ſome part of them already paſſed 
it. Much encumbrance did they atter encounter withal), in 
the Blefor of Triers countrey. The French forces , and his

Dow Gonzales de (,ordeva md HMomerry Governor of 
Maeſtricht , hawing not beene able to get over the eſel, to 
the reliefe of the Count of Zmbaer ; now, for feare that the 
Swedsf6 ſhould have paſſed over after him : ſtayed for the 
faid Count in the countrey of Latzenburg : and afterward 
peeced in with him about Vaaweu and the river aze.The 
Count of Merede , with thoſe forces which he had therea- 
bouts newly levyed for the Emperor ; was then about the

The Sweds/+ part of the Armie, which returned from the 
fight, to A/tzcim ; went preſently with the Chancellor back 
againe to Aerts. ; and the other part, that moved rowards 
Crentznach ; went forward with the Rbinegrave , after a 
while , into the Hanteck. There hee repriſed ( though 
with ſome little adoe , at firſt, the townes of Kirchberg, 
Simmern , and others ; wherein the Spaniards had left ſome 
weake garriſons, Nor had the Swed/%, after this,much adoc 
about the Pa/atwmare : till that in July after , they were ſent 
for by the King to Norimberg. 

The ſtate in which the Spaniards left the P a/atinare, ſhall 
wee now tell you of Having made themſelves maſters of 
S$piers , they forced ſome garciſons upon the next neighbour 
ene voluntarily quitted by ſuch 
Swedsfs , as were there enquartered : even as the ſclfe-ſame 
townes had beene before quitted by the Spens/> ,as Pag- 59+ 
of our Second Part,wee have before told you. Theſe rownes 
were Anewyler, Cron-Weſſendwrg, Landas and ſome others: 
and ont of thele ( as being nohbg fencible } they now at

The Biſhop Philip Chriftofer of Spiers, 
ack was now Eleor of Triers allo ; unto which in the yeare 
rds 1623, he had beene choſen. This Prince , had not only con- 
'S claded his Newtralitie with the King of Sweden;bur put him- 
£" ſelf under the French Kings proteQtion : & by a Proclamation 
”, commanded all the Spaniard: out of his countrey. His Fort 
me and EleRorall caſtle of Hermanſtein , had he now alſo a&u- 
loe ally configned over unto the French : and had likewiſe 
ſent unto Vdenherm , ( the rowneof his Reſidence for his

The Attions of the Spaniards \ \ 


Having here made mention of the EleFor of 7riers and 
his French dependancie , Swediſh Newtraitie , and enmity 
with the Spaniards : it ſhall not bee amiſle to repeate ſome- 
thing here, (t from an ancienter originall ) which may 

endlacs to the underſtanding of his State, and our Store, 

This Philip Chriſtofer , then Biſhop of Spier onely ; had 

and ſome old his ordinarie Reſidence at this Ydewherws + concerning 
diſcontents which,there had formerly fallen out a controverſic betwixt 
ns z the laſt Prince Palatine & him, and upon this occaſion. In the 
—_ Biſhop; yeare 1618.the Biſhop had a mind to fortific this Ydewheims: 
abour it , againſt which , the Pa//grave thus argued. That the place 
had beene viewed, and the modell projeted by Spinols, 
That it thereby being made ſaſpitious ; wonld become allo 
dangerous to his Eſtate ; if either his enemies ſhould get in 
thither, or the Biſhops in time to come, prove enemies to 
and the cau- rhe Pa/atinate. He urged alſo, that this fortification would 
bevs hinder his right of ſending convoyes or Sefe-Condwtts by,or 
the rowne, That it was contrary to the priviledges 
of the citie of Spiers ; which was, to have no new Fort ere- 
Red, within 3 leagues of it. The Biſhop not deſiſting for 
all theſe reaſons, the Eleftor Palatine procures a meeting of 
ſome Princes at Hez/brwy , upon it. There did the Duke of 
Wirtemberg , the Marqueſſe of Dwrlach , and the Earles of 
the Fetteraw , aſſiſt the Pal/preve with 4000 armed men, 
to ſlight and diſmantle the whole Fortification. Hereupon 
w3s it thus agreed betwixr the Pal/zrave and the Biſhop, 
with conſent of the Dow-Herren or Prebends of Sprer::that 
the part berwixt the Fore-rowne and the Caſtle , ſhuuld bee 
left unfortified :and never tobe made up, bat by conſent of 
the Palatines. That the Biſhop ſhould never put above 30. 
= into | , for Day-Warder: : and that in time of warres, 
he place ſhould be a refuge for the Pal/greves ſabjefts. Bur 
this agreement was in time of theſe late warres , broken b 
the Biſhop; when the Pal/zreve, namely,had nopower let, 
to exaRt the performance of it. But thus mach hach the Bi- 
fhop now gained by it : that this towne of a 
oc 
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hee built againſt the will of his friends , he hath now forti- 
fied for his enemies. The Capraine that now commanded 
in this Phi/spsburg , having made this deniall to the Biſhops 
Trumpet; to ſhew him withall how much good earneſt 
he meant in it : ſet fire preſently upon ſome of the new buil- 
dings next the caſtle, to prevent the lodging of any enemies 
in it : and prepares hiawfelfe rhraughly for reſiſtance, This 
was the ſtate of Vaexhedn , when the Spaniard; foriooke 
the Palatinate, 

The conſtirurion of all che countrey together , was this. 
In Frankendale the Spamiards left , ( or were to lcave ) 1 200, 
under Warelles, In Heidleberg, 2000. In Spiers,1000 ; and in 
Germer/reim about halte ſo many. In Newſftas,ltkewiſe, Brer« 
ten, Sintzheim , Pſedderſheim , and Fidelſheim ; they left 
ſome ſmaller garriſons. Some writing tells mee, that Don 
Philip de Sylva did not ſend in thoſe 1009 foot and 5 Cor- 
nets of horſe into Fravkendale , xs he had promiſed. I per- 
ceive that the chiefe command over the Aſriztia in the Pa- 
latinate ; was entruſted, principally, in the hands of Colonel 
Mettermah , Governour of Heidleberg. All the Countrey of 
Alfatia, was left to the Marqueſſe William of Zaden : who, 
indeed, ſtaid notlong in that his regencie. For hearing how 
ill the Spanich had ſped in their retreate ; that the Swedssh 
army was returned to Mentz;that Gnftavis Hory was comne 
downe to bee Generall about the Rhine and Moſe! : and that 
the pallege berwixt Heidleberg and Franckendale , were 
likely to be every where blockt up, by his horſe quarters : 
he by mid June drawes all the forces,out of Spiers and Ger- 
meriheim ; and retires home-wards to the defence of A!ſa- 
tia ; and that which he calls his owne Marquiſate of Baden, 
And into theſe parts , Gnſtavms Horn preſently ſent the wars 
after him. 

The Rhizegrave after the departure of the Spamisb ; ( for 
want of other employment) made a deſigne for the recove- 
ry of Kirchberg ; wherein they had left a garriſon, He had 


allready advanced the ſervice, as farre as the making of a 
Dd 2 faultable 
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Kicbberg, 
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The Rbinegrave 
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fanltable breach in che wall; and the mounting of his 
ſcaling ladders. His men , having order now to forme , {0 
ſoone as they perceived the reſoluteneſſe of the defendants, 
and that a Lieutenant who had the poin, and fell firſt on up. 
on the Breach, was with 5o of his followers ſhot dead up- 
on the place : they could by no meanes bee perſwaded to 
give on, after them : but (cowardly enough) came running 
off againe, faſter then ever they went forward, And thus 
was the Fhinegrave faine to ſound the retreate ; and,for that 
time, to levie his owne ficge of Kirchberg, Shortly after 
this, when , namely , the French Armies were comne alittle 
neerer to theſe quarters ; and Grfava Horne npon his 
march thitherward, to the ſicges of Coblentz. & of Grafen- 
berg : the Spaniſs in this towne , Simmers , and other places, 
yeelded _ the firſt ſummons: and went off with ſold- 
ierly Co itions., 

- This fiege, was in the end of May , and the beginning of 
our June : by which time, was Gaffaus Horn comne downe 
out of Bavaria from the King of Sweden : with commiſſion 
to command the Armie, in the parts about the Rhine and

the place being not to be defended; they without much for- 
cing forſake it, and retire into the ſtrong Caſtle of Grafen- 
burg, hard without the towne upon the Moſe!l. The Spane/h 
having good ſtore of all military provifions within the caſtle; 
maintaine the ſiege very reſolutly : & Horn as fiercely layes 
about him, He had within 4 or 6 dayes, brought his Ap- 
pRn__g cloſe upto their caſtle moate ; & had a day or two 
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ttered their hard wals, with 14 peeces of Canon, He had cagic or 
ſo ſoarely ſhaken a great Rundle or Tower of the caſtle,that ſenbwey, 


he could within a few houres have made it faultable. Upon 
another ſide alſo,cloſe by the water ; had he a ſecond Batte- 
rie: and there wonld hee within a day or 2 bee ready for a 
ſtorming. The Spams Governor perceiving all this ; and 
that hee had hardly men enough to defend all his walls , in a 
2a aſſault;nor hope of being relieved, from other =_ 

e having done his part very well, on Munday July 2, hangs 
out his white ſtreamer from the caſtle , to ſignifie his deſire 


of a Parlie, Articles being the ſame night concluded upon, * 


the Spani/s march out the next Tueſday , being the 3 , and 
were convoyed towards Zaxemburg. This was -a t 
place ; and of as much importance ( almoſt ) as the Caſtle of 
Hermanficin, Here did Hors finde fo ſufficient a ſtore of

The _—_ alſoat the Treaty, The Nemtralitie extended no farther,then 
peter to the Elettors 7 of («len upon the Eaſt ſide of 
; the Rhine : but to his Biſhoprick of Paderborn, and his lands 
in Feſtpha/sa, it extended not ; for the Landgrave of Heſſen 
had his garriſons then, in many of the townes of thoſe parts. 
The Nemtralrtie , was alſo to bee confirmed by the 2 Kings; 
for whoſe ſeeing of the Articles, and returne of the Expre 
ſes ; there were 6 weekes, ( 2 moneths ſay ſome ) allotted, 
Upon this agreement, was the E/e#or to caſheire the Count 
of erode and his Regiments, and not to give him paſſage 
through his countrey , anto Oſſaand Aonre-Cnentls in M- 
ſatia. This is the reaſon, that though Aſerode preſently af- 
ter this, received a command from Wal/tein to march into

True it is that the Rhinegraves Armic, after the taking 
of Coblents , had beene ſent backe towards the Palarinare :

Bur they, fea- 
ring the unrulineſſe of the ſoldiers, bought it our, All the 
other places of the country , came in with little adoe ; decla- 
ring for the Diere of Leipſich and the King of Sweden, as 
Generall Dereftor of the warres, The towne of Elwaxg only, 
(which is the chicfeſt of the Biſhopricke of that name, in the 
Northern parts of the Circle of Schwaben ) (tood out again(t 
theſe orders. Some Imperiliſts had beene newly thruſt is 
thither , and they ſignified-rheir obedience to the Swedr/ 
and Wirtembergs Officers , with their pikes and muskers : 
whereupon ſome troops being ſent for to enforce them, the 
Elwangers loſt 4 or 500 men, and 2 of their greater Othcers: 
being taine alſo todeparrt the citie. The relt of the Imperi- 
all troopes inthe leſſer rownes hereabouts, hearing of this 
defeat : betake themſelves into the ſtronger rowns, & cſpe- 
cially into theſe about the Bodeſce or the Lake of Conſtants, 
on the Southweſterne corner of the Circle of Schwaben, next 
to Schwitzerland.This corner a man may call one of rhe backe 
doores to Germanie : for that this and Tiro/e , are the great- 
Paſſes and Avenues, to the Saccors ont of /talie, The Com- 
miſfarie Oſſs (a notable pragmaticall man) had with great 
judgement and diligence, taken order for the locking up of 
this back doore, and for keeping the key of it, And that was 
Lindaw eſpecially : which ſtanding io a little Ilet in the lake 
of the Bodenſee, he had taken good order, heretofore, bothr 
to provide arid fortifie. The ſame ſervice had hee done 
the Emperor, inthe townes of Confflantz , Ratolfzell , Vter- 
lingen, Moerſpurg,Buſchorn, and Bregentz,, all round about 
this /xke ; which 15 in length 44 or 45 miles Exg4Þ ;and 12 
in breadth , in ſome places, The ſame had hee done ro Zek, 
Wangen, Ravenſpwrg , and divers others : which helpet much 
unto the ſecuring , beſides, of the Arch Duke Leopola; Jands, 
and the Emperors ſecond Sonnes lands , in eA{/atia; which

chiefe of the familie of the Pappenherms , unckle to the ſole 
dier, and hereditaric Marfhall of the Empire ) hce and the 
Count of Bualtz, , were charged with the Regiment of Ba/- 
deren, The Counties of Furſtenberg and Witzleb and 
rowne of Memmingen , were faine to entertaine the Count 
of Ritbergs Regiment : The Duke of Save{s Regiment 
was laid upon other Lordſhips. Other troopes were ſent 
to Kempten , Iſnau , and Pfwllendorff. Some other Regi- 
ments were ſent towards eA/ſaria ; and ſome into Za- 
bern,the place of reſidence for the Biſhop of Srrarbeurg. And 
for that there had beene divers companies of the Carholicks 
leaguers forces , billetted upon the kereditary lands of 
houſe of eſ#ſtria , and betwixt Y//m and Awusbwrg : Offa res 
quired the Duke of Bavaria to remove them , that: there 
might bee ſome [mperialiſts brought in place of them, This 
the Duke tooke regret at ; rather contented to have ſuch 
gueſts, as thoſe , upon another mans lands, then in his owne 
countrey. As for the Emperors Tenants and Copie holders, 
they were warned to appeare at Szockbeim ; and either to 
take ſoldiers into their Countrey , or to buy it out with 
their readie money. All this had Offa done, very ſubſtanti- 
ally : by which he firſt of all made himſelfe ſure of thoſe z. 
principall townes of importance , Zell , Lindaw , and Cen- 
ftantz. ; all which , he perſwaded either to take in garriſons 
from him ; or to raiſe ſeme of their owne, for the 
ſervice, Zell promiſed to raiſe 500, Conſtantz, tooke in 10. 
Compantes from him, and Lindas as many. And very well 
ſecured he; in the next the Biſhepricks of Adoerſpurg, 
and Conſtants. , with the Lottiſhips of Bregents and Y<i4 
kirch : and kept, laſtly , the paſlages free from out the Grr- 
ſens, and the Switzers Countries ; as alſoout of the poſſeſit- 
ons of the Imperiall familie , on that ſide of A/ari, F 
aa , 
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By this you know ſomething of the ſtate of that Circ/e 
of Schwaben : and what townes and enemies the King of 
Sweden and the Duke of Wirtemberg , had there to doe 
withall, The Duke had by the beginning of this yeare , en- 
creaſed his Armie to 8000, and had well begunne to put 
the Kings orders in execution, Beginning on that ſide of 
his Duchie , which was aextunto the King ; hee had by the 
29 of June, taken inthe Princely Abby of Zwyfalten; wit 
the towne and juriſdiction about it : with thote other places 
that lie in that Southweſterne frontier of Wirtemberg by 
the Danwbie ſide , towards Bibrach. Thus skimmes hee over 
ſome other of his Fronriers on the South , and towards the 
Weſtward : from divers of the weaker townes whereof, 
which were Cathoelick ;hee drives out the Impetaliſts, and 
thruſts his owneand the Kings forces upon them. 

For all this that was done by the Duke of Firtemberg, 
in his country ; or by the Swedes, in the Palatinate : the 
Imperialiſts beganne againe to buſtle very (turdily , in the 
neighbour eA/atia, The Commiſlarie and Generall Oſ/a, 
who about the 22 or 23 of May, had beene skared from 


Bibrach by the King of Sweden, ( as Page 171. of our Second go wn. 
Part, wee have told you ) was by this time comne through cua4 and the 
Schwaben by the way of Weingarten : where having (this Marquelle of 


ſecond time ) left the beſt order that he could , and 3000 
Boores up in commotion ; hee was now with ſome forces, 
conjoyned with the Count of Adonte-Crculi in Alſatia, $0 
was the Marqueſle Filiaw of Baden too ; fo that now they 
had an Armie in the field of 5 or 6000 men, whereof about 
25 Cornets of Horſemen. The next good townes , of Ben- 
felt, Schletftat , Colmar, Briſach , Elſas-Z abers ,and others: 
were all indifferently well garriſoned, and at their devoti- 
on. The 3. Regiments of Count Browehharſt , Metternich, 
and Roe//ingen;which ſhould(aswe told you)have relieved 
Coblentz. : were long before this, comne through the Coun- 
ty of Latzenburg , and part of Lorraine into Alſatia; and

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were Mente-Cuculies friends too , and readie to joyne 
with him upon occaſion. 
Upon confidence of this ſtrength ; O/ſa ( being Imperiall 
Commiſarie, ) ſends a Trumpet anto the rowne of Straſ- 
barg , to require entertainment & quarter for theſe troops, 
in the townes of their juriſdiion.Srrasburg having before 
accorded with the King of Sweden , ( as Page 174 of our 
$ec0:d Part we have told you,) refuſes Oſſa in his demands: 
who gives order, thereupon,to Monte- Cncnls, to (eife on 
AMarlenheim , Barr , and other townes of the juriſdiion : 
the ſubje&ts whereof they made to pay, for the refuſall of 
who advancing their Maſters. Having done their pleafure here, they with 
mo P#lcc5, their whole Army aforeſaid, paſſing with ſpecd through 
the Lower Marquiſate of Badex,(then in poſſeſſion of their 
partner the Marqueſſe Filtiam : ) they all on the ſudden, in 
the end of July, overſpread his coſins land , the Marqueſſe 
p of Dxrlach : where they found more booty , then oppoſi- 
e10n, 
Thence paſſe they onwards into the Palatinare ; where 
they attack Brerrer ; a pretty towne of the Palutines,lately 
by the Swedes recovered from the Spams : about x 2 or 13.

in the Palath- open a-Port with their Petards , they enter into the towne,

ſending him word withall , thar-money went hard with 
him; ; bn his oite was deare , and that his men had raken a 


great deale of paines about him , That Aferrermceb had late- 
ly received foine ſmall ſeconds, from CMonme-enrnlls ; had 
ore preſſed the beſieged , and was already gotten fo neere 
the walls, that they could heave in hand-Granadoes

Upon this newes, Horn marches tothe reliefe of it: but y/ercenich, up-

he had diſpatched a truſty Orhcer ot his Army ,( a Corporal ) 
accompanied with 6, Horſemen, withletters unto Ofſz and 
Monte-Cuculi to give them newes of Horns marching , and 
to defire this their laſt ſaccours ; with which hee beleeved, 
to take in the towne, before it conld be releived, Horn c:me 
ſo ſuddenly upon Merrermeh at his riſing : that the Swedi& 
Vant-curriers had already farpriſed ſome of thoſe laggs, 
that had not made ſo m—_ haftas they ſhould , into Herale- 
berg. Some out-riders of the Swedes , had light upon Afer- 
ternichs Corporal likewiſe , as he was now comming home 
againe, from CMHonte-Cncuts, The letters found about him, 

iſcovered thus much : that the next day, (being the 16 of 
Augaſt )he would ſend ſome good troopes, to reenforcethe 
ſiege of Wiſeloch, A flying report, after the difpatch of the 
Carporall, was ( I know not which way )broughtuntothe 
2 Imperiall Generalls , that fetrernich had already taken in 
Wiſeloch, but was himſelfe by the ſudden comming of ſome 
Swedihs , againe belieged in the place. This falſe report, 
cauſtd them to ſendthe very flower of their Cavalterie , to 
diſengage Merternich, 

Guſtavrs Horn baving by the Corporals letters underſtood, 
that ſonte-Cucals the next day, would fend ſome ſuccours 
unto Aetrernich, (though rhis latrer circumſtance he under- 
ttood not } refolved to prevent their ever commmg to him. 
And whereas there was a place of Covert neere'the High- 
wayes ſyde, betwixt Rhinehauſen ( whence the Tmperialiſts 
were tocome) and F/iſeloch : the ſhadines of that place did 
Horn make choiſe of, to drefſe his ambuſh in'; out of which 


he meant ro fall upon the others , as rhey wereby-paſſing.

firſt , chat they ſhould paſſe along by the place where his 

horſelay, unto the Poſt where his Foot were lodged ; that 

they are way- 10 be might have gotten them into the middle of him, Bur 
laid by Horn, waray whenthey came ſomething neere him, that they 
rooke ſhort downe on the tone fide of him ; and did not 

come o right forward , or ſo cloſeto his ambulcado, as hee 

exp:ed : he was faineto ſend out the Rhinegrave with a 

forlorne hope of Horſe , to engage them to the encounter : 

whileſt hee could bring up ſome ſtronger troopes to ſecond 

him. The R>inegrave was preſently upon the Polls of them: 

for the Imperialiſts percerving ſo few to-come upon them, 

never doubled, or ſo mach as mended their march for the 

matter. Adoxtbaillon ( a gallant Cavalier, as it appeared) 

drawing out ſome Curiaſfiers of Harincoprts , for his fe- 

conds : now making a vertue of neceſlitie, leads on ſome of 

his owne Horſe to confront the Squadron of the Rhine- 

graves. Montbaifion falling on, Lay tos't bravely, fellow ſoul- 

er: , ſaies he : Vitzrhumb , thereupon , bringing up the reſt 

ofthe forces. The Swedi/ſs Felt-Marſhall having made his 

gaine, as well as ever hee defired, ( which was but to make 

them fight ) brings on ſome Squadrons of Horſe and Foot 

upon the front ; and others , upon both the flancks, of the 

Imperialiſts, Iſontbellon , by this time , perceiving the 

cards to be pack'tagaiaſt him, would faine have flung up his 

game & have beca gone towards Minge!ſheim, to the Eaſt of 

FWiſelech, Bur the Swedifs being dealt much the fairer;zwould 

not conſent they ſhould goe off ſo, without leaving their 

ſtakes behinde them, There was 21ontbaillon ſhot ond

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with a Car«hme , and Treilly,his Leiftenant-Colonell, fell at ,,y defenred, 


the fame time by him, Diverſe Rirtmaſters were there dif- 
mounted , and above 200 of the common ſouldiers, Yirz- 
thumb (cap't a ſcouring, by his good Horſemanſhip; and fo 
dd 6 or 7500 others, The Sed: had the chaſe of them till 
they came to Minge!ſbeim , full 6 Enghis miles from Ws/e- 
leach. Diverſe of the fleers having runne their horſes out of 
breath, were fainetolight on foot, and runne into the woods 
to hide them : but a buſh was not taile good enough , to 
hold them from being priſoners. Their Horſes, Armes, and 
Buff-coats, were good {poile to theſe that tooke them : and 
ſo was their moneths meanes too, which they were by the 
Law of Armes , to pay for their ranſomes, The priſoners 
confeſt, that theſe 1000 Horle,, were the very pride of their 
Armie ( almoſt halfe of them being Curiafiers and men 
at Armes ) and that the reſt were not much to bee. re- 
doubted, 


Offa and Monte. Cuculi having newes , by thoſe that eſca- Monte-Curu 
,of this ſoare defeat ; looked for no more courteſie , if fic<ivs over 


they ſhould there __ the Swedes comming : and there- 
upon they the very ſame day, leave their uld quarters at 0- 
berhauſen and Rhinehasſex, & hie them away towards Vden- 
beim. The boats which they had before gorren together to 
ſurpriſe Spiers withall , they were now enforced to convert 
to another purpoſe:to carrie, namely,rheir luggage towards 
Vdenheime, and there, the (elfe-ſame night and next morning, 
to waft themſelves over the Rhine in them. The next day 
Augult r 7 being Friday, comes Gufavas Horwunto Rhine- 
haxſen , in purſuite'of his enemies : but there found he none, 
beſides ſome ſtck and maimed men, who hadnot been able 
to follow after their fellowes. By them did Hors learne, 


how their 2 Generalls had paſſed over the Rhine : and the and being 
projed they had for their many boats, to have taken Spiers purſned to the 
citie. The Imperialiſts ſtaid not upon the further ſide of the Þ#n<ks of ir 


Rhine, neere the place where they had paſſed it : but haſting 
Jongto the Southard by the fide of it, they goc immedi- 
Wy. Es ately 
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of, ately towards the faire citie of Hagewaw in Al/aria , about 
ERR 10 Engli miles from Strasbarg, This towne , they ſolicire 
ro their partie : butthe townſmen liked Fetter to ſtand v 
en their owne guard, then to undoe themfelves, by the 
chargeable entertainement of ſuch gaardians. Now doe Offa 
joyne forces and Aontre-Cncnli ſolicite the 3, Regiments of Bronckhorf, 
with the 3. Aetternich and Roe/lingen , to come and joyne with them: 
other Regi" which their owne ſaferies, made the other willing enough 
Ma: to conſent unto. The Marqueſſe liam of Baden , now 
puts his ſubjeRs to it, to doe theiruttermoſt for their owne 
fafeties : which was for them to take A1mes , as many as 
1nd vrevare ©ould bee gotten to it, Now does the Commiſſary Ofſabe- 
earl: ce ſtirre himfelf.;and ſo does the Count of Sa/m, who is Deane 
to bebefieged, of Strarburg : to ſupply the good tewnes of Benfeld,Schler. 
ſtat, Colmar, & the reſt with garriſons, viRualls & ammunit 
on : all of them looking ſhortly to bee beſieged. For theſe 
proviſions were the villages of the Strasbwrgers harryed. 
Nor did. they faile of their expeRations. For G#ſtavm 
Hors ſending inſtantly to the Magiſtrates of Strasburg , to 
deſire paſſage for his Armie over the Rhine, by their bridge: 
the ill uſage of their ſubje&s by Aonte-(crls , and the dan» 
ger themſelves ſhould perpetually be in,(tothing being now 
teft them, but the cn _ ownecitie : ) became moſt 
prevaili ments for the obtaining ef the e, U 
Foeſday hencees , Auguſt 21, is r bridge f fell for the 
Swediſh Felt-Marſhall ; who with the Rhinegrave Orto Lo- 
Horn obtaining Aowick., with 6 Coaches, and 2 troopes of Horſe in his at- 
paſaze of rhe tendance , came the ſame day into the beautifult rowne of 
Shaburgers. Straburg : where he was received with the Towne-Orati- 
on, and ſuch a preſent of Wine , Fiſh , and Oates : as is accu- 
{tomably made unto Princes and Ambaſſdors, The bridge 
demanded, is about an Exglz6 mile without the towne of 
Strasbwrg , towards the Palatinate. It is about 3: quarters 
of an £xg a mile long : the Rhine there entertaining ſome 
other riverets , and they together , making ſome overflow- 
ings , and continued poles of wxer, e bridge 1s upon 
wooden 
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wooden Arches;no broader then the length of a long Deal 
beard , which lie fo looſe and unfaſtned upon it, that the- 
citizens have a ſaying of their bridge, that if a dogge nmnes 
along upon the ends of the boards , he will be gibberted , or 
ted over into the water. 
The Swedsþ Armie the next day comming aftertheirGe. 
nerall ; bad nor beene very ſqueamiſh ( that's none of a ſol- 
diers ſinnes) in raking what they found inthe Marquiſate of 
Baden , as they had paſſed through ir. Marqueſſe William, 
had made himſelfe anaQive man in theſe warres, anda fur- 
therer ofthe demoliſhment of Knztlingen. Now therfore do 
his ſabjeRs pay for it: being made to redeeme their houſes, 
from the fire, by a readie paying in of their Contributions, 
Auguſt 22, the Swediſs Van of Horſe , were paſſed over the 
prides aforeſaid ;and ſo over theriver 7//, into the enemie 
countrey of the Ypper <Afſaria. This Vantgard conſiſted 
of 3500 Horſe, and ſome few Regiments of Foot-men. In 


the Rhinegraves Regiment, were 12 Cornets ; in Colonell paſſes his 

Ifters, 5, Zillart had but 4, Schavalitzks bad 10 there, him- Vangacd o- 
{elfe in perſon being behinde. 7+/#/er had z, beſides ſome Y©* m4. the 
troops of Curiaſfiers of the Generalls, and 2 Enſignes of Veer Alſaita, 


Dragooners : in all , abeut ſome 36 or 37 Cornets. They 
drew 12 peeces of ordnance ( befides field-peeces ) along 
with them , and'the chiefe of all the baggage and proviſions 
for their whole Armie. 

The reſt of the Horſe , were behinde with the groſſe of 
the Poot ; unto which, diverstreapes of the Wwrrembergers, 
under the leading of Colonell Helmftar , were by this time 
conjoyned. This Reere, ( conſiſting of 6000 Foot , beſides 
Horſe ) was brought up by Colonell Chriftofer Hawbaid, 
Governour of Wormb:s , who as it appeares, was Mayor-CGe- 
nerall of the Footunto his Excellence the Felr-Marſhall , as 
the Rhinegrave was Leiftenant of the Horſe. The Imperia- 
liſts had no certaine Armie in the field , at that tune : bur 
diſperſed themſelves round about Bri/ach , Schlerſtat , Cel- 


mar ,Obernheim , and Hagenaw,

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Haxbald had commiſſion from his Generall, to take in Ste/. 
hoven,by the way : an indifferent {trong towne of Marqueſſe 
Williams of Badens , upon the Eaſt ; and contrary ſide of the 
Rbine from Straſburg, and about 14 Eng/i/s miles from it. 
Summons being given and refuſed, the Approaches are be. 
gunne; and the Batteries. Haxbald gave ſuch free fire upon 
the towne, that not a man, (carcely , durſt appeare upon the 


- Bullwarke, The defendants having loſt all their out works, 


and their breach being almoſt faultable : were faid to have 
hung ont a- white flagge, in ſigne of parlee. Shooting being 
thereupon, given over , hoſtages ſent into the towne to 
treat, and the Swedi/5 before the walls upon confidence 
thereof, roaving up and'downe too careleſly without their 
owne Covert, and within the command of the towne ord- 
nance ; had a volley , all on the ſudden , ſent in among the 
thickeſt of them, There , were divers both killed and ſpoi- 
led, and Colonell Schavalitzs had his horſe ſhet under 
him. Haxbald perceiving this treacherie , ſends to demand 
his hoſtages againe , and to bid them looke to themſelves, 
for he would bee bobd with no more parlies from them. 
Commanding all his Batteries , therefore, to give them 
another generall Sa/ve : the terror of that wrought ſucha re- - 
pentance inthe townſmen , that they hang out their white 
flag againe, and ſend out their wives and children to begge 
mercie of the Sweds/s, This was againſt the minde of the 
Governor , /ohn Philip Schawenbarg , ( Sergeant Major Ge- 
nerall unto Afonte-Cucals } and thoſe Lorrayners and Itali- 
ans , that were of the garriſon : hee , kaving beene before

againe provoked by the Lorrainers and [talians ,to thunder 
out this ſecond defiance : and now againe enforced by all 
this feminine importunitie, to condiſcend unto a finall yeel- 
ding, He, therefore, with thoſe that had beene againſt ſur- 
rendring, was kept priſoner, by Hawbald : the Germane

into Schiabland. Monte-Cuculi reſigning his Generalſhup,in

gers ; andthe way quite cur off from the Imperialiſts, that 
no ſuccours could palle trom Schwabland or [talte. By this 
conqueſt , yas all cleere againe from Straſbwrg unto Kie. 
8ngen in Francona, to the North-Eaſtward : to Rotweil 
on the Neckar in Schwabland' , to the South-Eaſtward : on 
the 3 ſide , unto Ydenbeim in the Palativate., and on the 4 
fide quite through the He-cinian forrelt or the Swartz.-wat 
into Bavaria, All this, was by theſe conquelts , pat into the 
power of the Kin ON As Same ſay, that the grieke of 
this newes, add k ſome ſpeeding malignity,unto the. Argh- 
Dake Leopold: infirmities ; which Prince, now lying for 
his pleaſure at Swatz in Tiro/e,, was unexpectedly, ( and 
after much hunting ) taken with a Catarrhe in. his head, 
which fell downe ad put one of bis eyes.our : which being 
foilowed with a fluxe, and a continuall feaver ; in few dayes 
made an end of him. He dyed September 1 3, at which time, 
his Imperiall Majeſty,likewiſe, was moſt unprincely hadled, 
artan ague. The Archdu 
dyed in anill time : ſeeing, ar.this inſtant; his owne Eſtates, 
laid open to the prey : his Familie allembroyled ; his Alliyes, 
much adoe to ſabfiſt; his faire hopes , blaſted ; his great de- 
ſignes., returned. upon himſelfe ;' his enemies, beginning 
apace to be many ; and his friends, few ; his neighbours uot 
much to bee relyed-un ; for that, they beganne to'recalt the 
bad remembrances, of ancient andforepaſſedjealouſresand 
miſ-intelligences. In this ill time , dyed the Arc-Duke: 
who had he lived btit 2 moneths longer , would well have, 
cheeredap himſelte, with the death of the King of Sweden, 
Preſently; after:the. death of this Leopo/a , his Congſellors, 
rakecare forthe enſuring of the paſlages -f his countrey of 
T ole : and confirme Marqueſſe Wiliams in his gy 4 
IP, 
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ſhip , againſt Gu/tavns Hors : helping to make him up an 
heme of 4000 men , with which hee kept himſelfe _ 
Enſiſbeim, - 

Ts returne to our Swediſh Felt-Marſhall, The countrey 
on that ſide of the Rhine being thus ranged into order ; the 
ſelfeſame Wedneſday night , that Orrenbwrg Caſtle was ta- 


ken upon , did Guſtavus Horn with certaine of his troopes, Horn returnees 
both Horſe and Foot , paſſe Sraſb»rg bridge againe : him- 0 Strarbug: 


ſelfe lodging the ſame night within the citie. His forces 
went to their old quarters againe , beyond the river 7: 
whither a little after that, the reſt of his Armie followed. 
The Firtembergers returned into their owne Countrie, firſt; 
and ſo towards the Boden/ee , and that to divert the Impe- 
rialiſts from diſturbing Hor» at his ſiege of Benfeld , as by 
and by wee ſhall tell yon, On Thurſday , September 6, did 
Count Hemry of Naſſau Dillingberg, come and joyne his 
Regiment, umothe Sweds& Armie. Friday, the 5. of Sep- 
rember, being the Amnwver/arie day of the famous viRorie 
of Leipich , was aday of devotion both in the Campand ci- 
tie : to the celebrating whereof , the Lord-Marſhall was 
himſelfe gone into his leaguer. There were Prayers added 
untothe Thankygiving , for the proſpering of the deſigne in- 


tended , and that was the fiege of Benfelt : which by an Ex- going thence,

Bullwarks, thick and high : with two wert ditches abour 
them ; and on the Eaſt ſide, a little Suburb , waſhed by the 
river. All this, was very ſtrongly pallifadoed, with ſome 
outworks to It. 

A worck it was ſaid to be, of well neere 20 yeares Forti- 
fication Count Herman eAds!ph Count of Salm Rifferſchet, 
Statholder or Govemnour of the Biſhoprike of Straſbarg ( in 
which Benfelr ftandeth ) and Deane of the ſame. a ; 
had excellently well provided it , of viRualls and ammuni- 
on: ſome peeces of full Canon , had they upon their Bull. 
warcks ; which ſhot 48 pound bullet, Their garriſon, was 
about $00 Foot , and 140 horſe: ſome of their Foot, being 
ſturdie Boores, which there learned to bee (ſoldiers, Their 
Governor was one Colonell Bu/ach,a diſcreet Gentleman, 
and a very reſolute Commander, 

Saturday September the eight , did his Excellencie G#- 
ftavus Hery advance thitherward. Thar very night , did his 
vantguard take in fome Mills, with the Hoſpitall or Claiſter 
on the North fide of the river ( which betwixt that andthe 
rowne, had many great Ilets and branches ) cutting off, and 
beating in, ſome of theſe townſmen , that had undertaken 
the guard of them, Munday September the tenth , beganne 
Horn to plant his Ordnance, which I heare to bee 3 whole 
Canons, 4 halfe Canons, 12 fielding pieces, and 4 mortars. 
And now was he engaged upon a hard peece of ſervice ,and 
all eyes were fixt upon the iſſue of ir, Horns head Quarter, 
was upon the weſterne bancke of the river, and North ſide 
of the towne : and on that ſide he begunne his Approaches. 
Hes trenches went round from North to South. The defen- 
dants ( twas knowne ) were reſolved to diſpute it, and the 
Swedes had here pitcht themſelves upon their , for the 
command of the whole Biſhopricke of Straſourg, and for 
the Lordſhip of all the neighbour A/atia. The Straſonrgers 
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were deeply intereſſed in the ſucceſſe of the Aion; for be- 
ſides that Benfelr was the great hinderer of their traffick ; 
they, by their giving paſſage unto Guftavus Horn, had com- 
mitted ſuch an aR of enmitie againſt the Emperor , as they 
muſt now doe like afick man ; not take ſo weake a Des of 
Phyſicke , as ſhould be butable to ſtir the humor: ; but a poti- 
on ſtrong enough to expel them, 1f Horn prevailed not be- 
fore Benſelt, the weight of the warres would, certainly, fall 
heavie on their ſide. Hors, therefore, knew well enough, 
thatall their Magazins and their Armories, were at his de. 
votion, Thus was he back, 

Of , and the Count of Sa/m , then reſident in Zabern (a 
good ſoldier ) with CMerrernich of Heidleberg ; had all en- 
gaged their wards, that Bu/ach ſhould berelicved : and to 


eut out Hors ſo much worke,otherwhere, by their diverſi- The impor- 
ons ; that he ſhould never be ableto lie long before Beyxfe/r, rancie of the 
And thus was the towne backt : ſo that it was a ſiege of the PI2<<- 


greateſt expeQation (though not of ſo much noiſe) next un- 
to that of Maeftrichr ; that hath beene in theſe latter trou- 
bles. The quiet of the Pa/atinare , the ſecuritie and profit of 
the Srraſbwrgers , and the Conqueſt of eA/{/aria; much de- 
pended upon Berfel:. 

By September the twelfth , were the Swea/s maſters of 
the Toll-Sconce on the Eaſt fide of the town, a good diſtance 
from it, and upon the third branch of the river. This ſconce 
had the command of the Bridges over the river //: and over 
the Cauſey which led thence 1nto the Suburb By the taking 
of this, was the river it felfe alſo at their devorion, By the 
thirteenth , were they Approached within 3o Rodd of the 
outtermoſt Graff : and under the command of the enemies 
Canon. Horns lines firſt brake ground , midway betwixt his 
owne Head quarter and the towne: which he led cranckling 
in and out, gaining ſtill neerer and neerer upon the towne, 
They were runne ſloaping along the north fide of the town 
and ſo ended right agai F a Bnllwarke , on the very Welt 
of it. All along this Trench, were his Batteries, Blinds, Tra- 

Hh 2 verſes; 
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verſes : and Redowbts to watch ; and fave the A 
and oat of this,was beganne another leſſer line, froma great 
batterie. 

This lefler and neerer eApproach, was runne all 
Northwefterne fide of the rownſe, ina halfe Circle, juſt as 
the towne ditch direAed it : of which it was within a few 
paces. At the weſterly end of this leſſer eLpproach , wa 
the Ditch cut and drained : and there was the Galerie led 
over: of which we ſhall in irstime , tell you, Hors begin, 
ning his «Approaches, hath his Pyoners beaten out, now and 
then , by the rownfimens ſallies, who flung the earth in again 
into the Trenches, And this was done often, for, certaialy 
the place was very well defended. Ever as Hors brought 
his Zzxes neerer, hee alſo —_ — his Batteries. 
Straſburg ſent him ſupplies of n , Granadoes , Fire- 
works , and Ammunition , ( and viualls too ) as much as 
he deſired : ſo that hee was nothing ſparing of his lead nor 

gunpowder, The molt of thoſe buildings which a Canonis 
er could have bur a cleere view of, from off his Batterie, he 
beate about the townſmens cares : A towers and run- 
dells, as well as houſes. For the furie of the great and ſmall 
hott , aud the terror of the Fire-workes ( which had twice 
areadie, ſer fire upon ſome Courts of Guard , Centry-hou- 
ſes and ſtables, next unto the rampiers: ) was no man(with- 
out extreame hazzard ) able to appeare uponthe Bullwark: 
{ſs that though the towne kept ſame peeces of Canon yet 
undiſmounted upoa their wall , yet hardly durſt a Canonier 
tarry by them, unlefſe when the rampier were to bee aſlaul- 
ted, A triall ofthis, was made September 1 3, when as 30 
Swed;fs Horſemen made a dare, cloſe up tothe very brinck 
of the outtermoſt moate , and came off againe without dan- 


Crs 

Hors by the middle of the moneth , having gotten for- 
ward , «s far as the quttermoſ wet-moate, had a deſigne far 
the cutting of that, and to derive the water out of it into 
the river. To hindec Sar, doc the beſieged iflus Euonghs 
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fly-port , and reſolutely beare off the Boores that were 
Heres ſpade men, and the ſoldiers that defended them. Yer 
was that ſervice by degrees performed , and ſo nwch of the 
water drained out , as lay higher then the river, The reſt 1*< ft mone 
was partly filled up, where needfall : for that Hern being © 
now gotten to the ſuburb (which the rownſmen partly ha 
demoliſhed,and Horns Fireworkes conſumed ) made uſe of 
the rubbiſh for m_ upthe moate, & of the timberwork, 
for the making and bringing over his Gallerie. Seprember 
26 inthe night, was the Galerie begunne to be pur over the 
moate : upon which, though the befieged fallyed , yet were 
perſwaded in againe, & the Galerie after a while per- 
ſeed, Theſe militaric Gaferies , are in the manner of 
Bridges : made —_ Piles faſtned into the ground & joyſes 
hid crofſe over them and plancks over all,like a Bridgework, 
Now were his men lodged in this flighted ſuburb, which 
was ſome ſhelter to them : and hence , was every Or/ope or 
ing hole of the wall ſo flanckerd with theic Firelocks, 
that hardly could ahead appeare out of the towne, or over 
a work, buy he was daſht in the teeth with a bullet, Horns 
next worke , was to make up a great B/ynd, for the ſhelter 
of his Enginiers and labourers : who were now working 
towards the ſecond Graffe, cloſe under the Bullwarke. Sep- 
trember 29, did the Srraſdwygers furniſh him with 4 more 
Canon, for a new Batterie upon his A hes: ſothat un= 
der the favour of theſe volleyes , did hee in a ſhorr time in 
crooked Zines , advance as farre as that ſecond Graffe : the 
bancks whereof they now fall to cutting Doe the Beret. 
ders what they can, by their fallyes : yet , they within a few 
dayes , loſt halfe the water out of that moate too : the Swe- 
hs were =_ _ ear _—- _— Galerie, and lod- 
on another ſide within a few paces of their Foretowne. 
This was the worke of the firſt va : by which time NOS. 
the Swedes were becomne Maſters of the River, the Tol- 
Skenne,the Bridge, both the Moars, the Suburbs, and finally 
of all without the waders yery citie, 
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Munday Ofober the eight , the Swedes thinking to make 
a ſhort worcke of it : offered a furious aſſault upon the Fore. 
citie : but being notable to carrie it by Scaladoe, they were. 
faine, with ſome loſſe, to give itover. And yet this attempt 
was once or twice renewed in the weeke following : and 
the beſieged kept waking by the expeRation of an Alarme, 
every day. The Saturday after, being the thirteenth of Ofto. 
ber, the beſieged , towards evening , deſtced a parlee, that 
they might have a truce granted for a few dayes ; requeſting 
a fafe-condud for their Drumme, to be ſent unto the Gene- 
rall. Hee not liking the propoſitions ; no ſooner was the 
Drumme received into the towne againe : but he comman- 
ded a rouzing volley to bee ſent in after him : to ſignifie unto 
The beſciged the beſieged, that no other ceſſation of Armes was to be ex- 
ht >: 4; pected; buttill his Canoniers could lade their peeces agaiae, 
them. When they had diſcharged them, 
The Count of Sa/m that was Governour for the Empe- 
rors ſonne, of his Biſhoprick of Straſoxrg , to which this 
Benfelt belongerh ; wrote his letters unto the French Am- 
baſlador at Straſbwrg , to requeſt his mediation for a truce 
for Benfelt, The colour for his requeſt was, that the truce 
might laſt till the French Kings pleaſure might bee knowne, 
upon what termes hee would take the Bithoprike into his 
proteRtion. Bur neither would this be granted: and the de- 
nyall was ſent toZabern , 9 or :6 mules from Straſburg, 
where Salw reſided, 
Preſently after the leaguer was firſt laid, and the Quarters

repulſed, 


_ _— entrenched ; had the Rhinegrave beene ſent out with the 
up Schletſta, molt of the Horſe, to block up Schlerſtar ; a very ſtrong 


towne upon the ſame river of ///, ſome 8 or 9g Eng/iſs miles 
to the Southwelt of Benfe/r, His Partces flew up and down 
the countrey , to ſpoile the Imperialiſts muſtering places; to 
obſerve the motions of the enemie : and to prevent their 
ſudden diſturbing of the leaguer, Hee had ſent word, alittle 
before this, unto the Felt-Marſhall ; of the Count of S«/m 
aſſembling of ſome good forces together , on that ſide the 
Countrey 
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Countrey : and that they had given it cout, how they would 
ſhortly give the Swediſs a Camiſado in their owne trenches : 
being very confident of beating up a quarter, and of thruſt- 
ing in ſome ſupplies into the beſieged, Horn apon newes 
hereof, had ſent into the Palatinate arid to the Straſbargers, 
that they ſhould lighten their garriſons ( as many as they 
could ſpare ) & ſend the forces to his leaguer , with all ſpeed 
ſible. Upon this , did the Count of Sa/ms , and the Co- 
onell Smiaberger come into the Camp , with their Regi- 
ments, 

Munday OQtober 1 5, towards evening ; Count Sa/ms firſt 
ſhewed himſelfe, within a little of the Trenches : with 
ſome 4000 Boores, 2000 ſouldiers , and 600 Horſe, in his 
Armie, Whileſt Hor» ſent out ſome good troopes to enter- 
taine and ſtave them cff ; the beſieged fall alſo out, upon a 
worke of the Sweds, But the Count of Sabre Boores, 

lainely, came not on with that bravery that ſoldiers would 

avedone , nor did they once touch upon any one of Horns 
Quarters : ſo that the beſieged perceiving their Aides to 
preſſe no neerer, they fall oft againe, and withdraw them- 
ſelves into their Citie, Sa/ms his men alſo , after ſome 
lighter skirmiſhes , retire themſelves into the Dorps to- 
wards Schletftat ; on which next morning they ſet fire at 
parting. That Qay, out went the Rhinegrave Otto Lodowick , 
with a Partee of 509 Dragooners, 500 Horſe,and x000 com- 
manded musketriers ; to trie what metall they were made 
of, Hee lighting on them by the flame and ſmoake , which 
they made inthe Countrey ; kills 300 of them as they were 
ſcattered up and downe, and takes about 150 priſoners : 
whereupon the moſt of the reſt retired unto Molpeim on 
the river Bru/ch, 10 miles North of Zenfe/t : which was the 


. appointed Rendez-yous for them. 


The defeate of theſe ſuccors,and the hopes of them:made 
his Excellencies and the Rhinegraves Healths , to be hearti- 
ly remembred at Strasſbwrg ; tor that now they eſteemed 


Benfelt as good as taken, But the Count of Salm (aid not ſo: 


for 
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for he ſtill gave it out, that he but recoild to come on againe 
with more furie,&that the next time he would bring x 0000 
men with him : yea, that hee would either leave bis bones 
before Berfelt , or relieve it. The garriſons of Heidlebery, 
Frankendale and Vdenheims , twas given out , ſhould make 
diverſions : but that threat was quickly taken off , by the 
comming of the King of Bohemna unto Frankford : who 
though hee o' yg no forces , yet did hee much amuſe the 
neighbourhood , with the beliefe cf his purpoſe to doe fo, 
As for thoſe of Fraukendalc , the Beyfelders hopes of their 
aide was defeated, by his Majeſtic of Bohemiaes entring in- 
to a Treatie with them. For all this, the Count of Sa/m di. 
yulged it, that all the Imperiall garriſons of Briſach, Kenzix- 
gen, Endingen , Molferim , Datchſtein, Schirmeck , Schletſtat 
& Colmar,cven all the power they could make, rhey would 
rallie together into one Armie, and put it to ſuch a puſh , as 
either to hazzard all their rownes, or relieve Benſ#/t. Theſe 
-hopes found he meanes to convey into the town;which #«- 
{ach ha1 art enough by great circumſtances to make proba- 
ble : and upon hope of that , to keepe his men incourage & 
expecation. The Count of Sa/m: indeed , after this, ſhewed 
himſelfe in the field now and then , but could never bri 
his zo0000 men together : Commiſlary Ofſa had now 
of men about the Lake of Conſtantz , ſo that he could ſpare 
him no forces to ſuccor Bexfel+, 

This was Offa pat unto , by the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
who had purpoſely made this diverſion upon thoſe part, 
that Hors might have the leſſe diſturbance before Benſelt, 
There had the #irtembergers gotten the townſmen of Cel, 
to take ina garriſon from them : which they had before de- 
nied unto Offa, This was a towne of very great importance, 
Richenaw Abby upon the Zake, had by force,taken, for 
they were 10000 men, now in the field : and Lindaw and 
Bregentz, both , were ſorely afraid of them. 

Neerer home , did the Ffinegraves troopes skowre the 
coaſt upand downe, daily : making their Cawalcadoes ſome- 
times 
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times to the very gates of Zabern it ſelfe , one way and 
otherwaiſe , as farrealong the Rhines fide as Eriſach ; there 
affronting the !mperiall Quarters : who before Bri/ach had 
a few forces. Thoſe of Eri/ach againe, would now and then 
put into the field ; The Connt of Sam , alſo, would fend cut 
tome Partees ; but the Rhinegrave put ſo betweene them, 
and ſo ſpuiled their Muſtering places : that they could ne- 
ver _ their Armie together , according as they had pro- 
miled, 

The beſieged, by this time, wanting forage for their hor- 


ſes ; they about Ofober 20, turne 100 hories out cf their The Gare & 
port among the Swediſh : and even yet they held it out reſo» hopes of the 
lutely. Their hope now was , that the raines at this time of beficged. 


the yeare , would fill the Dirches & Mines up againe , which 
Horn was now a working : but that hope failed rhem, His 
Galleries being now perfected ; he a few dayes after, cauſes 
the enemies walls to be attempted; if but to ſee whar coun- 
terarice the befieged ſtill carryed. But thoſe hee found fo 
good, that his men were beaten off againe : one of his ſoul- 
diers onely having ſnatcht down an Enfigne from the Ram- 
pier, in deſpight of all the ſmall ſhot of the defendants, pur- 
poſely aimed upon him. By this time, was Guſtawms Horns 
Armie more increaſed, then when hee firſt fate downe be- 
fore Benfeld : and that eſpecially and of late, by the com- 
ming of #attalie a French Colonell , with 600 men ; which 
he hoped to make up a Regiment compleat , out of thoſz 
forces which his King had a little before caſheired in Lor- 
rYAIRC, 

By the 25, had Horn apt himſelfe , cloſe unto the Ram- 
ao : and by the 26, ( notwithſtanding all Countermining ) 
ad hee brought his mine under it ; put in his powder , and 
made ic readie to play. The 25, he preparedall things rea- 
dy to ſtorme into the Breach, which upon the ſpringing of 
the mine he infallibly expe&ed. That morning , did Gover- 
nor B»lach ſend ont a Tripet with open letters in his hand; 


which he deſired leave of the Felr-Marſhall to carrie to the 
11 Goyernor

Benfelt yielded, 


and the condi- 
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Governor of the Biſhopricke of Srraſbarg , then at Zabers: 
to diſcover the weake eſtate of the towne to him, and to 
deſirehim to propound the conditions for his rendring : re- 
queſting a 3 dayes truce in the meane time, till the returne 
of the meſſenger, But this meſlage was by Guſtavus Horn, 
controlled ;and the Trumpet ſent backe againe. Towards 
nighr,doe the Swed4/s reſolve upon the firing of their mine; 
which the beſieged perceiving, reſolutely fall out upon tt, 
and fight with them at the mines mouth,all chat afrernoone, 
the whole night following , and the next day till 2 a clock 
after dinner. Hoys continually recheved his men , with new 
ſeconds : yea his Dragooners and Horſemen too , were on 
foot brought on, (till to purſue the ſtorming. His men were 
very earneſt with him, that he would accept of no compoſi. 
tion ; but that they might have leave to take ir by forte ; and 
that their reward for all their hardſhip before it, might bee 
the pillage of ir. 

But Blach having both done and ſuffered , as much as 
might bee expeted from a man in his place; perceiving his 
men to bee ſorely haraſſed and over-watched ; his enemies 
forces encreaſed; they backed by Straſd#rg ; and himſelte 
not likely to bee relieved from Zabers ; that the mine was 
ready to ſpring, and the beſieged halty to fall into the firit 
breach : is concented that ſome of his people had alreadie 
hanged outa white Enſigne, in ſigne of parlie ; himſelfe ſen- 
ding out to require hoſtages. This was done in the after- 
noone of Simon and Indes day, O tober 28 : whereupon the 
next day , both parties agreed upon theſe thirteene condi- 
e101, 

1, That the Governour, with all the Captaines , Otficers, 
and common ſoldiers, ſhould depart freely : going out with 
Colours flying, drammes beating, matches lighted , bullers 
in the mouth, and with full Armes. And-that they ſhould 
carry all their families with them , with horſes and-wagons 
ſutficient, for the carrying away of their baggage ; that they 
fhould have 2 field peeces, and one wagons loading of pow 

er, 
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der , bulletts and matches, That the Govemor, moreover, 
ſhould with his wife, children, coins, ſiſters, and ſervants 
with their baggage, be convoyed into Zabern; and the other 
Captaines and ſoldiers , to Briſach : pledges being givenon 
both ſides, according to rhe cuſtome. 

2, Thatthe Ecclefraſticks and Religions perſons,and eſpe- 
cially thoſe that lived in eFchle ; ſhould have free exerciſe 
of religion,as heretofore they have had : and leave to main- 
taine themielves upon Almes ; and as for thoſe that were re- 
ſolved ro go otherwhere, they ſhould have free leave to go: 
together with their gods and ſouldiers for the guard of 
chem. 

3. Thatthe Citizens alſo ſhould lave free exerciſe of the 
Romane Catholick Religion. 

4. Thoſe that were Officers of the Biſhoprick , ſhould 
have leave of departing, likewiſe, with their goods and fa- 
milies : 2 wagons with their horſes, being allowed them: 
they firſt of Ki delivering unto certaine deputies appointed 
inthe King of Swedens name ; their Concher-boeks & other 
Records concerning the eſtate of the Biſhoprick : together 
with a true account of all things hitherto depoſited, 

5, The ſick and wounded, which were not now able to 
march out with the reſt ; ſhould have leave to tarry in the 
towne, till they were recovered : after which, they ſhould 
have Paſſes, to goe whither they deſired. 

6. That the Governor, Captaines, Officers , Soldiers and 
Citizens, that had any lands within the Biſhoprick ; ſhould 
have libertie among the reſt who had yeelded themſelves 
into the King of Sweden: proteQtion : either to inhabite 
and make the beſt of them, or to ſell them, as they plea- 
ſed, 

7. That the Governor, now preſently after the rendring, 
ſhould have a Paſle frcm Guftawns Horn ; for the ſending of 
an Officer with his letters, unto the Governor Generall of 
the Biſhoprick , to certifie him of the proceedings. 

8. That none of the priviledges, TE 
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21d Rights of City or Citizens ; ſhould be diminiſhed ; nor

ing made over 


ſhould any ranſemes bee cxated of them : but that they 
ſhould have a proteRion rather , againſt any injurie that 
might bee done by che garriſon , which was to be put upon 
them : and that right and juſtice mizht indiffereatly be ad- 
miniltred to every ma. 

9. That all and ſingular the Citizens now within the 
towne ,. ſhould have leave either to ſell rheir goods pre- 
ſently , or within a certainetime , when they could : after 
which they might freely depart , and take Paſſes to that 

rpoſe. 

4 That the Citizens having houſes either in the towne 
or Countrey , ſhould have leave co till their lands ; and en- 
joy their ſtocks , horſes, cattell , and other goods ſerving to 
that purpoſe, without ranſome, 

11- That the priſoners on both ſides , ſhould bee ſet free 
without ranſome. 

12, That all militaric ammunition , viualls, and other 
things, not particularly belonging unto the Governor , Offi- 
cers, Soldiers, nor Citizens ; ſhould without frand be deli- 
vered untoſuch perſons, as ſhould be appointed by the Felt- 
Marſhall. | 

13. That the yeelding of the towne, ſhould be at eight a 
clock the next morning ; and of the ſuburbs, before evening. 
And if the Governor by reaſon of ſome hinderance , could 
not goe in the morning ; he ſhould then have leaveto tarry 
with his familie in hisowne houſe , tillthe next morning : 
and the ſoldiers, in the Suburbs. 

Upon theſe Articles , Tueſday Oftober zo, was the town 
delivered : the Governor marching out with 400 Foot, and 
120 Horſemen.One of his Feot-Captaines and whole com- 
pany , turned ſoldiers to the Swedsſs, The towne thus con- 
quered, was afterwards entruſted over unto thoſe of Srre/- 
burg : by which courteſie, they were not a little ſtrength- 


rothe $jra359- ned ; this ſtrong little towne , having ſhrewdly heretofore 
puniſhed them. 
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It pleaſed his Highneſſe the Duke of Lorraine, about rhe 
end of the next moneth;to lay ſome claimeunto-this rowne 


' of Benſelt ,as alſo unto Dachſerin , ( vhichi the Sweds had 19ane, 


by that time taken) and'to Zabers, His Commiſſioners met 
with Guſtavns Horns , at Marienkerch. His plea was , that 
he had lent certaine monyes upon them , and that they had 
therupon beene conſigned over to him , for ſecuritie. Wher- 
fore hee in friendly manner requelted , thar Fexſe/t might 
now bee returned over to him, The Sn edi/& Commiſſioners 
gave good words : but as for the rowne , they could ſay no- 
thing to it, till a Dieze might be convoked in the Empire. 


In the mezane time, they deſired the Duke to reſt aſſured, 4 j;;n. 


that if heneirher ſupplied che Emperor with Aides nor Pro- 
vifions ; the Swedes would no way bee injurious unto' his 
Highneſſe lands, or ſubjets,but help ro defend them rather; 
ſhould the Emperor,npon pretence of his Highneſſes being 
friend to the Sweaiſb partie, offer to aſlaile them. 

Benfelt thus taken , his Excellencie the Swediſs Felt- 


Marſhall ſent the Rhinegrave to take in HMarckelfboirm a qo 
towne hard by , defended but by one company of Imperia- gre takes 
liſts, The Rhinegrave had but a weake Partee as yet with Marche ſhim. 


him : the cauſe , that his ſummons were gybed at. The Im- 
perialiſts told him , he was 9 cuftomer for them : nor had hee 
companions enow , to make them afeard of kim. Tis ll jea- 
ſting with edge tooles, The Khinegrave , hereupon , ſending 
to Benfelr with all ſpeed for ſome field peeces: he the ſame 
day, made his entrance into the towne, by _ and batrery, 
Here found he but 20 Horſemen, and thole he rooke priſo- 
ners : the reſt of them that belonged tothe garriſon, were 
gone outthat morning to convoy in a Foot company , which 
was; comming from Colmar to reentorce thoſe of MMarckel- 
fzrim, Theſe the Rhinegrave having notice of, way-layes, 
meets withall, and detears : bringing the Captaine of the 

Foot-Companie, his Leiftenant , and all his men, priſoners 

with him, 

Other Sweds/ Partees ſeverally ſent abroad, doe at the 
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ſame time take inall the beſt of thoſe ſmall Srrengehs, thar 
lie along the river of /# towards Scblerſtat-ward or a little 
beyond it: about 2 or 3 Eng/i/s miles from the river. Theſe 
rownes were, Epffich, Vpper Bercken, Dambach and Keſten- 
holtz. ; together with Gemar upon the /, a little beyond 
Schleftat : ſo that Schleſtar became hereby blacked, 

But the chiefelt of the Armie, and Gzffavns Horn with 
it, adyances towards Molfreim : a good towne upon the 
river Bruſch , about 10 Enghſo miles Welt of Straſbarg ; 
and little above that diſtance Norch of Benfelt. Horn caulcs 
HMntzsg to bee firſt taken, a pretty towne ane Engisz mile 


' Welt of Molſpern , belonging to one Laxſperg a private 


Gentleman , that had ſerved the Biſhop. Afo{hreims , the 
fourth of ouc November Horn likewile inveſteth. The 
rowne not able to reſiſt, begins to treate within 2 dayes : & 
the very ſixth of November, ( that fatal ſixth af November, 
the day that the King of Swede was ſlainc upon ) receives 
in z troopes of Sed Horſe, with ſome Foot-Companies 
for a garriſon. This ſecured Srraſburg on that ſide, 

Thence turnes our Felr-Marſhall back unto Schlerſftat : 
and that wee now relate unto you. For though our purpoſe 
was, toheave led on our Storre no further then the Kings 
death ; yer for that there wants but one moneths worke, 
for the raking of 2 or 23 townes more , in this e£{at54 , and 
conſequently , of Guſtavus Horns marching up thence, into ' 

ava ia : we choſe rather to tranſgrefſe upon your patien- 
cesafcer the Glaſſes being oxr,then to leave the Story of theſe 
parts , unperfeed.. 

This Schlerfat is a very ſtrong Imperiall towne, (andthe 
ſtrongeſt , next to Benfelt ) uporrthe river of 1 zabout nine 
Engliſo mules to the Southall of Benfelt.There is a Colledge 
of leſuites in it ; and thoſe, famous ( or rather infamous)tur 
the Studie of Aagich or the Black, Art : which ſome ex- 
cuſe, by the name of 1»dicial Aftrologie. I feigne nothi 
upon them : for ſo much was at Straſbrg by a novice 0 
thetrs , publiquely upon his execution day ( ſince Go 
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faſt ) confeſſed. This yong Fellow being native of Ser«ſburg 
was _—_— by the /efwites of Schleftar ; and by\them 
employed, for the poyſoning of ſome chiefe men of $rraſ- 
ourg , tor which he was executed. He confeſſed , that all the 
Teſmites of the { olledge , (excepting two ) were Magicians ; 
and a _ of them Poyſoners And, indeed , both theſe 
eArts Diabolicall, doe our Cunning men and women, mm theſe 
latter dayes practiſe together : thar if by one of them, they 
ſhall forerell, the being in /ove, ſichneſſe or death , of any that 
—_— their counſell ; they may by the Figgs, and Philters 
and Potions of their other Art , endanger to make good their 
prediRion. Norare theſe feates-onely praiſed by the Jeſu- 
tes, in their Colledges of Seblerftat ; but in other places too, 
as the world belecverh. Theſe Arts , and /ying , confute 
ſtronglier , then all their Schoole Divinitie, Murder will out; 
but theſe , I leave till their diſcoveries. 

This Sch/eft zt, though as ſtrong as the Divell could make 
it; was not able a moneth together to refift the Armes of Ju- 
ſtice , and a good cauſe, that were now brought againſt it. 
Leiftenant Colonell Breitenbach defended it : ho had ewo 
trogpes of Horſe and 650 Muskettiers of Colonell Merrey- 
mchs Regiment ; which we herctofore told: you to have 
comne from out of Cultens countrey , into the Straſburgers 
JuriſdiRion, [ purpoſely omit to relate the order of the fege 
laying,the maner of the / pproaches, or the fallyes of the be- 
ſieged : minding to tell you of what ftrength the Imperia- 
liſts were ſtill in cheſe parts, and what endeavours they now 
made, to deliver this and Colmar, which Guftavus Horn 
eauſed at the ſame time-to bee blocked that he fate downe 
to Schlerſtat, 

By this time was Afonte-Cnucnli gone through Schwab. 
tend into Bavaria : and Commillarie Oſſa had his hands full 
about the Zake of Conſtants; ſo that the Generallſhip in 
theſe parts of A!/atia , was againe made over to Marqueſſc 
William of Baden : and hee now the ſecond time againe - 
pared , afcer the ſpoiling of his countrey, The Marqueſles 
troopes 
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troopes, were commanded by Major A/cavio ; and ſent tg 
lie at Zwſiſveime, a towne upon theriver /4, 12 Engliſh miles 
South of Co/mar, where the Chamber and Indgement /2at is, 
tor the Marckraviate of the Ypper Alſatia, Some few Im» 
rialiſts,' lay alſo encampe!] at Bri/ach upon the Kaſterne 
Ln of rhe river Rhixe , due Eaſt of Colmar and 12 miles 
from at. To theſe, were ſome Foot-Companies to be con- 
joyned , ot of Lorraine ; whole levying tor the Emperors 
ſervice, the Duke had there given way unto. To take on 
thete Lorraimers , doe 2 Cornets of the Bri/achers Horle, 
upon the ſixteenth of November paſſe over thzir Bridge to 
tht Weſbward ; to meet the other, comming out of rheic 
owne Countrey. A/canoes men , were by that time comne 
from Enfi/heim unto H. Crux a towne within 5 Engliſh 
miles of Colmar. And theſe were about 18 Cornets more, 
(beſides Foot : ) all reſolved to affroar Horns Quarters , and 
to/atrempt the relieving , ar leaſt ot Co/mer. The Rhine- 
grave Otto Lodowich , having norice of the Breſechers being 
abroade ;hee with 2 Regiments flyes in upon the necks of 
them: kills, rakes, and difperſcs them ; ſcarce x00 of them 
recovering with tafery unto Bri/ach, Seaven Enfignes toole 
he from them : and chat he might purtue the vitorie, be- 
fore eMC amoes men ſhould have nonce of his being fo ncer, 
he falls upon his Quarters about Heilingen Crux atorelaid, 
Theſe taking the route , at the firſt charge ; fled with all 
ſpeed towards Enferm, Being come to Yitenen hard by 
Enſifheim 1; they beganne there ro unvridle and ditperle, 
rhinking themſclves there, in a good place of ſecuritie. Bur 
the Rhinegrave having puriued them upon the ſpurre;hembd 
them in upon the ſudden, fer fire upon the 4 corners of the 
rowne, to'fire and {moake out the imperialiſts, Of theſe , as 
they came without order, & at ſeverall places running out; 
were 300 kiockr downe upon the place : and among rhem, 
2 Barons of Riffenberg , Leitcenant Colonell Roben ; a Serge- 
ant Major ,'6 Horle Captaines , with diverſe Corners, and 
under Officers. Three hundred, ( the moſt of chem Page: 
ners 
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graves ſervice, eAſcanio being 
Comets of Horſe, (the remainder of i 200 ) away to Mar- 
queſſe W:1:am : who then lying at T hann;departe preſent- 
Om it towards Burgunaie : Thus loſt he all his countrey, 

ortunes and reputation in the Emperors ſervice; which hee 
had before received from his favour. 

Horn lying cloſe to his fiege of Schlerſtat all this time, 
and a great part of the towne next the walls, being alreadie 
burnt and ſpoiled with his Fireworkes and Granadoes : 
Governour Breitenbech was upon the ſecond of December, 
enforced to treate a compoſition, The firſt demand made 
by Guftavus Horn was , that the townſinen ſhould pay him 
20000 Dollars : and the many ewes there, a ſumme by the 
Poll proportionable ; each /ew aſmuch as 2 {briſtsans, Theſe 
lewes , are many there, and have a free Synagogue toblal- 
pheme Chriſt in : and theſe, the /eſw5tes vor filthy lucres 
ſake, endure well enough ; but a Proteſtant they worle hate, 
then the Divell they Conjure by. The money was paid De- 
cember the fifth, the garriſon being 2 dayes before, departed 
upon theſe Articles, 

1. The Imperiall garriſon both Horſe and Foot , ſhall 
December the third, depart freely, with flying Enſignes, 
Drummes beating, trumpets ſounding, matches lighted, bul- 
ler in the mciith, z field peeces,one wagon of match and bul- 
lett, rog:ther wich their baggage and ſick people : all to bee 
convoyed to Briſach , ſufficient hoſtages being left in the 
tawne , for the ſafe returne of the Swedi/5 Convoy, 

2, Such fick and wounded ſoldiers as werenot able pre- 
ſently to travel , ſhould be left in the towne Hoſpitall : who 
if ever they recovered , ſhould nor bee compelled to ſerve 
the Swediſh partic ; but upon their defire, ſhould have the 


Felt-Marſhall or Governors Paſle , to returne back to their 

owne Regiments. 
3- All ſpoiles and bootie gotren in the time of this ſiege; 
Kk whether 
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whether Horſes or other priſes, ſhall remaine till unto the 
takers : bur as for the priſoners, & reaſonable exchange or 
ranlome, ſhall end the difference. 

For the fafeties of the Cirizens , were theſe following 
Articles agreed upon. 

x. Nokinde of —_ ſhall be taken upon the town. 
men, for any defence made by them during the time of this 
ſiege: but they , together with the Eccleſiaſttcall perſons; 
ſball ſtill be permitred the free uſe of the Romane Catholick 
Religion. All Cloiſters, likewiſe , Caſtles and JuriſdiRions 
heretofore poſſeſſed by the rowuſmen ; ſhall (till remaine to 
them. Nor ſhall any Citizen or Inhabitant , of what condi. 
tion ſoever he be , who hath either beenc an Imperiall Otf- 
cer, addied himfelfe to the warres, or done any ſpeciall 
peece of ſervice in defence of the towne, ſuffer any thing, 
cither in life or fortunes , now nor hereafter , for it. 

2- Neither King nor Kingdome of Swede ſhall aſſume 
more authoritie to themſelves over the rowne , then here- 
rofore the Rowane Emperors or their Deputics , have done 
uſrally : and therefore ſhall all the immunities, privitedges, 
and Caſtomesof the Citie, and in particular , alſo, the town 
= Kinzes With its Caſtle and Juri{diQtion , bee left free to 
them, 

3. Ifany of the Citirens , Officers , Servants, or Inhabi- 
rants , Spirituall or T it, ſhall bee deftrous to depart 
the Citie, either now or hereafter : he ſhall at any time have 
free leave {o to doe , and either to carry away his goeds 
with him, or otherwiſe ro diſpoſe of them. 

4- The Burgers ſhall not be over-burthened with Billet- 
ting or enquartermyg of ſoldiers : only ſhallthe garriſon have 
eherr competent all>wance made them ; for which , the fol- 
diers ſhalt be bound to keepe good diſcipline, and. accept of 


fach lodging as the Magiſtrates ſhall appoint them.

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A day or two after this,was the Swedif6 Leiftenant Rem- 
thinger with a Partee of 750 Horſe , ſet over the Rhine at the 
dorp of Schona , which hatha Caſtle to it : 9 or 10 Eng/sþ 
miles Eaſt of Schiertar, Early inthe next morning, was hee The Duch Res 
followed by Z:/hart, with more Horſes and Dragooners, 2*ion ealls 
Theſe two, upon Saturday December the cight , ſteale ſud- a —— 
denly upon the good towne of Endigen , about a league Gallebeteicns 
from the Rhine fide, to the Eaſtward, Here was the Impe- bur a captaine. 
riall Colonel Crenech, with 5 troops of Horſe enquartered : 
who was himſelte in the very beginning of the fight ſhot Ongar = 
dead upon the place, above 100 of his men laine , and all g,.u1 © 
the relt diſperſed , Croneck, had a deſigne , to have ſurpriſed : 
the Swedsh Colonell Einhaxſen and his Regiment, whoſe 
Polt was neere the Rhine , net farre from Endingen, It was 
a miſtie morning, when this defeate happened , under ta- 
vour of which gloomineſlſe, the [mperialiſts made the betcer 
ſhift to eſcape Zilhart, who had the chaſe of them. {ronecks 
dead body , was preſented to Guſtavus Horn : who ſent it 
into S$cblerftat Church . to bee interred. Endingen rowne, did 
hereupon become Swediſs : who having that footing on and the towne 
that Eafterne fide of the Rhwe , the Imperialiſts, that till of Zdixges ra- 
then had kept a kinde of Field-leaguer , without the walls *©*: 
of Briſach, ( but 8 Englif miles South of Exdingen ) breake 
up their Quarters preſently upon it, and retire themſelves 
into the citie. 
Preſently upon this, does Guſtavns Horn take in Horburg, 
a pretty towne upon the river /4, with a bridge at it. Two 
Engliſh miles Ealt of (o/mar , by the taking whereof, was 
this Colmar the more ſtreightned. ) 
All this time, that is,ever fincethe beginning of Novem- 
ber, had this Imperiall rowne of Co/mar,becne allo blocked 
up : which ſince the raking of Schlerſtat , had beene more 
preſſed. The place of it , 1s upon the ſmall river Zaxch, 
( which a little from thence falleth into the // ) about 1 3 
Engliſh miles to the South of Schlerftar, The Imperiall Go- calmer befie. 
vernor being reſolved to hold the place, and the Citizens ged. 
Kk 2 percet- 
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perceiving him not able to doe ir; there fals out a difference 
upon it, berwixt the Burgers and the (oldieric : The rownf- 
men feared, that by the Governours ob{tinacie , their City 
would be taken by afſanlt : and then ſhou!d their houſes be 
plundered or worle {erved ; and thertore preſſe the Gover- 
nour to a Parlee, Hee refuſing ; the citizens getting all their 
Billmen at once togerher;rhey juſt at dinner time,on Sunday 
December the ninth , ſea'e upon the Governour wirh his 
Leiftenant , & impriſon them : kill many of his ſoldiers that 
reſiſted them ; and ſent word with all fpeed unto G#/tavws 
Horn., to come and take their citie. This made their condi- 
tions to be the better, and theſethey were. 
By this you 1. His Majeſtic of Swedes is corftented to ſuffer the city 
lee that theſe of Colmar , [till to remaine as a Romiſh Catholike citie : and 
wn z inthe enjoyment of the ſame her priviledges, Immuniries, 
= = did - oe and rights, (aſwell the Spiritwalty as the Temporaltie) which 
as yer know had in-the yeare 1626': nor will his Majeſtie aſſume 
of the death of. more authoritie over the ſame citie, then the Romune Ce- 
the King of ay; have heretofore exerciſed. 
exe 2. The King will receive the Feclefiaſtical perſons ( both 
men and women ) into his proteRion : and leave them the 
free exerciſe of their owne Religion. 

3- In the ordering of the Magiftracie , the King (hall 
pleaſe to have conſideration, of the wellfare and fafetie of 
the rownſmen ; and that with reſpeR unto the ancient cu- 
ſNtomes : nor bringing inany new impoſitions. 

4- The catie ſhall not be over-burthened with a greater 
garriſon, then they ſhall well be able to maintaiae : and rhe 
billetting of them ſhall bee at the diſcretion of the Magi 
ſtrates , according to their former orders. 

5. All that were wilting ſtill ro remaine within the City, 
would his Majeſtie rake the prote&tion of : and whoever 
were minded to depart, ſhould have fice leave and libertie.

garriſon turned out at the Ports, ro ſhift for their o:xn faf2- 
ties, the town!men not ſo much ( you {:E Y'as putting 11 once 
Articles, in favour cf them. The ſame night, did Gaftavss 
Horn perſonally cer into Colmar : without exa Ting any 
one halfe D-iliar from the townſinen, The only thing that 
he added unto the Articles, ( which was by cn:reatie too ) 
was, that the Lutherans might have their old Cha:ch again 
within the towne, with the free excrci!c of Religioa, as 
heretofore they had enjoyed. Thi; being grantec, the Lord 
Commiſlary-Generall and Reſident , Claxer, the Lord John 


ſame day five yeares, beene exiled out of Col/mar, 
His Excecllencie G#ſtavrs Horn , had in the meane time 
ſent the Baron of Croneck , unto the Imperial! citie of Hage- 
naw ; 12 Engliſh miles to the North of $tra5bars. His met- 
ſage to the Magiſtrates was, that if they thought good-to 
ſubmir themſelves nnto the Swear proteRion , then ſhould 
their ancient Eſtate, Priviledges, Rights, and Cuſtomes, be 
left entire unto them : bur if not,all ſhould be by force con- 
fiſcated. The charges of the war, moreover,which he ſhould 
be put unto for the conquering of them, ſhould doubly bee 
exaRted out of their purſes. Theſe offers being ſent unto 
chem , by a fortunate and a conquering Armie; became pre- 
valent at the firſt motion, and were accepted of, Thus cafily, 
was Hagenas made Swediſh ; having not ſo much as ſeene the 
countenance of a Swede, till they took fome of them in, to 
be their garriſon, And thus became the valiant and diſcreet 
Guitavus Horn , the great conqueror of the Ypper Alſatia: 
and as much of the Lower too, as there needed, 
And that wee may diſpatch all the warres in theſe quar- 
rer's

Noe , and many principa!l Proteſtants , who row lived in fteredin Gut" 
exile fur their conſcience ſake , at Straſtzrg ; did the 14 of" 
December returne backe againe, unto their owne houles 11 
Colmar That day,was there a Sermen of Thanksgiving prea- 
ched there, by DoRtor lobn Smidt , Syperintendent of the 
oo_ Confeſſion ; who , with the rcſt, had the ſelte- 
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ters hneere the Rhine, at once ;by this time was the town of 
Franchendale in the Palatinate given over by the Spaniards, 
The King of Bohemia by treating with the town, had before 
his death , drawn the Governor #areller unto theſe condi- 
t10ns, : 

1. That upon the eleventh of November , himſclſe with 
all his Couldiers ſhould march out of Franckendale, in this 
equipage : That is to fay , with Colours flying, Drummes 
beating, trumpets ſounding, 3 Brafle peeces of ordnance, 
and ſuch other ammunition , as themſelves had brought in 
thither. | 

2+ That the Spamards ſhould bee allowed 2co wagons, 
for the carrying away of their baggage. 

3. That they ſhould have a ſuthcient Sweasf garriſon, to 
convoy them unto the frontiers of Luxemburg. 

Upon theſe termes , were the Spariards by agreement 
with the King of Behemia , to have left che toivne upon the 
eleventh of N cvember : but whereas they were to have re- 
ceived 7000 Rex Dollars for ſuch ordnance and Ammuniti- 
on, as they had heretofore brought into it, and now left be- 
hinde them ; perchance upon the King of Bohemia's ſick- 
neſſe firſt , and deathafterwards , they could not ſooner re- 
ceive their monyes. The Gentleman employed by the 
King , to treate with the Spemiards , was Colonell Col, 
and they were put to it by the King of Spaines and the Arch- 
ducheſſer agreement with King [«mes ( now allo preſled by 
King Chartes ) todeliver up the towne unto the Prince P4- 
latine , fo ſoone as he ſhould be able to keepe and maintaine 
it, The Spaniards would never treate with the King of 
Swedes about it , but with the Prince Palatines Minilters 
only ; ſo that now, the King of Boheme being likely enough 
to hold it, they condilſcend to deliver it.

LANDGRAVE OF HESSEN: 


From the time of his receiving ſome aides from the Kin 
of Sweden, at Werben , untill his joyning with the 
ſaid King againe , about the Ringau. CA Storie of 
ſome 3. HMoneths, 


4 Hat: our Reader may not miſtake the 
chief perſon in the Aion, tis Land- 
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and withall a neate and extemporary Poet : and what was 
beyondall theſe , a moſt undanted maintainer of his refor- 
med Religion, As for the habit of his body he was tall of 
ſtature ; to which he had a Preſence and Motron,of a Prince - 
ly and majeſticall deportment. He died at Eſthwey a towne 
ofthe Lower Haſſia , the r 5.of March 1632 : and the third 
of May following , he was with ſolemniry enterred at Ca/- 
ſel, And thus mach is due unto the good Landgrave: whoſe 
happinefſe and honour it was, amidit all the tronbles which 
the Emperour put him to ; to be the Father of ſo brave a 
ſonne, as had the ſpirit and good fortune; to vindicate the 
honourand liberty of the Family. To him now turne wee. 

The chiefe of the quarrell which the Emperour had to 
him, was for his Religion, and ſome Church-landsz The 
Lendgraves complaint againit the Emperor, againe ; was for 
a Sentence (partly ) by Ceſar paſſed againſt him Anno 1623, 
by which, the towne and Univerſity of Marpurg in Heſſex 
were adjudged away from him unto his Cozin the Land- 

ve Lodowvick of Heſſen Darmſtat : aLutherane by profeſ- 
fon, and not ſo point blanck _— unto the Catholicke 
party : and whoſe ſonne hath a diligent mſtmmenc 
of the Emperours, to draw the King of Sweden to a Treaty, 
when he lay ar Mfexrz ; and tilt works with his Father in 
Law the EleQor of Saxonieto the ſamepurpoſe. Of this Im- 
periall Sentence, the F/efor of Calten, (with him of Saxe- 
we) had beene one of the Commiſſioners and Zxecutioners : 
which made rhe. Zandgrave ftomack him. 

Afﬀeer thar the buſineſſe of Germany became (on the Ca- 
tholicks fide) a Leagwer-warre, and a OnarreRof Relogion ; 
then were the rote, onall hands laid at ; by theſe Lea. 


generr,as wellas by the Emperor ; every ofthem flying upon 
his nextneighbour. Whereas, roy ors nc Lanagrave 
chiefly beene. borne downg by the EleRors of Aer and 
Cullen, on the one fide; and by the neere Abbies of Falds 
and Hirſthfeld, on the other ; with theſe hee now to 
cry quittance: {6 foone(namely)as he findes himſelfe ſtrong 
LI enough, 
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enough, and that the King of Swedes had ſo potently already, 
advanced into Germany. 

To make way therefore for this Landgreves invading of 
others ;. wee will firlt ſhew you, how hee cleared his owne. 
Country at home : eventhen infeſted by the Imperialiſts, 

About the beginning of September 1631 (as inour Frſt 
Pare wee have told-you) the Landgrave returnes from the 
King of Sweden, ich ſomeaydes for the guard of his owne 
Country : and that gallant Cavalier Duke Bernard of Saxon- 
Weymar, was alſo at this time with him. The Landgrave 
being returned ;. firſt, muſters up an Armie of 4000 Foot : 
whereof 3600 were old ſouldiers; the reſt, traind Boores :. 
and amongſt them three Companies of hardy Forriſtiers and 
Huntſmen : of which laſt kinde of people, the Princes of 
theſe woodie Countries have a great multitude, To theſe 
4000 _ were 1coo Horſe, and two peeces of Ordnance 
joyned. 

"His quarrell ſeemed chiefely tobe intended, againſt the 
Biſhopricks and Abby-lands : which was as croſſe as might 
beunto the late Imperiall Decree of Ratiſbone. And not {o 
onely, but evenagaiaſt the Imperiall family alſo, The Em- 
perours ſecond ſonne, Prince Rodolph William, was now Ab- 
bot of Hirſchfeld in Heſſrm-land , next neighbour unto the 
Tandgraves owne poſſeſſions. This young Prince, upon the 
reſignation of his Unckle the Archduke Leopold : was made 
Prieſt, and had his Biſhopricksof Paſſawand Straſburg : in 
lieu of which, the Archduke was made Adminiſtrator of all 
thelands of the houſe of Grarz (of which this Emperor is) 
ineA//at;a, Tirole,&c, This Princely young Prieſt, was in 
the yeare 1628, choſen Abbotof Hirſchfeldafore-ſaid ; and 
ſhould have beene Archbiſhop of Madenburgalſo : whoſe 
miſſing of it, was the deſtru&1on of that ww. Citie. He 
had the Abby of Hir/obfeld, with condition, that the Lane- 
graves rightunto the Citie ; and the Citizens freedome of. 
religion, ſhould be reſerved, The preſent Abbot and Prince 
of Fulda , was one John Bernard Schenck,of _— F

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EleAed Awno 1623, who by the Title of his Abby , is like- 
wiſe one of the Princes of the Empire. To the towne of F=/- 
da, hath the Langrave ſome pretences alſo. This rowne of 
Hirſchfeld, and the eAbby-lands abour it, (being upon the 
river Fa/da, in the very heart of Haſſia) were | w.4 theſe 
warres, ſtill guarded by ſome Imperiall forces; and military 
men (for themoſt part) being nothing dainty of commit- 
ting Attions of Treſpaſſes ; had trenched, with the furtheſt, 
upon the Landgraves Royaltics , and the Cities priviledges.

ned to the gate by his Approaches, he claps toa Petard ; and 
by that breach, his ſoldiers ruſh into the Citie. Then would 
the garriſon have componnded : bur ſouldiers ( whole very 
vocation ſuffers them nctto be too tender-hearted ) uſe not

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cours ; ſends out to the Duke of Mecklenbrrg,to treate upon 
Conditions. Theſe were his defires ; That hee might have 
liberty to diſpeed a Captain unto Lieutenant-Generall Die- 
penbach, to tell him what ſtate the rowne was in: and that 
there might be a Ceſſation of Armes till his returne with 
the Anſwere. A Councell of war being called intheleagner, 
Grams propolition was upon theſe termcs afſented unto, 

1. That the towne Captaine ſhould have a Mechk/enbrry- 
gers Trumpet, to goe along with him, 

2. Thatthis Captaine, was to have* three weekes al- 
lowed him for his returne; and if hee could not poſſibly 
make his journey in that. time ; then-hee ſhould have a 
moneth, 

3. That the conditions of rehdring the towne, ſhould 
by Gram be conſented unto , and under his hand and Seal, 
delivered to the Duke of eck/enbarg, before the Captaine 
ſhould take his journey, 

4+ That in the meane time, there ſhould be a Ceſſation 
of Armes both by Sex and Land, on both ſides : and pledges 
given forit, 

5- That during this truce, the beſieged ſhould containe 
themſelves within their walls and Out-workes, and the be- 
fjegers, in their Quarters : the one, not comming neerer to 
the Leaguer ; nor the other , approaching nv neerer to the 
rowne. 

6, That after the returne of the Captaine, Gram ſhould 
immediatly deliver up the towne and out-wotkes to t!:c 
King of Swedex, and the Dukes of Meck/enbrrg ; according 
ro the agreements, before hand concluded upon. 

», Butifin the meane time, the Fort called The 17 hae, 
ſhould for want cf viRualls be enforced to ſurrender ; the 
taking in of thar, ſhould beno breach of truce, or treaty. 

This was muchabout the twentieth of our December:arrd 
whileſt the Captaine is upon his way, the ſtrong towne of 
Damitz was yeelded up : and that we now turne to. 

The place of it, is upon the very Southern Frontier of this 
— Dukce- 
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Dukedome of Mecklenbarg; neere unto the March of Braxz 
denbarg,nex: unto the Lower Saxonie : from which theriver 
F/b onely parts it, 

Tisa very ſtrong place, and had beene long beſieged by 
Colonell Lebarſen : againlt whom Colonell Srrawber with 
bis owne,and ſome of the Duke de Savelkes Regiment, very 
w<lldefended it. The towne, at length , pretrily thus be« 
rrayed its owne weakaelle, unto the Duke of Meck/enbare, 
£trarben upon the taking of Reftock,, fearing that the Baron 
of ] 1rm34 would have come into his towne;and perchance 
have taken his command from him : writes a letter unto /ir- 
7:04, to diilwade him. His reaſons were, for that his Ma- 
gaziac was ſo empty,and his proviſions ſo neere ſpent; that 
they would never maintaine both of them, a monerh toge- 
thcr : ſo that headviſed him to goe ſeeke ſome other Quar- 
ter. Thele letrers fell into the Duke of Mecklenburg: hand : 
whereupon, the ſiege was more preſſed and haſtned, jnthe 
end, therefore, of December, was the rendring concluded 
upo!, on theſe articles, 

1, That the garriſon ſhould next day depart the towne, 
withoat carrying away any vicualls or ammunition ; with- 
out wronging the buildings, ſlighting any of the workes, 
orleaving any powder-mines or traines, in Cellars or other 

laces, 
n 2, That the Governour with all his owne ſouldiers and 
officers , and thoſe of the Duke De Savelts , ſhould freely 
march our of the Citie, withall their Armes and Baggage- 
wagons , Colours flying, Matches lighted, Bullet in the 
mouth : upon no pretence ſoever to be diſturbed. 

3- That they ſhould by Lohawſens men be convoyed unto 
HMnnden upon the Feſer : and be ſecured againſt all mole- 
ſtations by the way, either by the Kings Forces, or any other 
his Allyes. 

4. That they ſhould have 15 Wageons , for the carrying 
away of their ſick people. 

5. That ſuch Eccleſafticalt perſons of the rowne, w__ 
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minde toYepart : ſhould have free leave to goctlicinſelvcs, 
2nd to catry aWay their Church ornaments with them. 

6. Thar the priſoners, on both ſides, ſhould be ſet at li- 
berty, without ranſome. 

7- Laltly, that ewo principall Officers of the Garriſon, 
ſhould beleft for hoſtages with Lohav/er, till the ſafe re- 
turne of his Convoy. 

Upon theſe conditions, was the towne rendred, 400 of 
the garriſon, quitting their owne Enſignes, became ſoldiers 
unto Lohaxuſen. Thole that marcht towards the Veſer, were 
inthe end of Januaric after, met withall and cut in pecces by 
Generall Baniers men; as we ſhall anon tell you. 

About the eighth of Januarie,the /73/mar Captain, whom 


Governour Gram had tent to Diepenbach, againe returncd ; ,, 


whereupon , Tueſday Jauuary the tenth ; was the towne 
rendred, upon the conditions before agreed. It chanccd, 
thataSwed'G Lieutenant, ( one of thole that was to convoy 
Gramand his people into Silefia: ) offered, uponthe way, 
to debauch ſome of his ſoldiers from him. Gram was fo in- 
cenſed with the Lieutenant,for enticing away his men; that 
vending his Piſtoll upon him , hee ſhot him dead upon the 
piace. Generall 7, od (a fierce man) having notice of this 
teate ; and of a diſcovery of falſe play withall, that Cr.- 
(contrary to his covenants) had carried away 300 muskets 
inthe ſtraw and hay of his Baggage wagons zand that he had 
pillaged ſome.ſhips in the Havenzand drowned ſome pecccs 
of Ordnance,afterthe time of the agreement ; he ard Lobrue- 
ſen goe out after with'a powder z whom over-taking, they 


lay hold on,and ſend him and his Commiſſarie prifoners into Vp"7 occ

Gripſmald. Gram was marchtout with almoſt 3000 men ; 
whom Ted: now falling aboard with , kills 3-0 upon-rhe 
place; and fo terrifies 2000 more, that to fave their lives 
they became ſoldiers tothe King of Sweden. The Commiſia- 


ric offered x 2000 Dollars for his ranſome : but betore he gat . 
out of Grip/wald, more perchance were fetchr out of him. ,; 


The Swedes found 20 /aſt of ganpowder within 77 7/71.r - 
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with great ſtore of faire braſle-peeces, and militarie ammy- 
nition fu:hcient, _ 

And thas the whole Dukedome of Mecklenbwrg being 
cleared of the [mperialilts,and the Walſteiners; and the true 
Princes rimpatriate into their owne poſſeſſions : the Gene. 
rall Achatiz Toat, (after a while) goes with his Armie to 
the Biſhop of Bremer : who having before riſen with ſome 
ſixe or S009 men, and well recovered ſomeof his townes 
a24ine : hee was nov hard laid-at by the Count of Grox/- 
felt, by whom, the townes of Langwedeland YVerden were 
repriſed from him, + But a more deſperate Enemie was 
now comming upon him ; Paprenheim was now entered 
upon the ſtage of this Lower Saxonie : and to-him now 
turae. wee.. 


T Ow inhumane a devaſtation-of that fo ancient and 
goodly Hasſe towne of Magdenbwurg , the Counts of 
Tilly and Pappenheim had lately made ; we have in our Firſt 
Pax: delivered. Of the cruelty of which fary, wee did not 
the 1,nor can doe now; diſcover the one halfte to you, A good- 
ly Citie, reduced to ſuch raines : as if Hanniba/had done it, 
and not Ti/ly ; Hannibal (\ ay) who had the Artby fireand 
vinegar, to moulder away the rockes and mountaines into 
crumbles, for the forcing of his owne paſſage, Thoſe t' at have 
ſince ſeenethe 80 or 109 meaner houſes , now onely (with 
the Cathedrall ) left in Magdenburg : have admired not onl 
how the ſtone buildings, butthe tones themſelves (unleſſe 
ia ſome vaſt Lime-kil» ) could poſſibly have beene turned 
into ſuch ſcavage and ſuch rabbith. Tis my Complaint, this, 
not my Declamation, I knaw there 1sa ſharpe Latene pen 
that hath laboured to excuſe Tilly and Pappenheim upon it, 
and ro charge the whole blame upon the Townſmen,and the 
Adminiſtrator. Tilly (hee fayes) offered them 1 know not 
how mach mercy. If to offera man peace with the loſſe of

might the Cagdenburgers have had fuch a cruell mercie. 
That was the quarrell againſt Mogtontery : they had accep- 
ted of Prince Chriſtian William of Brandenburg, a Proteſtant, 
and refuſed Prince Rodolph Will:am of Gratz, a Catholicke"; 
and this ruined them,

townes, the King of Sweden would have been to redeemethe of our Fir]

this was in earneſt, had he then been able, he now goes abour 
It, ſo ſoone as he is : no ſooner had the Yittory of Leipfich 
made him both ſtrong and famous, but hee devotes himſelfe 
to the regaining of it. How the Generall Banter, had at the 
Kings comming away from Ha/l and Leipfich , beene left 
thereabout with order to inveſt Magdenbwrg : wee before 


pointed at, Page 28 of our Second Parr, The Lord Marqueſle The. Mar: 
of Hamilton likewile, then lying in the neighbour Adarck of quelic Haral- 


Brandenburg, had commiſſion for the ioyning with Banier 
for the reducing of it. His Lordſhips Army arriuing in Po- 
»erland in the beginning of Auguſt , preſently did this ſer- 
vice unto the King of Swede, that it was confeſſed to be one 
ofthe occaſions of the vitory of Leipfich. The fame of its 
being 20000, ſtrang , haſtned Saxonie to ioyne with the 
King, encouraged the whole Proteſtant Party : and made 
Tilly, beſides, to leave his garriſons 6 or 80co ſtronger then 
hee needed otherwiſe to haue done , who would have 
fhrewdly troubled the King at that great Battell. 

The Eng/is Army being landed at the #hite- howſe by 
Welgaft, Auguſt the ſecond , lay there about 3 weckes ora 
moneth, for Arming and refreſhing. Thence went they to 
Anckhlam, Veckermund, and Stetin : about which they lay in 
Dorps ſome z weekes longer, Thence went they to 4m, 
Grippenhagen, Konicksberg , and Cnſtrine : and lome into 
Oo 3 Franck- 
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*Franchford upon the Oder. Hence, after ſome 4d dayes; 

they went to Aorcheberg, Strauſberg, and Bernaw : a, 
the Weſt of the Oder. Thence to Spandaw Brandenburg, md 
Zerbit : where they croſt the E/b. Thence to Kalbe and 
Saltz,; and ſoto Magdenbare, alittle before the middle of 
November. 

The towne of Xagdenbarg had ever fince a weeke be- 
fore tha Battle of Leipſich ; beene entruſted with a prear 
part of the riches and ſpoiles of warre, along time prowled 
together, by Tilly and his Officers : who ſeeing the King 

, would fight, had ſent them into that place of ſafety. The 
Governour of it, was Count Folff of Manſvelt : and his gar< 
riſon, ſome 3009. The Lord Marqueſſe Hamilron and the 
Generall Banier, (fate downe to it; about the middle of No- 
vember : their Quarters for the Foot-forces , being in two 
Dorps,about two Exg/:fs miles ſhort of the towne,towards 
Saltz ; the Elb being on their right hand. Both the Gene- 
ralls, werelodged in one of thole villages, where the Foot 
lay : which were ſuch decayed forſaken Cottages ; that the 
houſes were neither enow, nor ſufficient, to keepe the men 
dry. And thus had 74#y left the Countrey. Bamiers Horſe 
were quartered in the next Dorps on theleft hand of Mag- 
denburg : the neereſt at the diſtance of an Engiih mile ; 
though their guards were neerer. Both Horſe anJ Foot, 
might come to fixeor 700 men. Workes they had none 
againlt the towne , but onely three Sconces: firſt, a greater 
one, upon the top of a hill , halfe an Engh/> mile from the 
Citie : ſecondly, another to guard the Avenue of their Quar- 
ter ;and athird upon the right hand by the E/bs fide, which 
was indeed never finiſht. Generall Bazier was for the moſt 
part in the Quarters : though now and then he made a poſt- 
mg voyage to Hal; 44 Engl; miles to the Southward : 
where about this time his wife lay in ; and Bavd/azx was 
one of his Goſlips. 
Peeccs of ſervice, there were onely theſe 2, all the time 
of the 7 weekes leaguer, The firſt was,(about the middle * 
_ 
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the ſiegeJupon a little Tland in the Z/5 : to which the towns- 


men uſed to fend their Boats,a fuelling. This being obſerved, 
ſome Dwtch Foot were ſent out againſt them ; betwixt 


whom fell a ſlight skirmiſh, not worth relating. The mif- Two fichr 
chance was more remarkable, then the encounter : for that a «kirniſhes, 


ſparke of fire lighting into the powder, in one of the Darch 
boats z blew that up, and the aſſailants in it. The ſecond 
ſervice was towards Chriſimas, and by the horſe :- 300 of 
whom being put over to the further {ide of the E/6 ; there 
intercepted ſome of the rowne garriſon, that were ſent over 
the bridge for forage. 

Thetowne, by Chriſtmas eve, was brought to a Parhie,in 
which, had Zamer beene as forward as my Lord Marqueſſe, 
the towne might have beene rendred. Three Commiſſio- 


ners were on both ſides appointed for the treaty:a Colone), The rowne 
a Lieutenant-Colonel, and a Sergeant-Major. The Lieute- Pa:lics 


nant Colonel, ſent from the Beſiegers , was named Sa/omen 
Adams (as I take it) who is now Govemour of the towne : 
and the Majors name is Chamberlaine, The place of treaty 
was betweene the Quarters aud the towne ; cach fide bring. 
ing a giard of 100 foot, and 5o Horſemen. The conditions 
ercd being ſomething preſſing ; the towne Commilſſio- 
ners anſwered, that they were not as yet inſuch neceſlity : 
but if they might have faire termes, they would be willing 
to ſurrender. On Wedneſday they met againe ; but nothing 
was concluded : Drammes and 7 rumpets, going ſtill be- 
tweene, from the towne unto the leaguer. The night fol. 
lowing, there lipt two of Pappenheims horſemen into the 
towne; ſo that the Lord Marqueſſes Trumpet being next day 
ſent in, with a full expeRation to bring the newes of yeeld- 
ing: the Count of Xansfeld returned this peremptory word

Magadenburg, The Engliſh and Scerti/þ being too weake ta 

abide P appenheim, were faine to goe along too : and Bax 
thinking not himſefe fure enough at Sa/tz ; went next eye- 
ning ſixe miles moreſoutherly, unto Kalbe ; upon the ſame 
river, Beyond the towne on the other ſide the Sa/a,are there 
ſome (trong Workes : for the guarding of the cowne and 
Pajſe, which is of good importance. Into theſe, Bamier 
now drew his men over the Bridge ; ſee now,who was moſt 
frighted. The Zng44s and Scortsfh with foure Dutch Cam- 
panies of Sir Alexander Leſlies, Generall-Major to the Lord 
Marqueſle) ſaid within the towne apon the other ſide, next 
unto Magdenbarg. Banier ſent to the Lord Marqueſle, to 
draw over towards him:threatning if he would not,to burne 
the bridge, and to leave him to the mercy of the Enemy. 
He told the Lord Marqueſle atfo, that he would blow up his 
houſein Calbe, which he wasquarteredin, ſo ſooneas ever 
he werecomne out cf it, This houſe was a good high one, 
and next unto the River : ont of the windowes. whereof, 
(tis ſuppoſed.) Baniers feare was, that the Enemies Musket- 
tiers might play into his Workes, and annoy his people. The 
Paſſe being viewed by Sir [acob A/ole : he aſſured my Lord 
Marqueſſe, that hee might ſafely march away in a quarter of 
a1 houres warning, 1a deſpight of P appexheim and his Army. 
The Lord Marquelle alſo by the fight of ir being confir- 
med,refuſed to goc over the Bridge to Banier , but ſtaid 
here with his men, till afcer Pappenheims quitting of MMag- 
denburg ; they went thence unto Halberftar, And thus

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left Pappenheim a faire way,to come intoit,l know not: this 
1s fare ; that no looner were the Beſiegers gone, bur he cnre« 
red into the towne: and to him now turnes our Story.

and the Count of Gronsfelr ; 'whom Ty with ſome ſmall 
forces, had lately left about the e/ſer , was to be his Felt- 
Marſhall. Some Commiſſions had before his comming, 
beene given out for Regiments: as to Lambo, Quade, eA/- 
chenburg, Obr, Niewhauſen and Patant,all. Colonels, Parc of 
Lamboes Horſe Regiment gathered out of Zxick/and ; him- 
ſelfe ſaw muſtered before himat Cx/ler, in the beginning of 
December : but being neither compleat norarmed ; it went 
not along with him. Njexhanſen that was Anptman of 
Steurwold by Hildeſpeim : had notalong time after gotten 
uÞ above 300 Foot, and/x 50 Hotſe,: Palant, was to have a 
donble Regiment, 'of 'Horſe and Foot : Two Horle-Regi- 
ments of Weſterbolt and Weſtphalia, were (aid to bealceady 
in Mnriſterland : fo that none of all theſe went-now along 
with htm into Prun/wickl/and. ; 

And yethe even now; promiledrto relieve MMagdenvurg , 
and about the middle of December, he ſers out from Cxller 
to Polfenbuttle in Brunſwickland: 44 Englif» miles, tothe 
Southweſt of Magdeubyyo. Thitherward hee goes, onely 
with his owne private retinue : not ſo much as witha Cor- 
net, or a Company.

P appenberm,indeed, gave outhimielfeto be roor 12000, 
and for fomany hee commanded bread to be baked at Wo!l- 
fenbuttle : and yettoconceale the ſinalneſle of his numbers, 
did hee never march from Wolfeubutth unto Magdenbrrg, 
but in the night, and in devided Companies, | 

There had particular intelligence beene ſent out of Kalex- 
berg to the Generalk Benier,of the ſmalneſle of Pappenheimy 
Armie : and the Prince of Anbalt. (as I heare) offered to lay 
his owne head,toa Dollar,it he were 5000 men. But Duke 
Fredericke Viriek of Brunſwick, being deceived by Pappen- 
beims Bakers , (who ſhewed Commuſſions to provide for 
12000) writing to Banier,that he was indeed ſo ſtrong; this 
was the thing that ſcared the Swed:f Generall ; who confi- 
dered that the towne of Magdenbarg , had 2y00 more, to 
joyne with him.

miſchance, a Gentlemans houſe and another, on: fire : whic 
is likeliclt to be the fires, imagined. 

- January the ſeaventh,does/Pappenberm draw out of Mags 
denburg :notas my laſt quoted Aurhor delivers, for that hee 
had newes of the Dake of Zxnenbwrgs threatning to beſiege 
Wolfenbuttle : for (plainely ) neither this Duke nor his Bro- 
ther, had as yet auy.one.man levyed. Pappenheim and ans 
feld having<onchuded,. firlt that 2ſagdenbarg was not to 
be maintained ; and ſecondly, thatthe whole Country was 
mare to be conſidered, then that one ruinated Citie ; they 
had now reſolved upon leaving of it. Pappenherm had done 
what he came for, and-what ſhould lie ſtay there, longer? 
Having therefore charged all the goods-hecame thither for, 


upon his Waggons ; he-ſends. them onward with his Feor, . 


towards Wolfenburttle, The Ordnance which he had refol 
ved tocarryalong with him, it ſeemes he wanted horſesfor: 


- ſecing 18 of the(e:were found ſRanding upon the Market 


place ; with their harneſle or-traice cut, after the'draught- 
horſes had beene put to them, 

Our of Magdenbarg carried he. theſe Forces, Of Colenel 
Brenner Regiment, 1o Companies, or x 500 Of Marqueſſe 
William of Baden;8.Companies,or 60. Of Cratz. his Regi- 
ment 5 Companies,about 150. Of Gofz his Regiment,5o0. 
Befides theſe, were 3 troopes of horſe ; one, of Manfelds 
owne guards, and the other 2 of Crabat: : but all ſo weake, 
that thoſe threecou}d not make up a hundred. Jn all, 2500 
1c00 of Which, he againe put into Wolfenbutrle. 

Pappenheim was gone almoſt 2 dayes , before the Lord 
Marqueſſe or Baxier had notice of it, W hileſt his Foot and 
Baggage, were marchingaway , ſome troopes-of his horſe 
made a Braye uponthe $44 before their Quarters. A faire

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; Compagnia there is betwixt Sa/tz and Xalte: anda hillin it 
'within halfe an F»-g/if mile of this latter. Upon that, did 
ſome of them make a muſter of themſelves ; ſtcod ſtill, ard 
gazed upon the Eng/iſs and the Scottiſh : whom wy I ord 
Marqueſſe now commanded. to be drawne cut into Z:r- 
taglia ; Bamer likewile having ſent over ſome fixc or ſeaven 
troopes of Horſe and Dragooners. Two houres, they ſtcod 
looking thes one upon another : without exchanging ſo 
much as one bullet, derweene them. The Pappenhermers, ic 
appeares,meant not tomake a buſineſſe of it ; but did it only 
to amuze their Enemies : either whileſt their Foot and Bag. 


gage, might get the more time to march away ; or that their tut march a- 
other fellowes, might '1n the-meane time, plunder ſome of way v.utour 
the neighbour Dorps, undiſturbed. After two houres,theſe ©'"s «ny 


Horſe marcht off quietly, and followed after their Armie 
unto Wolfenbuttle. 

Pappenheime leaving Adagdenbarg, did not commit that 
fpoile and barbariſme, upon the towne, as was reported. 
Part of the bridge (ſome fay) he burned : thoughothers ſay 
twas burnt before. Spme Boats and Mills hee tpoilcd in the 
river,and blew up ſome of the Works. Of Ordnance, he left 
18 (as was faid) upon the Market place, 19 hedrowned in 
the E16 , 2 he blew ap with gunpowder, and left above 45 
upon the walls, Three hundred ©wintalls of gunpowder 
. {each ©minmall being 100 pound weight) hee lettbchinde 
him,which had it not beene concealed from him: he would, 
ſurely, have put fire unto, or have carried away with him. 
A world of Afatch was there left ; and of Corne, Peaſe and 
Oates, greatplenty : Andall this was found in it, when as 


epon the Manday, after Pappenheims going ; my Lord Mar- My Lord 
queſſe entered it. The Generall Bamers Army, ſtaid about Marquiſe 
Kalbe, till Duke Filliam of Saxon-Weymar came into thoſe ers */-g 


parts to joyne with him, to purſue Papperherm: and my 
Lord Marqueſſes men, till towards the end of the moneth, 


that they went towards Halberſtare : Their way lay Weit- He an 3.7 &, 
ward ; by Ege/an, 16 miles ; thence to Grammgen, 12 miles : part compa- 
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whence 6 miles fucther unto Hatberfarz where they ſaid 
abo7e aquarter of a yeare for the guard of the towne an4 
Country, till ſach time as they were taken on by Duke Wil;.. 
am : as inthe Kings Story we have told you. From Halber. 
fat, upon the firſt of February, went the Lord Marqueſle to- 
wards the King of Sweden: with whom the 11 of the Gme 
moneth Marrived. His Lord(hip (as I have heard Sir Jacob 
Aſvleysell, who in that journey wattedupon him) was very 
graciouſly entertained by the King: a concluding argument, 
that what his Lordſhip had undertaken, was very well ao- 
cepted. The King of Swedes (b:ſides his freedome of lan- 
guage,wherein he uſed not to be ſparing,againſt whatſoarer 
had diſpleaſed him : ) had a Spirit, withall, ſo highly moun- 
red above all diſſembling, that it ſcomed to fpeake , or to 
booke, booty. 

The Count of P appenheims being arrived at Wolfendnttle, 
avout the 1 1 or 12 of January,he leaves the luggage brought 
out of Magdenbarg, in this{trong Citie; and x 500 or 2000 
men with the Lord of Glein,to defend it. This towne, was 
{omerimes the Court and Reſidence of the Dakes of Brun/- 
wick; untill Tilly of late yeares, had taken it fromthe King 
of Denmarke : and thrult Dake Yiricks thence ; by the unru- 
lineſſe of an [mperiall garriſon. For the Duke perceiving he 
had no command over his ſubjeQs,by reaſon of the gaurl on: 
{o ſoo1e azever hee had conſented to the Diet of Leipſich 
pretending one morning to goe a hunting, he went to reſide 
in Brunſwick,towne ;and never ſince that time, returned in- 
to Ylfenbuttle. 

Aboar the middle of the moneth, th: Count of P appen- 
h-im (ers forward into the Countrey of Lunenburg : whole 
eldeſt Dake but being unmarried,the z Dukedoms of Zela- 
Luanburganl of B unſiwck,, wich the great Biſhoprick of 
Hilleſveim : arealllikely to fall to Dake George , who will 
thnbe one ofthe greateſt Princes of Germany. Chriſtian of 
Zell s- Lunenburg, is now heice apparent unto the childlefſe 
Virick ot Branſwick. before-named. Before his going, er 

ends 
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ſends fothe Imperiall towne of ZBran/wick; ſeaven Engel 
miles downe the ſame river of Onacre, with We/fenbartle, 
to the Northward, His demand was, tobe by that Citie 
firniſhed with a Viaric«w,- or proportion of proviſions for 
his journey. This being a very ſtrong towne, which the 
Dukes of Zruxſwick, (though often they have attempted it) 
could never make themſelyes Maſters of : had the courage 
todenie him this motion. 

Now marches hec up into Z«nexbarg ; and of that Duke

hee demands Contribution ; and that his ſtrong towne of ,,war2s twnen. 
Zel upon the river Ate, ſhould take in a garriſon from him. 622. 


There be five Brothers of theſe Dukes of Zanenburg (as 1 
heare) and all unmarried except Duke George. The eldeſt, [ 
have before named : The ſecond Brother,is Duke George,the 
man now comming upon the ſtage of warre ; for which pur- 
poſe hee was at this inſtant at Hamborow , about his Falls of 
E e, and getting up of monies. To Duke £hriftran was 


P eim ſaid to write his letters,to this purpoſe, That he Writes to :u- 


ſhould ſend Commiſſioners to him, to agr 
rributions: labour to hinder the levies of his brother George: 
and if he could not that way prevaile with him, hee ſhould 
either atreſt his body,and keepe it ſafely in Zed; erelſe ſend. 
that and the men hee had to levie, into his Armie. 
Some ſpeake of P ei9 threatning to befiege Zel: bur 
this the Duke (perchance)would not be much atraid of : his 
towne being very neere as ſtrong as Folfenbatile. Tobe 
briefe, the Duke excuſing himſelfe, that he had no power o- 
ver his brother, agreed with Pappenheimto give him 4co00 
Dollars monethly contribution. 1 his was the Dukes cheapeſt 
courſe ; for he well knew that Pppenheim could never ay 
to take up the firſt payment of it : Duke William of Saxon- 
Weymar : the Landgrave of Heſſen , and the Generall Z- 
mer, the Duke underſtood to be all at this inſtant comming 
againſt P appenheims, ſo that be knew he cofild never be able 
to tarry in his Countrey, 
And but for this, Pappenherme had the beſt of Zwrerl wr7 - 
| ; | tor 
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for tithe h1lalcexly neſtled himſelfe in the Freyheir, (or 
Freed»m2) th2 (trongeRt part of che Dakes Country. His way 
to it from lfenburtle,was to Steinbruch, on the river Fuſe, 
13 Eng/iſh miles from Wnlfenbuttle. Thence paſſing by Ha. 
»2ver, 39 miles farther, he ſettles himſelte at Bereerlo 1m the 
Freybat, ro Eagliſs miles from the river Feſer. A place it 
is, to the North of Harver, having a pretty ſtrong Caſtle 
by it : bath rou14 encompaſſed with 2 woods, the 2 rivers 
Alter an4 Leine ; divers ditches and Moraſſes ; ſo that there 
is but hard comming atir, But here could he not ſtay above 
5 or 6dayes; for that hearing by this time, of the Generall 
Todts taking of Wi/m4r;and his comming(or abot ro come) 
overthe 15, to the defence of the Biſhop of Bremen, and 
D.akes of Lunenburg : as allo of Dake Williams, Heſſens, and 
B 1aizrs approaching,on the other ſide upon him : he fearing 
to bedrivenup into the middle berwixt them; makes with 
all ſpeed towards the ſtrong towne of Hamelen upon the 
Weſer. He had a good mind(it appeared)to have lived with 
his Army till the Spring, in the Z»nenbwrgers Countrey:: but 
fore-dooming, by the preparations, that theſe winter-mo- 
reths might prove hotter ro him then the Dog-dayes : that 
was thereaſonthat he by Hameler paſſed over the Weſer, to 
Quarter him(elfe in a quieter Countrey. 

And twas time for him, to get Hamel/cn upon his backe: 
vpon which, hisencmies Lo elſe have beene. Weetold 
you before of the comming of. 3 -0 Imperialifts under 7 En- 
ſignes out of Dammtz : theſe, at this inſtant, comming out of 
Helmſtat(where at bis going toagdenbwmrg,wetold you he 
had left them)rowards Hamelen to joyne with Pappenheim, 
were met withall by a Partee of 150 Horſe of Generall Ba- 
»icrs;and cutall in peeces,or made turne tothe Sweds/ party, 
The reaſon that facilitated this defeate, was, for that they 
thouzht chemlſelves ſo farre from enemies , and ſo ſecure in 
that nezrenefle tt Pappenhrimm, that they marcht without bur- 
ning matches. This towne of Hamelen is ſeated upon the 
Ealterne and 5ra»/richer (ide,of che famous river of Weſer : 
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. betwixt it and the mountaines. P appexheims march thither, 
lay direQtly to the Southward, through the Counties of Hoy 
the Peſer at this Famelen to the 
South, and Yeſtphalian ſide of it : hee inthe end of Januarie, 
ſtrikes up to the Weſtward, into the County of Lemgow : 
for there and in the neighbour Counties of Faldeck, Lippe, 
and Ravernſperg,his purpoſe was to have lodged his divided 
Armie : andtorecreut it by the Spring time, with new le- 
vies, He had not beene gone a full weeke, but that his Com- 
miſary-Generall Lirchenfelt, ſent him adviſe from Hameler; 
that Duke Y/liamWeymar, the Tandgrave of Heſſex , and 
the Generall Banier , wete all conjoyned about Hildeſteim 
and Ca/exberg : ſome of their troopes being within a dayes 
march of Hamelen. This cauſes P appenbeim to counter- 
march ; and todraw outthe garriſon, which hee had lately 
thruſt into the towne of Lemgow , and to put it into Hams- 
len to {trengthen it, Leaving him, for the preſent , about 
Hamelen, Rintelin, and thoſe other many good townes upon 
the Weſterne banke of the Yeſer : let us goe back, a while, 
to bring his adverſaries into the Cockpit to him, T oat, Bre- 
men, Lunenburg, Wiiltam Weymar, Heſſen, and Bamer ; all 
ſixe werenow comming againſt,or upon poore Pappenheim; 
and yet he ſhifted amongall ofthem.: yea not ſhifted only, 
but gat. now and then, the beſt of ſome of them. 
The Generall Sir Jobn Banicr , after that Magdenbure 
was taken ſome order. for; and aſmall garriſon lett to de- 


fend and helpe the poore people, which fromall the parts of 


their baniſhment, began now to returne homewards to 
their owne. Citie ; adyances to joyne himſelte with Duke 
William of Saxon-Weymar. This Duke having Commilli- 


on from-theKing, to recover the-townes in that corner of

The towne hee tooke 

by Storme ; and all that reſiſted, died for it.Thence advances 

he to Stathagen : which terrified by the former example, 

yeelds to him. And ſo does Yolckmarſen ; with ſome other 

Strengths there-abouts , of ſinaller conlequence. Having 

againe thus ſcummerd over the frontiers of Paderbo7n , hee 

paſſes the river Yeſer and beſieges Goettingen; as we before 

told you. To the reliefe of this towne , when Pappenheins come 7,-14:u. 
upon his comming to Hamelen,ſent ſome troopes;they were heimers dctcas 
defeated by ſome of Duke liam: and Batiers Horle P ap. ted. 

zeez, that ſcoured up and downe the Countrey. 

But Pappenheim was not long unrevenged for this; for 

that in the beginning of this February, having gotten notice 

by a Booreghow that Colanel Laws( Lawrence ) Cag a Sweae, 

and Sergeant-Major-Generall ; was with 4 new and weake 
Regiments of Dragooners, of about 1 5 60 men,lodged neere 

unto Hoxter and Corvey by the Veſer;lome 20 Eng/ia miles 

rothe South-of-Hamelen:; he haſtens thitherward todefear 

them, Hehad before this,takena Swed:/> Lieutenarit, whom 

he kept priſoner with him, Being ready to march , inthe 

mofning before day-light ; Come, up, (fay the Pappenheimers 

to the Licutenant). you muſt along with us, to the throat- Pppe»! e/;; 
cutting of your Countrymen. And indecede they were as <us « #1506 
good as their words; for that Papperibeins Falling into their 574d 9 Dra- 
Quarters about x 2 a clock, (which was the uſuall houre,that —— 
hee ſtill obſerved) hee cutin pecces the molt of theſe Dra- 
gooners,or forced them into the riverand oraſes : where 
twas ealie to kill them, that were firſt buried. . 

The Enſignes of theſe Dragooners,, Pappenheim made a 

glorious flouriſh withall, athis returne againe to Hameler : 
and all to magnifie his victory. Twas anotable ingenious p,,,,,,.,. 
Crafty Generall, this Pappenherm: for having thus cleared cr; frinell... 
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Hoxtey ; he would ſend his men al>ng the #eſer+fide, be- 
twixt Hamelen;unden,and Hoxter ; who ſhould goe over 
the bridges, and ſocome round about againe, And thus did 
{ome one Regiment walkethe round, two or threetimes 
over; and all this was to make ſhew, as ifevery one of theſe 
Regiments had beene new forces comne to him,out of Wat- 
deck_; and” to make a noiſe of a great Armie, among the 
—_— that the Swed3 Generalls might heare of it, and be 
rerrified., 

Bur for all theſe cracks and flouriſhes, and his giving out 
himſclfe to be :0 or 12000 Foot, and 5000 Horſe, when he 
was nora®ove 10009 in all; yet durſt hee not —_ in 
Campagnia nor goe very farre from the banks of the Feſer: 
{orhat the Swedi/s Generalls, wentthoroogh, well enough, 
with their two ſieges, 

The. towne.of Goſlar, is Imperiall ; and the Magiftrate 


;. there, was altogether for the Emperor : othergarriſon then 
2: and Banier ; of the towne, I finde none in it, There needed no ſtreighrer 


a lcge , then the blocking firlt ; and the preſenting of the 
grolle of the Army before it,afterwards: for the Magiſtrate 
{ent to compound for 100:0 Dollars with the Generalls , 
and received 10co of Colonell Afirz/affs Regiment, in to 
them, for a garriſon, From hence, goes the Army unto 
Northeim; atowne upon the river Rhama, ſome 12 Engliſh 
miles ſhortof G oettingen, 

This is a towne of no garriſon, nor reſiſtance : for that 
the Generall 73/y had heretofore diſmantled it ; and fligh- 
ted downe the Fortifications, This were they comne unto 
before the 20 of this February. Then take they in Northes , 
mid way betwixt Northtim and Goettingen, In Quarters about 
this laſt towne, had the Landerave laid this whole fortnight: 
not ſo much, to offer any batrery to it; but ſotoblock itup, 
chat he might withall havean eye to Pappenheins, But now 
was the ſiege begun, in good earneſt, Colonell Carthaw 
commanded in the rowne, and his garriſon was ſome goo: 
good ſtore of {mall peeces he had beſides, with viftualls and 

ammunition 
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ammunition to have held out longer. The Swedi/þ bring for- 
ward 2 ſeverall Approaches : and after 2 breaches, they cauſe 
the towne at both theſe places to be ſtormed, This whileſt 
the Swedi/+ are in od eamelt about to doe , they cauſe 
falſe offers and:Sca/adves,to be made ſhew of in other parts: Go:11;n5cy wa- 
the more to divertthe defendants from their breaches. The ken, * 
towne is by force entred , and Carthars with his Officers 
flinging downetheir Armes, are takenpriſoners : and the 
houſes plundered, Here were above 100 Field pceccs, ' 
Meortars, and Sling pecces, made prize of; 3 oco weight of 
musket bullet, withpowder, match, and ammunition pro- 
portionable. Ericksbwrg Calle (a very ſtrong place, belong. 
ing to the Bilhoprick of Hildeſreims,lo named of Duke Erich. 
of Branſwick,, the builder of it) is likewiſe yeelded upon 
compoſition, For the too ſudden rendring of this Forr, was 
Captaine Wo/F of the Regiment of Blanckbart ; by Pappen- Wh rricks- 
heim afterwards impriſoned. Upon the taking of this Caltle, Lg Cafitc. 
did the townes of Peyze, Haſelrode, and Duderſtat , upon 
the North ſide of the Biſhopricke of Hi/de&eim, come in ; 
which a Captaine of B/anckharts Regiment, now yeelded ; 
thus all was cleare on that ſide, even to Lunenburg, Bremen, 
and the Eb ſtreame, By the winring of Goertingen alſo, are 
the other ſmaller townes about D«derſtrt brought in with 
little trouble, which lies betwixt that and Paringen; And And the who!e- 
thus was all that you ſec in the fapot Branſwickand Mag- Country clea- 
denburg(excepting Duderſtat and the town of Wolfenburtle) '<c- 
becomne Swedsſs : even from the Ppper Saxtnic on the Eaſt 
fide ; unto the river of Fe/#, on the Weft ſide of the Coun- 
rrey :. as alſo North and South from Duringe # unto Lxnen- 
barg, and the Middle Marks of Brandeubnrg, 

And this was done by the 25 of our February : about 
which time Duke Fi[iam, and the Generall Banzer, were Duke?71:om 
ſenc for unto the King of Sweden: even thenupon his march 90 54" 
into Bavaria, Banier (as I take it) ſet forwardalittle before 57. 
Duke Filliam : and hee recovered upunto the King, by the 4 
tenth of March following. The Duke ſtaid ſomething lon-er, 
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about ſerling of the Country; and to bring off the Landgrave 

o* Heſſea : who beingafter their going, too weake to en. 

counter Peppenheim ; was enforced to turne over the #eſey 

ag1ine,into his owne Countrey. Here,though he recovered 

Inunden and eAmoenenburg: yetnow was P appenheim looſe 

aga rp : and heenot long her followed him into his owne 
Ajſ/i4. . 

In this meane time, had Pappenheims diſpatched the Count 
of Gronsfeld and Vander-Naerſen Baron * of Yirmont, (late 
Governour of Reſteck ) unto the Eleftor of Cullen; for the 
ſpeeding of thoſe levyes and Commiſſions , which athis 
own? late comming from C#lex, had been left vnperfe ted. 
Hereupon, the Regiment of Giles de Haes going towards 
him ; was beaten backe by.the Boores of Marckland ; who 
refuſed him paſſage thorough their Couitrey. However, 
ſome good Recreuts he obtained in the County of Waldeck, 
and the Biſhoprick of Paderborn; as many.as made himup 
a! Army ef 1coe 5 marching men, compleatly, 

Being thus both re-enforced, and let looſe ; hee inthebe- 
ginning of March, puts into the field againe,to the Eaſt ward 
of the Weſer,” About the tenth of the moneth , hee layes 
ſiege to Ericksburg Caltle jn the Huni/7uck , before ſpoken 
of. This he tooke within a few.dayes ; arid here found hee 
five faire Brafle pieces, which hee tookealong with him. 
Thence goes hee to Eymbeck, agood towne ſome 3 Dutch 
leagues or 15 Engl43, (tor the leagues belong in this Coun- 
trey ) tothe Eaſt of Fricksburg, and by the river Rhama, Of 
this rowne, hee demandsadmiſſion ; and proviſions for his 
Armie: both which, the Burgers upon confidence of afli- 
ſtance from the Duke of Lxntzburg : at firſt denied him. 
Bur perceiving their Enemies to be neerer then their fac- 
cours z-they thought better. upon a bad motion, and accep. 
red of as good as 2 of his Regiments ; being glad, beſides,to 
redeeme their formall deniall, by aranſome of 30000 Dol- 
lars. The Forces that Pappenheim now put into 'E *ymbeck, 
were 5 Companies of Gratz his Regiment; 1 20 of Go/ez his 
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people:with ſcme Commanded men of the Count of Cren/- 
fas comne out of Wolfentwitle, and cc mmanded by Cap 
eaine Gries. This was done about the 18 or 2c of cur March, 
Till the money were paid, he cauſed ſome of the richer Bur. 
gers,to follow his Army:and a gcod part of their Ordnance, 
Viaralls, and Ammunition, he ſends upwards into 7o/fer:e 
butrle, for the ſtrengthening of that, and the Baron C /ciney 
in it ; for that he feared it might ſhortly be beſieged, by Tor 
and Zanenbarg. 
And now turnes he due Northward, into the Biſkoprick 
of Hildefteim, In the way thitherward , hee defcats ſome 4. ys... 
Haſſian troupes, which the Landgrave had left about Pade- (ere 2: pon 
berg : alittle ſhort of Hildeſteim; which ſhould have comne , 
to have ſtrengthened Eymbeck, The Citie of Hi/defteim (ce. 
ing him comming ; admit of a garriſon of 1c00 Zanenbrr. 
gers (of Petans and Marrads Regiments, as I take it; ) by 
which meanes that towne was 7 _ , and his ſummons, 
utterly denied. However, the weaker townes in the Bi. 
ſhoprick, he does what he _ withall ; and makes uſe of 
what proviſions, Duke William and Banier hadleft unto the 
le. The good rowne of Hanover upon the river Zeine, ,,, 
inthe Dukedome of Brunſwick, leagues to the Northweſt (hg,oumk 
of Hildeſpeim;entertaines 800 Zunenbwrger: atd puts it ſelfe zud(ſtcm, 
into a poſture of reſiſtance, Geoſlar having 1000 of Afitz. 
laffs people in it ; prepares alſo for oppoſition : ſo that there 
was no going that way into the Biſhoprick of Ha/berſtar. 
The HR towne of Ze/l upon the river eA/ler , in the 
Dukedome of Lanenbarg ; was a peece of too hard a dige- 
ſition, to be fuddenly ſwallowed : and therefore hee con- ang 7 ye. 
tents himſelfe witha bit by the way ax Borchdorf,lome two bugiund, 
leagues. and a halfe to. the Northeaſt of Hanover, to Zell. 
ward, A Partee of the Pappenheimer: , here fall upon the 
towne ; and upon Licutenant-Colonell Rz/wwrm, with five 
of his Companies in it. R»/wwrm is taken with diverſe of 
his men; and ſome Enſignes : 50 men ſlaine upon the place; 


the reſt routed ; and the towne plundered. Thence pa _ he 
on? 
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Betterlo-: beyoad which, hee paſles the river Aller, leayi 
Zell upon the right hand of him. Buthee forgat notby the 
way,to pay himſelfe ſome of thoſe 12000 Dollarsmonethly 
contribution ; which the Duke of Zella- Lanenburg, at his 
former being in theſe parts had promiſed him : as Page 1 13 
of this Fourth Paxt, we have told you. 

And now is his purpoſe wholly for the delinery of the 
towne of Stoade, by the Elbs fide in the Biſhoprick of Bre. 
1:4: his owae Uncle Bicknicker (as I heare) was now Go 
vernour inthe towne ; who with almoſt (ifnot full) 4000 
men, were by this end ofthis April, blocked ap by Oreo (or 
Achatins ) Toat ; and Generall Major Lohanſen, with the 
Luxenburgers forces, But before we ſpeake of this ſervice,ler 
us leave our Pappenheim upon his march thitherwards: and 
goe backe to fetch up Toars Story, to ſhew how he came in- 
to theſe quarters. 

Wee told you Page 106 of this Booke, of his comming to 
the reliefe ef the Bithoprick of Bremen : and hither ler us 
now fetch up himſelfe and'forces, His march from #i/mar 
which he laſt tooke (by which all the Dukedome of Meck. 
{Henbarg was deared) lay.to the Northeaſt, to the Elbward, 
quirethorow the ſaid Duchie, On the Meckienbaryer fide 
of the Eb, towards Hamborow , is there alittle cantletof 
laad, called the land of Saeh/en or Saxon/and: the C 
(as 1 take it)ofthe Dukes of Sexon Lawenburg: Inthisl 
were T oats Regiments a while enqua : which ftaid 
not long there: bur paſſed about _—_ over-the- E/b, 
and were drawne to Bardewick in Lamnenburg-land, Tode 
himſelfe going into Lunenburg; about 10 or 1 2 Engli/amiles 
from Lawenburg, and 4 or ' oh Bardewick. 

His Army conſiſted of Swellerand Mechlenbargerr , and 
of ſame Eng/i/s and Scortsh. Reginrents : Dake George” of 
Loemenburgs men, after a while comming atſ6.tohim, 

Of'Sir Thomas Conwayes Regiment, himſelfe; his Lieures 
:zant-Colonell Seward, and 309 louldiers, were _ 
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fifth of November caſt away on the coaſt of Norway : the Sir Thor Con- 
other five Colours with about 300 men ; irrving upon the w?2 drowred, 


, 27 of the ſame moneth , at 1Fernewand by Reftock. The 


Sergeant-Major over theſe five Companies , was Captaine 
Thomas Grove, who now commanded them. And ale theſe 
about Chriſtmas after, had ordertomarch to #/i/-er. Thar 
being rendred (as Page 105 wee have told you) Tode-and 
Lohauſen with the Swedes and Merklenburgers ; (inall nor 
above 4000 at the moſt) made haſt towards / awembrrg on 
the E/6, ſome 50 Exghfs miles diltant from Wi/mer. On 
—_— day at night , the five #»g/4/s Colours (who 
mar theraſelves) were at Sarminein Aeck/enburgland. 
Wedneſday January the 4, they marchr and met the thrce 
Scorrifb Regiments. Thence on Sunday to Hagenow, whence 
to Bortzenberg on the E1b, which river they croft ar Lawen- 
burg. Thenee went they to be enquartered with the Army 
in Zardewick ; a very fine towne(and ſometimes a rich one) 
before ſpoken of. Tothisrowne came ſome of the Zanere 
burgers forces. 

About the time that Sir Thomas Compayes five Enſignes 
came tO Parnemund, did 5 of Sir Frederick Hamiltons Co- 
lours land alſo. They were Scorrzfh and 1456 people; amongſt 
which,was 1 Sir Fredericks owne Company, 2. Colllaghamy, 
Lieutenant-Calonell ; 3.7 roopes,Sergeant-Major : 4.G1b/e:, 
and-5 Flenmings, Captaines. The other 4 Enfignes that be- 
tonged to this Regiment, were landed other where , and 
came not til \ymmer into the Army. The ELord Forbeſſchad 
allo his Scorri/s Regiment there : but himſelfe had beene ta- 
ken priſoner , as hee was comming betwixt Zack ftadt and 
Haemberow, and carried into Wolfenbuttle, where hee yet is. 
Neither Engti nor Scottiſh Regiments, had any fixr Armes, 
as yet: which in plaine £ngs/s phraſe,is : They were not yet 
fully Armed. 

However, half armed,or unarmed,as they were,Sergeant- 
Major Groves with his £ng/4/h,and the 2 Scortiſs Regiments, 


were #fter fame 16 or 20 dayes lying about Bardewick, 
Rr 
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commanded towards Bextebade. The towne is belonging 
ro the Archbiſhop of Bremen ; and lyes upon the ſmallrivep 
Eſſa, within 4 £ng4þ+ miles of rhe borders of Lunenburg ; 
the E/b itſelfe being withineight miles to the North ; and 
Hamborow almoſt as ncere it,to the Eaſtward.. Tis a ſtronger 
rowne then Sroade z and there was a good garriſon now. in 
it ; a place beſides it is,of very good conſequence ; for that it 
is the Paſſe into that which they call the 0/d /and, in which 
Stoade ſtandeth. The Generall Tod: with the reſt of the Ar. 
mie, lay now at Hornbarg ; a pretty Fleck or market towne, 
ſome {eaven Eng miles to the Northwelt of Boxtehwde, 
that was now beleagred. At this Hornbwrg was the Hof. 
Ouarter(or Head Quarter )for that this is alſo another Paſle, 
into the 0/4 land aforeſaid : by which, Steade was on.that 
fide alſo ſtreightned, 

The Engliſs and Scettifþ lay ſome tenne diyes at firſt; an 
Engl:/s mile off from Boxzehude.; with unfixt Armes, for a 
great part, and without powder or bullets. After this, they 
were ſeat tolye at a place called the 0/4 Cloyfter, which is 
within a quarter of a mile of the towne, to the Southward. 
Some few Dutch companies there were, enquartered u 
the 01d /ands (ide betwixt the towne and the Eb : butthey 
were the. Engh/e and Scortifs that had the moſt todoe in 
the beleagring. _ 

In the time of this fiege , upon Door Salvivs advertiſe. 
ments before given to the King , of the Generall Todrs mil. 
behaviour in the Army ; had his Majeſty ſent away. for him; 


Alex nder Leſly and Sir Alexander Leſly was commanded from the Lord 
comes torhe Marqueſſe Hami/rons. Army, by the King of Swedens Com- 
Armyc, 


miſſion ; to come and take charge of Todrs Army, with the 
Style of Sergeant Major Generall. Sir e/exander being now 
comne to the Old: Cloyfter,(aforenamed) and going about to 
take view of Boxtehwmle ; within z or 4 dayes after his firſt 
comming ; was ſhott,from the towne, into the inſtep of the 
left foot. He being thus difabled for the commanding of the 
Army, and carried off, unto Hamberow ; Tod!, for the time, 
Was 
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was to doe all'againe : Zobarſen(a Colonell with one legge) 
being then made Sergeant Major Generall. And this order 
continued, rill that 7Yolff He ndrick Zandifſn (native of Z- 
fetia, and commonly called Bawditz.) was ſent downe to be 
Lieutenant Generall z and Tode now going away , Duke 
George of Lunenburg became Generall of the Armie, But 
Boxtehnde was firſt taken ; and P appenbeim gone againe, eve 
Zandiſſin came to the Army. 

Toreturne to the ſiege. There were 3 feverall Batteries 
by this time, gotten upagainſt the towne: whereof 2 up- 
on the 07d Cloyſter ſide, anda third upon the other : from all 
which the Swediſh Canon plaid every day into the Citie. 
Nor were the beſieged, altogether idle. Having advertiſe- 
ment by the Boores,that the .Eng4/> and Seorriſs Regiments, 
werenot halfe armed, and but raw ſouldiers ; 200 of the 
towne Horſemen,one night fallyed outupon their Quarters. 
They'fell out, with a'very great clamour and noiſe _— : 
and were comne within twenty paces of their very Guards. 


Thoſe of ournation that had Armes,ſtood their ground; and repullcd. 


two troopes of Horſe were quickly at hand eroſecond them, 
Tisfaid , that ſome of the /ri/5 ventured upon the fallyers 
horſemen,with their skeynesor ſwords only : and did ſome 
peece of execution upon them, However, the leader of the 
fallyers was there ſhot dead, and fell; his-men forced to re- 
tire:being after ſome skirmiſhing,beaten into the very Ports 
&f their Citie. Another night, they felt out of the rowne 
—_ - and ſet fire upon the Scorrih Guards : and had they 
adventured but a little further,they had put the Quarters 11- 
to a terrible confuſion, Buteven now they were perſwaded 
M againe. 

The ſiege went on in the meane time , and the Canon 
fromall 4 Batteries did'their duties : faggots and ſtorming 
ladders were alſo made ſheww of; nor yet would theſe offers 
fright out the beſieged. Full 3 weekes , there was mitery 
enough endured by thoſe of our nation without the rowne : 


about the end of which time, upon the fourth of March ; the 
Rr-2 beſieged 
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beſicged (as it werefor pitty of our Countrymen) yeelded, 


aud marcht upon good: conditions into Sreade, Boxtebude 
being thus taken, our £xgl;fs having done the thiefe of the 
ſervice there, were offgred to garriſon the towne : which 
they gladly enough accepting of, the 5 Golours were put in- 
tot, Here lay they 3 weckes : Sergeant-Major Greve being 


Governour, The Generall 7 od: havinga purpolc to put in a. 


Swede (a ſervant of his) to be Governor over Groves head ; 
he beinga high ſpiired Gentleman, that could not endure 
to be rewarded with ſuchan affront for all his ſervices : the 
Engliſh Colours were commanded out;. and a Swealf& Lieu- 
tenant- Colonell (not Toacs man) put in to.be Governour, 
with 5 Enfignes, . . 

Thence were the Engis (entto block up Stoade ; about 
which, the reſt of the Army were —— 
in Dorps, the ſnow not then ſuffering them to lye in open 
Quarters. Buzthis ſerved che turne well enough:T des pur- 
pole being , bur co block it-upat a diſtance : -y1Rualls were 
{o ſcarce with him,that he ſhould a5r otherwiſe have beene 
able to have kept the Army together, in one leaguer. This 
rowne is ſeated upona ſmall riverct called the Z»1»g, about 
2 Engliſh miles from the £46 : a ſeonce being berwixt itand 
the Citie. Theland on both hands of it, is low meraſles z 


Cauſeyes running all along thorough them. The countrey on |. 


the North of it, is the Keydinger land , (vulgarly called the 
Land of Kayn2) and that part to the Ealt and Southward, is 
called the Old {and of Stoade: There was a garriſon of al- 
moſt (ifnot alkogether) 40025 men inthe towne : Papper- 
herms owne kinſman being the Governour, Here had the Be- 
ſiegers exerciſe enough: the Beſieged dayly falling out into 
their Quarters. Sometimes did they affrone their Quarters, 
with mighty Parrees, of a full thouſand : otherwhiles, with 
2 or 200-Horlmen, or more, with muskertiers behind them. 
Thus would they givea Cami;/#do , beat and fire a Quarter, 
now and then, and ſo in againe, never ftanding to it tomake 
good any thing, And thus went on the buſinede, all this 

| = | moneth, 


up and downe . 
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moneth , and the next : Todr having neither purpoſe nor 
power , to attempt more upon the towne; the garriſon 
(plainely) being neere as ſtrongas his Army : eſpecially after 
the taking of Bremersford, which next followed. 

In the endof April, whileſt Sroade was blockt , was this 
towne of Zremersford beſieged by a Regiment of the Arch- 
biſhop of Fremens. At this towne, whileſt the Biſhop had 
it ; was his Palace and place of Reſidence. The belieged were 
hard put to it for proviſions; for all whichthey had taken a 
deſpcrate oath, that they would never yeeld the towne, bur 


to the Kings Army. The Generall Tos being advertiſed of 2,14 
this reſolation ; ſends away Sir Frederick Hamiltons Regj- taken. 


ment, under the command ofhis Lientenant Colonell C -- 
ningham, to take in the Citie. The beſieged no ſooner ſaw 
his Colours flye before their Walls; but they preſently c:1- 
tred into a Parly. The Zremers Colonell hereupon, being 
j:alous of his honour, privatly and preſently, mace tender 
unto them of better conditions : whereupon they immeti- 
ately concluded , and marcht oat every way-likefouldiers 
into Stoage. 

Ne ſooner was this done, butthere came newes inſtant- 
lyunto Fremersford, that Pappenheim with. g or 1 0c00 Foot, 
and: 5008 Horſe , was comming, and within 10 houres 
march of them : and indeed this rowne was-direQly in his 
way, to Stoade-ward. Command was now: ſent from the 
Generall, that the Regiment ſhould haſten away to Boxte- 
bude, and deliver up Bremersford , tothe Brewers Colonel. 
bo iment being moſt CR Score, uſed _ 

night-marching : came flouncing thorough the es 
and By-places, and recovered ſafely into —_Aat rigs 
withſtanding the Enemies drugumes , were all the night 
within hearing. 

This was about the end of our April. Pappenheims march 
was from Hamelen and Nyenburgupon the Weſer, along to 
the Northward, thorow the Biſhoprixk of Ferben, and the 


edge of Lanentrerg , and then betweene the Fennes of Bre- 
Rr. 3. merland, 
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F m/4z1. Leaving theriver Zwing upon his right hand, arid 
Par>uhim ? crowding i1 betweene Bremer:ford and Harſeve ld cloyſter ; 
caccrs S20ad?. Hye thratt himſelfe into Sroade Cirie. Hee was, .indeede; 
thouzh not ſo many as he gave out himſelfe for , yet mach 
about.1 2009 Horſe and Foot: which with the Towne-gar- 
riſon, was farre too ſtrong for Toatrs Armie, Hee theretore 
now gave way to him : marching to Boxtelmde and thorow 
it, to getall hisowne Army toa head for reſiſtance. Papper- 
heim was in Stoade, before the Swedes imaginedhee could 
have beene : himſelfe giving them the firſt aſſurance of his 
being there, by the ſhooting off (ina military bravery) all 
his Ordnance. 
He being now in Sroade, had the paſſage into the Keydine 
Cuxsoff ygerland, (tothe North of him) open. There was the Regi- 
-,f1c: Reg» ment of Major Generall Zefljes, and 4 Companies of Colo- 
—_ nel ſonroes of Obſdell, enquartered, -to block up Stoade on 
that{ide. Upon theſe now falls Pappenheim , cuts them off 
all ; takes 19 Colours, and Major Zeſlyes owne Enſigne 
among{t them : Ofthoſe that were taken priſoners ; Otficers 
were madepriſoners to Officers,Captaines to ines,and 
ſo forth ; and norwithſtanding that the P eimers had 
{parc horſes.enow., (for that they tooke a breed of Mares out 
of the Land) yet made they their priſoners to trott on foot 
at their (ticrops, like their Horſe boyes. | 
Now did P appenheimcalt about to get into the O/d /and ; 
both for the pillage of the Countrey, and to get the E/b 
cleare, ifir were poſſible : and withall ro exerciſe Todts 
ple, whileſt hee provided to bee going. The Boores being 
now.up in their owne defence, about the ſconce ; and ſome 
Dragooners and other ſouldiers being amongſt them : Pap- 
A penheim ſappoſed the ation more faiſeable, to beat thorow 
" Hornburgand Todts Army there : then thorow the Boores, 
Cllersto Joree Cauſeyes, and Moraſſes. This Hornbarg, though it were 
©6415 I9Y* well ſeated for a Paſle, yet was it buta ſmall Fleck, untill 
ſome new cait up Workes, had now well fortified the paſ- 
{13:, Upoathis, now falls Pappenheim; and upon this heſo 
ta 
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thunders with his Ordnance, that hee beates' all downe be. 
fore him. And yet here was good: oppoſition mace unto 
him , and by ſome Scorriſs too. of Sir Frederick Hamiltens 
Regiment : am whom, Captaine Git/en was ſaid to 
have behaved himlelfe bravely : Here was Major Generall 
L obawſens horſe ſhort under him. The Generall Tod: per- 
ceiving the towne not to be maintained, gives order to haue 
fre pur to it, and retreated with his Armieto a great work 
he had berweene the rowne and the O/d /nd : lying upon a 
water. This was maintained by a For/orne hope, left for the 
defence of it,untill the Army retreated thorow the 0d /axd 
to Boxtehwde-ward. This done, the Forlorne hope came off 
ſafely. The towne of Boxtebnde being notlarge enough to 
entertaine T oats whole Armie , hee marchtthorow it, and 
laid them in Dorps, till hee had occaſion to draw them to a 
head againe. 

P appenheim being thus defeated of his paſſage into the 
Old land by Hornbnrg, and put into Stoade againe : hee the 
third of May forced his way thorow , by the ſcence afore- 
faid. There his Crabars were ſeene prancing and prickirg 
up and downe, along the Cauſeyes , comming almoſt.to 
Zoxtehude, There being but: ſmall reliefe for them to bee

had (Tod: had taken order for that) they ſet fire upon the _—_—_— 


Countrey. Juſt as-highway theeves will bcate thoſe-travai- 
lers, that carry no money about them. Butall this, could he 
make nothing of : 79at had all- the Countrey about him, 
the E16 and the way wo it was ſhut up ; ſo that there was no 
reliefe that way to be comne at. The towne of Sroade, was 
not to be maintained by him, becauſe his Army could not 
be maintained by it. The way back againe was full of Paſſes 
and Streightneſſes, ſo that there bee might be coopt upand 


could have time to come downeupon him, And eſpecially 
was there a Paſſe atan old mill , by the Fennes and the o/d 
cloyſter : and there, had T oat had the ſtomack to it,he might 
have hazarded to have kept Pappenheim in the Conn A

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ſarved, ſhould he ſtay ſo longtillthe power of the Country quinthe 
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fatning. But heedurtnor, hee was farre too wealce : loath 
0 hazard the Army, and his owne credic, which hee had 
goren in UIerklenbargdand : for that Pappenheins bei 
made deſperate by ſtopping up, aſt needes have trug 
like atyed Tyger, tohave gattenlooſc againe. What could 
the old Sh doe with the Lyon, that kil'd his Lambs, 
after he had gotten ham into his houſe, andthen knew nox 
how totye hum Þ So was it now with 7odt : for whom. it 
was farre better to let Pappenbess come out, and be To rid of 
him : who he was very fure, could not ſtay long by him,in a 
devoured Conntry. Some blame 7 od: for this ; affirming, 
rhat he might have pintolded Papporbeims, and haveltarved 
him : though others labour to excuſe him, by the former 
reaſons. However, T ode ftaid not with the Army after this, 
but was commandedaway to Roffock - and fo to the Kings 
Armie.

Paprenherns ſecing their 
poverty, andtheir good wills; nobly delivers them their 
monies backeagaine , with the Keyes of their Cirie : onely 
exaRting theſe rwo' conditions from them: firſt, that they 
ſhould looke well tothe fick and wounded ſouldiers, which 
hee lefr behind him : and ſecondly, that they ſhould keepe 
the Cirie, 3 dayesafter his going. And this faid, he the fixth 
of May, finally quits the towne ; defperately (ſhall I call it) 
or valiaatly ? in the night adventuring-along by the 0/4 
cloyfter neere Boxtehule : even thorow theſe da 
Paſſes, and cloſe by Todrs Army. Being quietly let goe, hee 
retires 
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retires firſt to yen. and ſo to Ferdlen ,\and thence the Hee goes to: 

All this;had he done _ I offene 
bravely. , X 

He was, indeed, at Stoade, in ſome diſtreſſe, eſpecially of 
viftualls: there lay 3 Swed//> ſhips in the E4b, right againſt

was Pappenbeims (traightlier blockt up, 3 horgyan- 
ted money to have bought an vile, that migh ve 
beene brought to him : enough, I meane,to town 
withall. Going oat of Staade , hee carried all the courſe, 
black, Ruſck bread, that hee could ger: 'yea, and tooke the 
very lead off ſome Churches, to make Provant bullets of. 

Some Peeces of Ordnance hee tooke from off the walls, to 

carry with him : blew upthe fide ofa Port, and away hee 

went.. Whether he had made any private overture of dcli- 

vering Stoade (for money) unto the King-of Denmarks 

hands, Tknow not , each I have read of it : and of ſome 

letters beſides, which the Syndicws or Recorder of Stoade 
ſhould be taken with, as he was going to Lack/ftar; which 

ſhould containe ſomeſecrets of co ency entertained 

by the King of Deewark; that way. Thoſe that write fo, at- 

firme this private correſpondencie to have beene begunne, 

preſently after Pappenherms comming out of Magdenburg : 

and that to be the neerer to put men into Sroade, rhe King 

of Denmark ſhould have ſurpriſed Fribwrg upon the E16, 

by ſome forcesſent thither out of Zack ftar. Sure itis, that $,ue corre. 
the Danes did incercept this Fribzrg, and that the Biſhop ſpondencies 
of Bremen ( in jealoufic leaſt his Coadpetor the Prince of berwixt Len.

The Pappewheimerr had made their brave, fo 
neere to the very towne : thatthe Ordnance fromthe walls, 
werelet flyeamongſt them. Here tis faid,thar Colonel Lobn 
that brought them on, was taken priſoner, -and ſome” 60 
Horſemen flaine 1 po : the reſt being faineto re- 
treat from Daimek; towhom they left one Cornet behind 
them. P appenheins (1 heare) had promiſed the Archducheſle 
Iſabella, that he would take this Caſſel: but was faine now 
to goe without it : the towne being one of the ſtrongeſt of 
all Germanie. 

All this had Pappenhbeim done, to make a diverſion © and 
to oblige the ZLandgreve to recall Clein Iaacob , ont of the 
Elettor of Cullens Countries of Paderborn and Weſtphalia. 


He had purpoled, alſo, to have fallen into Daringen ; which 


at Allen-Dorff he was very neere unto : the #erre, Eaſt and 
Weſt, dividing this Heſſen and Dowinges. But both theſe 
purpoſes,he was now diverted from; by a Currier received 
from the Count of Gronefels, conceming Luzenbargs and 
B axd:ſſins falling into the of Brunſwick & Hildeſveing.

Volckmarſen : which the pes Forces had alſo in poſ- 
ſe(lion. To relieve this, 14 Haſiavtroopes of Horſe, being 
now ſent z and having takenup their Quarters upon a woo- 
dic hill ncere the town, in thenight time to flip into it: they 
were diſcovered and ſurpriſed; by the P appenheimers, Of 
theſe, were 200 ſaid to be ſhine, and as many priſoners:

frim, Whileſt Cag was here buſic about his Appreaches, He reerd»

Pappenbeim marcht, and catne towards him : whereupon he 
was faine tobreakeup his ſiege,& make bis Retreat iD Hit 
defbeims: fo that the towne was not taken, till after Pappen- 
heims. going out of the Countrey, This was Cone, about 
the of June : at which time there were daily skir- 
miſhes berweene the Armies, the Lanenbwygers looking 
every day for.

This is the Arithmetich of the Warres : to uſe Sub- 
ſtrattion from the countrey people , and Imitiphication of 
Aeir owne numbers, 

June the twenty eighth beg Tharkag, the Alarme was 
brought into the Lunenburgers leaguer : «Arme, Arme P ap. 
penheim 1s comming. That night hee came indeede, to the 0+ 
ther ſide of Hildeſhesm. At this time, the Engitf and Scot- 
1:6 Brigade had the Watch, or Gward : and it was verily be- 
leeved, hee would have fallen into the Trenches. Burt this 
hedid not; for having caſt up ſome Batteries, in the hillof 
Aforitſberg, and mounted about 8 peeces,clole by the town: 
hee did no more then onely give them 200or 30 Canon ſhot, 
without onipcing any further, Withall this,he did not much 
more hurt, then kill 2 Hogs in the ſtreet as the townſmen 
confeſſed. But they having their Ordnance ready mounted ; 
thundered ſo upon his Pioners , and thoſe about the Ord- 
nance ; thatthey kill'd him 4o or go people. Someathrme, 
that his men were that day in mutiny ; and cried for Gel, 
Gelt : and that this was the reaſon he gave no more on ; nei- 
ther upon towne nor leaguer. However, hee that night dif 
mounted his Canon, drew off his troopes; and marched un- 
to Kalenberg : where for 5 or 6 dayes hee entrenched.

Army too ſtrong for Baxdiſſins ; after that Lunenburg was 
parted with him. But ofthis, by and by ; in its order. Pap. 
penheim direed his march to the South Weſtward ; going 
firſt to Groenaw, 12 Englis miles from Hildefperm and due 
Eaſt of Hamelen. Hence goes he to Pell, on the Feſtphalian 
ſide of the Weſer, 14 Engis/e miles South of Hamelen : and 
here having paſſed the #//cr, hee faces about to the /eft , all 
along the We/er ; and fo rothe Rhine-ward. 

Pappenheims Army being thus marcht out of Xalenberg ; 
(at whom let us turne downe alcafe, till wee againe meete 
them)the Swedifs had preſentnotice of it: and ſome of their 
Horle fell into it, ſo ſoone as ever the Pappenbermers were 
out of it. Yea before: Pappenheims himſelfe was : who being 
ſomething amorous,and laying inthe towne behind his Ar- 
mie upon ſuch an occaſion”; might there have beene taken 

riſoner by the Sweds/3 : had they either knowne him, or of 
him. The Dake of Zaneabxrg purpoling to remove, gives

encring into a Parlie. And thus was the towne.yeelded : di- 
vers of the ſouldiers, taking pay of the Duke of. Lunen- 
burg, Hence wereall the 7 a tha .vicualls, andammy- 
nition taken, and the workes ſlightedand diſmantled. Afrer 
this, ſomeſtrong Partees being ſent abroad into the Country 
of Ei{chfelt, perſwaded rhe Boores (ſomething at that time 
in cummotion) to goe home and be quiet. And.thus by the 
end of July, was all that corner (excepting Eymbeck_) be- 
twixt Brunſwick/and, Daringen,and the Veſer ; reduced in- 
to good termes again : whom after Duke liam of Saxon- 
Weymar: departure ; the comming of the Count of /, = 
heim, (like a {torme among the waves) had wrought 5ig6, 
and all to be-ruffled in a foame of fury. 

Thoſe parts. being well ſhat of Pappenheims ; the Duke of 
Lanenbwg being ſolicited by the Brunſwickers : hathade- 
ſigne upon the ſtrong towne of Yefferburrle. Hereupon, Au- 
gaſt the firſt;is the whole Army divided;for 2 ſeveral wayes 
and wo ewe 3 Brigades,making towards 
Paderborn ; and the Generall Zanenoxrg with the other 3, 
towards Welfenbattle,” For now they thought to have taken 
inall the Countrey, at once ; and. that ſo ſoane as everthey 
ſhe wed but their Canon; any towne would yeeld,preſently. 
But they were deceived. Lanenburg comming neere Wo/- 
fenbuttle, there were 2 weake Regiments of the Dukes and 
Townes of 3rwnſwick, ſent to joyne with him. One of theſe 
were Dragooners ; but not yet furniſht-with Horſes : and 
the other was a Foot Regiment. Hither alſo came a Scorri/6 
Regiment, under Colenell Kirg.; the Regiment was not 
wholy therey for they were not above or $00 men : but 


theſe - 
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theſe that did come, ' were held as ' good” menas any inthe 
Army. By theſe, was Duke George made up ſome 9000 
ſtrong, Horſe and Foot rogether,or neere upon it : and with 
theſe, began hee now to block upthe towne, Three ſeverall 
Quarrers he laid about it : his owne,Sergeant-Major Lohaw. 


ſens,(which was ſomthing neere the towne)and the Brwn/- 
wickers. They made neither Approaches nor —_— 
it ; their purpoſe onely being,to block and ſtarve it. The firſt 
night of their comming before ir, the towne Horſe by the 
Governor Baron Gleizers appointment ; fell out to bumne up 
the next Dorps and Villages, and to ſpoile what they could ; 
that their enemies might haveno ſhelternorbenefit of them, 
It chanced,that one Erick (or George ) Anderſon,the King of 
Swedens Commiſſarie for the Armie, and Major Lobasſen 
with him, ſceing theſe Bontefen's and fire-carriers, (whom 
they edto have bin their owne men) rode up to them, 
to chide them in the Kings name. The Commſſarie having 
thus runne his head into the nooſe, by this miſtaking,and be- 
crayed himſelfe in the Kings name : was there taken priſoner 
in the Emperours name. Lohanſen eſcaped narrowly, and 
that by the meanes of his Pages diſcovering the toyle, they 


were gotten into, : 
The Duke, the more to incommodare the rowne;derived 


away the ſtreame that drove their Watermills : but that 
would not doe it. 

lt io fell out, that Lieutenant Generall Zaxdiin being 
about Paderborn,and finding himſelte too weake to encoun- 
ter the Count of Grensfe/r z (whom hee then heard to be 
comming againit him) wrote unto his Generall Zunenburg, 
todefire ſome ayde from him. . Hereupon is Lohauſes ſenc, 
with thoſe that lay inhis Quarter : who comming too late 
to ſuccour Bawdiſſin; turned ſhort in, and went into Gone: 
Whileſt hec was gone from Wolfenbnrile, in the night Sep- 
rember 24, are 1400 Horſe ſent from Gronsfelt z who thrult 
themſelves intothe Citic : the Duke of Zanenbarg not be- 
ing able to forbid them, They carp gottenin ; _ 
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of chem, and as many Foot of the garriſon, falling 6ut upon

Turne we now after Baxdiſſin, 
We lefthim ready for his march from Dwwerſtat (where 
A the Army was divided) unto Paderborn, Before which go- 
ing, he ſent a Colonell with his Regiment unto Zymbeck:; a 
good towne ſome 26 Engti/4 miles to the Northward.Here 
B4udiJin (ends yyag Colonell Geltz left Governour, by Pappenheim ; who 
to take 11 9% 1114s reſolved to give his Generall a good account of it.

that the eighth day of the ſiege, and the 31 of this Auguſt, 
was Baxasſſin enforced to levie his owne fiege, and haſten 
back to Corberg ; a day and halfes march from Paderbery.

Upon theſe moſt diſhonourable conditions , was the 
ſtrong & excellently wel provided town of Hi/deſheims , the 
laſt day of September,yeclded up unto the Count of P appey- 
beim. Y ou have here no mention,of any coditions for {oldi- 
ers marching out ; for indeed there was none, but the towns. 
ordinary garriſon-now in-itz.for notwithſtanding.that the 
Duke of Zanenbarg had left 2 of his Regiments there, at his 
going thence to Dwuazr/tet ; yet had hee drawne them out. 
againe,at hislate going to Wo/ſexbuttle. At this eaſte taking, 
ot ſo mighty a ſtrong, 'and well provided a Citie , Papper- 
heims yam(ſelfe could not chuſe.but wonder : Hildeſoetrm was 
much eaſier then Aaeſtricht to him, Being malter of it, hee. 
uſed itthereafter ; Cowards (heknew) would endure any 
thing. Now gives heorder, to have all the townſmens plate 
laid hold of; and carried 1nto the Statehouſe: and that to 
make preſent downe payment, of the 2coo00 Rixe Dollars 
agreed upon. A very great quantity of viQualls and ammu- 
nition, hee cauſes to be taken out ot-their Magazines, which 
hee ſent into Wolfenbritle. This was the place,that hee was 
molt caretull of : for beſides thar it ſo ako and awed the 
neighbour Zrunſwickers ; it was a ſure retreate for himſelfe, 
uponall occaſions.

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" Having ſetled things in theſe parts, where nobuſireſſe, 
and ſcarce a conſideribleenemie-appeared : hee was in this 
beginning of Oftober' commanded from the Court of Yiew. 
»4 , to marchup to his Generalsſſimo the Duke of Fridland. | 
Leaving, theretore, the Coant of Grensfelt in theſe parts, Is, Hs 
rolookerothe Duke of Lxnenburg ; and the Count of Xe. £08 025 
rode being ſent, a little afrer this, towards Cafen, againlt Gree abcur 
Baxdiſſin : himſelfe with the greateſt and beſt part of his the /te/'-, 
Armie, bcing ſome 8000 reall men : marches up into 41s/-

His march lay alrogether thorow Branſwick/and , to the 
Southward : the rivers of Lewweand eſer , being upon his 
right hand. Into Dwringes he firſcomes ; a rich, and enemy 
Country to him. All the beter : ſuch richand weake ene- 
mies, had heea deſire to deale wirhall. Having paſſed by marches up 
Dwaderſtat and the Countrey of Fi/chvelr ; the next good bimlclte, te 
place to that , (in the very edge of Daringen) is the great '9Y"< with 
towne of A/»/hauſen; famous, ſometimes , for the Diets *** 
of the Empire : Preſenting his Groſle before this, together 
with theterror of rhe name of Pappenherm, and theexamt- 
ple of Hildeſpeim ; it yeelds to pay him $0>co Dollars. 
Thence ſendg hee 3 troopes of 150 Horſe, unto 1/enach; a 
ſtronger place , and more out of the danger : as being 15 
F»glihh miles to the South of Anlhanſen. Being denied 
here, theſe Horſemen plunder Crentrzberg in their returne ; 
alittle rtowne ſome 5 Eng/i/- miles to the North Welt of 
J{enach, towards Mnlbanſen.

that would not turne to their party, as eArnhemhad before 
uſed their fellowes, About the 25 of June,the &E/eftor returns 
to Dreſdenagaineand Arnheim (his great Orater) with hum z 
# whichtume the Army js drawne to the Frontiers, and 

; Colonell 
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Colonel Loeſer with his Foot Regimentand 5co Horſe, is 
laid along the E/b betwixt Prinand Dreſden , for the guard 
of the Elettors Caſtle and perſon, againſt all ſudden Cava!- 
£adoes, The occafion for the Elettors going home, 'was the 
comming of a kinde of Ambaſſadour trom Walmſtein, with 
the noiſe of ſome peaceable Propoſitions. The King of Swe- 
den, alſo, toprevent all ſuch privare parlies, had already diſ- 
patched the Palatine eAngnſine of Srltzbach (who dyed in 
the imployment) and one of the Counts ef So/mrs, untothe 
Eleilor : who under the pretence of direAing him in the 
Militia, ſhould keepe him firme unto the Party. 

The peace was tumed into filence, for the Propoſitions 
were muſliked : whereupon the EX /ettor multers once againe 
within league of Dreſdey, where hee layes a Bridge over 
the E/b,and ſends the ſecond time-into Z»ſ#tre. By this rime 
was Colonel Backerſdorff * already upon his march,withth:e 
Elettor of Brandenbargs fqrces: who: [taid- bur tor Major 
Generall, /ames (or Jaacob,) Magdngall. {Hee being borne in 
Swetlenof Seotniſh patents, 'is by the Swediſh uſually called 
Dwbalt ; as he ſhall by us, hereafter; he wasto bring onthe 
Swediſh , now taken out of the garriſons 'of Pemeren , and 
ſome others.newly landed. : Theſe. were to fall joyntly into 
Silefia, by the Odevs ſide : fo that Arnbeim with them, was 
likely hereafter:to be ſtrong enough for the Imperialiſts. 

Upen Arnheims ſecond comming, the Imperialiſts aban- 
don Zbex ,, and retire to other of their fellowes at Z:ttas, 


4 Engliſh miles to the Sonth of Zxbex, Thither followes . 


eArnheim, and therebeſieges them. They ſally upon his Ap- 
proaches : and hee there killsabove xoo of them. The Sa- 
xons making themſelves maſters of a great Worke, before 
one of the Ports; by that get to lodge themſelves in the Sub- 
rirb : and from thence they ſet the towne on fire , by hea- 
ving in Hand-granadoes. Now did Don Balthazar (et him- 
ſelfe to relieve Zirra : and whilelt hee ſent 2 Regiments to 
entertaine skirmiſh with the Saxons: 5 other troopes thrult 
themſelves into the towne. After theſe,came Don Balthaz ax 
himſclte, 
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[ 
himfelfe, with the [mperiall Army : of whoſeapproachin 
eArubeim being aware ; raiſed withall ſpeede his fiope * 
Ztttas, andretired himſclte unto Hezeſwerd upon the river 
Spree, 2 dayes march to the Northof Zitav, This was the 
ſafeſt place for him : for that it was towards Sileſia, which 

way Dabaltyras now comming with his Army. 

And now care Dwbalt, indeed, & with him Prince Yrick 
ot Denmarke : upon whom the Duke of Saxome was to be- 
ſtow Colonell Zindchauffs Regiment; who had beene flaine 
inthe Battell of Zeipſich : and not that onely , but his third 
daughter too, as was beleeved. Dabalt and Butckerſderff, 
having muſtered 9 or 200c0 men at Fraxckfordupon the 0- 
der ; advance upwards along the northern banck of thatri- 
ver, unto Great Glogaw ; one ofthe beſt Ciries of Silefi. It 
15a Dukedome : the title whereof had the Emperour lately 
beſtowed upon Watlenſtem , for recovering Prague from the 
Duke of Saxonie. Inthe towne, was a garriſon of 6 troopes 
of Horſe, and ten Foot Companics over whom,wa#Colo- 
nell Geerz left Commander; he who ſumetimes burnt down 
Paſwalck in Pomeraxia,as Page 59g of our Firft Parr wehave 
told you. Dxbe!lt (to be briefe ) about the tench'of Auguſt, 
forces both towne and Caſtle : and compells Goerz to retire 
into the Cathedrall, which had a good Fort for the guard of 
it, and good Workes round about it : the Fort alone, having 
ſome 5 or 6 peeces of Ordnance upon it. 

Goetz, having done his devotion in this Church, and ha- 
ving againſt his willbeene made a Chareh-man ; could have 
beene contented ta have robbed the Chnrch of himſelte, 
(now its Parrone, ) and haveſtolne away over the Odey. But 
there was the Saxon Calonell Ka/ckftein enquartered, with 
his Regiment of Dragooners. Goetz rhus pur to it, was faine 


to treat upon conditions of rendring: forall which he could 
obtaine no other bat the ſelfc-fame Articles , which his Ge- 
zraliſſimo had ſometimes given tothoſe of Prague : which 


was, to march out only with their ſwords, without Armes, 
Drummes,or Colours. 


Great 
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Great-Glogaw having thas changed her maſter, though They cake 
Walenftein would not lay downe his Title : the Swediſh and ©'*«! Glogew, 
S$exiſh Armies, being able together ts make op ſome 14 or 
150co men; thinke themſetves ftrong enough to arrempt 
upon the countrey. They firſt ſend to ſummon Sager, ano- 
ther of Walenſterns Dakedomes, about 20 Engl; milesto 
the Weſt of Great Glogaw : which together with its neigh- 
bours Newſtedlen, Pranks, Sprottaw and Freyſtad, in 
rich conntrey, betwixt the Cderand the Bober, were faine 
ro give entertainement and contribution unto the Sweds/h, 

From hence, at this time, was Colonell Xa/ckstein with and draw the 
fome 1800 Horſeand Dragoeners, ſent towards Sreinaw up- Pighbour 
onthe Southern banck of the Oxler, abour 18 Eng/i miles _— 
tothe North Eaſt of great Glogaw aforeſaid. This is the 
Paſſe betwixt Glogaw, and the citie Lsgnitz : and it hatha 
Bridge over ther1ver, _ good Fort gry There 
lay one Imperiall Cornet and 4 Companies of Dragooners, <.. 
for the —_ of it. This did X Jones 3 ſurpriſe: with ſome i rue 
_ in the Oderat this Bridge, with goed Merchandiſe Sazxow. 
in them. 

Thence advances he Southwards towards Z:gnitz, which 
hath a particular Duke of his owne,a Zxtheran. The place is 
berweene 2 ſmall rivers, 10 miles from the Oder, Here a- 


* bouts, ſome forces making fition; Kalcksrein cut off 


berwixt 20 and 30 ofthem; andtooke 105 more; whichbe- 

came his ſoldiers, Kalckstein having given advertifement 

to eArmheimand Dxbalt, of the poſture of the towne ; and 

that it a wr > it ſelfe, without having any Imperiall 

garriſon in it: :m preſenrs his Armie before it,& ſends 

ro know the Dukes pleaſure, whether he pleaſed robe Im- 
periall, or would declare himſelfe Swedz/ > The Duke ſee- Ligwtx bork 
ingan Army at hand, which were likely to call to him for — cron 
ananſwere : profeſſes himſelfe rheir friend; and that heand eq with 

his towne ſhould give free paſlage and reliefe unto both Arxivim. 
Swediſh and Saxon Armies. This profeſſion, was the fafe- 

guard of thetowne, and an advantage to the Prozeſtent Ar- 
Xx mies :

mies : ſome-of which now going into the towne, and en- 
guiring whether therewere any of the enemies goedsthere 
or 10 : found 4000 paire of provant ſhooes in it; with ſome 
cther neceſſaries, provided by Colonell Goetz for his Regi- 
ment, 

Arnheim having onely lodged 1000 muskettiers in the 
towne; ſends back the greateſt part of his Armie towards 

Arnbeimad- great Glogaw; himſelfe with ſome Cavalery & field peeces, 
vancesagiinſt adyancing towards Goldberg: a Fleck ſome 14 Englis miles 
— Impcria- to the South of LZignitz : whereabouts ſome Imperialiſts 

» were now aſſembled. Having notice upon his march, that 
they were retyred thence, and gone to Lembarg upon the 
river Bober, towards the frontiers of L«/atia;and that Don 
Balthaſar was there himſelfe with his whole forces : hee 
faces it about towards grear Glogaw, to joyne againe with 
Dwubalt, who was buſicd in fetching contribution out of the 
countrey. 

Hereat Zemburg wasthe whole Imperiall Army,(which 
might be ſome 12000ſtrong) now rallyed together : there 
werethe Counts of Marsfelt and Schaumbarg, with Serge- 
ant Major Generall Schaffgorzy, and the chiefe Officers of 
the Field. They having notice of the D of Lignirz beingac- 
corded with Arnheim,& of the Saxos retyring to Glogew: 
apprehend a preſent reſolution to fall upon Sreinas Fort a- 

gaine, ſo to cut off the Paſſe to Lignitz. This they eff:& for- 
metotrn cars tunately enough : for that there was as little oppoſition 
__ there made againſt them, as had at the former taking beene 
_ Kalckstein, This done, Don Balthaſar thinkes to 
vance towards Great Glogaw : hoping to finde the Swe- 
diſh and Saxon Armies, not yet comne together, but buſied 
about the Countrey; and foto fall in amongſt their Quar- 
ters. 

But therein they were deceived ; for they had-not ad- 
vanc't one league & a half, but they had the Alarme brought 
home to them ; hows that both Armheim and Dubalt were 
already marcht, and withina league of them, Vpon this 

newes, 
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newes, Don Balthaſer counter-marches to the Paſſe at Stei- 
nau:the neerelt & the ſafeſt ſtrength, which he thereabouts 
had thecommand of, Behind this townand in it,they made 


Alt;and there fare they downe with their Army, Vpon Sa- upon them; 


turday Auguſt the ſeaventeenth, came the Swedes and Sax- 
ons unto Steinan ; and touke up 2 ſeverall Quarters before 
it, Dubalt with his Swedes and Brandenburgers, had a ſandy 
hill betore the enemyes Leaguer, and upon that, getring u 

2 Ba:teryes and 20 peeces of Ordnance : he cruelly with 
murthering ſhot &c, thundered both upon the towne, and 
the Imperiall Leaguer. e Lrnheim, hee os upon their 


Horſe Quarters at the ſame time : and Dwbalts Cavalery , — 
falls upon another flanck of them : who being now much di- t4,cj; army; 


ſtraed by the raking of D«ba/ts Ordnance thorow their 
Battalions, their Horlemen afrera charge or two, tooke the 
rowtupon it, running Eaſtward towards Schwemitz,, and 
Breſlaw;\(ome 4000 of their Foot, only having thruſt them- 
ſelvcsinto the Fort. In this fight, (as Ifind 2 ſeveral writings 
for ) were ſome 2000 Imperialiſts ſlaine : there mighe per- 
chace be half ſo many;&hardly more, for that they Maier 
lovgenough to it. Chace there could be none ; for that the 
Imperialiſts having firſt ſent away their ordnance and bag- 

etowards Breſlaw, tooke care enough to burne Sreinan 

ridge behind them. 

Now does the Proteſtant Army lay ſeige to the Fort, and 
to them init:which the next day Aug. nmeteenth, they fall 
to batter upon. Tis written that Dox Ba/chaſar himſelf, with 
the Couts of Schaumberg & MHMangfeld,belides uther Gran- 
dees of the Army ; were now within the Fort : but I thinke 
they had too much wit to coope up themſelves in a Count- 
ing-houſe, This ill lucke they had, that the fourth day of 
the ſcige, ſome of their powder tooke fire within the Fort: 
&the town, beſides, fel into a flame by Dwba/rs ſhooting.Di- 
vers,therefore,here miſcarried; Schaffporzs was ſhot in the 
ſhoulder with a musket, and the reſt fav'd themſelves. ei- 
ther by getting over the Oder, or by boates downe the 
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ſtreame of it, Colonell Goetz was comming to their reliefe, 
but meeting the newes of AF /oft, he retyred ro Schwei. 
nitz., Don Balthaſar and the reſt recovered to the walls of 
Breſlaw; whereabouts the Army beganne to come to a head 
againe, And thus upon Friday Auguſt the twentie fourth, 
were the Paſſe and Skonce of Sternas, again recovered from 
the Imperialiſts. 

The day before this, was Kalckftern ſent out with 10 
Companies unto Newwmarckg;a pretty towne betwixt Srez. 
waw and Breſlaw : and 15 Engliſs miles from this latter. 
K atekstein ſending for the Magiſtrate, demands entrance : 
and he deſiring reſpite; Kalckstein ſhewed him 4 peeces of 


Ordnance, That bunch of keyes opendall the gates, and let 


in 5 Companies tolie there ingarriſon. With the other s, 
went K a/cksteiy unto Kant, 8 Engliſh miles due South 
of Breflew: which durſt not but ſeeme freely to admit of 3 
other nies. Thus was Breſlaw bloc up,both upon 
the North Eaft and South quarter of it, 

'By Sunday noone Auguſt the twenty ſixth, had the Im- 
periall Army gotten up to Breflav; before the Oder gate 
whereof,they were now marſhalled. Thefe reported , how 
ſhametully chey had beene bearen out of the Skonce, with 
the loſfe of ſome hundreds,as atſo of 6 peeces of Ordnance 
and Schaffgorzs's ſilver wagon, to the value of 2 tunne of 
gold in it. owards evening, the Army was commanded to 
the long Bridge; over which they marched, and,upon a faire 
Triangular peeceof ground betwixt the wood, the warter,& 
the moraſſes;they encamped. A place of mighty advantage; 
wh had but one Avenueto it, by which it might be affaul- 


ted. Here they gave out themſelves te thoſe of Breſlaw,tobe 


14090 : but x00000r 1 16a0 js a faire allowance. The next 
day came the Sweay/b and Seaxifh V unto Zifſas, 2 
wuwn &Caltle within 6Exgh/b miles of Breftaw.Thence ad- 
vanced they rowzrds wr pup _ of the Imperiatifts. 
- Being comne within hatie an houres march; a Squadron 
of Crakets encountred ſome ef their Van : by whom they 


were 
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were preſently put to the retreate. Preſently after, 300 of 
them turned back again;by which time 2 troops of Sweds/b 
were comne into the Sweinitz. meddow called the Faire 
bird, within musket ſhot of Breſlaw. Now the Crabars cal- 
led to thecitizens on the walls, to aſſiſt them by ſhooting at 
the Swedi/1:which they refuſed. Hereupen,zo0 Crabars tell 
upon the 2 5 oSwed:;/s;whom they put to the retreate. Theſe 
being reenforced, came on again; but the Crabats keeping 
cloſe to the Sweinitz, port,the Swedss durft come no neerer 
for feare the rowne ſhould have given fireupon them : for 
which indeedthere was order taken.Now looked the Swe- 
diſb howto get between the Crabatr and their camp;which 
they diſcovering , made haſt thitherward. They gone,there 
was avery faireCoach eſpied by the Swed: which offered to 
come into the Citie:and this they fell upon,and rook. There 
was one Leittenant Colonel Kwnrrizfh init, & 20000 Dollars, 
The towne fhot at them; at which they ſhaking their heads, 
ranne away with the Bootie : not 1{o much as offering to re- 
turne a ballet againe. 

About 6 at night,the whole Swedyf and Saxonian Army 
appeared; with their great Artillery onely,and no baggage. 
Being comne within half an hcures march 6f the Impernall 
League rihey ranged themſelves into Battaglia ; advancing 
with their Canon playing before hem ix ice Regiments 
had order to attack the Imperialiſts in their Leaguer: which 
they, with bravery enough, maintayned for an houre and 

e ; being then conſtrained to fortake that moſt advanta- 
gious ſituation, to ſet fire upon their quarters ; and in haſt 
to retyre themſelves, baggape, and ordnance, over the long 
Oder bridge : which in 3 places they put fire unto, This had 
they not they had been all undone : and all this(ſaith 
mine Author ) I my (elfe ſaw with mine owne eyes, from 
the toppe of F. Zlizabeths ſteeple, in Breſlow. 

By 2 a clock on the Tueſday merning Auguſt 28, they 
fell roo'ragainez the Swedgb putting hard for it, to get over 
the river ; which the other with all violence, fi them. 
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About 10a clock, Prince Henry Wentzel of Bernſixd,the Ba- 
ron Donaw,and 2 other privie Counſellors of the town, that 
were Militarie Commſſaries to the Emperor; went up to 
the walls :to take view of the skirmiſh; Baron Donaw(in 
my hearing({ayes my Author)thus beganne to the other 2, 
Adeviceof ÞJ pray let us trie the caft of this peece of ordnance, and let ns ſee 

BaronDonaw's gw farre ſhee will range her bullet : but the Counſell would 

Co efall not confent to it, Hee ſeeing none that contradicted : ſent 

foule with for an old Gunner, Imperially affeted in the rowne ; and 

Breſlow. bids him to traverſe the peece upon the Sweasb, and give 

fire to it. This being done(himſelf having helpt the Gunner) 

he laughed heartily : rewarding rhe fellow with a Ducate 

-and a thanke; ſaying Thu #« the firſt, in Gods name; this ſaid, 

he goes to his Coach, and ſo to the Counſell Chamber, The 

townſmen underſtanding of this ſhot, all in furie runne to 

their citie Colonell the Lord of Saw : complaine to him 

ofthe Baron Donap, and all to raile at him.

By this mans indiſcretion, was this fairalt City of Si/e/a 
like to have beene undone;by his offering the firſt at of ho- 
ſtilitie againſt the Sweds:who were al this day in hot $kir- 
miſh with the Imperialiſts. Wedneſday morning, they be- 
gann againe ; the fight continuing till 8 a clock : at which 
time was ſhooting given over -on both ſides. The reaſon 
was, for that the Imperialiſts, at that inſtant, retyred toa 
place called C/arworder, not farre from the Oder : leaving 


ſome troopes to maintaine the Bridge, notwithſtanding. The Imperia- 
Towards evening, the Imperialiſts ſent divers of their belt liſts reryre a 
baggage-wagons, with 4 great peeces of Ordnance, (each little. 


drawne by 20 or 24 Horſes) and a goodly Afortar, to be ta- 
ken into Breſlaw : for feare (as the meſlengers ſaid)leaſt the 
Imperiall Army in their retreate, ſhoald be forced to leave 
them to their enemies, The gunnes were taken in; for that 
the cirie could anſwere for them : they having lent more 
peeces then thoſe, unto the Emperor. As for the Baggage, 
they would not meddle with it : for feare the ſheltering of 
enemies goods, ſhould occaſion a quarrell with the Swedes 
and Saxoxs ; who had yer done no injury tothe townſmen. 

That night was there command given thorow the Citie, 
that every Burger upon pain of loſing his Freedeme; ſhould 
meet the next morning at the Statehouſe, There and then, 
were theſe 5 demands made, from Don Balthaſar and the 
Imperiall Army. 

1. Whether the Citie would ſtand firme to the Empe- 
ror ? 

2. And ſerve his Armie with vicualls and Ammunition ? 

3- In caſe the Army ſhould not be ableto maintaine ir,(as 
they feared) againſt their enemies: whether they might 
have the favour to retreate intothe Citie ? 

4. Whether they would grant paſlage tothe Army, tho- 
ow the towne ? 
5. And iftheir Armie were put tothe retrcate, ey = 
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the Citie would favour them with their Ordmace from the 
walls, and ſo afford them their beft aſſiſtance? 


The Cities anſwere was. 

x. For the Emperor, they were reſolved, as they were 
obliged, to live and die. 

2. ViRualls and Ammunition for the Armie, they could 
not ſparethem : becauſe that litrle they had there was need 
enough of, in ſo populous a Citie, And yet if they could be 
aſſured; how their trowne ſhould be maintained againſt the 
Swedes & Saxons; they would afford whatever they found 
their _— ableto ſpare them. 

3. As for the retreate of the Armie into their Citie; that 
might they by no meanes afford them, 

4. As for leave of marching thorow their Citie; that 
could they not imagine how it might be convenient either 
for the towne or Armie : for that ſecing they mult likewiſe 
afford the ſame favour to the Swedsf:they ſhould thereby 
bring their citie into a moſt eminent danger. 

5. &s for favouring them with their Ordnance from the 
walls,until they ſhould have made their retreate far enough; 
that were farre lefſe expedient for them, And there 
they would intreate the Army to conſider, how much in- 
convenience muſt needs be drawne upon the City by it. For 
whereas the Sweds/b had hitherto offered no hoſtility;either 
unto the City or any belonging to it; they had no reaſon to 
provoke them firſt ofall : which if they ſhould doe, they 
ſhould never beable to givean account for it topolteritie, 
This courteſie they hoped for from the Imperiall Army;that 
if the Sweds/5 ſhould offer to aflaule their Citie, they would 
the be ready to relieve it. Fhe towne having thus handſomly 
declined, rather then denyed theſe demands: the Imperiall 
Officers all abaſhed «tit, repaired to their leaguer. 

Abant noone the ſame Thurſday, came there a letter unto 
the Magiſtrates, from the Generall D»ba/t : full of geod 
language and profeſſion, Therein yas the fincerity _ 
Majelty 
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Majeltie bf Swedens purpoſes expreſſed , full of deſire, to re- Pubal writes 


lieve all the oppreſſed; contluding all, with a defire of vi- 
Qualls, for thankes and money, Victuals weredenyed : for 
all which,thofe of the Suburbs came into the towne to bu yz 
which they plentifully went and (old unto the Swediſh, 
Now come the ſoldiers to &, Nicholas gate: and cloſe under 
that, they bring their wagons to be ſheltred. The moſt part 
of the Imperiall Armie inthe meane time, forſooke their 
owne leaguer,and retyred into that Suburb on the other ſide 
of Breſlaw called Elbing : the Swediſh in the meane time 
G— their aſſault upon thoſe lefr at the Oder,&ſtriving 
to force their paſſage over it, Friday the laſt of Auguſt, be- 
times in the morning, the reſt of the Imperiall Army brake 
up, and came before the Oder gate; and to retyred into the 
faid Suburb, Here ſtaid they not full 2 honres : but in great 
haſt retyred themſelves, ſome North Eaſtward to Vamſtax; 
others North Weſtward to Amrs:whence, twas thought, 

they would have gone out of the countrey, Abeut noene 
the ſame day, came the Sweds ruſhing into the ſaid Sub- 

urb of El/bing, having by boates gotten over the Odey, Here 
made they havock of whatſoever the Imperialiſts had left 

behinde them,but doing no wrong unto any of the Breſlaw- 

ers, Juſt then was newes brought, that other Swedi/# had 

Nlaine 200 Imperialiſts,taken Colonell Rorſadprifoner, with 

$00 horſemen more, at O/aw bridge; (16 Eng/iſs miles to 

the South Eaſt of Breſlaw) which were there ſer to main- 

taine the Paſſe over theriver O/aw, which falleth into the 

Oder at Breſlaw, 

Saturday morning September the firſt, the Citizens of 
Breſlaw were to meet in the Statchouſe : and there to de- 
clare themſclves, whether they would admir the Sweds/þ 
and Saxon Armies into their towne + make an accord with 
them : or otherwiſe runne the hazzard of hoſtilitie. And 
thus farre my Breſlaw Autbor, hath beene my Intelligencer, 

Thoſe that had taken Roſtal! at Olaw bridge aforeſaid ; 
were of Arnheims Armie : who whileſt Dabalt was thus

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employed about Breſlaw; was with the moſt of his owne 

Saxon forces, otherwhere taken up in the Countrey. And 

hee having underſtood that the Imperialifts had another

_ this; forced the Imperialiſts ſo ſoune to quit\their Breſlow 
leaguer, as hath beene before ſaid. Arnheim hearing this 
bridge to be maintained by Colonell Rozfal and 400 muſe 
kettiers;ſends Leiftenant Colonell Dahn with 600 Horſe & 
5.00 muskettiers, to it, Now whiles Rotfta# ſtayes too long 
to burn downethe Bridge;there was he taken, and his men 
deteared. Auguſt the 29, comes Arnheim to repairethe 
bridge; and Colonell EZckstade with 15 troopes of Horſe, 
300 muskettiers, and 2 peeces of Ordnance, 1s ſent to hin- 
der him. To ſtave off him, is Leiftenant Colonell Schidner 
ſent, with ſome of Kalcksteins Dragooners : by whom is

of the King of Bonzma, 


I "GB, Eſt our latter ages ſhould want exam- 
ples, what God candoe to great men, 
or how hee ſomerimes exerciſes good 
NE men, was this Prince ſer up: even Hee, 
the greateſt of the belt Religion, of all Germany. 

The life of this good Prince, was a firangely 
COUNLET- 
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counterchanged mixture of fortunes; a Tablet,of di- 
vers countenances. His entry into the Z/eHorate, 
was glorious; his — happy; his vertues,re. 
ſpefull ; and ſuch asdeſervedly attrafted all the 
eyes & courtſhip of Geymany,upon him, The grear 
allyances which he hadcontraced , his high paren- 
rage; his mighty Supportments, both within Ger- 
many, and withour itz the conſiderable eminency of 
his Hosſe, his Eſtate, and the body of confederares, 
principally depending upon his diretions, together 
with the hopetuJaeſle, that other Princes and Peo. 
ples mo, had ofhim: theſe were the faire eminen- 
cies that differenced him from other Princes; and 
theſe were the procurers of his eleQtion to the 
Crowne of Bohemia. An ele&ion,indeed, banefull, 
(forthe time) to his perſon and Houſe; yea andto 
the whole repoſe of Germany: all which, ever ſince 
that time,hath felt the dire cffeRs of the lately.pre- 
ceding Comet : ashaving beenedeepely imbrayl'd 
in an univerſall warrezwhich hath over. run, nor the 
berterpart alone,bural the 4.corners of ir. A warre, 
that hath for theſe 14. long yeares, continued with 
ſuch tomackſulneſle onbothiides;- and-beene in. 
farned withthe ravages & overturnings of ſo great 
a part of the Eſtates and Provinces of the Empire, 
gsarcliketo carry the markesand ſcarres of it, yer 
for a tnany ages, 

And notwithſtanding that this Prince, . both-by 
himſelfe and the potenteſt of his Friends x hath left 
no honorable meanes unattemprted, forthe quench- 
ing ofthis Skarre-fire : yet hath he found ſuch ob- 
Kinate andfatal oppoſitions, from time to time; ſuch 
rigide ſtiffeneſſes, in the contrary party; yea ſuch a 
Yy3 cOunter- 
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counter-bandings from day to day; and thoſe en- 
creaſed too, upon the fortunateneſſe of their good 
ſuccefſes : that all the mediations of the greateſt 
Kings, bave been rejeQed, and the Prince himſelfe 
bandited for theſe many yeares, yea and diſpoiled of 
his poſſeſſions, And yet againe,whenhe ſaw himſelf 
juſt ready.to take Seifim once more ofhis own:coun. 
trey,and to bid farewel to his afitions:even then, 
juſt then, found he his hower-glafle runne our, and 
his period concluded upon. 

The calamity ofthis Prince, hath beene taken up 
fora Theme by a many licentious tongues, and unli- 
cenſed pennes;to declaime againſt him:they groun. 
ding themſelves npoa the ſucceſſe and bad conditi. 
on ofhis affayres, to make judgement of his mana- 
ging the: taking leave moſt CE to detratt 

romhim,with an unmanerly and tul-mouthd liber« 
ty. Thoſe that neerelieſt betore knew him;confeſſe 
him, indeed, to have beene unfortunate : but could 
not deviſe, which way he came to deſerveit : yea 
they beleeve withall, that there is not a ſpirit to be 
found, how well mounted and fortified ſoever ir be; 
that could haye borne the Croſſe with a better tem- 
pered moderation, then he hed done his ſufferings: 
& doe admirethat patienceof his, which was indeed 
moſt eminently remarkable in him. Moſt true it is, 
that a many excellent vertues of this Prince, have 
not onely beene over-clouded, bur have alſo beene 
oppreſſed, by the unlucky weightineſle of his infeli- 
cities:and yet have ſo many others broke forth, and 
ont from himzas might have beene ſufficient 
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up the mouths of that malignitic and miſ-ſpeaking; 
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with which he hath continually beene tongue-ſmit. 
ten and perſecuted. His Houſe, his Extradioy, his 
Kinred,his Allyances ; together with his perſonal good 
qualities, even theſe ought of duty to commaund 
torbearance, in thoſe Satyrica# and mercenary ſpi- 
rits; who are ſtill provided of Common places, 
both for Paxegyricks and Inveftives : which they 
make ſerve their turnes according tothe times ; to 
make ſhew of their owne queint wits,even with dif. 
paraging of great Princes: whoſe highneſſe of Birth 
alone,ſhould be enough to make ſuch people know 
their diſtances, There is an honour due to Princes, 
of what ſide ſoever they be : yea andan Apologie for 
this very Gentleman: who though too too groſſely 
uadervalued he were, in theſe his nuisfortunes, yer 
was ever well reſpeRed by thoſe that beſt knew 
him,evenin the loweſt declination of his diſgraces . 


Highly honored he was by a moſt ample teſtimony 
' ofr 


at ſolide judgemented Prince,the K.of Sweden, 

and that uponthe offer 8& variety of occaſions:who 
was ſometimes enforced ro moderate that thirſi 
and purſuite ofmilitary honour in him;and other. 
while profeſſed himſelfe to bee fo inveigled (as it 
were) by the ſweetneſle of his Converſation, asto 
engage his promiſe to him (many a time) to r'inapa- 
eriate and re-eſtate himagaine in his place of ho- 
nour, witha requeſt to him to manage his life ſo, as 
might be beſt for the improvement of the publick, 
& the comfort of his friends, and rhoſe about him. 
The Subje&s of this good Prince,may have plen- 
tifull matter of conſolation, from that moſt heroi. 
call, and maſculine ſpirited Princeſſe, his Queene, 
and {rom that ſweet and numerous Iflue, _ - 

at 
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bath left behinde him : which promiſes therh an en: 
tice affranchiſement, one day againe andthe reſet. 
ling:6fa Fuwily ſo many wayes confiderable, as is 
one'of the firſt and ancienrlieſt deſcended, of all Ex. 
rope. A Qaeene, who for her beautie, and vertues; 
demerits tobe made no lefſe, then what (hee was 
borne,or Crowned:and who for the unexampled bea. 
ring of theſe varied afflitions, deſerves to be made 
more,then there are yet Titles for. An Iflue fo faire; 
and fortheirnumbers, ſuch a bleſſing : as were nor 
onely prepared by God, for a preſent Comfort to 
their widowed Mother:bur, (which their owne ex- 
cellent cowardlineſſe, gives pregnant hopes of) for 
the raiſing of their owne faire Family againe , and 
engrafting the- Palatine branches, into moſt ofthe 
great Houſes of the Empire, and of Faroe, 

The Reader(T hope) will not take it amifſe from 
me, that have done that right, unto fo great a 
Prince z which inall duty and conſcience I felt my 
ſelfe obligedro. A Prince, who hath theſe many 
yeares beene the Butt ofmisfortunes,and of the in- 
ſolencics and inſulcations,which, of courſe, follow 
upon them. And this have I done, ſo much the more 
confidently ; for that this Prince hath had the ho- 
nour of allyance, not onely with orher great Kings; 
but alſo with mine own gracious Soveraigne. Tru- 
ly all perſons of honour, ought of right to eſteeme 
themſelves interefſed, in the chary conſervation of 
the honours of their equalls : and however other- 
wiſediverſly affeed, yer ſhould they all joyne to 
reſcewone anorher from malignity,and to palliate 
their diſgraces, with their very Crownes &Purples. 
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
